GENTLEMEN OF THE City CouNnciIL: — 

If I have done anything in the year past to 
deserve that public favor, which, in so gratifying a 
manner, has placed me here for another year, it has 
been in the endeavor to pursue a strictly independent 
course, renouncing all private ends, and acting with a 
single eye to the interests of the public service. En- 
couraged by what I regard as the express and em- 
phatic sanction of my constituents, I shall go on in 
the same course. No parties, or influential repre- 
sentatives of parties, as such, nor any combinations 
of men, will have any influence with me, any far- 
ther than they give valid reasons, in the interest 
of the whole city, in behalf of the measures or 
the men they recommend. As to the offices, the 
nomination to which les with the Mayor, I shall 
recognize no man’s claim to any one of them, except 
on the ground of his bemg proved, to my satisfaction, 
to be more capable and trustworthy than any of his 


competitors. ‘The claimant, to be successful, must 
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not only be a fit man, but the fittest man for the 
place that, can be obtained. 

Many citizens endorse applicants too readily, 
signing their petitions from mere good-nature per- 
haps, or to avoid the pain and odium of a refusal. 
This practice is to be regretted, both as likely to 
mislead the magistrate, and as tending to cheapen 
the value of good names whose just weight in affairs 
should be guarded by a sparing and circumspect 
use. The citizens can be of great service to the 
Mayor, and through him to the city, by giving him, 
from personal knowledge, precise and reliable mfor- 
mation as to the qualifications of an applicant, and 
in no other way. Such information will be always 
welcome. 

The rule, which I lay down for myself, to obtain the 
most service, and the best in quality that the money 
offered will. command, uninfluenced by any private 
interests or sympathies, | commend to the obsery- 
ance of all official persons who have occasion to 
engage labor, whether of hand or brain, in the city’s 
service, and at the city’s expense. 

And now, gentlemen, let me welcome you to this 
scene of your civic duties. I am glad to see so 
many of last year’s City Council, with their valuable 
experience in city affairs; and not less cordially do I 


greet the new-comers, bringing fresh zeal and light

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from the ranks of the citizens to reinforce our 
counsels. Working together with earnest  dili- 
gence and an honest purpose, I trust that, with the 
guidance and blessing of Divine Providence, we shall 
be able to justify the confidence reposed in us. 

It is our fortune, gentlemen, to be entrusted with 

the care of municipal interests at a time when our 
city, in common with the whole country, is suffering 
under a severe depression in business affairs. Invested 
capital, to-a large extent, is yielding but inadequate 
returns, and a good deal of it none at all. ‘Trade is 
slack, and in most branches scarcely remunerative. 
Multitudes of willing hands are folded in compulsory 
idleness. ‘hose who, in ordinary times, obtain but a 
bare support through their industry, will this year be 
severely straitened, and in numerous cases reduced to 
absolute want; and there are many who, through sloth, 
unthrift, intemperance, or unavoidable misfortunes, 
are paupers in the best of times. 
I will not speak of the cause of this state of 
things, except to remark that it is surprising that 
it did not come upon us sooner, and in a more dis- 
astrous shape, considering the unsound character of 
our currency, consisting, as it does, of broken prom- 
ises to pay, and considering also the cost and waste 
of the civil war, which must inevitably be paid for, 
and suffered for, sooner or later. 
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The money contributed by the city treasury last 
year for the support or relief of the destitute was, 
in round numbers, $140,000; besides this, large 
sums obtained by private subscriptions among our 
citizens have been forwarded to distant communities 
suffering under overwhelming calamities. 

The idea; which is held by some, that the city, as a 
corporation, ought to make work, or engage in un- 
necessary enterprises, at the expense of the tax-pay- 
ers, for the sake of giving occupation to the poor, 
and is bound to guarantee employment and a liveli- 
hood to those who, through shiftlessness or through 
misfortune, fail for the time to obtain it otherwise, 
cannot be entertained for a moment by the city author- 
ities. Such an idea, if consistently carried out, would 
be subversive of our whole social fabric, tending 
directly to Communism in its worst form. 

The numerous charitable societies will this year be 
taxed to the utmost extent of their resources. And, 
after all, the principal part of the necessary relief 
must come, as it always does, from the charities of 
individual menand women. ‘The Christian method, of 
each man ministering to his neighbor according to his 
own means and that neighbor’s need, is the most effec- 
tive and wholesome method. Private personal chari- 
ties exercise a better moral influence, both upon the 


giver and the receiver, than those public and official 
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doles which are bestowed without benevolence and 
accepted without gratitude. If I might secure the 
attention of our charitable men and women, I would 
urge upon them, for this trying season, not only a large 
liberality, but also the duty of careful discrimination. 
As the needy and deserving become more numerous, 
imposture increases inthe sameratio. All-wise philan- 
thropists charge us to discountenance beggary in the 


streets and at our house-doors, and to give nothing to 


‘strangers till we have ascertained by careful mquiry 


their actual condition, and the validity of their 
claims. I have caused arrangements to be made by 
which the police will be able to render all needful 
assistance in such imyestigations. Any citizen, by 
calling on the officer who passes his door, may learn 


within a few hours all that can be ascertaimed as to 


the character and needs of any applicant for assist- 


ance residing in any part of the city. By a resort to 
this method, much can be done towards unmasking 
impostors, and towards establishing the claims of 
the modest and deserving poor, whom all good 
members of society deem it a privilege to help and 


cheer.

City Government, in view of the present stagnation 
of trade and industry, is, that of economizing current 


expenditure, and limiting appropriations for improve- 
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ments so as to lighten, as far as possible, the weight 
of taxation. . 

While, therefore, no vital interest must be slighted, 
nor any niggardly parsimony practised in administer- 
ing the affairs of a large.and growing city, whose 
future must always. be considered, I am _ confident 
you will agree with me that, for this year at least, 
economy must be our watchword, and our constant 
question be, not what is desirable, but what 1s 
necessary. | 

here was expended by the city during the finan- 
cial year 1873-74, for the widening of streets, includ- 
ing those of the Burnt District, $6,391,113.76; and 
in the last seven years, including the improvements 
in the Church-street and the Suffolk-street Districts 
and on Fort Hill, the sum of $22,359,454.09. Deduct- 
ing $3,818,994.56, assessed for betterments, we have 
a net expenditure of $18,540,459.53. ‘This amount is 
practically reduced farther by increased taxation on 
estates benefited by the changes. But, after all 
abatements, the sum is. very large for a single species 
of improvement. Some. of the improvements have 
been absolutely indispensable, and all of them, so far 
as I can judge, valuable and judicious. I do not 
know that we could wish any of them undone, and 
the money refunded. | 


Some enterprises already in hand must be com- 
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pleted, and possibly some new ones initiated, to save 
a far greater expenditure in the early future, though 
I am not now aware of any cases of this kind. But, 
allowing for such exceptions, I would suggest in. the 
interest of the tax-payers, and considering their 
reduced means, that it is time to pause for a while in 
this magnificent but costly career of street-widening, 
and wait for better times. Some inconvenience from 
crowding is, and must continue to. be, experienced 
here as in every large and flourishing city. But 
cities, like individuals, must learn to bear inconven- 
ience with patience, when straitened in their means. 
In hard times we should not be too swift to construe 
a convenience into a necessity. 

During this delay in entering upon new im- 
provements which involve expense to the city, an 
opportunity will be afforded: to the Street Commis- 
sioners to prepare a comprehensive plan for laying 
out, widening, extending and _ straightening streets 
in the outlying sections of the city. The mere 
preparation of such a plan would go far towards 
giving a right direction to the private imrpove- 
ment of unoccupied territory; and would prevent 
interested parties from committing the city to 
the construction of streets which would not be 
included in any general scheme, and which are not 
for the public benefit. 
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It is well known that larger and better accom- 
modations are required for our Courts of Justice. 
Several public hearings on the subject have been 
had during the past year, but the committee 
charged with the subject were unable to agree 
upon a site for a new Court House. ‘he mem- 
_bers of the bar, also, and the public at large, are 
divided on this point. In view of this state of things, 
as well.as on economical grounds, I suggest that the 
matter be suspended for the present, and nothing be 
done this year, unless it be to secure a site, if a suit- 
able one can be agreed upon and obtained on such 
reasonable terms as may be expected at a time when 
the market value of city property is so much 
reduced. 
_ In the early part of the last year, I called the atten- 
tion of the City Council to the over-burdened condi- 
tion of the Law Department, and recommended that 
further provision should be made for the increased 
duties which have been devolved upon it by reason 
of the enlargement of the city. But no relief has 
been «afforded, and I deem it my duty to renew the 
recommendation I then made, and to invoke your 
early consideration of the subject. The interests 
committed to the care of the law department are 
numerous and yaried, and I am fully convinced that 


the number of persons now employed is not sufficient 
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for the reasonable and proper discharge of the 
duties. ; 

The last City Council appropriated $190,000.00 
(which remains in the treasury awaiting disburse- 
ment for that object) for the much-needed addi- 
tions to the City Hospital. This institution has 
been crowded to its fullest extent throughout the 
year. ‘The ‘relief it has afforded to hundreds of 
our worthy citizens, stricken down by accident or 
disease, attests the value of this noble charity. 
Plans for the new buildings have been prepared, 
and it is to be hoped that the work will be begun 
as soon as the season opens. 

The Lunatic Hospital at South Boston has had 
its full complement of patients. Seventy-three per- 
sons have been sent to the State Hospitals during the 
past year. The work on the new State Hospitals, at 
Worcester and Danvers, is being prosecuted with 
vigor, so that accommodations sufficient for all our 
probable requirements will soon be provided. 

_ A year ago I had the honor to present to the 
City Council my views concerning the condition 


of the reformatory and public charitable institu- 


tions of the city. I stated that the accommo-, 


dations were entirely inadequate. I now repeat 
emphatically what I then stated. ‘All the institu- 
tions at South Boston, Deer Island and Rainsford 
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Island are, and have long been, overcrowded, con- 
taining in the aggregate a larger number than ever be- 
fore, with the prospect that the numbers will increase 
steadily. ‘The administration of the affairs of these 
institutions continues to be efficient and satisfactory; 
but I respectfully submit that it is not at all credit- 
able to a city like ours that we should be confined to 
the accommodations that were designed for a popula- 
tion not exceeding one-fourth of the present num- 
ber. 

Considering, however, the unfavorable condition 
of business affairs, to which allusion has been already 
made, it may be the part of wisdom and prudence to 
postpone awhile longer any expenditures for new 
buildings. I will venture, however, to suggest, that a 
new almshouse be constructed, without further delay, 
with the means already available in the city treasury ; 
and that steps be taken for the ultimate removal of 
the House of Correction from South Boston to some 
other locality. It can be demonstrated that a re- 
moval of this institution can be effected, and the cost 
of the same be covered, by the proceeds of the land 
vacated, and by the increased receipt of taxes by 
reason of such removal. 

Our Public Schools are carrymg on their all-impor- 
tant work quietly and unobtrusively, but, as I believe, 


with their usual degree of efficiency and success. 
3

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The School Committee are entitled to the gratitude 
of the people for the great amount of arduous and 
gratuitous labor they devote to the interests of public 
education. But they do their work under the disad- 
vantage of a loose and unwieldy organization, which 
is wholly unfit for educational administration im so 
large a city as Boston; and nobody 1s better aware 
of this fact than the members themselves. ‘The new 
Charter makes provision for those changes, the neces- 
sity of which is plainly indicated by the progress of 
time and the growth of the city. 

Extensive and costly additions have been made 
to our school accommodations during the last few 
years. If the city prospers, and continues loyal in 
its devotion to the interests of education, this kind 
of expenditure can never cease. But I believe it can 
be very much lessened in the immediate future; partly 
because the most pressing wants in this direction 
have been already met, and partly because I hope a 
modest architecture and a less elegant and luxurious 
style of finish will be found quite as serviceable to 
those connected with the schools, and will be full as 
satisfactory to the heavily burdened tax-payer. 

The Public Library continues to grow in public 
favor and usefulness as well as in its literary treas- 
ures. ‘This growth has made it necessary to enlarge 


the building, which has just been done, as far as 
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practicable within the limits of the present site, and 
as far, I believe, as present wants require. This out- 
lay has obviated the necessity (which had been sup- 
posed to be imminent) for a new building on a larger 
lot, but which can now be postponed for years. I am 
not aware that any money will be required the pres- 
ent year, except for the usual expenses of administra- 
tion, the ordinary repairs, and the addition of books, 
with, possibly, the establishment of a single new 
branch. 

The people of Boston are to be congratulated upon 
the good results that have followed the reorganiza- 
tion of the Fire Department. In point of efficiency, 
discipline and material, there is little now to be 
desired; while it is a most encouraging sign to 
observe so much accomplished during the short time 
the Commissioners have been in office; and this, too, 
at a considerable saving of the people’s money, not- 
withstanding an enlarged area and the establishment 
of a permanent force. | 

I am happy to bear my testimony to the good work 
the Board of Health has accomplished. The annual re- 
port submitted to the last City Council will be found 
instructive and interesting to the new members. 
My attention was attracted to the statements, in the 
last report of the City Registrar, respecting the 
increased death-rate in this city; and, at my sugges- 
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tion, the Board of Health has provided for a thorough 
investigation of that subject by leading physicians, 
whose report may be expected at an early day. In 
this connection I would call your attention to the im- 
portant report recently made by the Board, in which 
certain changes are suggested in our present system 
of sewerage. | 

The Police Department has been considerably 
strengthened during the past year by the addition of 
the steamer “ Protector,” which has been provided to_ 
patrol the harbor and the water-front of the city; and 
which is intended for use as a fire-boat, in case of need. 

he new mounted force has proved a_ highly 
valuable addition to the department. The increased 
area to be protected will require, I think, a moderate 
increase in the number of patrolmen. But until this 
department is organized under some system very 
different from the present one, it will be quite im- 
possible to administer efficiently the very important 
affairs pertaining to a proper protection of persons 
and property, the suppression of crime, and the 
maintenance of good order. I fully endorse the 
provision under this head that is contained in the 
proposed new Charter. 

Under the direction of the Harbor. Commissioners 
of the Commonwealth, the work of improving the 
South Boston Flats, which was begun in October,

1873, has made considerable progress. One hun- 
dred and sixty thousand cubic yards of material have 
been dredged from anchorage shoal, and deposited 
upon the flats within the enclosure. The light sea 
wall extending from the Boston wharf company’s 
property on Fort Point Channel for a distance of six 
hundred and forty-one feet, to the harbor proper, 
has been completed. ‘The base of the heavy sea- 
wall fronting the channel has been nearly completed 
for a distance of seven hundred and _ sixty-five 
feet, and a portion of the lower courses of masonry 
has been laid. The total estimated cost of the 
improvement of the Commonwealth’s flats in this 
section is $600,000. The estimated value of the 
work performed at this time is $155,000. 

Besides the improvement of the South Boston 
flats, the Harbor Commissioners have devised and 
approved plans for improving the frontage of Charles 
river, and for dredging the basin and channel 
between Cragie and Brookline bridges. 

By the completion of the new draws in Cragie 
bridge and the Lowell freight bridge, the improved 
pathway from the outer bridge into Cambridge basin 
is complete. ‘This secures a direct channel through 
eight bridges, with draw-way openings of sufficient 
width to admit our largest coasters. | 

In the lower larbor, the works of the United 
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States engineers have been successfully prosecuted. 
Dredging has been continued at the Upper Middle 
Shoal at Lovell’s Island, and at Brewster Spit. ‘The 
sea walls, for protection and preservation, at Pomt 
Allerton, at Long Island, North Head, and at Gal- 
lop’s Island have been completed according to the 
original designs. 

I had occasion a year ago to speak of the Pro- 
hibitory Liquor Law of Massachusetts, and its ad- 
verse influence on the cause of temperance in Bos- 
ton, where public opinion is opposed to its provisions. 
The recent election has shown that the public senti- 
ment of the State on this subject is in accord with 
that of the City. Whatever new legislation shall 
be adopted on this most difficult and perplexing sub- 
ject, I trust we shall not be found wanting in any 
wise measures or efficient endeavors for the promotion 
of temperance, and the diminution of a prevalent 
and pernicious vice. 

During the past year application was made to the 
Board of Aldermen by a company organized under 
the general laws of the Commonwealth for permission 
to open the streets in certain portions of the city and 
lay pipes therein for the purpose of supplying Ilumi- 
nating Gas in competition with the companies which 
now have a monopoly of the business in the districts 


covered by their several charters. It is evident, from 
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the number of petitioners in favor of granting the 
application, that there is much dissatisfaction among 
the consumers with the price of the gas now fur- 
nished. 

he demand for competition appeals strongly to 
the feelings of the American people; and it is the 
duty of the government to promote it in all cases 
where it is practicable. ‘The condition of the streets 
in that portion of our city where the largest quantity 
of gas is consumed prevents a full and free competi- 
tion, and it is a question whether the limitations which 
must necessarily be placed upon it would not end in 
establishing a worse monopoly than that which it is now 
sought to remove. ‘This has been the result, so far as 
I have been able to learn, wherever a limited competi- 
tion has been tried for any length of time. Where 
the same methods are employed in the manufacture 
and distribution of gas, one company can afford to 
supply it cheaper, in any one section of the city, than 
two companies; and the same authority which would 
be required to prevent the two companies from com- 
bining to make the people pay exorbitant dividends 
on two investments, could be exercised to secure a 
proper management of its business by one company, 
and to regulate the price and quality of the article 
supplied. 


In view of the almost universal use of illuminating 
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gas in a large city, and the difficulty of allowing un- 
restricted liberty in supplying it, a great many reasons 
can be adduced in support of the proposition that the 
municipal government should undertake its manufac- 
ture and distribution. 

The city of Philadelphia has supplied the gas for 
public and private lighting for a number of years, but 
whether successfully or otherwise can be determined 
only by a careful investigation of all the conditions 
under which the work is performed. In the metropo- 
lis of London it appears that the efforts to regulate 
private companies, both those competing and those 
having a monopoly of the business, have failed, and 
that the local authorities have applied to Parliament 
for power to take and operate the private works for 
the public benefit. 

I should hesitate to recommend such action here 
unless it was clearly shown that nothing else would 
accomplish the purpose. Municipal governments are 
not generally credited either with an economical or 
an efficient management of their affairs, and it would 
not be wise to enlarge the objects of municipal con- 
cern without strong reasons to justify the measure. 

As the subject is likely to come before the present 
government, I have mentioned some of the difficulties 
surrounding it, for the purpose of suggesting the ap- 
pointment of a special commission, in the interests of 
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the city, to make a thorough investigation of “the 
question in all its bearings, and to report the results, 
with their recommendation thereon, to the City 
Council. 

The Report of the Commissioners appointed by 
order of the last City Council, on the subject of es- 
tablishng Public Parks, was presented too late for 
their action. ‘The consideration of it devolves upon 
us. or my part, I am free to say that I entirely con- 
cur in its statements, arguments and conclusions. The 
sanitary considerations presented in it are such as 
cannot be overlooked, or slighted; and it is made 
evident, I think, that the system recommended must 
prove a financial success. I therefore, unhesitatingly, 
advise that (authority having been obtained from 
the Legislature) suitable tracts of land be secured 
by the city at a very early day. Even if the 
want were not so pressing, it would be wise policy 
to take advantage of the depressed condition of 
the market, to obtain lands at a cost far less than 
could be done probably a few years hence, when 
prices shall have risen, and the lands are covered with 
buildings-that would have to be purchased. I should 
not advise any appropriations for improving the lands 
this year. The open spaces once secured, the im- 
provements to be made upon them can be delayed till 


better times, and be carried on hereafter, according to 
if 
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our means and convenience. I should hope no more 
would be done in any year than can be paid for out 
of that year’s taxation; so that, in the end, there will 
be no debt except for the land. And the interest on 
that debt, I am confident, would be paid by better- 
ments and the taxes on the increased value of adjoin- 
ing estates, and so far overpaid, that the surplus, if put 
into a sinking-fund, would in a few years extinguish 
the debt itself; leaving us a series of beautiful and. 
healthful parks, practically without cost. 

The Centennial Epoch of our national history is 
close at hand.. Preparations are now being made to 
celebrate the hundredth anniversary of the Declara- 
tion of Independence, on a grand scale, in the 
city from which that momentous document was 
promulgated. ‘The startling events m Boston and 
its vicinity, in 1775, aroused the sympathetic patri- 
otism of the sister colonies, and justified and made 
possible that solemn act of the Continental Con- 
gress of 1776. Those events will be commemorated. 
Our neighbors at Lexington and Concord are pre- 
paring for the local celebration of the acts of 
heroism which have rendered those names famous. 
The scene of the first great revolutionary combat 
is now within our municipal limits. The patriotic 
association which has charge of the grounds 


will, doubtless, initiate measures for the due ob- 
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servance of the 17th of June next, the hun- 
dredth anniversary of the Battle of Bunker Hill. 
It will be for you to consider to what extent this 
government can properly co-operate with them. 

A Census of the City will be taken next May, 
under the laws of the State. It will be advisable 
to readjust the dividing-lmes of the wards in con- 
formity with the facts disclosed by the census, in 
order to remoye the present great inequality of 
population in the several wards. It should be 
done in the summer, so as to give the Registrars 
of Voters time to prepare the new lists for use 
at the municipal election in December next. 

After a long and thorough investigation of the 
subject of procuring a permanent supply of pure 
water, the last City Council passed an order authoriz- 
ing the Cochituate Water Board, as the agent of the 
city, to take the water of Sudbury river and Farm 
pond. further examination of the subject has 
strengthened the opinion I expressed at the beginning 
of last year, that this source of supply will, in the 
end, be found the surest, safest and most economical 
for the city. I trust that the means will be provided 
without delay to enable the Water Board to build 
storage-reservoirs and make a permanent connection 
with the present works. 

_ The Commission appointed in the latter part of

1873 to revise the City Charter have completed their 
work, and I have the honor to transmit it herewith 
for your consideration. This is the most important 
matter that is likely to come: before you during the 
present year. It concerns the efficient and econom- 
ical administration of our municipal government in 
the future; and I am sure you will appreciate the 
need of bringing to its examination a spirit free from 
any partisan feeling, with the sole view of promoting 
the welfare of all the people. | 

That the work as submitted to you has been well 
and wisely done may be safely assumed from the 
names of those who have been concerned in its prep- 
aration. ‘They represent gentlemen who possess mm 
a high degree the respect and confidence of the 
community, and who have had large experience in 
framing, expounding, and executing the laws. 

‘he work is marked by an intelligent conservatism, 
suited to the traditions and customs of our people. 
No changes are proposed in the present methods 
of carrying on the government except those which 
have borne the test of experience, and which are 
clearly demanded by the present condition and pro- 
spective growth of the city. It has long been appar- 
ent that the business of the government has suffered 
from the lack of permanence and responsibility in the 


legislative and executive departments. As the city 
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increases in area and population this defect in our 
organization becomes more and more conspicuous. 
The New England system of town governments 
has been so successful in the sphere for which it is 
adapted, that there is a strong disposition to adhere 
to some of its features, even after they have been 
found to operate injuriously to the public interests. 
It was not until this city had a population of forty 
thousand inhabitants that the representative system 
was introduced. In the Charter then adopted the 
town forms were wisely retained, so far as they were 
adapted to the condition of affairs at that time. ‘The 
powers formerly exercised by the inhabitants in town 
meetings were given to the City Council; and the ex- 
ecutive powers formerly exercised by the Selectmen 
were vested in the Mayor and Aldermen. With the 
exception of a few changes made in 1854, such as 
giving the Mayor the veto power, and giving the Al- 
dermen, in general terms, the executive powers of the 
corporation, the present frame of government is sub- 
stantially the same as it was when the city was 
first established. It is evident that the city has now 
reached a point in its growth where a change 
is as much needed as it was in 1822. The people 
have lost their homogeneous character. ‘The duties 
of the local government can no longer be performed 


in the neighborly spirit which is characteristic of 
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smaller communities. ‘Training and ‘experience are 
necessary to the proper administration of our affairs. 
To secure this, the tenure of office must be increased, 
the legislative functions must be separated as far as 
practicable from the executive functions, and the re- 
sponsibility for the faithful and intelligent execution 
of the laws must be clearly defined. 

It is unnecessary for me to speak more particularly 
here of the changes which are needed in our goyern- 
ment, and which the proposed Charter is intended. to | 
secure. As the whole question is to be submitted in 
the end to the people, I trust that application will be 
made to the General Court as early as practicable for 
the passage of an act substantially in accordance with 


the draft which has been prepared.

THE CITY CHARTER. 


SECTION 1. The inhabitants of the city of ©rporate 
Boston, for all the purposes for which towns and 1821, ¢. 11 
cities are by law incorporated in this common-*” 
wealth, shall continue to be one body politic, in 
fact and in name, under the style and denomina- 
tion of the city of Boston; and, as such, shall 
have, exercise, and enjoy all the rights, immuni- 
ties, powers and privileges, and shall be subject 
to all the duties and obligations now incumbent 
upon and EO eae to said city, as a municipal 
corporation.

mon Council first named, shall call meetings of the 
Committee, and act as Chairman. 

Sect. 3. The Committee on Salaries shall report 
to the City Council, in February or March, orders 
establishing the salaries of the several city officers 
for the ensuing year; and the report of the said 
Committee shall designate particularly the changes, 
if any, proposed in said salaries. 

SretT. 4. The Committee on Legislative Matters 
shall, unless otherwise ordered, be authorized to ap- 
pear before Committees of the General Court and 
defend the city’s interests. 

Sect. 5. The Joint Standing Committees shall 
cause records of their proceedings to be kept in 
books provided for that purpose. 

Sect. 6. The representatives of the two branches 
of the City Council on Joint Committee shall not act 
by separate consultations. 

Seger. 7. Any Joint Standing or Special Commit- 
tee may, unless otherwise provided, expend from the 
appropriation of which, by ordinance or order of the 
City Council, it has charge, an amount not exceed- 
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ing two hundred dollars for any one object or pur-

In every case of disagreement between 
the two branches of the City Council, if either 
branch shall request a conference, and appoint a 
Committee of Conference, and the other branch shall

All reports and other papers submitted 
to the City Council shall be written in a fair hand, 
and no endorsement of any kind shall be made on 
the reports, memorials or other papers referred to a 
Committee. Every report of a Committee shall be 
signed by a member belonging to the body to which 
it shall be presented, unless otherwise directed by the 
Committee.

Sect. 13. If any ordinance, order, or resolution, 
originating in one branch, is rejected in the other, 
notice shall be given, by the Clerk, to the branch in 
which the same originated. 

All By-Laws passed by the City Coun- 
cil shall be termed “Ordinances,” and the enacting 
style shall be: “ Be it ordained by the Aldermen and 
Common Council of the City of Boston in City 
Council assembled.”

“ Ordered; ” and when either or both branches express 
opinions, principles, fucts, or purposes, the form shall 
be “ Resolved.” 

The amounts designated for the several 
items in the Auditor’s estimates, upon which the 
general appropriation bill is based, shall be deemed 
and taken to be the maximum amount to be expended 
during the entire financial year by the respective 
committees, boards and officers having charge thereof. 
Whenever the amounts designated and appropriated 
as aforesaid have been expended, and an additional 
sum is required, or whenever the estimates for the 
completion of any object, or for any purpose, exceed 
the appropriation specially made therefor, or when- 
eve: an expenditure is required for an object, or a 
purpose, not contemplated at the time the appropri- 
ation was made, the committee, board or officer having

He shall note all questions of order 
raised, with the decisions made thereon, in an appen- 
dix to the Record. 

SrcoT. 11. He shall draw up all messages to the 
Board of Aldermen, and send them by the Mes- 
senger. 

Sect. 12. He shall, when required, attend the 
meetings of Committees of the Council, and make 
their records. 

Sect. 13. He shall retain possession of all papers 
in reference to which any member has given notice 
of his intention to move a reconsideration, as herein- 
after provided, until the right of reconsideration has 
expired.

Sect. 14. Every member, when about to speak, 
shall rise and respectfully address the President ; 
shall confine himself to the question under debate, 
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and avoid personalities; and shall sit down when he 
has finished.

No member shall in debate call another 
member by his name, but may allude to him by any 
intelligible and respectful designation. 

Sect. 19. When two or more members rise to 
speak at the same time, the President shall name the 
member who is entitled to the floor. 

Sect. 20. No member shall interrupt another 
while speaking, except by rising to call to order. 

Secr. 21. No member shall be permitted to stand 
up, to the interruption of another, while any mem- 
ber is speaking; or to pass unnecessarily between 
the President and the person speaking. 

Sect. 22. No member shall be permitted to serve 
on any Committee, or vote on any question, where 
his private right, distinct from the public interest, is 
immediately concerned.

Srot. 30. All Committees of the Council, chosen 
by ballot, or consisting of one or more from each 
Ward, shall be notified of their first meeting by the 
Clerk, by the direction of the President; they shall 
organize, at their first meeting, by the choice of a 
Chairman, and shall report their organization to the 
Council; and members on the part of the Council ot 
Joint Committees, chosen as aforesaid, shall choose a 
Chairman at their first meeting, and report to the

Secr. 31. No meeting of any Committee shall be 
called upon less notice than twenty-four hours. 

Secr. 32. No Committee shall sit during the ses- 
sions of the Council, without special leave. | 

Snort. 33. It shall be the duty of all Standing 
Committees to keep a record of their doings in books 
provided by the city for that purpose. 

SecT. 34. No report of any Committee shall be 
entitled to be received, unless agreed to in Committee 
assembled.

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report within four weeks, or to ask for further 
time. .

Sect. 46. In naming sums and fixing times, the 
largest sum and longest time shall be put first. 

Sect. 47. When a question is under debate, the 
President shall receive no motion but — 


To adjourn, 
To lay on the table, 
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For the previous question, 
T’o postpone to a day certain, 
To commit, 

To amend, or 

T'o postpone indefinitely. 


These several motions shall have precedence in the 
order in which they stand arranged; and a motion to 
strike out the enacting clause of an Ordinance shall 
be equivalent to a motion to postpone indefinitely. 

Sect. 48. When a motion is made to refer any 
subject, and different Committees are proposed, the 
question shall be taken in the following order: — 


A. Standing Committee of the Council. 
A Select Committee of the Council. 
A Joint Standing Committee. 

A Joint Select Committee. 


Sect. 49. A motion to adjourn shall be always in 
order, except upon an immediate repetition, and such 
motion shall be decided without debate. 

Seot. 50. On the previous question and on the 
motions to lay onthe table or take from the table, a 
time not exceeding ten minutes shall be allowed for 
debate, and no member shall speak more than three 
minutes. 

SrotT. 51. All questions relating to priority of 
business to be acted upon shall be decided without 
debate. 

Sect. 52. No motion or proposition of a subject 
different from that under consideration shall be ad- 
mitted under color of amendment. 
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Sror. 53. Any member may require the division of 
a question, when the sense will admit of it.

Every member who is present when a 
question is put, if not excluded by interest, shall give 
his vote, unless the Council for special reasons shall 
excuse him. Application to be so excused on any 
question must be made before the Council is divided, 
or before the calling of the yeas and nays, and such 
application shall be accompanied by a brief statement 
of reasons, and shall be decided without debate. 

SeoT. 61. If the President is unable to decide, or 
if any member rises and doubts a vote, the President 
shall cause a return of the members voting in the 
affirmative and in the negative, without further debate 
on the question.

The baths are open daily, from oune 1 to September 30, 
as follows : —

All the bath-houses are closed by the Superintendents at 
10 o'clock P.M., on week days, and 94 o’clock A.M. on 
Sundays. 

Each bather provides his own towels and soap. Fe- 
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male bathers are required to furnish suitable bathing 
dresses. Those desiring towels can obtain them of the 
Superintendent, at three cents each. 

Boys and girls under fifteen years of age are not admitted 
to the bathing-houses after 6 o’clock P.M; and the decision 
of the Superintendent against admission is final. 

Each Superintendent has full charge of his premises, and 
authority to withhold the facilities from all not conforming to 
these rules; and he is required to render every assistance to 
applicants for baths, who, in case of insult or deprivation of 
privileges otherwise than as provided for in these rules, can 
appeal to the Chairman of the Bathing Committee. 

No smoking, profanity, or noisy conversation are allowed 
on the premises; and any person guilty of defacing the 
dressing-rooms, fences or tanks, by writing, marking or cut- 
ting, will be excluded from the baths, or arrested, according 
to the nature of the offence. 

All questions of priority in bathing, or of use of dressing- 
rooms, must be referred to the Superintendent, whose decis- 
ion shall be final. 

A police officer is in constant attendance at each bath- 
house for the purpose of preserving order and enforcing 
these regulations, in concurrence with the Superintendent. 


BRIDGES.

SURVEY AND INSPECTION.

This department, in accordance with the laws of the Com- 
monwealth and ordinances of the city, has the complete 
control and supervision of all buildings erected in this city. 
It regulates the foundations, walls, roofs, dimensions and 
materials of every structure. Among other restrictions 
imposed by the law and ordinances on the erection of 
puildings, it is provided that no wooden building shall be 
hereafter erected within the following limits : — 

Beginning at the intersection of the centre line of Dover 
and Albany streets, thence running eastwardly through the

Belmont Square, surrounded by Webster, Sumner, Bel- 
mont and Seaver streets, — 30,000 square feet, enclosed hy 
an iron fence. 

Eagle Square, on Fountain and Eagle streets, containing 
11,862 square feet. 

Roxsury. — Madison Square, located between Ruggles, 
Cabot and Sterling streets, containing 122,220 square feet, 
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round which there are 21,580 square feet contemplated for 
streets. 

Orchard Park, located between Chadwick and Yeoman 
streets, containing 93,862 square feet. 

Washington Park, located between Dale and Bainbridge 
streets, containing 396,125 square feet. 

Lewis Park, between Highland and New streets, contain- 
ing about 5,600 square feet. 

Highland Park is the old Fort lot, containing 114,665 
square feet, and occupied partly by the Roxbury Stand-pipe, 
and is in charge of the Cochituate Water Board.

PUBLIC PARK. 


The Hon. Samuel C. Cobb, Mayor of the city in 1874, 
having brought to the attention of the City Council of that 
year the subject of providing at the present time a large - 
Park or Parks for the use of the public, it was determined 
by the City Council, on Feb. 17, 1874, to refer the whole 
matter to a Special Commission, composed as follows : — 
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The Mayor, ex officio, two members of the Board of Al- 
dermen, and three members of the Common Council to be 
elected by concurrent vote, and three persons at large to be 
selected by the Mayor. The Commission was constituted as 
follows :—

the Legislature to grant the power to take such lands as may — 
be necessary therefor.

A constant watch is kept at the office, City Hall, night and 
day, by the operators. Each operator serves two alternate 
terms, of three hours each, as principal, and the same as as- 
sistant operator; so that twelve hours’ service at the office, 
out of every twenty-four, is required from each operator. 
No operator is permitted to sleep during his watch, unless 
expressly relieved by some one else, and by consent of the 
Superintendent. 

Each operator is accountable to the Superintendent for any 
mistakes that may occur at the office during his hours of duty. 

An accurate account is kept of the time of giving each 
alarm, and of the station from which it originates, and all 
other necessary information. 

Alarms are transmitted to the Central Office, from the Sig- 
nal Stations or Boxes, by pulling a slide in the Box. The 
police officers, and one other person resident near each sta- 
tion, have keys to the Boxes. 

ALARMS are sounded by striking the number of the box 
upon the Alarm ells and upon the Gongs in the Engine- 
Houses. ; 

EXAmMpPLes: To announce the existence of a fire near Box 
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No. 41 (Old South Church), the bells will strike four, make 
a pause of a few seconds, then strike one, thus: 4—1. This 
will be repeated at intervals of about one-half minute. 

For a fire near Box No. 145 (South Boston Point), the 
bells will strike one, make a pause, then strike four, another 
pause, then strike five, thus: 1—4—85. 

Second Alarms are sounded by striking ten blows. Third 
Alarms are sounded by striking twelve blows twice, thus: 
12— 12. 

In cases where the entire department are required, alarms 
are sounded by striking twelve blows three times, thus: 12 
—12—12. 7 

In cases where Hook & Ladder Companies only are wanted, 
signal to be given by striking ten blows once, with the num- 
ber of the Company struck twice, thus: Hook & Ladder No. 
one, 1O—1—1. Hook & Ladder No. four, 10—4—4. 
Hook & Ladder No. seven, 10 —7—7. 

If more than one Hook & Ladder Company is wanted, the 
signal will be given thus: Hook & Ladder one and three, 10 
—1—1—3—3. Hook & Ladder two and four, 10—2 
—2—4—4. Hook & Ladder five and seven, 10 —5—5 
—7—7. P 

No person will give alarms for the same fire (after the first 
alarm has been given), without an order from an Engineer ; 
and the person so ordered will be sure to go to the same box 
from which the first alarm was given, and report the same to 
the Chief Engineer. 

Alarms are usually given about half a minute from the 
time the box is operated. 


DIRECTIONS TO THOSE WHO HOLD SIGNAL KEYS. 


1. If a fire is discovered in your vicinity, go to the 


nearest Box. 
2. Pull the slide down once and let go. Wait at the Box, 


and direct the firemen to the fire. 
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3. If you hear no reply on the bells, pull again. If still 
no reply, go to the nearest Box. 

4. The police, upon hearing the bells, will spring their 
rattles and call the number of the station. 


CAUTIONS. 


1. Be gure your Box is locked before leaving it. 

2. Never open the Box, except in cases of fire. 

3. Never let the key go out of your possession, unless 
called for by the Superintendent.

UNITED STATES HARBOR COMMISSION. 


At the suggestion of His Honor Frederic W. Lincoln, Jr., 
Mayor of the city, in 1859, the City Council ordered a scien- 
tific survey of Boston harbor to be made; and, in accordance 
with the unanimous vote of the City Council, Gen. Joseph 
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G. Totten,* of the U.S. Corps of Engineers, Prof. A. D. 
Bache,+ of the U. 8. Coast Survey, and Commander Charles 
H. Davis, of the U. S. Navy, were specially detailed by the 
U.S. Government as a Commission, to make the proposed 
survey of said harbor. The result of these surveys will be 
found in City Doc. 97, for 1860; City Doc. 12, for 1861; 
City Doc. 62, for 1862; City Doc. 35, for 1863; City Doc. 
33, for 1864; City Doc. 28, for 1865; and City Doc. 50, for 
1866. 


STATE HARBOR COMMISSION. 
[Office, No. 8 Pemberton Square. | 
By statutes of 1866, ch. 149, the Governor was authorized 
to appoint, before the first day of July, 1866, five competent 
persons, to hold their offices for terms of one, two, three, 
four and five years, respectively, from July 1, 1866, they 
and their successors to have the general care and supervision 
of all the harbors, tide-waters and flats in the Commonwealth 
(except the Back Bay lands), and to prescribe harbor lines, 
etc. This Commission was duly appointed, and now consists 
of the following persons : — |

HOME FOR THE POOR. 


The necessity of a separation of the paupers who are re- 
quired to be supported by this city, from all communication | 
with the criminal classes, having been determined by the City 
Council, a tract of land containing about fifty acres, being a 
portion of the Austin Farm, so called, in West Roxbury, 
was purchased by the city under an order passed December 
20, 1873, as a site for a building to be devoted to a “ Home 
for the Poor.” Plans and estimates for the construction of 
the edifice have been prepared by N. J. Bradlee, Architect, 
which call for the appropriation of $551,188 for that object ; 
but no action has been taken thereon by the City Council at 
this date. 
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CITY HOSPITAL. 
[Ord. p. 359. ] 


The City Hospital is situated on Harrison avenue, between 
Springfield and Concord streets, and was commenced in 
1851, and consists of three pavilions connected with a central 
structure. This hospital is intended for the use and comfort 
of poor patients, to whom medical care will be provided at 
the expense of the city; and it is also intended to provide 
accommodations and medical treatment to others who do not 
wish to be regarded as dependent on public charity. 

The Hospital was suggested many years ago by ELIsHa 
Goopnow, who, by his will, dated July 12, 1849, gave prop-— 
erty to the city, valued at $25,000, for the establishment of 
a Free City Hospital in Ward Eleven or Twelve. 

Another benefactor to the Hospital was the late LAWRENCE 
NicHoxs, who bequeathed to the city, for the use of the City 
Hospital, the sum of $1,000. 

Hon. Otis Noroross has given to the city a fund of $2,000, 
to which has been added a bequest of $1,000 by the late 
JONAS Baw, the interest of which is expended annually in 
furnishing clothing to indigent patients when leaving the 
Hospital. 

In 1874, GrorGrE Goopnow gave to the city the sum of 
$1,000, the interest of which is to be expended by the Trus- 
tees in the purchase of books and pamphlets for the use of 
the patients. 

In 1875 a bequest was received from Mary Louisa SHAw 
of $2,000, the interest of which is to be expended by the 
Trustees for the purchase of fruits and flowers for the 
patients. 

Application for admission of patients may be made at the 
Hospital on each day of the week, Sundays excepted, 
between 9 and 11 o’clock A. M. 

Whenever able, the patient should apply in person. When 
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not able to appear in person, application may be made by a 
friend, and the patient will be visited by some physician 
designated by the Trustees. 

Persons accidentally wounded, or otherwise disabled or 
injured, shall be received at all hours. 

On each day of the week; Sundays excepted, from 2 to 3 
o'clock P. M., friends may be permitted to visit patients ; 
though no patient shall receive more than one visitor on the 
same day. 

No visitor shall be allowed to give any article of food or 
drink to a patient, unless by permission of the nurse; and 
any article sent to the patients shall be left with the Superin- 
tendent.

From 1841 to 1847, various preliminary movements were 
made towards a City Library. In 1843 and 1847 books 
(some of considerable value) were received by the city, 
from the City of Paris, through M. VaTtrEMARE. 

In 1847 a Joint Committee of the City Council on a Library 
was first appointed. The Hon. Jostan Quincy, Jr., while 
Mayor, offered to give $5,000 for a Public Library, on 
condition that the citizens should add $10,000. The offer 
was not met. 

On the 12th of March, 1848, an act of the State Legisla- 
, ture authorized the City of Boston to establish and maintain a 
Public Library, and it was accepted by the city April 3d. 
Meanwhile efforts to procure a union with the Atheneum 
Library had been unsuccessfully made. 

In 1849 the Hon. R. C. Winturop, J. D. W. WILLIAMS, 
Esq., Hon. S. A. Exrot, Dr. J. Mason Warren, Dr. J. B. 
McManon, and Ezra Weston, Esq., presented books for a 
library. _ 

In 1850, August 5, the Hon. Jonn P. BiaEtow, while Mayor, 
presented $1,000, which was funded, and two days later 
the Hon. Epwarp Everett presented his set of Public Doc- 
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uments and State Papers of the United States, with other 
works, numbering upwards of 1,000 vols. 

JosHuA Bates, Esq., of London, whose early life was 
passed in Boston, having offered to this city the munificent 
sum of fifty thousand dollars, towards the purchase of books 
for the Public Library of the city, if the city would erect a 
suitable building for that purpose, on the 24th of February, 
1853, an order was passed by the City Council, authorizing 
the Committee on the Library, in conference with the Board 
of Trustees, to purchase a suitable site for the erection of a 
building, which should be fully adapted for the purpose of 
the library, including Mr. Bates’ donation. Accordingly, 
said committee purchased 23,380 feet of land on Boylston 
street, opposite the Common, upon which an edifice was 
crected, at a cost to the city, for land and building, of about 
$365,000. 

This building was finished and delivered into the custody 
of the City Council, and by the City Council was transmitted 
to the care of the Trustees of the Public Library, with appro- 
priate ceremonies, on January 1, 1858. 

During 1871-2 extensive changes were made in the build- 
ing, thereby increasing its capacity by nearly one hundred 
and fifty thousand volumes. In 1874-5, an addition was 
erected, in the rear, giving increased accommodations for the 
official quarters, for the Patent Room, and the bindery, with 
rooms for the Barton and Prince Libraries. At the same 
time the Bates Hall was redecorated. 

Besides the above-mentioned donations in money, the sum 
of ten thousand dollars was subsequently given by Hon. 
JONATHAN Puitxuips, who, by his will, dequeathed an addi- 
tional sum of twenty thousand dollars. Another sum of ten 
thousand dollars was bequeathed by the late Hon. ApBporr 
Lawrence. The executors under the will of the late Mary 
P. TownsEenD devoted to the library four thousand dollars 
of a sum to be appropriated at their discretion. The FranK- 
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Lin Cxvp, at its dissolution, gave one thousand dollars. The 
late Grorar Ticknor bequeathed four thousand dollars. The 
Hon. Henry L. Prerce, Mayor of the city in 1873, on retiring 
from the office, gave his salary for the year, jive thousand 
dollars. | 

All of these sums have been funded by the City Council, 
and the annual proceeds are expended for the purchase of 
books of permanent value, in accordance with the special 
directions of the donors. 

The sum of one thousand dollars was given by the late 
SAMUEL AprpLEeTON, Esq., and the same amount by Mrs. 
SALLY I. K. Sueparp, for the purpose of procuring books 
for the immediate use of the public. 

Very valuable donations of books have been made by the 
late Josnua Bares (in addition to his gift of money), the 
late Rev. THEODORE ParkeER, the heirs of the Hon. NarHan- 
1EL Bowpitcu, GrorGE Ticknor, and others. 

The rich antiquarian library collected by the Rev. THomas 
Prince, during the first half of the last century, was placed 
in 1866, in the custody of the library, by the deacons of the 
Old South Church. 

By the munificence of THomas G. Appieton, Esq., of 
Boston, the very rich and valuable collection of engravings 
formerly belonging to Cardinal Tosti, of Rome, now de- 
ceased, was purchased and presented to the Public Library 
in 1869. The collection contains nearly eight thousand 
prints, six hundred of which are framed. 

The very valuable general and Shakespearian library of the 
late THomas P. Barton, of New York, together with his en- 
gravings, autographs, etc., was purchased in 1873, number- 
ing about 12,000 volumes.

Branches, 9 A.M. to 9 P.M., with exceptions according 
to local demand. 

Extent of the Collections. The Bates Hall contains 172,000 
volumes; the Lower Hall, 35,000 volumes; the Newspaper 
Room, 2,500 volumes; the Duplicate Room 10,000 volumes ; 
the East Boston Branch, 8,500 volumes; the South Boston 
Branch, 6,800 volumes ; the Roxbury Branch, 8,300 volumes ; 
the Charlestown Branch, 16,800 volumes ; the Brighton Branch, 
11,300 volumes; the Dorchester Branch, 3,800 volumes, — 
a total of 275,000 volumes, besides 150,000 pamphlets. 

The Central Reading Room has 360 different periodicals ; 
the East Boston Branch Reading Room has 43; the South 
Boston Branch has 50; the Roxbury Branch has 73; the 
Charlestown Branch has 82; the Brighton Branch has 24; 
the Dorchester Branch has 24; a total, including 100 dupli- 
cates, of near 800 periodicals. These reading rooms are 
open on Sunday afternoons and evenings. Several hundred 
periodicals, of a higher kind and less popular interest, are 
kept in the Bates Hall. 


Persons admitted to use the Libraries. 


I. Zo use periodicals or books in the buildings. Any per- 
son above the age of 14 years may use the Reading Room for 
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periodicals, and make use of the books within the buildings, 
without previous registration. 

Il. To take books away from the buildings. All citizens 
and residents of Boston above the age of 14 years; all non- 
resident Clergymen and Teachers having regular professional 
occupation in the city; all inhabitants, even if under 14, who 
have received certificates of graduation, medals, or Lawrence 
prizes, from the Public Schools; and all pupils attending the 
Girls’ High and Normal Schools, are entitled to a full use of 
the Library. All these must sign the application card, and 
give the name of a citizen, who may be consulted, if neces- 
sary. The registration takes place in the Lower Delivery 
Hall of the Central Library, and at the several Branches. 

Ill. Non-residents. Non-resident members of educational 
institutions in the city, and other non-residents (when spe- 
cially permitted, in consideration of the advancement of the 
public interests), may take books for home use, in accordance 
with the conditions imposed in each case by the Trus- 
tees. 

Central Library books may be applied for at the several 
Branches. f 


EAST BOSTON BRANCH. 


This Branch comprises two distinct collections of books 
one begun by the East Boston Library Association in 1852, 
and merged in the Sumner Library in 1860, and presented to 
the City of Boston, and made to form a portion of the East 
Boston Branch Library ; and the other of books taken from 
the Central Library, with additions by purchase, so as. to 
give completeness and harmony to the whole. 

This Branch Library (in the old Lyman School-house, on. 
Meridian street) was opened to the public in November, 
1870, and was formally dedicated by appropriate services on. 
March 22, 1871. | 
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SOUTH BOSTON BRANCH. 


By a vote ofthe Mattapan Literary Association, its Li- 
brary of about 1,500 volumes was made the nucleus of this 
Branch, and to these have been added books either with- 
drawn from the Central Library, or procured by purchase. 
In this way a collection of about 5,000 volumes was ready 
for use, and this Branch was opened on May Ist, 1872. The 
rooms for the Branch have been hired in the new Saving 
Bank Building on the corner of Broadway and E street. 


ROXBURY BRANCH. ‘ 


Under the will of the late Caleb Fellowes, the Rev. George — 
Putnam, D. D., S. C. Thwing, Esq., William Whiting, 
senior, and others to be joined with them by an act of incor- 
poration, were invested with a trust, whose purpose is to 
establish a library, and erect a building for it, within half a 
mile of the meeting-house of the first Religious Society 
in Roxbury, on Eliot square. As it was deemed for the in- 
terest of all concerned that the advantages of these funds 
should be joined, with such others as may accrue from the 
provisions made by the City Council for the benefit of 
‘the District of Roxbury, in the way of a Branch of the 
Public Library, the Mayor, authorized by the City Council, 
signed an indenture with the Trustees of the Fellowes 
Atheneum, by which that institution is united with the 
Branch Library. The agreement (to be found in the Keport 
of the Library for 1872) in effect gives the citizens of the 
_ Highlands a library, the same in kind with the Bates Hall 
collection, though on a smaller scale, to be increased by the 
Fellowes Fund, now yielding about $2,500 a year, while 
the city maintains a popular library in connection therewith, 
to be of the character of the Lower Hall of the Central 
Library and of the other Branches. The building on the 
corner of Millmont street and Lambert avenue was com- 
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pleted, and the library opened, in the summer of 1873. 
The Trustees of the Fellowes Atheneum contributed $3,000 
towards supplying the books with which it was opened. The 
present Trustees of the Fellowes Atheneum are George Put- 
nam, D. D., President; Nathaniel J. Bradlee; Samuel C. 
Cobb; W.C. Collar; Charles K. Dillaway ; Rev. Edward E. 
Hale; Joseph S. Ropes; William Whiting, senior; John 
F. Osgood, Secretary; Supply C. Thwing, Treasurer. 

_ The entire control of the joint collections, and the govern- 
ment of the Branch is vested by the contract in the Trustees 
of the Public Library. 


CHARLESTOWN BRANCH. 


The Public Library of Charlestown, which was established 
in 1862, became, on the 5th of January, 1874, through the 
annexation of that city, the Charlestown Branch of the Pub- 
lic Library of the City of Boston. It occupies the second 
story of the former City Hall in Charlestown. 


BRIGHTON BRANCH. 


The Holton Library, owned and maintained by the town 
of Brighton, and established in 1864, became, on the 5th of 
January, 1874, the Brighton Branch of the Public Library 
of the City of Boston. In August, 1874, the new library 
building, begun by the town of Brighton, was completed, 
and the library was transferred to it the same month; and 
services of dedication took place in October. 


DORCHESTER BRANCH. 


This branch has rooms in the new City Building at Field’s 
corner, where it was opened in January, 1875, after dedica- 
tory services had been held earlier in the same month.

ballotings by the citizens. At the eighth trial, on the twenty-first 
of February, Thomas A. Davis was elected. 

In the mean time, from January to February 27, 1845, William 
Parker, one of the Aldermen, having been elected chairman of the 
Board of Aldermen, performed the duties of Mayor, 

On the sixth of October, Thomas A. Davis, being in declining 
health, resigned the office of Mayor, which resignation, however, 
was not accepted by the City Council; and, on the twenty-second 
of November, he died, being the first Mayor who has died in office 
since the organization of the city government in 1822. 

On the eleventh of December, Josiah Quincy, Jr., was elected 
Mayor by the City Council, for the unexpired term of 1845. Ben- 
son Leavitt, one of the Board of Aldermen, acted as chairman of 
the Board in the interval between the death of Mr. Davis and the 
election of Mr. Quincy. 

In 1851 Benjamin Seaver, having already been elected an Alder- 
man of the city for 1852, was afterwards chosen Mayor for said 
year. At the commencement of the ensuing municipal year, 1852, 
he resigned as an Alderman, and accepted the office of Mayor. 

The election of Mayor for 1854 was continued through three 
ballotings, from December 12, 1855, to January 9, 1854. In the 
mean time the duties of Mayor were performed by Benjamin L. 
Allen, Chairman of the Board of Aldermen. 

At the municipal election in 1872, William Gaston was certified, 
by the returns of the officers of the several wards, to have been 
elected Mayor of the city for the next municipal term. But upon’ 
charges of alleged fraudulent practices in one of the wards of the 
city, a recount of all the ballots cast at said election was dernanded 
and made, and it appearing therefrom that Henry L. Pierce had 
79 plurality, he was declared duly elected Mayor for the year 1873, 

In 1873 Henry L. Pierce, Mayor of the city, was elected a mem- 
ber of the 43d Congress from the Third Massachusetts District, in 
place of William Whiting, deceased. Mr. Pierce resigned his office 
as Mayor on November 29, and occupied his seat in Congress on 
Dec. 1, 1873. 

The duties of the Mayor for the remainder of the municipal year 
were performed by Leonard R. Cutter, Chairman of the Board of 
Aldermen, who signed all official papers as ‘* Acting Mayor.”

Nathaniel P. Russell, Daniel Baxter, Joseph H. Dorr, re-elected ; 
and Thomas C. Wales and Redford Webster, elected 1825, 
declined. 

George Blake, re-elected for 1826, declined. 

John Stevens, elected for 1832, died prior to the organization. 

James Savage, elected for 1834, declined. ‘ 

In 1845 William Parker resigned. 

In 1848 George E. Head resigned, and was afterwards chosen 
one of the Principal Assessors. 

In 1843 Lyman Perry, Esq., who had been duly elected an 
Alderman, died before his qualification. 

1856 Levi B. Meriam, Esq., died while in office. 

In 1858 Rufus B. Bradford resigned, and was afterwards ap- 
pointed Measurer of Grain. 

In 1859 Timothy A. Sumner, Esq., resigned on account of ill- 
ness, and soon afterwards died. 

At the municipal election, in 1852, nine Aldermen had a majority 
of ballots; but in accordance with the statute the eight who had 
the highest number of votes were declared elected. 

The Municipal Government for 1855 was the first one that was 
organized under the new or revised City Charter, which provided 
for the annual election of twleve Aldermen. 

For reports of contested seats in the Board of Aldermen, see 
City Document No. 7, for 1861, and City Document No. 16, for 
1862.

William Bowes Bradford, Ward 3, elected 1822, did not qualify 
himself, declining to be sworn, there being then no provision for 
affirmation, except for Quakers. 

Lucius Manlius Sargent, Ward 6, elected for 1827, declined. 

Henry D. Gray and Isaac Harris, Ward 1; Eleazer Howard, 
Ward 2, and Joseph H. Thayer, Ward 9, elected for 1828; also, 
Holmes Hinckley, Ward 11, for 1845, declined prior to the organi- 
zation. 

Samuel Thaxter, Ward 6, elected for 1830, declined. 
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William Foster, Ward 6, elected for 1831, declined. 

John Boles, Ward 3, re-elected for 1838, declined. 

The Junior of George Morey, omitted 1829. 

Asa Adams, Ward 3, took the intermediate name of Perry, 1830. 

Henry Andrews, Ward 2, elected in 1833, afterwards took the 
intermediate letter R. 

The Junior of Joshua Seaver, Ward 6, omitted 1833. 

The Junior 6f Henry Fowle, Ward 2, omitted 1837. 

The Junior of Francis Brinley, Ward 10, omitted 1838. 

The Junior of Ezra Lincoln, omitted 1851. 

The Junior of William B. Fowle, omitted 1865. 

Ezra Forristall, Ward 6, resigned in May, 1853, and was elected 
- Superintendent of Health. 

Daniel J. Coburn, Ward 5, resigned in April, 1855, and was 
_ thereafter appointed Chief of Police. 

Edward F. Robinson, resigned in May, 1861, and was eleeted a 
Principal Assessor. 

Charles J. McCarthy, Ward 7, resigned in March, 1862, and was 
appointed Paymaster of Relief Funds to Families of Soldiers in 
the United States service from Boston. 

Daniel Dowd, a member from Ward 13, died in office September, 
1872. 

Thomas H. Doherty, of Ward 2, died in office August, 1873. 

William B. Barnes, of Ward 11, died in office September, 1874, 
and Asa H. Caton was elected to fill the vacancy. 

There have been seventeen successfully contested elections. 

The first, February 22, 1830, vacated the seat of a member from 
Ward 6, on the ground that ‘‘ closing the poll before the hour at 
which the voters were notified it would be closed, was a violation 
of the rights of the voters.” 

The second, May 7, 1835, vacated the seats of the members of 
Ward 38, who were returned as having been elected at an adjourned 
meeting, December 11, 1834, on the ground of irregular pr oceed- 
ing, to render the whole number of votes certain by taking the 
highest number of votes for candidates on each opposing ticket ; 
adjournment of the meeting by the sole authority of the Warden, 
and other irregularities, at the annual election, December 8. 

The third case, March 7, 1839, vaeated the seats of three mem- 
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bers of Ward 12, on the ground that a number of illegal voters, 
sufficient to effect the choice, voted at the polls. 

The fourth, February 9, 1843, vacated the seats of three mem- 
bers from Ward 1, returned as elected at the adjourned meeting, 
December 14, on the ground that four votes for non-resident can- 
didates (after having been first thrown out by the ward officers)* 
were counted at the annual election, December 12, thereby pre- 
venting the choice of two other candidates, who, by excluding the 
said four votes, were by the decision of the Council declared 
elected, leaving one vacancy. 

The fifth, February 27, 1851, vacated the seats of two members 
from Ward 38, on the ground that they were chosen at an adjourned 
meeting which was illegally held. At the subsequent trial the 
same members were again returned to the Common Council. 

The sixth, January 20, 1853, vacated the seats of three mem- 
bers of Ward 3, on the ground that they were ‘chosen at an ad- 
journed meeting which was illegally held. 

The seventh, February 3, 1858, in accordance with the Report 
of the Committee on Elections, vacated the seats of three members 
from Ward 11, on the ground that the Mayor and Aldermen had 
no right to issue warrants for election of members of the Common 
Council, after the annual election, and before the organization of 
the government elect. But inasmuch as the elections in question 
were conducted bona jide, and no other informality was apparent, 
and as this custom of supplementary elections had been in vogue 
for twenty years, the members thus elected were by the vote of the 
Common Council declared entitled to their seats. 

The eighth, March 19, 1863, in accordance with the Report of 
the Committee on Elections, vacated the seat of a member from 
Ward 3, on the ground that at the time of his election he was not 
an inhabitant of that ward. Before a decision was reached on this 
point the member in question resigned. 

The ninth, April 9, 1863, vacated the seats of the entire delega- 
tion from Ward 10, on the ground that more votes were returned 
than there were persons who voted in that ward at the municipal 
election, — occasioned by mistake, probably in the counting of the 
ballots, — the variation being so great as to effect the election of

the whole delegation. At the subsequent trial the same members 
were again returned to the Common Council. 

The tenth, January 24, 1867, vacated the seat of a member from 
Ward 8, who was chosen at an adjourned meeting (held on account 
of a tie vote at the regular meeting, Dec. 10, 1866), on the ground 
that the polls at said adjourned meeting were not kept open the 
same number of hours as were required by the original warrant. 
At a subsequent election the same member was returned to the 
Common Council. [See City Doc. No. 12, for 1867. ] 

The eleventh, January 16, 1868, vacated the seat of a member 
returned for Ward 10, because, by the count of the original ballots 
cast in said ward, it appeared that another person was chosen. 

The twelfth, January 6, 1870, vacated the seat of a member 
returned from Ward 13, for the same reason as recited above. 

The thirteenth, January 5, 1871, vacated the seat ot a member 
returned from Ward 15 for the same reason. 

The fourteenth, January 18, 1872, vacated the seat of a member 
returned from Ward 7, for the same reason. 

The fifteenth occurred as follows : — 

At the annual municipal election in 1871, Frederick S. Risteen 
was declared elected as a member from Ward 10. This election 
was contested by J. Q. A. Brackett, and a recount of the original 
ballots showed that said Brackett was elected by a plurality of one 
ballot over F. S. Risteen, and said Brackett was accordingly de- 
clared, by the Common Couneil of 1872, to be entitled to the seat. 
Subsequently Mr. Risteen contested this decision on the ground 
that his name was erased from a number of ballots by some one of 
the ward officers after said ballots were deposited by the voters. 
After a protracted inquiry the Common Council sustained this 
view of the case, and Mr. Risteen was again returned to his for- 
mer seat, and was again duly qualified on February 1, 1872. [See 
City Doc. No. 18.] 

The sixteenth, January 8, 1874, vacated the seat of a member 
returned from Ward 18, because, by the count of the original bal- 
lots cast in said ward, it appeared that another person was chosen. 

The seventeenth, January 14, 1875, vacated the seat of a mem- 
ber from Ward 1, because by the count of the original ballots cast 
in said ward, it appeared that another person was elected.

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CITY OF BOSTON. 


To the City Council of the City of Boston: — 


The undersigned, members of the Commission appointed 
by the Mayor, under an order of the City Council of October 
31, 1873, for the purpose of revising the city charter, have 
the honor to submit herewith the draft of an act, to be recom- 
mended to the Legislature of the Commonwealth for enact- 
ment, if the same shall be deemed to be conducive to the 
interests of the city. 

In the performance of the duty assigned to them, the Com- 
missioners have endeavored to make only such changes in 
the form of government of the city, and in the mode of admin- 
istering its municipal affairs, as seem to be required by the 
great increase of the population of the city and the large ex- 
tension of its territory. Originally, the simple form of a 
town government, established according to the well-known 
usage of New England, was found adequate to a due per- 
formance of all municipal duties. The people in their pri- 
mary assembly, the town meeting, were able to exercise an 
immediate control over their own prudential affairs, and by 
their votes to direct the expenditure of all moneys raised by 
taxation for municipal objects. But in the progress of time, 
as the number of inhabitants increased and the public exigen- 
cies multiplied, the need of a more vigilant and constant 
oversight of public affairs became apparent. It was found 
that a town meeting was too large a body of men for due 
consultation and deliberation. A prudent and economical 
administration of public concerns required more time and at- 
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tention than could be efficiently and intelligently given in an 
assembly of all the voters of the town. ‘The citizens of a 
busy and prosperous community, engrossed with their own 
personal concerns, having no direct interest in public affairs, 
and charged with no special duty with reference to them, 
would not give to the town the services which were essential 
to good order and the general welfare. Considerations of 
this nature rendered necessary the adoption of a form of lo- 
cal government for large towns, such as was contemplated in 
the 2d article of amendment to the Constitution of Massachu- 
setts, by which the Legislature was authorized to grant city 
charters to towns containing more than twelve thousand in- 
habitants. The first charter of the city of Boston was granted 
immediately after the adoption of this amendment in 1822. 
The leading feature of it was to enable the inhabitants of the 
town to delegate to a mayor and to small and select bodies 
of men, called the City Council, the chief corporate powers 
and duties, which the town had previously exercised in town 
meetings, and had caused to be carried into effect through 
their selectmen and other town officers. The charter thus 
granted was wisely framed and judiciously adapted to the 
state of the municipal affairs of the.town and the condition 
of its inhabitants at the time of its enactment. The usages 
of the town, the mode of conducting elections and managing 
the public business, were preserved in the first charter, as far 
as was consistent with the main object of securing a govern- 
ment designed to be carried on chiefly by representatives of 
the people instead of by the people themselves. But the 
lapse of half a century since the adoption of the first charter 
has wrought great changes in the city and in its municipal 
affairs. Its population in 1822 was only a little more than 
forty thousand. It now contains upward of three hundred 
and forty thousand. Its territory at that time embraced an 
area of about two thousand acres; now it includes more than 
twenty-one thousand five hundred acres. Its valuation in 
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1822 amounted only to about forty-two millions; in 1874 it 
rose to upward of eight hundred millions. The change has 
not been merely in the extent of its territory, the number of 
its inhabitants and the amount of its taxable property. The 
character of its population has greatly changed. Instead of 
a small, compact community, the leading citizens of which 
were well known to each other, it has become a large me- 
tropolis, with a population spread over a large extent of ter- 
ritory divided into numerous villages, widely separated, hay- 
ing but few interests in common, and the inhabitants of which 
are but little known to each other. With these changes have 
come their natural consequences. Many institutions, public 
works and organizations have grown up or been established, 
such as the public exigencies require, and which have added 
largely to the duties of the public officers of the city, essen- 
tially changed their character and rendered their administra- 
tion more difficult and complicated. Among these may be 
named the introduction and supply of water ; the maintenance 
of a large police force ; the care and preservation of the pub- 
lic health ; the efficient management of a fire department ; the 
great increase of public ways and streets to be laid out, 
widened and kept in repair; the multiplication of public 
schools, and the establishment of hospitals and libraries. 
This enumeration comprises only a portion of the duties now 
required of the servants of the city. All of them need con- 
stant care and supervision, in order that efficient and faithful 
service may be maintained in all departments, and that due 
economy may be exercised in the expenditures of the large 
amounts of money necessary to their support. 

It would seem to be clear that duties so numerous and im- 
portant cannot be properly superintended and managed by 
persons who render gratuitous services only, or who are 
chosen to office, not for their experience in the duties which 
they may be called upon to perform, or their peculiar fitness 
and skill in the work of the different departments, which they 
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may have in charge. The city is a great corporation, upon 
which is devolved not an abstract duty only of providing for 
the public welfare, but the practical work of the city, in ad- 
ministering its various departments and executing the public 
works committed to its care. No prudent individual or well- 
conducted business corporation would trust the management 
of important affairs to the care of inexperienced, incom- 
petent or inadequately paid agents. No good reason can be 
given for the adoption of a different policy by the city. The 
great object in providing for the performance of official ser- 
vices in behalf of the city should be to so regulate it, that 
its servants should, as far as practicable, be trained by expe- 
rience and practice, and be made subject to proper control. 

In the draft of the charter herewith submitted the terms 
of office of the Mayor, and of the members of the City Coun- 
cil, have been extended to three years. This will prevent the 
frequent changes consequent on shorter terms, and will tend. 
to give to the city the benefit of a greater knowledge and 
experience by those to whom the management of municipal 
affairs is to be instrusted. 

To the City Council is given the entire control over all ap- 
propriations of public money, and the purposes for which it 
is to be expended. This is in conformity to the provisions 
of the old charter, and to the uniform practice of giving to 
the immediate representatives of the people the power to 
determiné upon the use to be made of all moneys raised for 
municipal purposes. 

In order to secure the services of capable and efficient 
men, to be placed in charge of the various departments of 
the city, it has been deemed expedient to provide that they 
should be selected and nominated by the Mayor and con- 
firmed by the City Council. By this method of appointment, 
the responsibility of selection in the first instance is placed 
on the first officer of the city, whose duty it will be to exam- 
ine into the qualifications of candidates for the places to be 
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filled, before submitting nominations to the City Council. 
They will then be subjected to scrutiny.and inquiry by the 
members of the Council, who will be able to ascertain 
whether the appointment is in all respects suitable. In this 
way it is believed that faithful and competent public officers 
will be more surely obtained than by a different mode of ap- 
pointment. Personal and local influences will be less likely 
to prevail, where the sole responsibility of a nomination is 
placed on a single person, the Mayor of the city, and a con- 
firmation by the City Council is required. This guards against 
the danger arising, on the one hand, from giving the sole 
power of appointment to a single person, and, on the other, 
from reposing the power entirely in a popular body. 

The Constitution of the School Committee has not been 
essentially changed, but a great reduction has been made in 
the number of persons to be chosen. This seemed to be 
_ required in order that the committee might be of a size com- 
petent to dispatch the business before it with promptness and 
efficiency. It has also been provided that a board of exami- 
ners of the teachers and of the pupils should be estab- 
lished. The labor required to examine teachers and the 
different schools of the city is so great that it cannot be 
properly performed by the voluntary service of the members 
of the committee. The services of a trained body of men, 
who shall determine on the qualifications of teachers, and 
shall see that this duty is faithfully performed by a thorough 
and systematic examination of the condition of the schools, 
the discipline of the pupils, and the manner in which their 
studies are pursued, seemed to be necessary if the high char- 
acter of our public schools is to be continued and maintained. 

Other amendments of the charter are proposed, which will 
be obvious on reading the draft herewith submitted. Most of 
them are already in force, having been provided by special 
enactments of the Legislature or by ordinances of the city from 
time to time, as the necessities of the city required. They 
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have been condensed and incorporated into the charter by 
the Commissioners in order that the whole body of municipal 
law might be seen at one view. 

During a large part of the time that the Commis- 
sioners have been engaged in their labors they have been 
greatly aided by the presence and advice of the original 
Chairman of the Committee, the Hon. Benjamin R. Curtis. 
His death in September last deprived us of his valuable 
assistance to the end. But it is proper to say that the main 
principles which have been adopted by the Commissioners 
were approved and concurred in by him, and that many of 
the details passed under his supervision. 

The Commissioners beg to express their sense of the very 
great help in their work which has been afforded to them by 
James M. Bugbee, Esq., whose services have been entirely 
gratuitous. His experience in city affairs, and his general 
knowledge of statutes and ordinances, have enabled him to 
give us invaluable assistance in the performance of our 
labors.

THE CITY CHARTER. 


Section 1. The inhabitants of the city of Boston, for all 
the purposes for which cities and towns are by law incorpor- 
ated in this commonwealth, shall continue to be one body 
politic, in fact and in name, under the style and denomina- 
tion of the city of Bosten; and, as such, shall have, exer- 
cise and enjoy all the rights, immunities, powers and _privi- 
leges, and shall be subject to all the duties and obligations 
now incumbent upon, and appertaining to, said city as a 
municipal corporation, except so far as the same may be 
modified by the provisions of this act. 

*Seor. 2. The administration of all the fiscal, prudential, 
and municipal concerns of the city, with the conduct and 
government thereof, shall be vested in one principal officer, 
to be called the mayor, one board of twelve persons, to be 
called ‘the board of aldermen, one board composed of two 
persons from each ward of the city, to be called the common 
council, and in the officers hereinafter specified. The board 
of aldermen and the common council, in their joint capacity, 
shall be denominated the city council. 

Secor. 3. The city council shall divide the city into such 
number of wards, not exceeding twenty-four, as they shall 
determine, in such manner as to include an equal number of 
voters in each ward, as nearly as conveniently may be, con- 
sistently with well-defined limits to each ward; until such 
division be made, the boundary lines of the wards shall remain 
as now established. 

Secor. 4. The election of municipal officers shall be held 
on the second Tuesday of December in each year, and the 
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officers then chosen shall, unless it be herein otherwise pro- 
vided, enter upon the duties of their respective offices on 
the first Monday of the succeeding January. 

Secr. 5. The board of aldermen, by their warrant, shall 
direct and appoint the places and hours for voting in each 
ward, except so far as the same are fixed by law; and they 
shall, at least seven days before the day of election, issue a 
public notification to the voters of each ward, informing them 
of the time and place of voting, and of the offices then to be 
filled by election. | 

Sect. 6. The mayor, with the approval of the city 
council, shall appoint two persons, inhabitants of the city, 
to be registrars of voters; one of said persons shall be 
appointed for one year, and one for two years; and 
thereafter the mayor, with like approval, annually shall ap- 
point one person to serve as registrar of voters for two years. 

Secr. 7. The registrars shall have all the powers, and 
be subject to all the duties and liabilities imposed by law, 
upon the mayor and aldermen, upon the board of alder- 
men, and upon the board of registrars of voters, in relation 
to the preparation, correction, revision, publication and trans- 
mission of the alphabetical lists of voters to be used at elec- 
tions in the city, so far as consistent with the provisions of 
this act. The collector of taxes shall make the return, re- 
quired by law to be made to the mayor and aldermen, to the 
registrars of voters; and assessors and collectors of taxes 
shall give any information in their possession to said regis- 
trars necessary to aid them in the discharge of their duties. 

Sect. 8. The registrars, at least twenty days before the 
day of the annual state election, shall cause printed lists of the 
voters in each ward, or district of a ward, to be posted in one 
or more places in such ward or district, with a statement of 
the place and hours within the said twenty days in which 
they will hold sessions to correct and revise the lists. The 
city council may provide for the holding of sessigns at other 
times. val 
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Secor. 9. Whoever gives a false name, or a false answer, 
to any registrar or registrar’s clerk or assistant, concerning 
any matter relating to the registration of voters, or to the 
right of any person to vote, shall incur the penalty pro- 
vided by law for giving a false name, or false answer, to the 
selectmen of towns, when in session to correct the lists 
of voters. 

Srecr. 10. The registrars, with the approval of the mayor, 
may appoint such clerks and temporary assistants,as they 
may find necessary for the proper discharge of their 
duties, and they may remove them at pleasure; and said 
clerks and assistants shall receive such compensation for each 
day’s actual service as the city council may from time to time 
determine. »* | 

Sect. 11. Prior to the first day of May, in the year eigh- 
teen hundred and seventy-six, the registrars of voters shall 
appoint, with the approval of the mayor, six inspectors of 
elections for each ward, residents and legal voters in such 
ward; two of them in each ward to hold their offices for one 
year, two of them in each ward for two years, and two of 
them in each ward for three years from said first day of May ; 
and the registrars annually thereafter, in the month of April, 
shall appoint, with the approval of the mayor, two in- 
spectors of elections for each ward, residents and legal voters 
in such ward, to hold office for three years from the first day 
of May then next succeeding. Any inspector or assistant 
inspector of elections may be at any time removed from 
office by the mayor. 

Sect. 12. No person who holds an office by election or 
appointment under the government of the city of Boston, 
the state of Massachusetts, or the United States, except jus- 
tices of the peace and officers of militia, shall be appointed 
registrar or assistant registrar of voters, inspector or assist- 
ant inspector of elections. 

Secr. 13. Whenever, in the opinion of the city council, 
the convenience of the voters of any ward requires more than 


one voting place in such ward, they may divide the ward into 
two or more districts; and the registrars of voters shall 
thereupon prepare separate printed lists of the voters of each 
of said districts, and cause the same to be posted as herein- 
hefore provided ; and the mayor, before each election, shall 
assign certain of the inspectors of elections of such ward to 
perfoim the duties of inspectors of elections in each of said 
districts. 

Secor. 14. Whenever, on account of the division of a 
ward into districts, absence of inspectors, or from any other 
cause, the convenience of the voters in any ward or district 
requires an increased number of inspectors of elections, the 
registrars of voters may appoint such number of persons 
us the mayor shall determine, residents and Tegal voters in 
the ward, to serve as assistant inspectors of elections; the 
persons so appointed shall be approved by the mayor, and 
may be appointed to serve at a specified election, or for a 
specified term not exceeding one year. 

Secr. 15. One of the inspectors, or assistant inspectors, 
in each ward or district, shall be appointed by the mayor, at 
the time of the annual appointment of inspectors, or in case 
of a vacancy, al any time, as a warden of his ward or dis- 
trict, and another of them to act as clerk. The mayor may 
at any time revoke the appointment of any person as warden 
or clerk, without removing him from the office of inspector. 
The warden, or in his absence the senior by age of the in- 
spectors present at any election, shall have and exercise the 
powers of a moderator of a town meeting. 

Sect. 16. The registrars of voters, the inspectors and 
the assistant inspectors of elections, before. entering upon 
the duties of their offices, shall take and subscribe an oath 
faithfully and impartially to discharge their duties ; said oath 
may be administered by the city clerk, or his assistant, and 
the certificate thereof, subscribed as aforesaid, shall be 
deposited in the office of the city clerk. 

Secr. 17. The inspectors and the assistant inspectors of 


elections shall perform all the duties required by law of ward 
officers, at the election of any officers, whether national, 
state or municipal, and also whenever any question is sub- 
mitted by law to the decision of the legal voters of the city ; 
and they shall be subject to the penalties prescribed by law for 
the neglect of such duties, and shall receive such compen 
sation for each day’s actual service as the city council may 
from time to time determine. 

Srcr. 18. Any inspector or assistant inspector of elections, 
duly appointed and qualified, may act alone in receiving 
ballots, checking lists and keeping order at the time of 
voting; but a majority of the inspectors and assistant in- 
spectors appointed for any ward, or district of a ward, shall 
constitute a quorum for the purposes of counting votes, 
making returns and performing any other duties required 
of the inspectors of elections. 

Secr. 19. A sufficient number of ballot-boxes shall be 
provided by the registrars of voters, for each ward and dis- 
trict, arranged with such devices to guard against fraudulent 
voting as the registrars may decide to be most effectual for 
that purpose. Before the voting begins, the inspectors, a 
quorum being present, shall see that the ballot-boxes are 
empty; they shall have during the election the custody of 
the same, and of the lists of voters, and shall transmit the 
ballots and lists, as required by law, to the city clerk. 

Sect. 20. The board of aldermen, or a committee thereof 
specially appointed for the purpose, shall examine the re- 
turns of votes, and if found erroneous, cause them to be 
corrected, and then transmit the results to the secretary of 
the commonwealth, or shall make declaration thereof, as 
required by law. 

Sror. 21. The city clerk shall furnish to every person 
whom the board of aldermen shall certify to have been 
elected to an office at any municipal election, a certificate 
of his election, which certificate shall be presumptive evi- 
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dence of the title of such person to the office therein men- 
tioned. 

Srecr. 22. The.qualified voters of the city, at the annual 
election occurring in the year eighteen hundred and seventy- 
five, and at the annual election every third year thereafter, 
shall elect one able and discreet person, an inhabitant of the 
city, to be mayor of the city for the-term of three years. 

Sect. 23. The qualified voters of the city, at the annual 
election occurring in the year eighteen hundred and seventy- 
five, shall elect twelve able and discreet persons, inhabi- 
tants of the city, to constitute the board of aldermen; the 
four persons elected who shall have received the largest num- 
ber ‘of votes shall hold the office for three years, the 
four persons elected who shall have received the next 
largest number of votes shall hold the office for two 
years, and the remaining four persons elected shall hold 
the office for one year. In case two or more of the persons 
elected shall receive an eqnal number of votes, those who 
ure seniors by age shall, for the division into classes hereby 
required, be classified as if they had received the larger num- 
ber of votes in order of ages; and thereafter the qualified 
voters shall annually elect four able and discreet persons, 
inhabitants of the city, to serve as members of the board of 
wldermen for the term of three. years. 

Secor. 24. The qualified voters of each ward, at the annual 
election occurring in the year eighteen hundred and seventy- 
five, shall choose two able and discreet persons, inhabi- 
tants of the ward, to be members of the common council. 
The person who shall receive the largest number of votes, 
or, in case both persons elected shall have received the same 
number of votes, the person who is senior by age, shall hold 
the office for two years, and the other person elected shall 
hold the office for one year; and thereafter the voters of each 
ward shall, at the annual election in each year, choose one 
able and discreet person, an inhabitant of the ward, to be 
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a member of the common council for the term of two 
years. 

Secr. 25. The board of aldermen and the common council 
shall have authority to decide upon all questions relative 
to the qualifications, elections and returns of their respective 
members. 

Secr. 26. Each branch of the city council may provide 
for the appointment or election, removal and compensation 
of such messengers and clerks as may be necessary to facil- 
itate the transaction of its business. 

Sect. 27. Whenever it shall appear to the’ board of 
aldermen that there is a vacancy, by removal from the city, 
or by death, resignation, or otherwise, in the board of alder- 
men, or in the common council, said board shall issue. their 
warrant in due form to fill such vacancy for the remainder of 
the term, by election to be held at such time and place as 
they may deem advisable ; and the same proceedings shall be 
had to ascertain and determine the persons chosen as are 
prescribed for the annual election of the same officers. 
But, in case of vacancies in the common council, such war- 
rants shall not be issued until the board of aldermen re- 
ceive official information thereof. 

Sect. 28. All city and ward officers shall be held to dis- 
charge the duties of the offices to which they have been 
respectively elected or appointed, notwithstanding their re- 
moval after their election or appointment, out of their re- 
spective wards into any other wards of the city; but they 
shall not hold said offices after they have taken up their per- 
manent residence out of the city. 

Srecr. 29. The mayor, aldermen, and common council- 
men, on the, first Monday in January, or before entering on 
the duties.of their offices, shall take and subscribe the oath 
of allegiance and oath of office prescribed in the constitution 
of this commonwealth, and an oath to support the constitu- 
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tion of the United States; the oaths may be admin- 
istered to the mayor elect by either of the justices of the 
supreme judicial court, or a judge of any court of record, 
or by a justice of the peace for the county of Suffolk; the 
oaths of the aldermen and members of the common council 
shall be administered by the mayor, being himself first sworn 
as aforesaid, or by either of the persons authorized to admin- 
ister the oaths to the mayor; a certificate of such oaths 
having been taken shall be entered in the journal of the board 
of aldermen, and of the common council respectively, by 
their respective clerks. « 

Sect. 30. In case of the absence of the mayor-elect on 
the first Monday of the January after his election, or of his 
inability from illness or otherwise to enter upon the duties of 
his office at that time, the oaths of office shall be administered 
to the new members of the beard of aldermen and of the 
common council; and the city government shall be organ- 
ized, and may proceed to business, in the same manner as if 
the mayor were present. 

Sect. 31. On the first Monday in January, annually, or 
as soon thereafter as a majority of the full board of alder-- 
men shall be qualified as herein provided, or whenever 
thereafter a vacancy in the office may occur, the members, 
not less than a quorum, shall meet and organize by the 
choice of a permanent chairman, who shall be called the 
chairman of the board of aldermen, and preside at the meet- 
ings of the board. Seven members of the board shall con- 
stitute a quorum for the transaction of business, but a less) 
number may adjourn from time to time; their meetings shall 
be public. 

Sect. 32. The common council shall act as a separate 
body, distinct from the board of aldermen; twenty-five 
members shall constitute a quorum for the transaction of 
business, but a less number may adjourn ; their meetings shall 
be public. 
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Srcr. 33. On the first Monday in January, annually, 
or as soon thereafter as a quorum of the members 
of the common council shall have been duly qualified, 
as herein provided, or whenever thereafter a vacancy 
in the office may occur, the members, not less than a 
quorum, shall meet and organize by the choice of one 
of their own members to preside at the meetings of the 
council; he shail be called the president of the common 
council; they shall choose a clerk, who shall be sworn to the 
faithful discharge of the duties of his office; he shall hold 
such office during the pleasure of the council, attend the 
council when it is in session, keep a journal of its acts, 
votes and proceedings, and perform such other services in 
said capacity as the council may require. 

Srcr. 34. The mayor, chosen and qualified as herein pro- 
vided, shall be the chief executive officer of the city; he 
shall receive an honorable and adequate salary, to be fixed by 
the city council. In the first instance the salary of the mayor 
shall be fixed by the city council first elected under the pro- 
visions of this act; and thereafter no enlargement or diminu- 
tion of his salary shall be made after the election of a mayor, 
to take effect until the expiration of the term for which he 
shall have been elected. The mayor shall receive no other 
compensation or emolument for services rendered the city 
during his term of office. 

Srcr. 35. It shall be the duty of the mayor to be vigilant 
‘and active at all times in causing the laws for the govern- 
ment of the city to be duly executed and put in force; to 
inspect the conduct of subordinate officers in the government 
thereof, and, as far as may be in his power, to cause negli- 
gence, carelessness, and violation of duty, to be prose- 
cuted and punished. Whenever in his judgment the good 
of the city may require it, he shall summon meetings of the 
board of aldermen and common council, or either of them, 
although the meetings of said boards may stand adjourned 
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to a more distant day; and suitable notice in writing of 
such meetings shall be given to the respective mem- 
bers of said boards. He shall from time to time com- 
municate to both branches of the city council such infor- 
mation, and recommend such measures, as may tend to the 
improvement of the finances, the police, health, security, 
cleanliness, comfort, and ornament of the city. The mayor 
may appoint such number of clerks and messengers in his 
office, as he may deem expedient, fix their compensation, and 
remove them at pleasure. 

Secr. 36. Every act of the city council, or of either 
branch thereof, shall be by ordinance, order, resolution, or 
vote. Every ordinance, order, resolution, or vote to which 
the concurrence of the board of aldermen and of the common 
council may be necessary, and every order or vote of either 
branch, involving the expenditure of money, or affecting the 
public interests, shall be presented to the mayor ; if he approve 
thereof, he shall signify his approbation by signing the same ; 
but, if not, he shall return it, with his objections, to the branch 
in which it originated, and the clerk thereof shall record such 
objections; and said branch shall proceed to reconsider said 
ordinance, order, resolution, or vote; and if, after such recon- 
sideration, two-thirds of the whole of said branch, notwith- 
standing such objections, vote to pass the same, it shall, to- 
gether with the objections, be sent to the other branch of the 
city council (if it originally required concurrent action), where 
it shall also be reconsidered, and if it be also approved by two- 
thirds of the whole of said branch, it shall be in force; but in 
all cases the vote shall be determined by yeas and nays. If 
any such ordinance, order, resolution, or vote shall not be 
returned by the mayor to the clerk of the branch in which it 
originated within ten days after it shall have been presented 
to him, the same shall be in force; provided, that if any or- 
dinance, order, resolution, or vote embraces distinct sub- 
jects, the mayor may approve the provisions relating to one 
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or more of the subjects and not approve of the others ; and so 
much of said ordinance, order, resolution, or vote as the 
mayor may not approve shall be reconsidered as above pro- 
vided. 

SecT. 37. Whenever in consequence of the death or res- 
ignation of the mayor, or from any other cause, the office 
shall have become vacant, and the board of aldermen and the 
common council shall each have declared by vote that the 
office is vacant, and that it is expedient to fill it, the board 
of aldermen shall issue warrants for the election of a mayor 
for the remainder of the term for which the last mayor was 
elected, and the same proceedings shall be had as are pro- 
vided by law for the choice of a mayor by the inhabitants. 
Until such vacancy is filled as aforesaid, and whenever the 
mayor, from absence, illness or other temporary disability, 
cannot perform the duties of the office, and such vacancy or 
disability has been declared by the board of aldermen to 
exist, the chairman of the board of aldermen shall exercise 
the powers and perform the duties of mayor as long as such 
vacancy or disability continues ; but while so acting he shall 
not vote except when the other members of the board 
present and voting on any question are equally divided. 

Secor. 38. In all cases where appointments made by the 
mayor are subject to approval by the city council, the 
question upon approval shall be taken in the two branches 
of the city council by yeas and nays. 

Secor. 39. In all cases where anything is required or 
authorized by any law or ordinance to be done by the mayor 
and aldermen, the board of aldermen shall first act thereon ; 
and every such order, resolution, or vote of said board shall 
be presented to the mayor for his approval. 

Secr. 40. In all cases wherein appointments to office are 
directed by law to be made by the mayor and aldermen, they 
shall be made by the mayor, with the approval of the board 
of aldermen, and such officers may be removed by the mayor. 
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Secr. 41. The city council may provide by ordinance for 
the appointment and removal by the mayor, subject to con- 
firmation by either or both branches of the city council, of 
all officers of the city, not otherwise provided for, and may 
prescribe their duties and fix their compensation. 

Secor. 42. The mayor shall forthwith communicate to the 
city council all appointments to office made by him, or by 
any boards, commissioners, or officers, with his approval. 

Secor. 43. The city council may modify or repeal any of 
the existing ordinances, and shall have power to make 
such by-laws and ordinances, not inconsistent with the 
laws of the commonwealth, as towns and cities have 
power to make, and to annex penalties, not exceeding one 
hundred dollars, for the breach thereof; which by-laws and 
ordinances shall take effect and be in force from and after 
the time therein respectively limited, without the sanction or 
confirmation of any court or other authority whatsoever. 
The several boards, commissioners, and officers in the 
city government shall be subject to the ordinances of the city 
not inconsistent with the provisions of this act. 

Secor. 44. The city council shall have power from time 
to time, through the agency of the board of assessors, 
to levy and assess taxes for all purposes for which towns, 
cities, and counties are by law required or authorized to 
assess and grant money. 

Sect. 45. The city council shall make all appropriations 
of public money; and, consistently with other provisions of 
this act, provide for the disbursement thereof. 

Secr. 46. No member or members of the board of al- 
dermen, or of the common council, acting either individually 
or as a committee, shall make any disbursement of public 
money, or perform any executive duty whatever, except as 
specially authorized by law. 

Sect. 47. No member of the city council shall hold, or be 
appointed to, any office, the salary of which is payable out of 
the city treasury. 
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Secor. 48. Every department of the city government, the 
school committee, and all officers having authority to expend 
money on behalf of the city, shall annually, in the month of 
January, furnish to the auditor an estimate, in detail, of the 
amount of money required for the purposes of their respec- 
tive departments and offices for the next financial year. 

Sect. 49. The appropriations for each department and 
office of the city shall define, as far as practicable, the specific 
purposes for which the money appropriated is to be expended. 
No expenditure, nor any contract or agreement involving the 
payment of money, shall be made in any department or office, 
or by any board, commissioner or officer for the city, for any 
purpose not included in the appropriation made by the city 
council, or in excess of the appropriation so made, unless by 
a vote of two-thirds of the whole of each branch of the city 
council previously obtained. 

Secr. 50. No transfer of appropriations from one depart- 
ment or office to another, or from one specific object to an- 
other, in the same department or office, shall be made without 
the consent of the city council. . 

SecT. 51. No money shall be paid out of the treasury of 
the city unless the same shall be for an expenditure expressly 
authorized by law, and the bill, account or contract for the same 
shall have been approved by the board, commissioners, trus- 
tees or person under whose authority it has been authorized 
and made, nor unless the same has been examined and certi- 
fied by the auditor and drawn for by the mayor. 

Secr. 52. The supplies required in the several departments 
shall, unless otherwise herein provided, be purchased by the 
board, commissioners or officers having charge of the same, 
under such rules and regulations as the city council may 
prescribe ; but no purchase or contract shall be made on 
account of the city exceeding in amount five thousand dollars, 
unless with the approval of the city council. 

Srecr. 53. When the materials, supplies and labor required 
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for the completion of any contemplated purpose or object are 
estimated to cost five thousand dollars or more, the officers 
having the same in charge shall, unless otherwise ordered 
by the city council, make public advertisement for pro- 
posals to furnish said materials, supplies and labor, under 
such regulations as the city council may, by ordinance, pre- 
scribe. All such proposals shall be publicly opened at a 
time and place to be named in such advertisement. <A 
bond, with sureties or security, satisfactory to the officers 
so advertising, shall, in all cases, be required for the faithful 
performance of any contract for materials, supplies or labor 
awarded under such advertisement, and said contract shall be 
deposited with the auditor. <A specification, in detail, of the 
contracts for which proposals are requested, and the names 
of the persons to whom the contracts are awarded, with the 
terms of the same, shall be recorded in books kept for the 
purpose, and shall be open to inspection by the public, under 
such rules as the city council may prescribe. 

Secr. 54. The city council shall appropriate annually such 
sum as they may deem expedient for the payment of rewards 
offered for the detection and conviction of criminals, for the 
observance of holidays, for the reception and entertainment 
of official persons and strangers, and for any other purpose 
of a public nature, which, in the opinion of the mayor, the 
interests or character of the city render necessary or expedient, 
to be known as the “Incidental Fund;” and they shall 
also appropriate annually such sum as they may deein ex- 
pedient, for the payment of claims against the city, not other-- 
wise provided for, to be known as the “Incidental Fund for 
the Payment of Claims ;” provided, however, that no por- 
tion of cither of said funds shall be expended or drawn 
from the treasury until a certificate, signed by the mayor, 
setting forth the amount authorized by him to be drawn out, 
and the specific purpose for which it is to be expended, shall 
be filed with the auditor, nor if the sum exceeds five thousand 
dollars, without the approval of the city council. ila 
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Srcr. 55. No land belonging to the city shall be given 
away ; and no property belonging to the city, either real or per- 
sonal estate, the estimated value of which shall exceed one 
thousand dollars, shall be sold, except by public auction, unless 
otherwise ordered by the city council. ‘The city council 
shall, by ordinance, prescribe such regulations for the public 
advertisement and sale of such property as they may deem 
expedient, not inconsistent with the foregoing provisions. A 
statement of all property sold, both real and personal, 
belonging to the city, shall be made to the auditor, and 
payment for the same shall be made by the purchaser to the 
city treasurer. 

SecT. 56. No loan, pledging the eredit of the city for a 
term of years, shall be made for a less amount than one hun- 
dred thousand dollars. 

Sect. 57. Whenever a street or way of the eity is laid 
out, extended, widened, paved or repaired, the cost of the 
same, if less than one hundred thousand dollars, shall be paid 
from the appropriations for the current financial year,; and 
whenever a building is erected, purchased, or repaired, or a 
parcel of land is purchased or taken in accordance to law, for 
the purposes of the city, except for the water department, 
the cost of the same, if less than one hundred thousand dol- 
Jars, shall be paid from the appropriation for the current 
financial year; provided, however, that by a vote of two-thirds 
of the whole of each branch of the city council, a temporary 
loan for a term not exceeding one year, for a purpose authorized 
by law, may be made for any amount so voted; and the pay- 
ment of the said temporary loan shall be provided for by in- 
cluding the amount thereof in the sum to be raised by tax- 
ation in the next financial year. 

Secr. 58. Whenever it is declared, by a vote of two- 
thirds of the whole of each branch of the city council, thata 
necessity exists, and it is expedient for the city to borrow, 
upon a pledge of its credit for a term of years, a sum of 
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money to be expended for purposes authorized by law,. then 
and not otherwise, upon such conditions as the city council 
may prescribe, bonds or certificates of indebtedness of the 
city may be issued to the amount so voted by the city coun- 
cil; said bonds or certificates of indebtedness shall be signed 
by the mayor, treasurer and auditor of the city, and shall be 
payable in either ten, twenty, or thirty years from their date, 
at the option of the city council. 

Secor. 59. For all bonds or certificates of indebtedness of 
the city, payable in ten years from their date, there shall be 
included in the annual appropriation, and raised by taxation, 
for each of the succeeding ten years, a sum of money equal to 
eight per centum of the amount of said bonds or certificates 
as a sinking fund for the payment of the same. For all bonds 
or certificates of indebtedness of the city, payable in twenty 
years from their date, there shall be included in the annual 
appropriation to be raised by taxation, for each of the twenty 
years, 2 sum of money equal to four per centum of the amount 
of said bonds or certificates, as a sinking fund for the payment 
of the same. For all bonds or certificates of indebtedness 
payable in thirty years from their date, there shall be included 
in the annual appropriation and raised by taxation, for each 
of the succeeding thirty years, a sum of money equal to two 
per centum of the amount of said bonds or certificates, as a 
sinking fund for the payment of the same. All of the bonds 
or certificates of indebtedness shall be issued in such form 
that the interest thereon shall be payable on the first days 
of January and July, or of April and October, in each year. 

Sect. 60. The sums of money so raised by taxation for the 
said sinking funds shall be paid by the treasurer to the com- 
missioners of the sinking funds, annually on the first day of 
December. | 

Sect. 61. All the money received for betterments, or for 
the sale of lands and buildings belonging to the city, not 
otherwise appropriated, shall be paid by the treasurer, monthly, 
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to the said commissioners, to the credit of the general sinking 
fund, as herein provided, so long as it exists. 

Srot. 62. The income, if any, received in excess of the 
estimates of income; and the excess, if any, of the appropri- 
ations for the expenditures, as estimated in the annual appro- 
priations by the city council, shall, at the end of each finan- 
cial year, be paid by the treasurer to said commissioners, 
to the credit of the tax to be raised for the ensuing year, 
for the purposes of the sinking funds ; and the remainder of 
the amount to be raised each year by taxation, for the pur- 
poses of the sinking funds, and for the payment of 
interest on the debt, after making allowance for said 
credit, if any, shall annually, in the month of Janu- 
ary, be certified to the auditor by the commissioners 
of the sinking funds, and shall be part of the amount to 
be raised by taxation, and shall not be subject to change 
by the city council; provided, that whenever in the judg- 
ment of the commissioners the amount of either of the 
sinking funds has already become, or with its prospective 
accumulations and additions will be, sufficient to redeem or 
pay at maturity the outstanding bonds or certificates of in- 
debtedness of the city to which it is applicable, they may 
omit so much of the tax applicable to said sinking fund in 
their annual certificate to the auditor as they may deem 
expedient.: 

Secr. 63. All of the sinking funds now existing for the 
payment of the bonds issued under them, to the maintaining 
of which the honor or good faith of the city of Boston is 
pledged, shall be maintained as originally provided. 

Secr. 64. The surplus, if any, of the special sinking funds 
now in existence, after the payment of the bonds for which 
they were created, shall be transferred to a fund, to be called 
the.“ General Sinking Fund,” which fund shall be for the 
payment of any of the bonds now outstanding against the city. 
The remainder of said general sinking fund, if any, after 
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all the bonds now outstanding against the city are paid, shall 
be transferred to the other sinking funds, in such propor- 
tions as said commissioners may deem just and equitable. 
Sect. 65. The mayor, the chairman of the board of alder- 
men, the president of the common council, the treasurer, 
and the auditor, together with two persons, not members of 
the city council, to be appointed by the mayor, with the 
approval of the city council, to serve without compensa- 
tion, for the term of three years, shall constitute the board 
of commissioners of the sinking funds, for the payment of 
the city debt. The present sinking funds of the city and 
those created by this act shall be under the control and 
management of said commissioners. The mayor shall be 
chairman, the auditor of the city secretary and auditor, 
and the treasurer of the city shall be treasurer of said 
board. The secretary shall keep a record of the doings 
of the commissioners at their meetings, which shall state the 
names of those present; and no business shall be transacted 
unless four of said commissioners are present at the meeting. 
Sect. 66. The money which comes into the possession 
of the said commissioners from any source shall be invested 
by them in the bonds of the city of Boston, or in the notes 
or bonds of any city or town which the city of Boston may 
have assumed by the terms of annexation with said city or 
town; bonds of the United States; bonds of any of the New 
England States, or of any of the cities or towns of this com- 
monwealth, and in no other way; provided, that temporary 
loans for a period not exceeding twelve months may be made 
to the treasurer of the city from said sinking funds, but only 
with the consent of the city council thereto first obtained. 
Sect. 67. The commissioners of the sinking funds may 
sell, at their discretion, any of the securities held by them in 
the sinking funds. 
Sect. 68. Separate accounts shall be kept with each fund, 
and the money and securities belonging to each shall be kept 
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distinct, and the bonds or certificates of indebtedness held by 
said commissioners shall, as far as practicable, be regis- 
tered. , 

Sect. 69. The money belonging to the sinking funds shall 
be deposited in such banks in the city of Boston as the com- 
missioners may approve; and all drafts or checks for money 
from said banks on account of the sinking funds shall be 
signed by the treasurer, and countersigned by the chairman 
or auditor. ) 

Secor. 70. When a bond or certificate of indebtedness of 
the city is paid, or registered certificates are given in 
exchange for coupon bonds, or a certificate is exchanged for 
any cause, the bonds or certificates so paid, or received in 
exchange, shall be immediately cancelled by the treasurer, 
by mutilation and defacement, and delivered to the auditor, 
who shall make a record of the bonds so cancelled, giving their 
date, number and amount in a book kept for the purpose. 

Secr. 71. When all the bonds hereafter issued, payable 
in either ten, twenty or thirty years, are paid, the remainder, 
if any, of the sinking fund made for the redemption of that 
class of bonds for which it was established, shall be trans- 
ferred to the treasurer for the general purposes of the city. 

Secr. 72. The commissioners annually, in the month of May 
or June, shall make a report to the city council, giving a 
statement in detail of the condition of each fund on the 
thirtieth day of April next preceding; and shall from time to 
time prepare such other reports, statements or accounts for 
the use of the city council, as they may require. 

Secor. 73. Phe city council shall make appropriation, 
annually, for the payment of the treasurer, the secretary 
of said commissioners, and such clerical and office expenses 
as may be necessary for the proper care and management of 
the several funds. 

THE CITY CLERK. . 


Sect. 74. The mayor, with the approval of the city coun- 
cil, shall appoint a suitable person to be city clerk, who shall

hold office for a term of three years from the first Monday in 
January, in the year in which he is appointed. He shall 
keep a journal of the acts and proceedings of the board 
of aldermen, sign all warrants issued by them, and do 
such other acts, in his said capacity, as may lawfully and 
reasonably be required of him. He shall have the care and 
custody of the city records, and of all documents, maps, 
plans and papers, respecting the care and custody of which 
no other provision is made. | 

Sect. 75. The city clerk, with the approval of the 
mayor, shall annually appoint an assistant city clerk, to 
aid him in discharging the duties of the office; in case 
of a vacaney in the office of clerk, or of the absence, or 
inability of the clerk to perform his duties, said assistant 
shall have the powers and perform the duties of the city 
clerk. 

Secr. 76. The city clerk shall fix the compensation of 
the assistant city clerk, and shail appoint and fix the com- 
pensation of all other clerks and assistants in his office, and 
may remove them at any time. 

Secr. 77. The city clerk and assistant city clerk shall 
take and subseribe an oath for the faithful discharge of their 
duties. 


THE CITY TREASURER. 


Sect. 78. The mayor, with the approval of the city coun- 
cil, shall appoint a suitable person to be treasurer of the city 
of Boston and of the county of Suffolk for the term of three 
years. He shall be the custodian of all money, bonds, cer- 
tificates of indebtedness, notes and mortgages belonging to 
the city or county. He shall give bond for the faithful 
performance of his duties, and for the safe custody of the 
money and other property intrusted to him and to the officers 
appointed by him, with sureties satisfactory to the mayor 
and aldermen, for such an amount as may be deemed proper 
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by the city council. He shall appoint all the officers, clerks, 
and other persons employed in his office. 

Secor. 79. The treasurer shall annually appoint : — 

A cashier, who shall have charge of all money received 
and paid in the office. 

A book-keeper, who shall keep the principal books of 
account. 

A paymaster, who shall pay all the officers, clerks and 
persons employed in every department or office of the city 
government, or connected therewith, unless otherwise pro- 
vided herein. | 

A clerk, who shall be receiver of taxes, and collector 
of arrears of taxes. 

A clerk, who shall collect and pay the county dues, and 
have charge of all matters in the office relating to the county 
of Suffolk. 

A clerk, for the collection of water dues, and any other 
indebtedness to the city in the water department. 

A clerk, for collection of rents due the city for use 
of buildings, wharves, lands, market-houses, stalls, rooms 
and cellars in same, the tolls on ferries, and fees for licenses. 

A clerk, for collection of betterments; assessments for 
street-widenings, sewers, paving, sidewalks, police, health, 
and other. similar dues to the city. 

Secr. 80. The treasurer shall appoint for such length 
of time as the duties of the office may require, 2 clerk, to have 
charge of the disbursements of the state aid to disabled sol- 
diers and sailors and their families, as provided by law; 
und he may appoint such other clerks and assistants as the 
business of his office may require, and may make such 
changes or additions to the duties of each as he may deem 
expedient, fix their compensation, and remove them at 
pleasure. 

Secr. 81. The treasurer shall be collector of taxes for 
the city of Boston and county of Suffolk, and shall have 
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all the powers given to, and perform all the duties im- 
posed by law, upon treasurers when collectors of taxes; 
and shall have ali the powers and perform the duties au- 
thorized or required by law from the treasurer of the city of 
Boston, and of and from treasurers of cities or towns, ex- 
cept so far as they may be modified or changed by this act. 

Secr. 82. The mayor, twice within each financial year, 
shall appoint three members of the city council to examine, 
without previous notice, the accounts of the city treasurer, 
and the money, securities, and property of every kind in his 
possession, belonging to the city of Boston and the county 
of Suffolk, and report the result of such examination in writ- 
ing to the city council. 

Srot. 88. The treasurer shall deposit the money belong- 
ing to the city and county in such banks in Boston as he 
may select, subject to approval by the commissioners of the 
sinking fund. 


THE AUDITOR OF ACCOUNTS. 


Sect. 84. The mayor, with the approval of the city 
council, shall appoint a suitable person to be auditor of ac- 
counts of the city of Boston and county of Suffolk, for the 
term of three years. The auditor shall appoint the clerks 
in his office, fix their compensation, prescribe their duties, 
and may remove them at pleasure. He shall take and sub- 
scribe an oath, before the city clerk, for the faithful per- 
formance of his duties. 

Secr. 85. Ail bills and accounts due from the city 
and county, approved in accordance with the requirements 
of this act, shall be presented to the auditor, who shall 
examine them in detail; if he believes them to be just and 
true claims against the city or county, and in conformity with 
law and the ordinances of the city, and if payment is provided 
therefor in the appropriations by the city council, he shall re- 
cord them and certify them for payment. Before certifying any 
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claim the auditor may require any fact he deems material in 
relation thereto to be proved on oath or otherwise. 

Sect. 86. It shall be the duty of the auditor to lay be- 
fore the city council annually, in the month of February, an 
estimate of the amount of money necessary to be raised by 
taxation for the ensuing year, including payments on the city 
debt, giving in detail the amount of appropriation required for 
each department and office of the city government, with an 
estimate of the income of the city from all sources, except 
taxes, and to furnish such estimates and statements as may 
be requested by the mayor and city council, or either of 
them. 

Sect. 87. The auditor shall keep a record of all the real 
estate owned by the city, and of the bonds, notes, mortgages, 
and all other property in the custody of the treasurer, and 
shall, in a book kept for the purpose, charge in account to 
the treasurer the amount of taxes placed in his hands for 
collection. The treasurer shall annually, on or before the 
fifteenth day of May, send to the auditor a statement of the 
bonds, notes and mortgages in his possession on the thirtieth 
day of April preceding, and of the payments received upon 
the same during the preceding financial year. 

Sect. 88. The auditor shall be custodian of the deeds, 
leases, releases, conveyances, agreements, and other legal 
papers for the care of which no other provision is made; 
and he shall also be custodian of the bonds of all the city 
officers except his own, which shall be deposited with the 
treasurer. 

Secr. 89. It shall be the duty of the auditor to 
publish and distribute among the citizens, at the close of 
each financial year, a statement in detail of the receipts and 
expenditures of all public money, and of all city property. 

Sect. 90. The auditor annually, in the month of Jan- 
uary or February, shall report to the city council in print a 
list of all persons, except day-laborers, who, on the first 
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Monday of January, were receiving salaries from the city, 
giving the name and residence of each person, the duties 
performed, and the rate of compensation allowed therefor.

Srot. 91. There shall be the following boards and depart- 
ments in the city government, viz. : —

THE PUBLIC SCHOOL DEPARTMENT. 


Secr. 92. The qualified voters of each ward shall, at the 
unnual election occurring in the year eighteen hundred and 
seventy-five, choose two persons to be members of the school 
committee, to serve without compensation. The person who 
shall receive the largest number of votes, or, in case both 
persons elected shall have received the same number of votes, 
the person who is senior by age, shall hold the office for 
four years, and the other person so elected shall hold the 
office for two years; and at the annual election occurring 
each second year thereafter, one person shall be chosen in 
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each ward to be a member of the school committee for the 
term of four years. Vacancies in the board shall be filled in 
the manner provided by law. The persons elected as afore- 
said in the year eighteen hundred and seventy-five shall enter 
upon their duties on the first Monday in January in the year 
eighteen hundred and seventy-six, and the terms of office of 
the members of the existing board shall then terminate. 

Sect. 93. The school committee shall meet and organize 
on the first Tuesday in January in each year, at such hour 
as the mayor may appoint, and choose one of their number 
as chairman. They shall choose a secretary, not of their own 
number, an auditing clerk, and such other subordinate officers 
as they may deem expedient; they shall define their duties, 
fix their compensation, and may remove them at pleasure. 

Sect. 94. The school committee shall have authority to 
decide upon all questions relative to qualifications, elections 
and returns of their members. A majority of the whole of 
the school committee shall constitute a quorum for the trans- 
action of business. 

Sect. 95. During the month of February, in the year 
eighteen hundred and seventy-six, the mayor shall, with the 
approval of the city council, appoint six persons, who shall 
constitute a board of examiners of the applicants for the 
position of teachers in the public schools, and of the pupils 
therein. Two of the members of said board shall be ap- 
pointed for one year, two for two years, and two for three 
years. And annually thereafter the mayor shall appoint, 
with like approval, two persons to be members of said board 
of examiners for the term of three years. Said board annu- 
ally, on the first day of March, shall organize by the choice of 
one of their number as chairman, and choose a clerk, pre- 
scribe his duties, fix his compensation, and they may remove 
him at pleasure. The compensation of the examiners shall 
be fixed by the city council, but shall not be less than the 
highest sum paid to any teacher in the employment of the 
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city. No member of either branch of the city council, or 
of the school committee, or any one holding office under 
either of said bodies, shall hold office as one of the board 
of examiners. 

Secr. 96. The examinations of teachers shall be con- 
ducted in writing so far as practicable, and oral examinations 
shall always be in presence of a majority of the board; the 
board shall make inquiry as to the character, training, 
health, capacity and experience of every applicant, and shall 
keep a complete record of such examination, with the 
names of the members present and the result of said inquiry, 
which, together with the examination papers, shall at all times 
be open to the inspection of the school committee. If the re- 
sult of the examination and inquiry as to the qualifications of 
the applicant for the position of teacher is satisfactory, a cer- 
‘tificate, signed by a majority of the board of examiners, shall 
be given to the applicant, in which shall be particularly de- 
fined the grade of school and the position in which the appli- 
cant is qualified to teach; said certificate shall be good for 
two years from its date. 

Sect. 97. After the first day of September in the year 
eighteen hundred and seventy-six, all teachers of the public 
schools of the city shall be elected by the school committee, 
from those having such certificates, to serve for a term of 
three years; and no teacher shall be elected, or advanced to 
fill a position above that defined in his, or her, certificate, 
without further examination, and a new certificate, of his, or 
her, qualifications and ability to fill such position; provided, 
however, that the board of examiners may give a certificate of 
qualification for the grades of head-master of either of the 
High, Latin or Normal schools, or of teacher of a special 
study or exercise, to any person who in their unanimous 
opinion is qualified therefor, without said previous examina- 
tion. 

Sect. 98. The board of examiners, by a committee of one 
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or more of its members, shall visit, at least twice in each year, 
without previous notice, each of the schools under the charge 
of the school committee, examine the pupils in the same, and 
inquire as to the government, discipline, studies, and course 
of instruction, and as to the condition of the school-house. 
The board, at least once during each year, shall report in 
writing to the school committee in detail the result of such 
inquiry and examination of each school, with such sugyes- 
tions and recommendations as they may deem proper and 
expedient for the improvement and better regulation of 
the schools. The board, upon the request of the school 
committee, shall make special examination and inquiry as 
to the condition, progress and needs of either of the schools, 
and report the result to the school committee. 

Sect. 99. If the board of examiners have reason to 
suppose that the character, qualifications or capacity of any 


teacher now in office, or who may be hereafter elected, is be- 


low the standard which they have adopted for the position 
filled by said teacher, they shall examine said teacher; and if 
he, or she, be found deficient, report their decision to the 
school committee, who shall remove the said teacher. 
No person removed shall again be elected until he, or 
she, has obtained a certificate from the board of examiners. 

Sect. 100. The board of examiners shall have power to 
appoint temporary teachers under such regulations as they’ 
may prescribe. 

Sect. 101. No teacher, elected or appointed after the first 
day of September, in the year eighteen hundred and seventy- 
six, shall be paid for his or her services by the city, who has 
not filed with the auditor copies of his or her certificate of 
examination, and of election or appointment; and no teacher 
shall be paid for services after a notice, filed with the auditor 
by the board of examiners, that said teacher was reported 
for dismissal to the school committee three months prior to 
the date of notification. 
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Sect. 102. The salaries of the teachers, and of all other 
persons employed by the school committee, and the expenses 
of said committee, shall be fixed and approved by the com- 
mittee and certified by the auditing clerk, before being certi- 
fied for payment by the auditor; no money shall be received 
or expended by the school committee except through the 
treasurer of the city. 

Sect. 103. The school committee shall have the super- 
vision and direction of the public schools, and shall have the 
powers and perform the duties in relation to the care and 
management of schools which the selectmen of towns or 
school committees are now authorized or required by law 
to perform, except so far as they may be changed or modi- 
fied by this act. They may elect teachers, in conformity with 
the provisions of this act, and may discharge those now in 
office, as well as those hereafter elected. They may appoint 
janitors for the school-houses, fix their compensation, assign 
their duties, and may discharge them at pleasure. 

Secr. 104. The board of examiners shall exercise the 
powers, and perform the duties, prescribed by law or ordi- 
nances of the city, or by the existing rules and regulations of 
the school committee for the superintendent of schools, not 
inconsistent with the provisions of this act, and so far as the 
sume are applicable; and also those of the school committee 
in reference to prescribing the courses of study for the sev- 
eral schools, and the introduction therein of new text-books 
and of new studies and exercises; provided, however, before 
any change is made of a book in use, or any new study or 
exercise is introduced into any school by the board of ex- 
aminers, they shall make a statement in writing to the school 
committee of their reasons for proposing such change, new 
study, or exercise; and the same shall not be made or intro- 
duced until it shall have been approved by the school com- 
mittee by vote; and such a vote of approval shall not be 
passed, nor shall any agreement or contiact be made for fur- 
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nishing a new book or new edition of a book, for any school, 
until an estimate of the number of books required, and of 
the cost thereof, shall have been reported in writing to the 
school committee, by a committee thereof. 

Secor. 105. The school committee shall have power to 
contract for text-books and books of reference, and such maps, 
charts and instruments as may be required for use in the 
schools, when the same have been recommended by the board 
of examiners and approved by the school committee as 
herein prescribed. 

Sect. 106. The mayor, with the approval of the school 


committee, shall appoint two or more truant officers, who 


shall perform the duties of said office as required by law, the 
ordinances of the city, or rules of the school committee. The 
compensation of said officers shall be fixed by the school 
committee, with the approval of the mayor. Said officers 
shall make quarterly reports in detail of their doings to the 
school committee, and may be removed from oflice by the 
mayor. 


THE ASSESSORS’ DEPARTMENT. 


Sxot. 107. The mayor, with the approval of the city 
council, shall appoint, in the month of January in the 
year eighteen hundred and seventy-six, five persons to 
constitute the board of assessors of taxes in the city of 
Boston, one for five years, one for four years, one for three 
years, one for two years, and one for one year, from the first 
Monday of February in the year eighteen hundred and 
seventy-six; and annually thereafter the mayor shall appoint, 
in the month of January, with like approval, one person as 
assessor for the term of five years. The assessors shall 
meet and organize, annually, on the first Monday of February, 
by the choice of a chairman and clerk. 

Secr. 108. All the powers and duties vested by law and 
ordinance in, or exercised by, assessors of towns and cities, 
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shall be vested in, and exercised by, said assessors, except 
so far as the same are changed by the provisions of this 
uct. 

Sect. 109. In the month of February, in each year, the 
territory of the city shall be divided, by the assessors, into 
as many assessment districts as the convenient despatch of 
business may, in their judgment, require ; provided, that the 
number of such districts shall be divisible by three. 

Secr. 110. In the month of February, in the year 
eighteen hundred and seventy-six, the assessors shall 
appoint, with the approval of the city council, as 
many persons to be first assistant assessors as there are 
assessment districts in the city, to hold office, one-third 
for three years, one-third for two years, and one-third for 
one year; and, annually thereafter, they shall appoint, in 
like manner, for the term of three years, a number of persons 
to be first assistant assessors, equal to one-third of the 
number of assessment districts; and when new assessment 
districts are established, the assessors shall, in like manner, 
appoint one-third of the newly appointed first assistant 
assessors for one year, one-third for two years, and one- 
third for three years. 

Secr. 111. The first assistant assessors shall be subject 
to the supervision and direction of the assessors, and shall 
render such services in the assessment of taxes, and in other 
duties appertaining thereto, as may be required by them. 

Sect. 112. The assessors and first assistant assessors 
- shall constitute a board, to be presided over by the chairman 
of the assessors, whose duty it shall be to estimate the 
amount of personal estate for which each person shall be 
assessed, who has failed to render a list of his personal estate 
liable to taxation by the city, according to law; but the esti- 
mate of said board shall not be conclusive or binding upon 
the assessors. 

Srecr. 113. In the month of March, annually, the assess- 
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ors, with the approval of the city council, shall appoint 
a suitable person to act as second. assistant assessor 
for each assessment district. The first and second 
assistants may be removed at any time by the as- 
sessors, with the approval of the board of aldermen. It 
shall be the especial duty of the second assistant assessors 
to aid the first assistants in the work of estimating 
the value of the real estate situated within the districts 
for which they are respectively appointed; and they shall 
render such other services appertaining to their office as 
may, from time to time, be required of them by the asses- 
sors, or first assistant assessors. 

Sreor. 114. The assessors annually, on or before the 
fifteenth day of May, shall send to the auditor a statement 
of the amount of tax bills left with the treasurer for collec- 
tion during the preceding financial year, and of the amount 
of abatements thereon. 

Secr. 115. The board of assessors and first assistant 
assessors shall prepare, annually, in the month of March, in 
the manner required by law of the selectmen of towns, a list 
of inhabitants of the city, well qualified to serve as jurors, 
which list, on or before the first day of April in each year, 
they shall transmit to the city clerk, who shall duly post the 
same in the manner required by law. The said list, after being 
duly posted, shall be submitted by said clerk to the city 


council for revision, and either branch, may, by vote, strike 


uny names from the list, but no name shall be added thereto. 
In case of the neglect of the city council, or of either branch 
thereof, to complete the revision of said list within thirty 
days from its submission, the names then remaining thereon 
shall be placed in the jury-box by the city clerk, in the 
manner required by law, and the jurors shall be drawn by 
the board of aldermen upon the warrants of the courts. 
Seot. 116. The board of aldermen shall have and exercise 
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the powers in relation to the abatement of taxes now given 
by law to the street commissioners of Boston. 


THE LAW DEPARTMENT. 


Secr. 117. The law department shall consist of the 
counsel of the corporation, a city solicitor, a commissioner 
of claims, and such number of assistant solicitors as the 
city council may, from time to time, determine. 

Sect. 118. The mayor, with the approval of the city 
council, shall appoint one person, a counsellor-at-law, to be 
the counsel of the corporation, for the term of three years ; 
and one person, 2 counsellor-at-law, to be the city solicitor, 
for the term of three years. 

Sect. 119. The counsel of the corporation, on or before 
the first day of June in each year, shall appoint, with the 
written approval of the mayor, such number of assistant 
solicitors as the city council may determine. They shall be 
counsellors-at-law, and hold office for one year from the first 
day of June in the year for which they are appointed, and until 
their successors shall be appointed and qualified, unless 
sooner removed by the counsel of the corporation, with the 
written consent of the mayor. 

Srecr. 120. The counsel of the corporation shall be the 
head of the law department, and shall have the charge and 
direction of the same. He shall give legal opinions and 
advice upon any subject or question submitted to him by the 
mayor, the board of aldermen, the common council, or by 
any officers of the city government in regard to their official 
duties. 

Sect. 121. It shall be the special duty of the city solicitor 
and assistant solicitors to commence, prosecute and defend 
all actions, suits and claims in any court or other tribunal in 
which the rights or interests of the city are involved, and to 
defend any of the officers of the city in suits and prosecutions 
against them for any official action, or the performance of 
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any official duty, when any estate, right, privilege, ordinance, 
act or direction of the city government may be brought in 
question ; and generally shall appear as counsel whenever the 
interest and welfare of the city may be directly or incidentally 
affected. 

Secr. 122. It shall be the duty of the assistant city solic- 
itors to examine titles to property, to draft bonds, deeds, 
obligations, contracts, leases, conveyances, agreements and 
other legal instruments which may be required by any ordi- 
nance or order of the city council, or either branch thereof, 
or by any department of the city government. There shall 
be one assistant city solicitor, whose special duty it shall 
be to collect, by suit or otherwise, all the over-due debts, 
“bills or claims of the city; it shall be the duty of the city 
- treasurer to render, monthly, to the counsel of the corpo- 
ration a statement in detail of such over-due debts, bills and 
claims for collection; and all money so collected shall be 
paid monthly or oftener to the treasurer. | 

Sror. 123. Any of the duties of the counsel of the corpo- 
ration may be discharged by the city solicitor ; and any of the 
duties of the solicitor may be discharged by the counsel or 
assistant solicitors; said officers shall perform such _ pro- 
fessional duties as may be required of them by the mayor, 
the city council, or either branch thereof. The solicitor 
and assistant solicitors shall be subject to the direction of 
the counsel of the corporation, and be entitled to his advice 
in the discharge of their duties. 

Secor. 124. The counsel of the corporation, until other- 
wise provided by ordinance, shall make such semi-annual 
reports to the city council as are now required by ordinance 
tc be made by the city solicitor. 

Sect. 125. All legal taxable costs, received by the 
law department of the adverse party in suits and prosecu- 
tions, shall annually be paid over to the city treasurer. 

Srecr. 126. The counsel of the corporation, on or before 
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the first day of June in each year, shall appoint a chief 
clerk, a certificate of whose appointment he shall file in the 
office of the city clerk, and shall appoint such other clerks 
as he may deem necessary for the efficient conduct of the 
‘business of his department, including the office of the com- 
missioner of claims. All such clerks may be removed 
at the pleasure of the counsel of the corporation. The 
chief clerk shall keep the books of the office, under the 
direction of the counsel of the corporation, and render to 
the auditor an annual account in detail of the receipts and 
expenditures of the department. 

Sect. 127. The compensation of the assistant solicitors, 
and of the clerks employed in the department, shall be fixed 
by the counsel of the corporation, with the approval of the 
mayor. | 

Srcr. 128. Whenever, in the opinion of the counsel of 
the corporation, it will be of advantage to the city to 
employ other counsel, either in place of, or in addition to, 
the regular law officers of the city, he may do so, with the 
written approval of the mayor. 

Secor. 129. The counsel of the corporation shall.annually, 
before the fifteenth day of February, send to the city 
auditor an estimate in detail of the appropriation, and of 
the number of assistant solicitors, required for the law de- 
partment during the succeeding financial year. 

Secr. 130. The mayor, with the approval of the city 
council, shall appoint a suitable person, a counsellor-at-law, 
as commissioner of claims, for the term of three years. 

Sect. 131. It shall be the special duty of the commissioner 
of claims to examine all claims against the city referred to 
him by the city council, founded upon any alleged tort or 
negligence of the city, or of any of its servants or agents ; the 
commissioner may require the testimony in the case to be on 
oath; and he shall keep a record of all claims examined by 
him, and of so much of the evidence as he may deem mate- 
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rial, and of any facts in relation thereto that may have come 
to his knowledge, and of his decision thereon. 

Secr. 1382. The commissioner shall, in addition, examine 
other claims made against the city, which may be re- 
ferred to him by the counsel of the corporation, and shall, if 
requested so to do by the counsel of the corporation, aid in 
defending the city against claims that are made upon it. 

Sect. 133. Whenever a claim is referred to the commis- 
sioner he shall report to the counsel of the corporation 
whether in his opinion it is a just and legal claim against the 
city, and if so, what sum of money he recommends to be paid 
in full settlement thereof ; and the counsel shall, if he approve 
said report and recommendation, transmit the same to the 
mayor ; if approved by the mayor, the sum so recommended, 
or any less sum that will be received in full settlement of the 
claim, shall be paid from the money appropriated to the pay- 
ment of claims, provided the amount to be paid does not ex- 
ceed five hundred dollars; if the amount required to pay any 
claim, or class of claims dependent on the same material facts, 
exceeds five hundred dollars, the said report and recom- 
mendations shall, if approved as aforesaid, be transmitted to 
the city: council for their approval, before the same is paid. 


THE POLICE DEPARTMENT. 


Srot. 134. The mayor shall at all times have the control 
and direction of the police force of the city. 

Sect. 135. The mayor, withthe approval of the city coun- 
cil, shall appoint three persons to be commissioners of po- 
lice, one for one year, one for two yeurs, and one for three 
years; and shall, annually thereafter, with like approval, 
appoint one commissioner of police for three years. The 
commissioners shall have stated times of meeting, and a rec- 
ord shall be kept of their doings and of the names of the 
members present. 
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Sect. 136. The mayor, upon nomination by the commis- 
sioners, if he approve’ thereof, shall appoint the chief of 
police, and all subordinate officers, to hold office until va- 
cated by death, resignation or removal; and such officers 
may be removed by the mayor at pleasure. ‘The chief of 
police and the subordinate officers when so appointed shall 
have all the powers, assume all the liabilities and obligations 
and perform all the duties prescribed by law, or the ordi- 
nances of the city, for such officers, so far as consistent with 
the provisions of this act. The number and compensation 
of the officers of each grade shall be fixed by the city council, 
and an estimate of the number required shall be contained in 
the annual estimate of the commissioners. 

Sect. 137. The mayor, when he deems it necessary or ex- 
pedient, may appoint, from persons nominated by the com- 
missioners of police, such number of temporary policemen 
as occasion may require, fix their compensation and term of 
service, and remove them at pleasure. 

Sect. 138. The mayor, if he deem it expedient, upon 
the written application of any responsible corporation or 
persou, may appoint suitable persons to be special police 
officers, to serve without pay from the city, under such rules 
and regulations as the commissioners of police deem expedi- 
ent, with the power of police officersito preserve order, and to 
enforce the laws and the ordinances of the city in and. about 
any railroad station or crossing, place of public amusement, 
wharf, manufactory, or other locality specified in the applica- 
cation; provided, that such corporations or persons shall give 
bond satisfactory to the counsel of the corporation, to be liable 
to parties aggrieved by any official misconduct of such police 
officer, to the same extent as for the torts of agents and ser- 
vants in their employment. A record of such appointments 
shall be kept in the office of the commissioners of police, and 
any appointments so made may be revoked by the mayor at 
any time. 
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Sror. 139. The commissioners of police shall make careful 
examination and investigation as to the honesty, sobriety, 
health, and other qualifications of persons nominated by them 
for appointment by the mayor. No person shall be appointed 
an officer or member of the police force, or as a constable of 
the city, who is not a citizen of the United States; who has 
not been a resident of, and paid taxes to, the city of Boston 
for three years next preceding his appointment; and who 
cannot read and write understandingly in the English lan- 
guage. 

SrcT. 140. The commissioners of police shall investigate 
all complaints and charges against any of the members of 
the police department, and if they find any member guilty of 
a breach of the laws, or ordinances of the city, or of any of 
the rulesand regulations of the department, or unfit for the 
position he occupies, they may recommend the mayor to re- 
move him, or shall inflict the penalty provided by ordinance, 
or by the rules and regulations of the department, as a punish- 
ment for the fault, subject, however, to revision by the 
mayor. 

Seot, 141. The mayor shall annually appoint such number 
of constables as, in his opinion, the public service may re- 
quire. No person shall be appointed constable unless, in 
addition to the qualification required of police officers, he 
shall have attained the age of twenty-five years, and shall 
give bond as required by law. 

Secor. 142. In case of a riot within the city, the 
mayor shall have the power to require the constables so ap- 
pointed to aid in the suppression of the same; and while so 
engaged they shall be under the control and direction of the 
chief of police, and subject to the rules and regulations of 
the police department. 

Sect. 148. The commissioners of police shall have the 
power to grant licenses for theatres, museums, exhibitions, and 
other places of amusement, to every person exercising a trade 
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or calling within the city for which a license is required, and for 
every purpose for which a license or permit is required with- 
in the city and not otherwise provided for by this act. The 
licenses and permits so granted shall be subject to revocation 
by the mayor, with the consent of the board of aldermen. 

Srot. 144. The commissioners of police, before granting 
licenses for any public exhibition, shall require from the in- 
spector of buildings a certificate that the buildings and halls 
to be licensed therefor are safe, and have suitable means of 
egress; they shall make inquiry as to the character of the 
applicant, the prepriety of granting or withholding the li- 
cense, and shall make record of such inquiry in the proper 
books in their office ; and they shall be watchful that the terms 
and conditions of the licenses are complied with. 

Sect. 145. The commissioners of police shall hear and 
examine complaints made against any person or persons hold- 
ing a license granted by them; they shall make record of the 
charges and evidence in the case, and may report the same, 
with their recommendations, to the mayor for his action. 

Sect. 146. The commissioners of police shall annually 
nominate to the mayor, for appointment, suitable persons as 
superintendents, with the power of police officers, for the 
enforcement of the laws and ordinances of the city in rela- 
tion to licenses granted by them; and they may be removed 
by the mayor. 

Sect. 147. The captain of the division of the police force 
assigned by the commissioners for duty in the harbor of 
Boston shall have and exercise all the powers, and perform 
all the duties, prescribed for the harbor master by law and 
the ordinances of the city; but he shall not be required to 
give bond. 

Sect. 148. The commissioners of police shall nominate 
annually to the mayor, for appointment by him, one or more 
persons to be sealers of weights and measures, and the city 
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council shall fix their compensation; and they may be re- 
moved by the mayor. 

Sect. 149. The commissioners of police shall nominate 
annually to the mayor, for appointment by him, such num- 
ber of competent persons as the city council may prescribe, 
to be superintendents of public scales and weighers of hay ; 
the city council shall, from time to time, fix the compensa- 
tion of such officers, and the rates to be charged for weighing 
hay, straw, coal and other articles, and said superintendents 
may be removed by the mayor. 

Secr. 150. The commissioners of police shall make such 
ules and regulations in regard to licenses, and for the gov- 
ernment of all persons licensed by them, as they may deem 
expedient, subject to revision by the city council in the man- 
ner provided in section two hundred and thirty-two of this act. 


THE DEPARTMENT OF PUBLIC WORKS. 


Sect. 151. The mayor, with the approval of the city coun- 
cil, shall appoint three persons to constitute the board of 
works, one to be appointed for one year, one for two years, 
and one for three years; and annually thereafter the mayor 
shall appoint, with like approval, one person to serve for the 
term of three years. 

Sect. 152. The board of works shall have the direction, 
control and management of the following offices, depart- 
ments, and public works, viz. : — 

The laying out, widening, altering, extending and dis- 
continuing the streets and ways of the city, and assessing the 
damages and betterments therefor. 

The locating, paving, making, grading of streets and 
ways; locating, building, and repairing of sewers and 
drains; purchasing, placing and lighting the public lamps. 

The erection, custody, and repair of all buildings belong- 
ing to or occupied by the city. 
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The inspection and survey of buildings erected or re- 
paired by individuals. 

The building, repairing, and management of the ferries 
and bridges; the custody and management of market-houses 
and markets; the purchase of fuel for the use of the city; 
the location and supervision of steam and horse railroads. 

Srot. 153. The board of works shall preserve complete 
records of their meetings, giving the names of the members 
present, their votes and doings thereat; and they shall cause 
proper books of record to be kept in each department and 
office under their control, exhibiting, in detail, all the trans- 
actions of said office or department. 

Srot. 154. The board of works shall have and exercise 
all the powers, not inconsistent with this act, which the board 
of aldermen now have as surveyors of highways, and all the 
powers now conferred by law or the ordinances of the city on 
the street commissioners, in regard to laying out, widening, 
altering, extending, or discontinuing the streets and ways of 
the city, and all the powers of county commissioners given 
by law to the board of aldermen, except as herein other- 
wise provided; provided, that whenever the city council, 
by a vote of two-thirds of the whole of each branch there- 
of, shall adjudge that the public safety and convenience 
require that any street, road or way of the city shall be 
laid out, altered or discontinued, and shall direct the board 
to lay out, alter or discontinue the same, the board shall 
forthwith lay out, alter or discontinue the same, under the 
provisions of this act. | 

Senor. 155. The board of works shall have and exercise all 
the «powers, not inconsistent with this act, now held by the 
mayor and aldermen, and by the street commissioners, by 
law or the ordinances of the city in regard to the assess- 
ment or reassessment of betterments, and the adjustment of 
claims for damages for the laying out, changing the grade, 
widening, discontinuing or altering of the streets, highways 
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or other ways of the city; provided, that no settlement 
shall be made of a claim against the city for laying out, 
changing the grade of, widening, discontinuing or altering a 
street, highway, or other way of the city, when the amount 
required for the adjustment of the claim exceeds five thou- 
sand dollars, unless the same has been approved by the city 
council, 

Secor. 156. The board of works shall have and exercise all 
the powers conferred upon, and perform all the duties 
prescribed to, the mayor and aldermen, or the board of 
aldermen, or to the city council, by law or the ordinances 
of the city relating to the location, construction, as- 
sessment, repair, opening, protection and use of the public 
sewers and drains of the city, and granting licenses in regard to 
same; aiso all the duties and powers relating to the control 
and direction of the building;making, naming, numbering and 
erading of the public streets, roads and ways of the city, and 
fixing the bounds thereof, and of the sidewalks therein, and 
also the powers and duties relating to the control and direction 
of the purchasing, repairing, locating, care and lighting, with 
gas or otherwise, of the street lamps belonging to the city. 
With the consent of the city council, the board may lay 
out streets, passage-ways and squares upon the public lands 
of the city, not otherwise appropriated, and lay sewers 
therein. 

Sror. 157. No gas company, corporation, or individual, 
shall have authority to remove the pavement or dig up the 
ground in any of the streets or ways of the city for the pur- 
pose of sinking, laying or repairing pipes, or for any purpose 
whatsoever, except by the consent of the board of works. 
Any gas company, corporation, association or individual, after 
removing the pavement or opening the ground in either of 
the streets or ways of the city, for any purpose, shall be 
required to put the same in repair, as soon as practicable 
thereafter, in a manner satisfactory to the board of works; 
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and said board may require such security to be given for the 
prompt and strict compliance with this rule, as they may 
deem advisable. 

Sect. 158. Except as otherwise provided in this act, the 
board of works shall have the care and custody of all the 
buildings and offices belonging to, or occupied by the city 
or the county, and: of the furniture and fixtures con- 
tained therein, and the control, direction and supervision 
of the erection, and of the repairs and alterations of 
the buildings and offices owned or occupied by the city or 
county, including the armories, and shall have power to 
contract for the labor and materials needful therefor or 
any part thereof; and it shall be the duty of the board 
to purchase the furniture, fixtures and other articles nec- 
essary for the proper furnishing and care of said build- 
ings and offices; provided, that no building shall be 
erected when the total estimated cost of the same, includ- 
ing the land upon which it is to be located, and the fur- 
niture and fixtures for the same, exceeds five thousand 
dollars, unless by order of the city council; and no building 
shall be repaired, or altered, or provided with furniture or 
fixtures, when the total estimate of cost of repairs or alter- 
ations, with the furniture and fixtures for said building, to- 
gether with like expenditures upon the same building, within 
the current financial year, shall exceed five thousand dollars, 
unless by order of the city council. 

Sect. 159. The board of works, so far as is consistent with 
the provisions of this act, shall have and exercise all the pow- 
ers and perform all the duties now prescribed by law for the 
city of Boston and the city council thereof, in regard to the 
regulation, survey and inspection of buildings, by chapter 
two hundred and eighty of the acts of the year eighteen 
hundred and seventy-one, and the several amendments 
and additions thereto; but the limits within which all build- 
ings erected shall be required to conform to the provisions of 
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said statutes, shall not be altered by the board of works, 
except by vote of the city council. 

Sect. 160. The plans, designs, specifications, estimates 
and other papers required for the erection or repair of the 
buildings hereafter to be erected or repaired, belonging to or 
occupied by the city, shall be prepared and furnished by the 
city architect, unless otherwise ordered in special cases by 
the city council. 

Sect. 161. The board of works shall have the care, cus- 
tody and management of all the lands belonging to the city, 
except those which are set apart as public grounds, and may, 
with the approval of the mayor, lease such portions of the 
same as are not otherwise appropriated, upon such terms and 
conditions as they may deem expedient. All deeds of sale 
and leases of buildings or lands belonging to the city shall 
be signed by the mayor, and countersigned by the chairman 
of the said board. 

Secr. 162. The board of works shall have the control and 
direction of all the public market-houses and places used as 
public markets in the city ; and, in accordance with law and 
the ordinances of the city, shall make such rules and 
regulations for the government and management of the 
same as they may deem expedient; and, with the approval 
of the city council, may fix the rents of, and lease the stalls, 
cellars and stands in and about the same, and the rooms and 
stores connected therewith, except Faneuil Hall. 

Sect. 163.. The board of works shall, in accordance with 
law and the ordinances of the city, so far as not inconsistent 
with this act, have the control, management and charge of the 
ferries, bridges, and Jandings, owned wholly or in part bythe 
city, and of the lands, buildings, boats, machinery, and other 
property appertaining thereto; provided, that the rates of 
toll upon the ferries shall not be changed by the board of 
works, without the consent of the city council. 

Secor. 164. The board of works shall have and exercise 
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all the powers, and perform all the duties, prescribed for the 
board of aldermen or for the street commissioners, by law 
or the ordinances ‘of the city, in regard to the location, 
removal, management, and rates of fare of steam or horse 
railroads, whose engines or cars are run upon or across any 
of the streets within the limits of the city, and in relation to 
the maintenance and repair by railroad corporations of the 
streets wherein they are located; provided, that the rates 
of fare established for any street railroad shall not be changed 
by the board of works, without the consent of the city 
council. 

Sect. 165. The board of works shall have and exercis¢ 
all the powers, and perform all the duties prescribed by le: 
for the mayor and aldermen of cities relating to stean. 
engines, furnaces and boilers, and to granting licenses there- 
for. 

Sect. 166. Annually, in the month of May, the board o- 
works shall appoint, with the approval of the mayor, the 
following officers for the term of one year, from the first 
day of June next ensuing, viz. :— 


City Surveyor, | Superintendent of Ferries, 
City Architect, , Superintendent of Bridges, 
Superintendent of Paving, Superintendent of Markets 
Superintendent of Sewers, and Faneuil Hall, 


Superintendent of Buildings, Superintendent of Lands, 
Superintendent of Lamps Inspector of Buildings. 


and Gas, 


These officers may be removed from office by the board 
of works, with the approval of the mayor. 

Secr. 167. The city surveyor and the city architect, 
with the approval of the board of works, may appoint and 
remove the subordinate officers and persons employed in their 
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respective offices ; and the compensation of such subordinate 
officers and persons shall be fixed by said board. 

Sect. 168. The board of works, with the approval of the 
mayor, may appoint and remove the subordinate assistants, 
officers, and clerks, needful in the several departments and 
offices under their control and management, except as other- 
wise provided herein, and fix their compensation. The 
board may employ, fix the compensation of, and discharge, at 
their discretion, such number of draw-tenders, workmen, 
and laborers, as may be required in the several departments 
and offices. . 

Secor. 169. The board of works shall grant licenses for any 
purpose appertaining to the offices or departments under their 
control and management, -for which licenses are now, or may 
hereafter be required, when in their judgment it is proper ° 
and expedient to grant the same. 

Secr. 170. The board of works shall purchase the fuel, 
gas and oil used by the city, and in accordance with the pro- 
visions of this act may contract for the same, or any part. 
thereof, for a term not exceeding one year. 

Sect. 171. No expenditure of money, and no contract or 
proceeding involving the same, shall be made or entered 
into by the board of works, for the taking of lands or 
buildings, laying out, paving, making, altering or discontinu- 
ing any street or way of the city, when the estimate for the 
total cost of the same, including grade damages, value of 
land and buildings to be taken, the cost of making, paving 
and completing said street or way, with any other expense 
appertaining thereto, together with any previous expendi- 
tures upon the same street, or any part thereof, for similar 
purposes, within the current financial year, will amount to 
the sum of five thousand dollars, without first obtaining the 
consent of the city council thereto. 
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THE WATER DEPARTMENT. 


Secr. 172. The mayor, with the approval of the city 
council, shall appoint three persons to constitute the water 
board; one of whom shall be appointed for one year, 
one for two years, and one for three years; and annually 
thereafter the mayor, with like approval, shall appoint 
one person to serve for the term of three years. The 
board shall have the charge and direction of all matters 
relating to the location, building, repairing and management 
of the water works belonging to the city, and of the supply 
and distribution of the water. The board shall preserve 
complete records of their meetings, giving the names of the 
members present, their votes and doings thereat; and shall 
cause proper books of record to be kept in the departmeit 
under their charge, exhibiting in detail all the transactions 
of said department. 

Sect. 173. The water board shall have and exercise all 
the powers, not inconsistent with this act, now conferred by 
law, or the ordinances of the city, upon the Cochituate water 
board and the Mystic water board, and shall perform all the 
duties thereby prescribed for said boards, or either of them. 
The water board may be empowered by the city council to 
exercise any or all of the powers conferred by law upon the 
city of Boston with reference to supplying said city with 
water, and may also be empowered to act as the agents of the 
city in doing any and all things which the city is now, or may 
hereafter be, authorized to do in relation to the taking of 
lands, water-rights or other property, and the establishment 
of works and appliances for supplying the city of Boston or 
other cities and towns with water. 

Sror. 174. The water board, except in case of a sudden 
emergency, shall give thirty days’ notice to the board of 
works, whenever they intend to lay or repair water pipes 
through any street or way of the city. 

Sect. 175. The water board shall make such rules and 
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regulations in regard to the mode of using the water, and 
the price to be paid therefor, as they may deem expedient; 
subject, however, to the provisions of sections twelve and 
thirteen of chapter one hundred and sixty-seven of the stat 
utes of the year eighteen hundred and forty-six; provided, 
that the words “Boston water scrip ” in said sections shall 
be construed to include the whole amount of outstanding 
loan representing the cost of the water works. 

Srot. 176. The water board shall have the care and 
management of all the public reservoirs, wells and pumps of 
the city. 

Sect. 177. Annually in the month of March or April, the 
members of the board of works and of the water board, or 
a majority of each of said boards, shall recommend a suitable 
person to the mayor for appointment as city engineer. If 
the person so recommended is satisfactory to the mayor, he 
shall be appointed for one year from the first day of May 
next ensuing, to perform such duties as appertain to his 
office for any department of the city, and he may be re- 
moved from office by the mayor. 

Sect. 178. The city engineer, with the approval of the 
board of works and of the water board, may appoint and 
remove the subordinate officers and persons employed in his 
office, and fix their compensation. 

Sect. 179. The estimate for an appropriation for the 
salaries and expenses of the office of city engineer shall be 
included annually in the estimates for the board of works, 
and no bills or claims on account of said office shall be certi- 
fied for payment by the auditor unless approved by either 
the board of works or the water board. 

Srecr. 180. The water board annually, in the month of 
May, shall appoint, with the approval of the mayor, suitable 
persons to be superintendent and assistant superintendents 
of the water works, and a water registrar, who shall per- 
form such duties as may be prescribed by the said board 
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or by the ordinances of the city ; and they may be removed 
by the board, with the approval of the mayor. The water 
board may appoint and remove at pleasure such other 
subordinate officers, clerks and workmen as the business of 
the department may require, and fix their compensation. 


THE HEALTH DEPARTMENT. 


Sror. 181. The mayor, with the approval of the city coun- 
cil, shall appoint three persons, one of whom shall be a physi- 
cian, to constitute the board of health ; one shall be appointed 
for one year, one for two years, and one for three years ; 
and annually thereafter, the mayor, with like approval, 
shall appoint one person to be a member of the board for 
the term of three years. 

Sect. 182. The board of health shall have all the rights, 
powers and duties now given by law, and the city ordi- 
nances, to the boards of health of cities and towns, and to 
the mayor and aldermen, the board of aldermen, or to the 
city council, in relation to the abatement and removal of 
nuisances, sources of filth, and causes of sickness, the re- 
moval of infected persons, the vaccination of the inhab- 
itants, the establishment and regulation of quarantine, the 
removal of offensive bodies, the inspection of provisions, 
the erection of tenement houses and their use, occupation 
aud mode of construction, the interment of the dead, the sale 
of fish, vegetables and other provisions, the keeping of swine 
and all other animals within the bounds of the city, and in 
relation to all other matters pertaining to the public health, 
and the care and preservation thereof. ay 

Sect. 183. The board of health shall have the care and su- 
perintendence of the stables belonging to the city, except such 
as may be attached to other departments ; they shall provide, 
by contract or otherwise, for the cleaning of the streets, the 
collection, removal and disposal of ashes, grease, bones, offal, 
dirt, manure, and all noxious and offensive matter from the 
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streets, houses and vacant land in the city, the cleaning ot 
all vaults and cesspools, the location, occupation and use of 
all public and private stables, and the granting of licenses 
therefor, and the granting of licenses for watering streets, 
under such rules and regulations as they may prescribe. 

Srcr. 184. All burial-grounds and cemeteries belonging 
to the city shall be under the general care and charge of the 
board of health, and it shall have power to appoint, with the 
approval of the mayor, such trustees thereof as may be re- 
quired by law, or which the board may deem expedient, and 
to make suchregulations for the management and use of 
burial-grounds and cemeteries, not inconsistent with law, as 
may in their judgment be suitable or necessary. 

Sect. 185. The board of health, annually, in the month 
of May, with the approval of the mayor, shall appoint as many 
persons to carry on the business of undertakers as may be 
necessary ; they shall grant licenses to the persons so ap- 
pointed, fix the amount to be paid therefor, and make rules 
and regulations for the burial and removal of the dead, and 
for the compensation of undertakers. 

Sect. 186. The board of health shall have the charge and 
control of all hospitals which may be established by the 
city council within the city limits, or on the islands in the 
harbor, for persons having the small-pox or other infectious 
or contagious diseases dangerous to the public health, with 
power to make all suitable regulations for the care and use ot 
the same. 

Secor. 187. The board of health shall have the care and con- 
trol of all public baths which may be established by the city 
council for the use of.the inhabitants ; they shall appoint suit- 
able persons to superintend the same, and shall make all 
needful regulations for their use. 

Secor. 188. The board of health, annually, in the month of 
May, with the approval of the mayor, shall appoint a sanitary 
superintendent, a city physician, a port physician, and such 
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assistants as they may require, one or more superintendents 
of cemeteries, one or more inspectors of provisions, and 
an inspector of milk, and may, with the approval of the 
mayor, remove them. The board may, from time to time, 
employ and discharge, at their discretion, such workmen as 
they may deem necessary for the economical and satisfactory 
performance of the work by the department, and fix their 
compensation. 

SroT. 189. The board of health shall have the charge and 
superintendence of the registration of births, marriages, and 
deaths, and, with the approval of the mayor, shall appoint a 
registrar thereof, who shall perform the duties prescribed by 
law and the ordinances of the city in relation thereto. He 
shall hold office for the term of three years from the date of 
his appointment ; and may be removed by the mayor. 


THE FIRE DEPARTMENT. 


Sect. 190. The mayor, with the approval of the city coun- 
cil, shall appoint three persons, to constitute the board 
of fire commissioners; one shall be appointed for one 
year, one for two years, and one for three years; and 
afterwards, annually, the mayor shall appoint, with like ap- 
proval, one person to be a member of said board for the term 
of three years. The board shall appoint a chief engineer, | 
and such number of assistant engineers, officers, engine- 
men, telegraph-operators and other members, as the city 
council may, from time to time, determine, and may remove 
them at pleasure ; provided, that the chief engineer shall be 
appointed with the approval of the mayor. The board 
shall prescribe the duties of the officers and members 
of the department, and fix their compensation; provided, 
that the compensation of the chief engineer shall be fixed 
with the approval of the mayor. 

Sect. 191. The fire commissioners, the chief engineer and 
assistant engineers, so appointed, shall have all the powers 
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and perform all the duties authorized or imposed upon such 
officers by law, or the ordinances of the city, except so far 
as they may be changed or modified by this act. 

Sect. 192. The duty of extinguishing fires, and protect- 
ing life and property in case of fire, within the city, 
shall be entrusted to said board of fire commissioners ; 
they shall divide the city into fire districts; establish a fire 
patrol; and, in accordance with ordinances of the city, and 
with the provisions of this act, purchase steam fire-engines, 
horses, hose, and all other apparatus and supplies for the use 
and equipment of the fire department and fire-alarin tele- 
graph. 

Sror. 193. The fire commissioners shall have and exercise 
all the powers conferred upon such officers, or upon engineers 
of fire departments or their assistants, by law and_ the 
ordinances of the city, in relation to the manufacture, storage, 
and sale of petroleum, camphene, burning-fluids, gunpowder, 
nitro-glycerine, fireworks, or any other highly combustible or 
explosive material or thing. The city council shall bave 
power to prohibit the storage or manufacture of said 
articles within the limits of the city in any locality 
where, in their judgment, it would be hazardous to the 
surrounding buildings. The fire commissioners may, with 
the approval of the city council, make such rules and regu- 
lations in regard to the storage and place of manufacture of 
said articles as they may deem expedient, and provide that 
said articles shall not be kept within the limits of the city 
without a license, in such form, and with such conditions and 
penalties as, in accordance with law, they may prescribe ; 
the fire commissioners are hereby authorized to grant 
such licenses, aud, with the approval of the mayor, to. 
revoke the same. The fire commissioners shall appoint the 
inspectors of petroleum required to be appointed by law. 

Secr. 194. The fire commissioners shall have the 
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charge, direction and control of all the public clocks and 
bells owned by the city or under its control. 


THE DEPARTMENT OF PUBLIC INSTITUTIONS. 


Secor. 195. The mayor, with the approval of the city 
council, shall appoint six persons, not members of the city 
council, to constitute the board of directors for public insti- 
tutions, to serve without compensation; two shall be ap- 
pointed for one year, two for two years, and two for three 
years; and annually, afterwards, the mayor shall appoint, 
with like approval, two persons to hold the office for the 
term of three years. 

Sect. 196. The board of directors shall have the care and’ 
control of the house of correction, the house of industry, 
the house of reformation, and of the lunatic hospital, so 
long as it shall be maintained by the city, and such other in- 
stitutions as may be placed under their direction and super- 
vision by law or by ordinance of the city. They shall 
make the necessary repairs and alterations therein, and 
appoint superintendents thereof, with the approval of the 
mayor; they shall fix their compensation, and, with like ap- 
proval, may remove them from oflice ; the officers so appointed 
- shall have the powers and perform the duties prescribed by 
law or by the city ordinances for their respective offices, and 
such other powers and duties as may be prescribed to them 
by said board. 

Secor. 197. The board of directors shall appoint a mas- 
ter of the house of correction, and such other officers, agents 
and servants, as they may deem expedient, in the sev- 
eral institutions under their charge, fix their compensation, 
and may remove them at pleasure. 

Srecr. 198. The board of directors shall have and ex- 
ercise all the power and authority, and perform all the duties 
not inconsistent with the provisions of this act, which are 
conferred or imposed by existing laws and ordinances upon 
the board of directors for public institutions of the city of 
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Boston ; and all acts of the legislature and ordinances of the 
city, not inconsistent with the provisions of this act, which 
are applicable to the board of directors for public institutions 
of the city of Boston, and to any of the institutions above 
named, are hereby declared to be in full force and effect, and 
in no respect altered or repealed, otherwise than is herein 
expressly set forth. 

Secr. 199. The board of directors shall have authority, 
in conformity with the provisions of this act, to make pur- 
chases of supplies of every description, except fuel, for the 
use of said institutions, and to make all necessary con- 
tracts therefor, or for work to be done or materials to be 
furnished, or for the employment of the labor of the in- 
mates thereof, provided no contract so made shall extend for 
a term exceeding one year, unless with the consent of the city 
council. 

Sect. 200. When the labor of any of the inmates of any 
of said institutions is to be disposed of by contract, the board 
of directors, unless otherwise ordered by the city council, 
shall make public advertisement for proposals to hire said 
labor, under such rules and regulations as said board may 

_ prescribe. 

Sect. 201. <A joint committee, of not less than five mem- 
bers of the city council, shall constitute the inspectors of 
prisons and houses of detention in the county of Suffolk ; 

- and said committee, at least twice in each year, shall make 
the examinations and inquiries required by law, and report 
the result thereof in print to the city council. 


OVERSEERS OF THE POOR. 


SecT. 202. The mayor, with the approval of the city coun- 
cil, shall appoint twelve persons, not members of the city 
council, to constitute a board to be called “The Overseers 
of the Poor in the City of Boston,” to serve without compen- 
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sation. Four of said persons shall be appointed for one 
year, four for two years, and four for three years ; and there- 
after, annually, the mayor shall appoint, with like ap- 
proval, four persons as overseers of the poor for three 
years. 

Sect. 203. The overseers of the poor shall appoint a 
secretary and one or more clerks, not of their own number, 
nor members of the city council, and such superintendents, 
subordinate officers, assistants and workmen, as they may 
deem expedient. They shall prescribe their duties, fix their 
compensation, and may remove them from office. 

Sect. 204. The overseers of the poor, with the approval 
of the mayor, shall appoint a suitable person as treasurer, 
fix his compensation, and define his duties ; and they may re- 
move him from office, with the approval of the mayor. The 
treasurer shall] give bond in such amount, and with such sure- 
ties, as the overseers and the counsel of the corporation may 
determine and approve for the safe custody of the money 
and other property in his possession. He _ shall deposit the 
money entrusted to him in such banks as the overseers may 
approve; and no loan or investment of said money shall be 
made, except by vote of the overseers, or of a finance com- 
mittee appointed by them. All checks, orders, or drafts 
for money, on account of the overseers, shall be signed 
by the treasurer and countersigned by the secretary. . The 
accounts of the treasurer shall be examined, semi-annually, 
by a committee appointed by the overseers for that purpose, 
and at such other times by the city council, or a committee 
thereof, as may by ordinance be prescribed, 

Secr. 205. The overseers of the poor shall continue as a 
corporation and hold and exercise all the powers and cor- 
porate rights, possess all the property, be entitled to all 
the rights and privileges, and be subject to all the duties, 
liabilities, and obligations which now belong or appertain by 
law or the ordinances of the city to the corporation of 
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“The Overseers of the Poor in the City of Boston,” so far 
as consistent with the provisions of this act. 

Secr. 206. Whenever the city shall provide buildings for 
the reception and care of paupers, and by ordinance transfer 
the paupers under the charge of the board of directors of 
public institutions to the care and control of the overseers of 
the poor, then said overseers of the poor shall have and ex- 
ercise all the powers, and perform all the duties, now pre- 
scribed by law, or the ordinances of the city, to said board 
of directors, or to selectmen of towns, in regard to the care, 
support and employment of paupers. so far as consistent 
with this act, and shall have the care and control of the 
buildings provided for the same. 

Srecr. 207. The overseers of the poor shall have the care 
and control of the charity building, on Chardon street, and 
of buildings used as temporary homes for the poor, and of 
the inmates thereof, and shall be the sole agents of the city 
for the distribution of money, food, fuel or other materials 
appropriated by the city council for the relief of the: poor 
and destitute, not otherwise provided for in this act. 


THE CITY HOSPITAL.’ 


Sect. 208. The mayor, with the approval of the city 
council, shall appoint five persons, not members of the city 
council, to serve without compensation, to constitute the board 
of trustees of the city hospital, who shall have the care and 
management of the same, and of the grounds connected there- 
with. One shall be appointed for one year, one for two 
years, one for three years, one for four years, and one for 
five years; and annually afterwards the mayor, with like 
approval, shall appoint one person to serve for five years. . 

Secr. 209. The board of trustees, with the approval of 
the mayor, sball appoint, and, with like approval, may re- 
move such visiting and consulting physicians and surgeons as 
they may deem expedient. The board shall annually appoint 
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a superintendent and all necessary. resident physicians and 
surgeons, and all other assistants, nurses and domestics, fix 
their compensation, and may remove them at pleasure. 


THE PUBLIC LIBRARY. 


Secr. 210. The mayor, with the approval of the city 
council, shall appoint five persons, not members of the city 
council, to constitute a board of trustees of the public library, 
who shall serve without compensation. One shall be appoint- 
ed for one year, one for two years, one for three years, one 
for four years, and one for five years; and annually there- 
after the mayor, with like approval, shall appoint one person 
us a member of the board for five years. 

Srecr. 211. The board shall have the care and manage- 
ment of the library, and of all branches thereof, and of the 
buildings provided for the same, and of the grounds attached 
thereto. 

Sect. 212. The board of trustees, with the approval of 
the mayor, shall annually appoint a superintendent, and, with 
like approval, fix his compensation, and they may remove 
him at pleasure. They shall appoint the librarians, assist- 
ants, janitors and all other persons employed in the manage- 
ment of the library and its branches, fix their compensation, 
and may remove them at pleasure. 

Srcr. 213. The board of trustees may expend, in accord- 
ance with the provisions of this act, for the purposes of 
the library, the’ money appropriated therefor by the city 
council, and may expend the principal or income of any 
money or property which has been, or may hereafter be, 
given for the use of the library, or of any of its branches, in 
accordance with the directions or conditions imposed by the 
donors thereof; an account in detail of all expenditures, to- 
gether with a statement of the condition of the library, shall 
be included in the annual report of the trustees herein re- 
quired. . 

Sect. 214. When, in the judgment of the board of trus- 
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tees, additional branch libraries are needed, they may, with 
the consent of the city council, establish the same. | 

Secor. 215. The board of trustees shall have all the powers 
and perform all the duties prescribed by law or the ordinances 
of the city for such officers, except so far as they may be 
changed or modified by this act. 

Seor. 216. All money belonging to the library, or ap- 
propriated to its use by the city council, shall be deposited 
with the treasurer of the city. 


COMMISSIONERS OF PUBLIC GROUNDS. 


Secor. 217. The mayor, with the approval of the city coun- 
cil, shall appoint three persons, not members of the city coun- 
cil, to constitute the board of commissioners of public 
grounds, who shall serve without compensation. One of 
said persons shall be appointed for one year, one for two 
years, and one for three years; and thereafter, annually, the 
mayor, with like approval, shall appoint one person to serve 
for the term of three years. 

Secor. 218. The commissioners of the public grounds 
shall have the charge, management and supervision of the 


common and public garden; of the public parks and squares 


of the city; of the monuments, statues, and all other mat- 


_ters and things appertaining thereto, and of the trees in the 


public streets and ways, except as otherwise provided herein. 

Sect. 219. The commissioners of the public grounds, 
with the approval of the mayor, annually, in January or 
February, shall appoint a superintendent, and, with the 
approval of the mayor, fix his compensation. He may be 
removed from office by the commissioners, with the approval 
of the mayor. The commissioners may appoint and remove 
such number of subordinates and laborers as they deem - 
necessary and expedient for the proper prosecution of the 
work entrusted to them, and fix their compensation. 

Secor. 220. The common and public garden shall be pre- 
served for public use, and shall not be sold or leased. No 
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statue, monument, nor permanent structure of any kind shall 
be placed upon the common, public garden, or any of the 
public parks, or squares, of the city, nor removed therefrom, 
except by order of the city council. 


BOARD OF PUBLIC PRINTING. 


Srecr. 221. The chairman of the board of aldermen, 
the president of the common council, and the city clerk, 
shall constitute the board of public printing, and, so far as 
consistent with this act, shall have and exercise all the 
powers now conferred by the ordinances of the city upon 
the joint standing committee of the city council on printing. 

Srct. 222. The board of public printing shall have the gen- 
eral charge and direction of all matters relating to printing, 
stationery, books, binding, paper, advertising, newspapers or 
other publications required for the use of the city, and county 
of Suffolk, in any of its offices or departments, including that 
of the schools, except as otherwise provided herein, and 
of the distribution of the same; and shall make all pur- 
chases, agreements and contracts therefor; and, with the 
approval of the mayor, may contract for the same, or any 
part thereof, for a term not exceeding one year; provided, 
that when the contract or agreement contemplated shall by 
estimate amount to one thousand dollars or over, it shall be 
made subject to the approval of the city council. 

Srcr. 223. The board of public printing, with the ap- 
proval of the mayor, shall appoint a superintendent; they 
shall fix his compensation, and may remove him from office. 
The superintendent shall act as clerk to the board, and, with 
the approval of the board, may appoint all necessary 
assistants, fix their compensation, and discharge them from 
office. 

Sect. 224. The superintendent of printing, so far as 
consistent with this act, shall. assume the obligations and 
perform all the duties prescribed by the ordinances of the 
city to the superintendent of printing. 
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BOARD OF COUNTY ACCOUNTS. 


Secr. 225. The chairman of the board of aldermen, 
the president of the common council, and the chairman of 
the inspectors of prisons and houses of detention in the 
county of Suffolk, shall constitute a board of accounts for 
the county of Suffolk, and shall have and exercise the powers 
conferred upon the board of aldermen of the city, by 
chapter one hundred and seventeen of the acts of the year 
eighteen hundred and sixty-six. 


OTHER OFFICERS. 


Secr. 226. The mayor, with the approval of the board 
of aldermen, shall appoint from time to time, for a term of 
one year, such and so many of the following-named oflicers 
as he may judge necessary for the public convenience, 
namely : — 


Measurers of Grain. | 
Surveyors of Marble, Soapstone and Freestone. 
Measurers of Upper Leather. 

Inspectors of Lime. 

Weighers of Coal. 

Measurers of Wood and Bark. 

Viewers and Cullers of Hoops and Staves. 
Fence Viewers. 

Field Drivers and Pound Keepers. 


The said officers shal! respectively exercise all the powers 
and perform all the duties required by law and the ordi- 
nances of the city of such officers; and, until otherwise 
changed by the city council, they shall continue to receive 
for their services the fees heretofore allowed. They may be 
removed at the pleasure of the mayor. 


GENERAL PROVISIONS. 


Secr. 227. The several boards and commissions, unless 
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otherwise provided herein or by an ordinance of the city, shall 
organize annually, in the month of May, by the choice of one 
of their number to be chairman, and shall appoint a clerk, 
who shall not be one of their own number. ‘They shall fix 
the compensation of their clerk, and may at any time re- 
move him and appoint a successor. 

Srot. 228. The compensation of all commissions, boards 
and officers except as herein otherwise provided, shall be 
fixed from time to time by the city council. 

Sect. 229. All officers and persons, while receiving sala- 
ries from the city, shall be inhabitants of the city, unless 
otherwise provided by the city council. | 

Srot. 230. Any commissioner, trustee or officer appointed 
under,any of the provisions of this act by the mayor, with the 
approval of the city council, may at any time be removed by 
the mayor, with the approval of the city-council, or may be 
removed by vote of two-thirds of the whole number of each 
branch of the city council, taken by yeas and nays; and 
pending the action of the city council, the mayor may, in 
his discretion, suspend. such commissioner, trustee or officer 
from his duties. 

Sect. 231. All officers or persons having the custody or 
control of books, records, journals, papers or documents be- 
longing to the city, or to any department or office thereof, 
shall exhibit the same to the mayor, or to any member of 
the city council, upon request, and shall deliver the same to 
their successors in office, when duly qualified. 

SEoT. 232. The school committee, and the several boards, 
commissioners, trustees and officers shall make such rules 
and regulations, in accordance with law and the ordinances 
of the city, as they may deem expedient for their own gov- 
ernment, and for the government of those under their charge 
and direction, and also for the care and management of the 
several departments and institutions under their charge, un- 
less herein otherwise provided; provided, however, that the 
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city council may rescind or modify any of said rules or regu- 
lations which are deemed objectionable by them, except 
such as may be adopted by the police and fire commissioners 
for the discipline of members of said departments; and any 
rule or regulation so rescinded or modified shall not be again 
adopted or altered, until it shall have been submitted to, and 
approved by, the city council. Any of the disciplinary 
rules and regulations adopted by the police or fire commis- 
sioners may be rescinded or modified by the mayor. Until 
new rules and regulations shall have been adopted, those 
now in force in the several departments shall remain in 
force, except so far as they may be inconsistent with the 
provisions of this act. 

Secor. 233. No member of the city council, or of any com- 
mission or board, and no person appointed by the mayor or 
chosen by the city council, or in the service of the city gov- 
ernment, shall be interested in his private capacity, directly 
or indirectly, in any purchase or contract for labor (except for 
payment of his official services), or for materials, goods, wares 
or merchandise of any description furnished to the city, or 
in contracts for erecting or repairing buildings, or other pub- 
lic works, or in the purchase or sale of lands by the city. 
Any contract, sale, purchase, or agreement made in violation 
_of the above provision shall be void, and shall not be certified 
by the auditor nor paid by the treasurer. Whoever violates 
the provisions of this section shall be subject to the penalties 
provided by chapter two hundred and seventy-four of the 
statutes of eighteen hundred and seventy-two. 

Secr. 234. All boards and officers acting under the author- 
ity of the city, and entrusted with the expenditure of public 
money, shall be accountable therefor to the city council, in 
such manner as the city council may direct ; and the city 
council may require of all persons entrusted with the collec- 
tion, custody, or disbursement of public money, bonds, with 
such conditions and sureties, as the case may in their judg- 
ment require. 
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_ Sect. 235. All boards and heads of departments shall an- 
nually, as early as practicable after the close of each financial 
year, severally submit to the city council full and complete re- 
ports of their doings for the previous year, and shall at the 
same time render to the auditor a statement in detail of the 
property in their possession belonging to the city; and they 
shall at all times furnish, upon the request either of the mayor, 
the board of aldermen or the common council, estimates and 
information in regard to work under their charge and the 
condition of the departments and offices under their control. ° 

Secr. 236. An account of all money received for the city 
or county by any department, board or office, or by any 
county officer, as fees, fines or otherwise, shall be rendered 
to the auditor, and the money shall be paid to the treasurer, 
under such rules as may be prescribed by ordinance or 
established by the treasurer. 

Secor. 237. Whenever in the judgment of the school com- 
mittee, or of any board or commission, a new building, or any 
addition or alteration of a building, is needed for the use of the 
department or institutions under their charge, of an estimated 
cost of over one thousand dollars, they shall make a state- 
ment in writing to the city council of the necessity of 
the proposed building, addition or alteration; and no con- 
tract for the purchase or lease of land, or for the erection, 
purchase or lease of any building, or for any addition to, 
or alteration of, any building, shall, until such statement 
has been niade, be authorized by the city council; nor shail 
it be made by the board of works, until the locality and 
the plans for the same shall have been approved by the 
school committee, or by a sub-committee thereof, thereunto 
duly authorized, and also by the board of examiners of 
schools, if the same is for the school department, or by 
the board or commission having the care and control of the 
department, or institution, for the use of which such land 
or building is intended; provided, however, that the city 
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council may give the charge of any important undertaking 
to a special commission, to be appointed by the mayor, with 
the approval of the city council, to whom the city council 
may commit all, or any part, of the powers given by law to 
the city, or to any branch of the government thereof, in ref- 
erence to taking land for the proposed undertaking, or for 
the adoption of plans for the same, or for any other purpose 
connected therewith. 

Sect. 238. Every department and board shall make a 
return to the auditor, monthly, unless otherwise provided by 
ordinance, of all sums that have become due and payable to 
the city, since the last return, from all persons and corpora- 
tions, for labor or material furnished by said department ; 
and shall deliver bills for said sums to the treasurer for 
collection. 

Sect. 239. All appointments to office, which by this act 
the mayor is authorized to make, subject to approval by the 
city council, shall, in the first instance, unless otherwise pro- 
vided herein, be made before the first day of May, in the year 
eighteen hundred and seventy-six, to take effect on that day ; 
and thereafter the appointments made to fill vacancies, caused 
by the expiration of the term of service of any officer, shall 
be made within thirty days before said expiration. A va- 
cancy in any office, from any cause, shall be filled for the 
remainder of the term in the same manner as the original 
appointment, unless otherwise herein provided. 

Sect. 240. The terms of office of the street commis- 
sioners, and of all the commissions, boards and _ officers 
elected by the city council, or appointed by the mayor and 
aldermen, or by the mayor and city council,’ and of all 
officers, clerks and assistants appointed under the authority 
of the city council, shall terminate and expire on the 

vfirst day of May, eighteen hundred and seventy-six, or 
as soon thereafter as their successors are qualified under 
this act; unless an appointment of a successor shall be

sooner made, as herein provided, in which case the term of 
office of the incumbent shall cease, and the person so ap- 
pointed shall enter upon his office as soon as qualified. 

SEcr. 241. All other powers not herein specially provided 
for, and heretofore by law vested in the town or city of Bos- 
ton, or in the inhabitants thereof, as a municipal corporation, 
or in the mayor, the mayor and aldermen, or in the city council 
of the city of Boston, shall be and hereby are continued to be 
vested in the mayor, aldermen and common council of said 
city, to be exercised on the part of the city council by concur- 
rent vote, each board, as hereby constituted, having a negative 
upon the proceedings of the other, and the mayor having a 
veto power as herein provided. 

Sect. 242. Nothing in this act contained shall be so con- 
strued as to restrain or prevent the legislature from amend- 
ing or altering the same whenever they shall deem it expe- 
dient. 

Sect. 243. All acts, ordinances, and parts of acts and 
ordinances, inconsistent with this act, are hereby repealed ; 
provided, however, that said repeal shall not affect any act 
done, or any right accruing or acerued, or established, or 
any suit or proceeding had or commenced in any civil case, 
before the time when such repeal shall take effect; and 
that no offence committed, and no penalty or forfeiture 
incurred, under the acts and ordinances hereby repealed, 
before the time when such repeal shall take effect, shall be 
affected by the repeal; and that no suit or prosecution pend- 
ing at the time of the said repeal for any offence committed, 
or for the recovery of any penalty or forfeiture incurred, 
under the acts or ordinances hereby repealed, shall be affected 
by such repeal. 

Srcr. 244. .No act which has been heretofore repealed 
shall be revived by the repeal of the acts mentioned in the 
preceding section. 

Seor. 245. This act shall be void unless the inhabitants of 
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the city of Boston, by vote, determine to adopt the same; 
and the qualified voters of the city shall be called upon 
by the board of aldermen to give in their votes upon 
the acceptance of this act, in the various wards, on the 
first Monday of October next; thereupon the same_ pro- 
ceedings shall be had respecting the sorting, counting, 
declaring, recording and returns of said votes, as is pro- 
vided by law at the election of mayor; the board of. 
aldermen shall, within three days, meet together and com- 
pare the returns of the ward officers; and if it appear that 
the citizens have voted to adopt this act, the mayor shall 
make proclamation of the fact; thereupon the act shall 
take effect for the purpose of electing municipal officers at 

. the next annual election, and for all other purposes it shall 
take effect on the first Monday of January in the year 
eighteen hundred and seventy-six.

Lame DerartTMENT, Boston, January 11, 1875. 
To the Ctty Council : — 


GENTLEMEN, — The Annual Report of this department for 
the past municipal year is herewith respectfully submitted, in: 
accordance with the ordinance of the city. 

It contains a table showing in detail the expenses of the 
past municipal year, a table showing the comparative expen- 
ditures for eight years, a table showing the number of lamps 
and comparative increase during the same period, together 
with such general information and suggestions as may be of 
interest. 

The department has been one of great activity the past 
season, consequent upon the annexation of West Roxbury, 
Brighton and Charlestown. The “fire district” has been 
fully supplied, and the older portions of the city have re- 
ceived their full share of additional light. 

The supplies and fixtures of many of the lamps in the 
older sections of the city have become decayed, and have 
needed, and will still require, considerable attention and re- 
newal., 

A considerable number of the old wooden posts in the city 
have been discontinued by their decay, and iron has been 
substituted for them. <A large number of such still remain, 
however, and it will be desirable to replace them with iron 
as fast as they fail to be of service. 

During the past year contracts have been made with the 
Dorchester, Charlestown and Jamaica Plain Gas Company. 
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The terms of these contracts are the same except as to the 
price per thousand cubic feet. The prices paid to the sey- 
eral companies may be found in another portion of this 
report. 

The text of the contracts made during the year varies 
slightly from those previously existing with companies sup- 
plying the city, but in effect 1s the same. 

The following is a copy of contract, made as above : — 


This memorandum of agreement, made this fifteenth day of 
June, in the year eighteen hundred and seventy-four, by 
and between the City of Boston of the one part, and the 
Dorchester Gas Light Company, a corporation duly estab- 
lished by law of the Commonwealth of Massachusetts, of 
the other part, — 


Witnesseth, That: — 

I. The said Dorchester Gas Light Company agrees to 
furnish all the gas required for lighting the public lamps 
within that part of the City of Boston mentioned in their 
charter of incorporation, on each and every night of the 
term of this contract, as hereinafter agreed, in such manner, 
and between such hours, as the Superintendent of Lamps of 
said city shall direct; to put down service-pipes for public 
lamps in said district, where new pipes are required, and to 
keep in repair the pipes in use in said district, and to use 
for such new pipes and repairs only wrought-iron pipes, not 
less than one inch in diameter, and wrought or malleable 
iron couplings, and bends or elbows, — such service-pipes to 
have a regular fall toward the street mains. 

And said Gas Light Company further agrees to furnish 
regulator burners for all the public lamps in said district, and 
to fit the same to said lamps; said burners to be of the pat- 
tern known as the “Sugg burner” and to cost not over one 
dollar and twenty-five cents each; the cost of said burners 


_ - 
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and fitting the same, to be borne equally by said parties, and 
in the month of September and October during this contract, 
to remove and clean all the street burners in said district 
without interfering with the regular burning thereof, each 
party to pay one half of the cost thereof, and also to fur- 
nish to the said city such quantity of whiskey as may be 
necessary to clear the pipes from obstructions, not to exceed, 
however, seventy gallons in any one year. 

II. The City of Boston agrees to pay to said Gas Light 
Company, for gas furnished as aforesaid, at the rate of three 
dollars per thousand cubie feet of actual burning, each burn- 
er consuming four feet per hour, free from government tax, 
and to make payment thereof monthly. 

Said city also agrees to employ and pay lighters to light, 
clean, and to take care of all the public lamps in said dis- 
trict, who shall light and extinguish them punctually, accord- 
ing to printed tables to be furnished by said Superintendent, 
shall make written return to said Superintendent and said 
Company on Monday of each week of the number of lamps 
lighted..each night, and the time of beginning to light and 
beginning to extinguish the same, and shall keep the burners 
and portions of the pipe above ground, within their respec- 
tive rounds, free from frost and other obstructions, and give 
immediate notice to said Company and said Superintendent 
of any obstructions below ground, and of any leakage of 
gas. <Any neglect of duty by a lamp-lighter shall be con- 
sidered sufficient ground for his immediate dismissal. 

Said city also agrees to repay to said Gas Light Company 
the actual reasonable expense incurred by them, for the labor 
and materials required for putting down service-pipes, and 
keeping the pipes in use in repair, and also to repay to said 
Company one half the cost of the regulator burners and of 
fitting the same; provided the cost of said burners shall not 
exceed one dollar and twenty-five cents each, and also one 
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half of the actual reasonable expense of removing and clean- 
ing said burners in September and October, as aforesaid. 

II. It is further agreed that either party hereto, with the 
consent of the other party, may from time to time, at its 
own expense, remove and test any of the burners in use in 
the public lamps in said district, without interference with 
the regular burning of said lamps; and all new burners shall 
be tested before being used, such tests to be made in the 
presence of some representative of each party hereto; and 
all burners which vary more than one-tenth of a foot from 
the designated standard shall be replaced by said Gas Light 
Company, the cost thereof to be borne equally by said Com- 
pany and said city. 

IV. It is expressly agreed that the slot of all lava-tipped 
burners shall be cleaned by the use of a suitable brush, and 
that no metallic cleaner shall be used upon them, and no 
lighter shall be permitted to open the regulator of any such 
burner for any purpose whatever. 

V. This agreement shall continue in force until the first 
day of March, A.D. eighteen hundred and seventy-five, aud 
thereafter until a new agreement shall be made, or either of 
said parties shall notify the other of its wish to terminate 
the same. 


The above contract embraces the conditions and points now 
covered by the several agreements made with other com- 
panies since 1856.

‘The price paid to them has not since been 
changed, notwithstanding an application of that corporation 
for three dollars per thousand cubic feet has been before the 
Committee during the past year, with a statement that the 
cost to the company was in excess of the price asked for.

The duty of these men is to light and put out the lamps in 
their charge promptly, at the time designated; fo keep the 
lanterns clean at all times, and report at this office in writing, 
promptly, for immediate repair, every defect, either of the 
lantern or fixtures ; to keep the fixtures properly cleaned and. 
oiled, the burners in perfect order, and the pipes clear from 
water and frost; they are also required to make a statement, 
in writing, on each Monday morning, of all the duty per- 
formed the previous week. 

These men, after performing the duty, have a considerable ; 
portion of the time remaining, and are allowed to have other 
employment, provided it shall not in any way interfere with 
any duty which may be required of them in this department. 

This privilege is very generally used by the employés, and 
in this way the city are enabled to procure an intelligent and 
reliable class of men, at a much less cost than they could 
expect to do otherwise. 

The men who light the oil and fluid lamps are fifteen in 
number, as follows :—

The men employed to light the fluid lamps are paid at the’ 
rate of three cents per lamp per night. 
The kerosene lamps are furnished with oil, trimmed, lighted 
-and taken care of, at the rate of twenty-five dollars per 
annum for each lamp. 
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The nineteen fluid lamps in Charlestown are now in charge 
of two of the gas-lighters ; but the use of fluid in that section 
of the city will probably be discontinued early in the ensuing 
year by the substitution of gas therefor. 

All the men employed to light both gas and fluid lamps 
are supplied with the necessary ladders, hooks, cans, etc., 
etc., by the city. 

HOURS OF BURNING. 

The public lamps are burned every night throughout the 
year, —a total of three thousand eight hundred forty-nine 
and one-half hours each. 

GAS-BURNERS. 


The burners in use are known as Tufts’ Regulators, by 
which the consumption is fixed at four feet per hour. 


GAS LANTERNS. 


All the gas lanterns made for the city are made of copper, 
and all made for the past three years have the Schmedlin & 
Driscoll patent mode of placing the names of the streets in 
them. 

This method of placing the street signs appears to be the 
best in use, more especially since the adoption of the acid or 
sand-blast process of producing the signs on colored glass, 
which makes the letters durable. 

The advantages of this style of gas lantern for use in this 
city will be fully appreciated by the knowledge of the. fact 
that more than one-half the public lamps stand in the corners 
of or opposite the ends of streets or places, and have the 
names of the streets and places upon them.

10,944 
against a total of 7,631, in 1873. 
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The public lamps of the City of Boston have for a long 
series of years been repaired under contract, at so much 
in round figures, be there more or less breakage. 

The large amount of breakage and consequent increased 
estimates for doing this work induced the committee of 
the past year to adopt the plan of establishing a repair shop, 
in conformity with views long entertained by the Super- 
intendent of the department. 

A portion of the grounds ie by the Sewer Depart- 
ment was set apart for the purpose, 80 by 100 feet front on 
Albany street, and a building there erected suitable for the 
purposes of the department. 

The building contains stable accommodation for five horses, 
suitable wagon room, work-shop.and_storeroom, while 
within the enclosure is ample accommodation for the storage 
of materials belonging to the department. This shop was 
opened on the sixth of September last, and is fully meeting 
with the success anticipated by the Superintendent. 


FLUID AND OIL, 


The price paid for fluid for use in the city lamps is at the rate 
of one-tenth of one cent per hour, with the exception of a few 
patent naphtha lamps, for which the material has been pur- 
chased at an average of sixteen cents per gallon; the present 
price being fourteen cents. 

The kerosene for the use of Mattapan, and a portion of 
West Roxbury, has been furnished by the lighters, the city 
paying them in full for the oil, lighting and care. A part, 
however, have been supplied by purchase at the rate of seven- 
teen cents per gallon on the average ; the present price being 
fourteen cents.

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LIGHTING OF GAS LAMPS. 


The system of lighting the lamps practised for many years 
by this city has been by the use of ladder and matches, ex- 
cept on stormy nights, when a hand lantern was used instead 
of the matches. 

During the past year the city purchased the right to use what 
is known in this country as “ Bartlett’s Patent Torch,” for the 
sum of twenty-five hundred dollars. 

This torch is now being introduced, and is at the present

The number of oil. and fluid lamps in the city has been 
steadily reduced for the past seven years, notwithstanding 
the annexation of towns, which have at the several dates of 
annexation been supplied with an aggregate of three hundred 
and thirty-nine lamps. 

It has been the steady policy of committees of the govern- 
ment during these years to erect as few oil or fluid lamps as 
possible, and to encourage as far as possible the laying of 
mains by the gas corporations within our limits, and the 
location of public gas lamps thereon.

POLICE ORGANIZATION.

STATION HOUSES. 


With the addition of the newly annexed districts, and the 

division of South Boston into two districts, we now have 
~ fifteen Station Houses, of which those on districts No. 1, 2, 
4,5, 6, 9, 10, 12, and 13 are well adapted and provided for 
the legitimate business of the department. 

House No. 3 is large and cold, and requires a new heating 
apparatus. House No. 7 was built upon a piece of marshy 
land, and the basement floor is so low that the drainage is 
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quite insufficient; this floor might be raised without large 
expense, which would entirely remedy the difficulty. In 
House No. 8 (Harbor Police) the basement where the cells 
are situated is so low that a high tide often overflows the 
floor to a depth of twelve or fifteen inches; this renders the 
whole house damp and unhealthy, not to say dangerous, to 
the prisoners confined there. Owing to the construction of 
the building, I see no way to prevent this but to raise the 
entire structure. The newly occupied house on District No. 
12 is a fine, convenient building, and the division of South 
Boston is already seen to be a great improvement. The new 
house now being constructed for District No. 11, at Field’s 
Corner, will add another much-needed improvement, and 
will probably meet the wants of that district for a long time 
to come. It is fast approaching completion, and will be 
ready for occupancy at an early day. The cost of furnishing 
this house is not provided for in the estimate or appropria- 
tion for the present year. 

Police quarters for district No. 14 are in the old Town 
Hall, at Brighton Centre, and have been much improved 
since annexation. 

Station No. 15 ,is a part of the old City Hall, in City 
square, Charlestown. 

The accommodations for both these districts will soon need 
to be enlarged and otherwise improved.

REMOVAL OF SIGNS. 


On the 17th of January, 1874, the Board of Aldermen 
passed an order directing the Chief of Police to cause to be 
removed all signs, lanterns, show-bills and show-boards 
which extended more than one foot over the street or side- 
walk, within the limits of the “burnt district,” so-called ; 
these signs were found to number 49. 

On the 13th of April, 1874, the Board of Aldermen 
passed an order directing the Chief of Police to cause to be 
removed all signs, show-boards, poles, cranes, etc., which 
projected over the cart-way in any public street or place 
within the limits of the city; these projections were 181 in 


a 
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number. Again, on the 8th of June, 1874, the Board 
passed an order directing the Chief of Police to cause to be 
removed all signs, lanterns, show-bills and show-boards pro- 
jecting more than one foot into or over the street or side- 
walk on Washington street, from Cornhill to Guild row; 
this order included 800 projections of different kinds. Un- 
der the authority of these orders, notices were served on the 
proper parties in each case, and the projections were by 
them removed in due season, without prosecution, except in 
one single instance, and in that the sign was subsequently 
removed, and the complaint nol pros’d. 


REPAIR OF WATER-SPOUTS. 


On the 27th of July, 1874, the Board of Aldermen di- 
rected the Chief of Police to notify the owners or occu- 
pants of buildings from the roofs or sides of which water is 
discharged into the public streets or ways of the city, so as 
to interfere with the public safety or convenience, to forth- 
with repair the same, and, on their neglect so to do, to re- 
port the same to the Board. Under these directions the 
owners or occupants of all such described places in the city 
were severally notified, and-many hundreds of the defective 
places were repaired, while about ten thousand were re- 
ported for non-compliance with the order. 

A large amount of work done by this department is of 
that nature that it cannot be classified under any specific 
head in a report, nor does the department receive proper 
eredit for it. Much of this work is done for other de- 
partments, and a part of it can be done in the regular 
routine of duty without serious detriment to the regular 
service ; but special details are often called for that greatly 
weakens the force, to say nothing of the expense entailed. 
The details at the public bathing-houses alone, during the 
past summer, required the services of fifteen men for a pe- 
riod of four months, at a cost of $5,490.00; thus reducing 
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the force at a season when its whole strength was needed, 
and incurring an expense for which no provision had been 
made. It would be a measure of economy for this depart- 
ment, and for the city, if special officers could be appointed 
for this service, even if they should be paid from the Po- 
lice Appropriation. 


LODGERS AT STATION HOUSES. 


For some years past, the Station Houses, more especially 
those situated in the central portion of the city, have be- 
come largely monopolized by lodgers, to the great inconven- 
ience and detriment of the legitimate business of the de- 
partment. During the year 1872 the arrests were 27,000, 
and the lodgers 36,000. In the year 1873 the arrests 
were 27,000; lodgers, 47,000. In 1874, arrests, 29,000; 
lodgers, 58,000; showing a yearly increase of lodgers of 
about 30 per cent., while a large part of the whole number 
are provided for during the winter months, and at Stations 
No. 1 to'No. 8. 3 

Of the whole number of lodgers, about 38,000 in 1873, 
and 46,000 in 1874, were non-residents of Boston. 

These non-resident lodgers are nearly all males, and are 
much more unclean than persons arrested for crime, while 
most of them, though utterly destitute, are persons who 
have no desire to work if they had the opportunity ; but the 
warm cells of the station, poorly furnished as they are, with 
the other inducements found in a large city, have a charm 
for this class of people that has nearly doubled their num- 
bers in the past three years. To say nothing of other re- 
sults caused by their presence, they absorb much of the 
charity due to our own suffering resident poor. 

Even had we no prisoners to provide for, our Station 
Houses are much too small to accommodate this army of 
lodgers, and when, as in the year 1874, nearly 90,000 per- 
sons, male and female, prisoners and lodgers, intoxicated 
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and sober, are crowded together in their narrow limits, as- 
saults and accidents are liable to occur, even under the most 
watchful care.

POLICE RELIEF ASSOCIATION. 


By permission of the Mayor and Aldermen, this associa- 
tion was organized January 13th, 1871, and is composed only 
of members of the Boston Police Department, who may join 
voluntarily ; it is designed to afford temporary aid and relief 
to its sick or disabled members, and to provide means for the 
funeral expenses in case of death. 

The fund of the association is sustained by an admission 
fee of ten dollars, an annual assessment of five dollars from 
each member, the proceeds of the annual police ball, and by 
private contributions from citizens. 

The benefits in case of sickness are one dollar per day for 
a term not exceeding twenty-six weeks in any one sickness, 
or twenty-eight weeks in any one year; while the sum of five 
hundred dollars is paid on the death of a member, and one 
hundred dollars on the death of a member’s wife.

FUND FOR THE RELIEF OF DISABLED POLICEMEN. 


On the 17th of June, 1870, the City Council passed an or- 
dinance to take effect on and after its passage, which provided 
that “all moneys received by Police Officers as witnesses, 
and paid by them into the City Treasury, shall be kept as a 
separate fund for the period of five years, and be invested 
and managed by the Mayor, Treasurer and Auditor of the 
city, for the time being, who shall be trustees thereof. The 
income of said fund shall be applied to the relief of persons 
who have received an honorable discharge from the Police 
force by reason of sickness, age, or other disability, and who 
are, in consequence thereof, in necessitous circumstances ; 
and also to the relief of widows and orphans, in necessitous 
circumstances, of Police Officers who have died in the ser- 
vice of the city. Said trustees may make such rules and 
regulations for the appropriation and disbursement of the 
interest of said fund as they may deem expedient} subject, 
however, to such ordinances as the City Council’ may from 
time to time adopt.” 

The moneys paid into the City Treasury, by officers as 
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above referred to, consist of witness fees earned by them in 
the Municipal Criminal Courts. 

The fund thus set apart now amounts to thirty-six thou- 
sand dollars, which, invested at six per cent. interest, gives 
an annual income of $2,160. , 

There are now five persons receiving aid from this source, 
and several applications are now under consideration. 

During the past year we have lost, by death, seven men, 
leaving behind them families who had been dependent on 
them for support, and we have several others who are fast 
wearing out in a long and faithful service. 

Most of the men in the department have large families, 
and are entirely dependent on their daily labor for their sup- 
port, while the effort to maintain even a small family in the 
city, in a moderately respectable manner, with the officer’s 
extra expense for uniform, on an income of three dollars 
per day, requires the most rigid economy, without affording 
any opportunity to make provisions for the future, and the 
removal by death or disability of many of our members 
would leave their families in very straitened circumstan- 
Ges... 

The term of five years during which the fees were ordered 
to be set apart for this fund, as afore mentioned, will expire 
in a few months, and I would most earnestly recommend 
that this provision for deserving men, who have been worn 
out in the service of the city, so generously begun five years 
ago, may be further continued. 


APARTMENTS FOR THE INSANE, 


The appeals that have heretofore been made for bet- 
ter accommodations for those insane persons who are brought 
temporarily under the charge of this department have been 
generously responded to during the past year by the govern-. 
ment, and three comfortable apartments have been fitted up 
in the basenient of the court-house, at some distance from 

3 
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the prison cells. These new quarters, if not all that might 
be desired, are, nevertheless, a great improvement upon the 
former arrangement ; now the victim of this fearful malady, 
instead of being confined in a close, dark cell, in close prox- 
imity. to, and subject to, the outcries and imprecations of 
those in custody for drunkenness and debauch, is placed in a 
comfortable apartment, where there is better light and air, 
and where, if no immediate relief can be administered, the 


unhappy sufferers may, at least, receive the benefit of quiet 
and rest. — 


POLICE TELEGRAPH. 


~ 


The benefit of a proper system of rapid communication 
between the Central Office and the several Police Stations 
has become of such importance as to render the telegraph an 
absolute necessity. As a measure of economy the wires, 
when first put up, were arranged so as to connect several 
stations in the same circuit; but it soon became evident that 
the great liability to accident and disarrangement, which oc- 
curing at any point on the line would destroy the communi- 
cation on the entire circuit, rendered it advisable to establish 
an independent wire from the Central Office to each station, 
and this improvement has been completed the past year. We 
have now about forty miles of well-constructed lines, and 
seventeen magneto-machines, with all the necessary appa- 
ratus; the whole costing about eight thousand dollars, while 
the yearly expense of adjustment and keeping in repair 
will amount to about one thousand dollars. The construction 
of independent lines has proved a valuable addition, and our 
present system is thoroughly efficient and satisfactory. 
While the telegraph is in almost constant use in the ordinary 
every-day service, it becomes, in case of fire, serious dis- 
turbance, or other great emergency, requiring a large force 
to be concentrated at any given point, on the shortest notice, 
an auxiliary to the Police Department which is invaluable. 
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MOUNTED POLICE. 


The acquisition, by annexation, of a large amount of terri- 
tory, much of which is sparsely settled, together with the 
experience of other cities, and the profitable result of a lim- 
ited trial in our own, seemed to favor the plan of organizing 
a mounted police force to act in connection with those doing 
duty on foot; and early in the spring of 1874 the city gov- 
ernment decided to provide horses and equipments for a 
force of twenty-eight men, to be distributed among the sev- 
eral districts as would best promote the interests of the ser- 
vice. The entire cost of the horses and equipments has been 
about eight thousand dollars, and the cost of keeping, shoe- 
ing, and other necessary expenses will amount to about four 
hundred dollars per year for each horse. The results, thus 
far, have been entirely satisfactory, the work done having 
already more than compensated for the outlay, and I am 
assured by the captains of the several districts, and by the 
men engaged in this duty, that the mounted force, as now 
organized, can accomplish more than could be done by 
double their numbers on foot; and while this branch of the 
service has facilities for moving rapidly from place to place, 
a great advantage even in every-day duty in all parts of the ~ 
city, and for patroling a large amount of territory in the 
thinly settled districts, it also provides an additional security 
against trouble arising from large and excited crowds, which 
are liable to occur in all large cities, and in quelling which 
mounted men are far more effective than it is possible for 
men on foot to be. 


POLICE STEAMBOAT. 


A most valuable addition to the service has been secured 
during the past year in the building and putting into com- 
mission the new Police steamer “ Protector.” 

Boston, with her thirty miles of water front, and two 
hundred wharves, her numerous islands, and her harbor cov- 
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ered with shipping of every description, teeming with life, 
and laden with property valued by hundreds of millions, 
belonging not only to our own merchants, but hailing from 
every port in the world, has, until now, provided but very 
little police protection in this direction, and the new steamer 
is calculated to supply a necessity that has long existed. 

The boat is about seventy feet in length, fifteen feet beam, 
and five and one-half feet draft, is built of the best material, 
and in a thorough and substantial manner; her engine has a 
double twelve-inch cylinder, and is connected with a Blake’s 
pump throwing two powerful streams of water, and fitted 
with hose and other necessary apparatus ; being constructed 
not only for police service, but also for duty at fires that 
may occur near the water-front, and for cutting or breaking 
a channel through ice in the harbor. 

Iam assured by both her commander and engineer that 
she can, with a fair opportunity, attain a speed of fully 
seventeen miles per hour; and this great speed has already 
enabled her to save several lives, and to render valuable aid 
to boats in distress.. She is in charge of able and experi- 
enced men, and patrols the harbor continually by day, being 
kept ready for immediate service by night; her presence in 
the harbor giving a feeling of security for life and property 
that is highly appreciated by those whom she is designed to 
benefit, while it is estimated by competent authority that 
her services at the two large fires on December 15th and 16th 
were sufficiently valuable to more than compensate for the 
entire expense of her construction. 

The total cost of the boat and her equipment is about 
twenty thousand. dollars, and the expense of running her 
will amount to about thirty dollars per day. She was © 
designed and built under the direct supervision of Mayor 
Cobb, and is a model of beauty, and a decided success in 
mechanical skill. 
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In concluding this report I desire to say that no case of 
murder or manslaughter has been committed within the 
limits of the city, during the year, in which the guilty par- 
ties, if left alive, have escaped arrest; no bank burglary has 
occurred ; no serious disturbance has taken place ; and while 
the amount of property reported to have been stolen in the 
city remains comparatively small, the amount of stolen prop- 
erty recovered by the officers of this department, and the 
punishment imposed upon criminals, has considerably in- 
creased. ; 

And if all that could be desired has not been accomplished, 
my answer is, the distance over which each patrolman in the 
central part of the city has to pass is from one to two and a 
half miles, while the beats on the outer districts are each 
from three to twelve miles long., The improvements made 
during the year have added much to the strength of the 
department, and its discipline and efficiency will compare 
favorably with former years, but the rapid growth of the 
city will soon require further improvements and more men.

To the City Council : — 

The Cochituate Water Board, that it may provide for the 
city, at as early a day as practicable, an adequate and sure 
supply of water for domestic and manufacturing uses, re- 
quests that appropriations for the following specific purposes 
may be made, the amount of each being the sum which it is 
estimated should be spent during this year : — 


The storage-basins on the Sudbury river : $500,000 


For construction of a new conduit ¢ aish 1,000,000 

For an additional siphon pipe across Charles 
river, on line of the Cochituate aqueduct . 30,000 
Totals. :. ‘ ; : . . $1,530,000 


By the action of the last City Council the Water Board is 
placed in a peculiar and embarrassing position. It is au- 
thorized to take the Sudbury river, turn its waters into Lake 
Cochituate, and to build storage-basins, but no sufficient pro- 
vision has been made for meeting the cost of this work, and 
the Board is expressly prohibited from taking any land for a 
new conduit and from incurring any expense thereon which 
would exceed the present depleted appropriation. The 
Water Board have heretofore, in various reports to the City 
Council, called attention to the dangerous condition of the 
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existing conduit and its extreme liability to accident (involy- 
ing a short supply of water) from the strain put upon it by 
running it under a head. 

Messrs. Kirkwood and Francis, the eminent engineers em- 
ployed by the Board to examine it, say: ‘The recent ex- 
amination has shown very clearly that parts of the conduit 
are now unsafe, and may failat any time ;” and after speaking 
of the overtaxing of the conduit and the signs of weakness 
and yielding, as shown by the opening of cracks in the brick- 
work, the most dangerous of which they recommend repair- 
ing and making safe in the spring of 1875, they say : — 

* The conduit cannot be thoroughly overhauled and repaired 
until an independent supply of water is available for the city 
from other sources, sufficient to admit of the Cochituate con- 
duit being relieved from duty for some months. Until such 
an opportunity can be had, we are of opinion that it should 
not, inits present condition, be relied on to convey more than 
17,000,000 gallons in any one day.” 

The conduit has been repaired in as thorough a manner as 
the limited time the water could be kept shut off would per- 
mit, but nothing has been done to strengthen it at the weak 
points ; yet the Water Board is obliged, in order to keep up 
the supply of water, to run much more than 17,000,000 gallons 
per day through it. 

In asking for an appropriation of $30,000 for an additional 
siphon pipe across Charles river, it is anticipated that it 
may be necessary, before a new conduit can be built, to force 
a delivery of 20 to 23 millions of gallons per day through 
the old conduit, by running it under a three or four foot head 
at the upper end. Such a use, or rather abuse of it, with 
any precautions that can be taken against accident, will be 
extremely dangerous. 

It will be seen, therefore, that the Water Board, acting under 
the authority at present granted to it by the City Council, can- 
not provide the city with an ample supply of water except at

great risk. Storage-basins on the Sudbury will be of no use 
without a new conduit to convey the water to the 
Oman : bsg 

The lake from its own water-shed and the ordinary: flow 
of the river, unaided by storage-basins, can be kept at a 
height that will provide all the water the conduit can safely 
carry ; though it should be understood that the channel from 
Farm pond to Lake Cochituate, and. the dam for diverting 
the water from the river, were constructed for temporary 
purposes only, and are not such works upon which so vital 
an interest as.the supply of water to: the city should be 
allowed long to depend. 

To secure an ample supply of water and to remove the 
difficulties under which the Board labors; to relieve it from 
the necessity of refusing to allow the use of water for many 
purposes that would increase the prosperity and give a new 
impulse to various manufacturing interests, the Board believes 
the construction of a new conduit is an imperative necessity. 

In view of the careful and accurate surveys and investi- 
gations which have been made by the City Engineer and his 
assistants ; the endorsement of the plans by Mr. Chesbrough, 
under whose direction the Cochituate Works were built; the 
proximity of the line at South Natick to the Charles river, 
from which an increased supply can be obtained, if necessary, 
in the future; the increased rate of inclination above that of 
the Cochituate conduit and its favorable location on an entirely 
independent line ; together with the great advantage of hav- 
ing all the plans in readiness, and thus being able to at once 
put the work under contract, the Water Board does not hesi- 
tate to reaffirm its opinion that the interests of the city will 
be best subserved by the construction of the proposed con- 
duit from Farm pond to Chestnut Hill reservoir. 

Impressed with the importance of immediately commencing 
the work, and feeling that it would be remiss in its duty if it 
delayed an expression of its views, the Water Board has thus 
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early in the year presented its request for appropriations for 
the purposes mentioned. 

Two years have passed away since this question of new 
water supply was presented to the City Council, and while 
its action during the closing hours of the past year has 
averted the threatened calamity of a water famine, the re- 
sponsibility of keeping up the supply, by increasing the strain 
upon a conduit already overtaxed, must rest upon it until the 
requisite appropriations and authority to build a new conduit 
are granted.

Lo the Honorable City Council: — 


The Street Commissioners submit for the customary form 
of annual report the following summary of their proceed- 
ings during the municipal year 1874: — 

There are to be classed among the largest matters accom- 
plished by the Board, with the concurrent sanction of your 
honorable body, the widening of Beach street between Wash- 
ington street and Harrison avenue ; of Shawmut avenue from 
Lenox to Roxbury street ; of Leverett street from East Cam- 
bridge bridge to Brighton street; of Bowdoin street from 
Adams to Washington street; the extension of Commerce 
street to Atlantic avenue ; and the laying-out of Swett street 
in the South Bay territory, — all estimated to cost, in land 
and building damages, a round amount of $488,000. 

In the Northampton Street District, chiefly upon advice of 
the committee of your body on that work, Newcomb street has 
been laid out to Harrison avenue, East Lenox street to Fel- 
lows street, Thorndike street to Harrison avenue, Hunneman 
street from Harrison avenue to Albany street, Fellows street 
from Northampton street to Hunneman street, and Reed 
street from Northampton to Thorndike street. Together the 
estimates on these streets reached $92,000. 

In operations of a smaller character the commission has 
laid out Kingsbury street from Bainbridge street to Shaw- 
mut avenue; widened St. James street, Lincoln street, in 
the city proper, Shawmut avenue from Dudley street to 
Guild street, Washington street from Warren street to 
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Dudley street, Brattle street from Brattle square to Wash- 
ington street extended; laid out Charles street in Dor- 
chester ; widened Columbia street near Hancock, Centre 
street at Dorchester avenue, Bennington street in Kast 
Boston, North Centre street at the corner of Hanover 
street; laid out East Sixth street from H to G street; wi- 
dened Harrison avenue near Kneeland street ; laid out Wal- 
den street, in Roxbury, from Heath to Centre street; ex- 
tended Smith street, in Roxbury, to Bumstead lane; 
widened Portland street near Sudbury street; extended 
Auburn street to Leverett street; extended Corey street, in 
West Roxbury, from Centre to Park street; widened South 
street at the corner of Beach street, Washington street at 
Elm street, and Pleasant street, in Charlestown, from Main to 
Warren street, — the estimated expense of which aggregates 
some $149,000. 

Adding the totals of these three divisions of their 
work, the commissioners find they have estimated in the 
year, $729,000 upon the various projects that have been 
enacted in their Board. 

In addition to the foregoing quite a number of streets 
have been laid out, chiefly in the outlying districts of the 
city, at no expense for the land taken, — as portions of Gold, 
Silver, Athens, Bolton, and others of the twenty-foot'streets 
in South Boston; Butler street in Dorchester; Fairfield, 
Gloucester ; portions of Marlborough street and of Common- 
wealth avenue on the Back Bay territory ; Bromley park and 
street, and Albert street and Warren place, Roxbury ; Mid- 
land street in Dorchester; Thornley street in Dorchester ; 
Cherry street, Roxbury; Atherton, Arcadia and Beethoven 
streets in West Roxbury; Cazenove place and St. Charles 
street from Chandler street; and Francis street from Brook- 
line avenue.

Ordered, That the following rules and orders be adopted 
for the government of the Common Council during the pres- 
ent municipal year : — 


PRESIDENT, 


1. The President shall take the Chair precisely at the 
hour to which the Council shall have adjourned; shall call 
the members to order; and, on the appearance of a quorum, 
shall proceed to business. | 

2. He shall preserve decorum and order; may speak to 
points of order in preference to other members; and shall 
decide all questions of order, subject to an appeal to the 
Council. 

[ With regard to appeal, see Rule 59.] 

3. He shall declare all votes subject to verification as 
hereinafter provided. 

[ See Rules 61 and 62.1] 

4, He shall rise to address the Council, or to put a ques- 
tion, but may read sitting. 

5. He shall appoint all Committees, unless their appoint- 
ment is otherwise provided for by the Council. 

6. In all cases he may vote. 

?. He may at any time call another member to the Chair, 
but such substitution shall not continue beyond an adjourn- 
ment. 

8. In the absence of the President, the senior member 
present shall call the Council to order, and preside until a 
President pro tempore shall be chosen by ballot; and, if an 
election is not effected on a first trial, on a second and sub- 
sequent trials a plurality of votes shall elect.

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9, The Clerk shall keep a Record of the votes and pro- 
ceedings of the Council, and shall enter thereon by their title, 
or otherwise, all orders and resolutions adopted, and all Re- 
ports, Petitions, Memorials, and other papers presented ; and 
he shall enter at length all accepted Reports of Select Com- 
mittees of the Council, in a separate journal to be kept for 
the purpose, and provided with an index. 

10. He shall note all questions of order raised, with the 
decisions made thereon, in an appendix to the Record. 

11, He shall draw up all messages to the Board of Alder- 
men, and send them by the Messenger. 

12, He shall, when required, attend the meetings of 
Committees of the Council, and make their records. 

13. He shall retain possession of all papers in reference 
to which any member has given notice of his intention to 
move a reconsideration, as hereinafter provided, until the 
right of reconsideration has expired.

MEMBERS. 


14. Every member, when about to speak, shall rise and 
respectfully address the President; shall confine himself to 
the question under debate, and avoid personalities ; and 
shall sit down when he has finished. 

15. No member shall speak or vote out of his place with- 
out the leave of the President. 

16. No member, having obtained the floor, shall speak 
more than fifteen minutes, without permission of the Couucil. 

[for cases in which less time, or no debate, is allowed, see 
Rules 23, 49, 50, 51, 56, 58, 60 and 61.] 

17. No member shall speak more than twice on one 
question, if objection is made, without first obtaining leave of 
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the Council; nor more than once until the other members, 
who have not spoken, shall speak, if they desire to speak. 

18. No member shall in debate call another member by 
his name, but may allude to him by any intelligible and 
respectful designation. 

19. When two or more members rise to speak at the same 
time the President shall name the member who is entitled to 
the floor. 

20. No member shall interrupt another while speaking 
except by rising to call to order. 

21. Nomember shall be permitted to stand up, to the in- 
terruption of another, while any member is speaking; or to 
pass unnecessarily between the President and the person 
speaking. 

22, No member shall be permitted to serve on any Com- 
mittee, or vote on any question, where his private right, dis- 
tinct from the public interest, is immediately concerned.

23. When any member shall be guilty of a breach of 
either of the Rules and Orders of the Council, he may be re- 
quired by the President to make satisfaction therefor; and, 
in such a case, he shall not be allowed to vote or speak, ex- 
cept by way of excuse, till he has done so, unless otherwise 
ordered by the Council.

26, Standing Committees on Zlections, Police and Pav- 
ing, shall be appointed at the beginning of each municipal 
year, and shall consist of five members each. 

27. The members on the part of the Council of the Joint 
Standing Committee on Ordinances shall be a Standing Com- 
mittee, to be styled the Committee on the Judiciary, to 
whom all disputed questions of law may be referred, and 
who shall, when required by the Council, obtain the opinion 
of the City Solicitor thereon, and report the same to the 
Council. 

28. All Select Committees of the Council shall consist of 
three members, unless otherwise ordered. 

29. In all Committees appointed by the President, the 
member first named shall be Chairman, unless other provision 
is made. Inthe absence of such member, the member next in 
order of appointment shall act as Chairman pro tempore. 

30. All Committees of the Council, chosen by ballot, or 
consisting of one or more from each Ward, shall be notified 
of their first meeting by the Clerk, by the direction of the 
President; they shall organize at their first meeting, by the 
choice of a Chairman, and shall report their organization to 
the Council; and members on the part of the Council of 
Joint Committees, chosen as aforesaid, shall choose a Chair- 
man at their first meeting, and report to the Council in like 
manner. 

31. No meeting of any Committee shall be walled upon 
less notice than twenty-four hours. 

32. No Committee shall sit during the sessions of the 
Council without special leave. 

33. It shall be the duty of all Stonding Committees to 
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keep a record of their doings in books provided by the city 
for that purpose. 

34. No report of any Committee shall be entitled to be 
received, unless agreed to in Committee assembled. 

35. Committees of the Council, to whom any matter is 
specially referred, may be required to report within four 
weeks, or to ask for further time. 

36. No member shall be obliged to serve on more than 
two Committees at the same time, nor as Chairman of more 
than one Committee. 


COMMITTEE OF THE WHOLE. 


37, When the Council shall determine to go.into a Com- 
mittee of the Whole, the President shall appoint the mem- 
ber who shall take the Chair. 

38. The rules of proceeding in the Council shall be 
observed in Committee of the Whole, so far as they are 
applicable ; but a motion to rise, report progress, and ask 
leave to sit again, shall be first in order, and shall be decided 
without debate; and the previous question shall not be 
moved.

45. The President shall, except as hereinafter provided, 
propound all questions in the order in which they are moved. 
unless the subsequent motion shall be previous in its nature.

46, In naming sums and fixing times, the largest sum and 
longest time shall be put first. 

47, Whien a question is under debate, the President shall

To postpone indefinitely. 


These several motions shall have precedence in the order 
in which they stand arranged ; and a motion to strike out the 
enacting clause of an Ordinance shall be equivalent to a mo- 
tion to postpone indefinitely.

49, A motion to adjourn shall be always in order, except 
upon an immediate repetition, and such motion shall be de- 
cided without debate. | 

50. On the previous question and on the motions to lay 
on the table or take from the table, a time not exceeding ten 
minutes shall be allowed for debate, and no member shall 
speak more than three minutes. 

51, All questions relating to priority of business to be 
acted upon shall be decided without debate. 

52. No motion or proposition of a subject different from 
that under consideration shall be admitted under color of 
amendment. 

53. Any member may require the division of a question, 
when the sense will admit of it. A motion to strike out and 
insert shall be deemed indivisible; but the rejection of a 
motion to strike out shall not preclude amendment, or a 
motion to strike out and insert. 

54. Motions and reports may be committed or recom- 
mitted at the pleasure of the Council. 
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55. After a motion is stated or read by the President, it 
shall be deemed to be in possession of the Council, and 
shall be disposed of by vote; but the mover may, if no ob- 
jection is made, withdraw it at any time before a decision or 
amendment. 


PREVIOUS QUESTION. 


56, The previous question shall be put in the following 
form: “ Shall the main question be now put?” and all debate 
upon the main question shall be suspended until the previous 
question shall be decided. 

57, After the adoption of the previous question, the sense 
of the Council shall forthwith be taken upon amendments 
reported by a Committee, then upon all pending amend- 
ments, and finally upon the main question. 

58. All incidental questions of order, arising after a 
motion is made for the previous question, shall be decided 
without debate, except on an appeal; and on such an appeal 
no member shall be allowed to speak more than once without 
leave of the Council. 


APPEAL. 


59, No appeal shall be made from the decision of the 
President unless it is seconded; and no other business shall 
be in order till the question on the appeal shall have been 
decided. 

[fegarding appeal after motion is made for previous 
question, see Rule 58. |] 


VOTING. 


60. Every member who shall be present when a question 
is put, if not excluded by interest, shall give his vote, unless 
the Council, for special reasons, shall excuse him. Applica- 
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tion to be so excused on any question must be made before 
the Council is divided, or before the calling of the yeas and 
nays, and such application shall be accompanied by a brief 
statement of reasons, and shall be decided without debate. 

61. If the President is unable to decide, or if any mem- 
ber rises and doubts a vote, the President shall cause a 
return of the members voting in the affirmative and in the 
negative, without further debate on the question. 

62. On all questions and motions whatsoever, whether 
before or after the previous question has been ordered, the 
President shall take the sense of the Council by yeas and 
nays, provided one-fifth of the members present shall so 
require. 


RECONSIDERATION. 


63. When a vote has been passed, any member who voted 
in the majority may move a reconsideration thereof at the 
same meeting, or if he shall give notice to the Clerk, within 
twenty-four hours of the adjournment of such meeting, of 
his intention so to do, he may move a reconsideration at the 
next meeting. [Clerk to retain papers. See Rule 13.] 

64, When a motion for reconsideration has been decided, 
that decision shall not be reconsidered, and no question shall 
be twice reconsidered ; nor shall any reconsideration be had 
upon either of the following motions : — 


To adjourn, 
To lay on the table, 

_ To take from the table, or 
For the previous question. 


ELECTIONS. 


65, <All salaried officers shall be elected by ballot.

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66. In all elections by ballot the number of blanks and 
of ballots for ineligible persons shall be reported, but shall 
not be counted in the returns, 


CusHine’s MANUAL. 


67. The rules of parliamentary practice comprised in 
Cushing’s Manual shall govern the Council in all cases to 
which they are applicable, and in which they are not incon- 
sistent with these Rules and Orders, or the Joint Rules and 
Orders of both branches of the City Council. 


SUSPENSION, AMENDMENT AND REPEAL. 


68. No rule or order of the Council shall be dispensed 
with, altered or repealed, unless two-thirds of the members 
present consent thereto.

Canal street. — Plans and profiles (four), showing pro- 
posed grade. 
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Pleasant street.—Plan of widening between Main and 
Warren streets. 

Bow street. — Plan of from City Square to Washington 
street, showing estates and proposed widening of. 

Prospect street. — Plan of lot on, near Tremont street, sold 
by the city. 

Front street. —Plans and profiles (two). From Austin 
street to Walford street. 

Main street.— Plan of, from City Square to Pleasant 
street, showing estates and proposed widening of. 

Medford street. — Plan and profile of, from Cook to Lex- 
ington street, showing established grade. 

Hight plans of various streets have also been made, show- 
ing fronts of estates, owners’ names, etc., for the Paving 
Department, for sidewalk assessments. 


The foregoing statement of surveys, plans, etc., shows 
only a portion of the work performed during the year in this 
department. As much of the work is of a miscellaneous 
nature, it cannot be classified, such as the giving of grades 
and lines of streets, surveys and levels, and plans for the 
Paving, Public Buildings, Public Lands, Inspector of 
Buildings, and other departments, measurement of con- 
tractors’ work for the Paving Department, drawing 
plans, and writing descriptions of land for the City Solicitor, 
etc. 


THE BURNT DISTRICT. 


A “Betterment Plan” of this district has been prepared 
by using the lithographed plan published in 1873, and making 
the proper additions and corrections to the estates. 

The grade of the lowest portion of the territory lying 
between Devonshire, Broad, Franklin, and State streets, has 
been raised and paved during the past year, according to the 
grade plan adopted by the Board of Aldermen in 1873.

ATLANTIC AVENUE DOCKS. 


A careful and accurate survey and plan of these docks, 
lying west of Atlantic avenue, which were filled with earth 
from Fort Hill, as authorized by a special act of the Legisla- 
ture, has been made during the year, showing former and 
present boundary and division lines of the docks, with the 
dimensions and areas shown on the plan. 

This survey required considerable time and investigation, 
as many of the lines were difficult to define and determine 
on the ground. 

The object of this plan is to facilitate a settlement of the 
city’s claim with the different owners for filling the docks and 
constructing sewers, as authorized by the act of the Legisla- 
ture. 


NORTHAMPTON-STREET DISTRICT. 


The survey and plan of this entire district, embracing 
some two hundred estates, with all the property lines and 
buildings, were completed before the contractor commenced 
the work of filling, which was begun in the month of July. 
This was a work of considerable magnitude, there being great 
confusion and conflict in the lines of property, owing to a disa- 
greement between the lines of the different surveyors, and also 
to the fact that many of the estates overrun and others fall 
short of the deed dimensions. Also profiles of all the streets 
and courts, with proposed grades, have been prepared. 


During the progress of the work this department has been - 


frequently called upon to give lines and grades of streets 
and lots for filling by the contractor. The work was en- 
tirely completed in the month of December. 


SWETT STREET. 


"The survey and plan of this street from Albany street in a 
straight line across South Bay to Dorchester avenue, at the 
intersection of Dorchester and Boston streets, were completed 
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early in the year. The plan shows the amount of land taken 
from each estate, with the buildings thereon. This street, as 
laid out, is sixty feet wide, and about forty-seven hundred 
feet in length. 

A profile, showing the surface of the marshes and the 
depth of water in South Bay, has also been prepared, with 
the established grade. The grade of the street as established 
is eighteen feet above mean low water, except where it ap- | 
proaches the N. Y. & N. E. R. R., where it is gradually de- 
pressed to grade fourteen under the railroad. The act of the 
Legislature provides that this street shall not cross the rail- 
road at grade; and the grade has been established with a 
view to the raising of the railroad to such an elevation as will 
give a clear height for Swett street of fourteen feet under 
the railroad bridge. 

There being no definite bounds to fix the division lines of 
marshes and flats, it was found necessary to use the original 
surveys and field notes, made by Mather Withington, and 
others, as far back as the year 1800 and earlier. 

A plan is also being compiled of the Swett-street District 
(so called), embracing the low territory bounded by Swett 
street, Hampden street, Norfolk avenue, and Magazine street, 
showing the estates, buildings, and marsh lands, for the 
use of the Street Commissoners and City Council. 


DEDHAM-STREET DISTRICT. 


This district, bounded by Mystic street, Malden street, 
Harrison avenue, and East Canton street, is classed as one 
of the “low districts” of the city, as the cellars and yards 
in a portion of the district are too low for proper drainage, 
—the grade of those on Hamburg street being the lowest 
within this territory. 

Several of the owners of estates having petitioned the city 
to raise the grade of this low territory, plans and profiles, 
with proposed grades of the streets, were made in 1871, at

the request of the Committee on Paving, with the intention 
of giving the subject its proper consideration; but no defi- 
nite plan for raising the grade was decided upon before the 
close of that year. That petition having been referred to 
the several city governments since that time, the City Coun- 
cil of last year passed an order, requesting the Mayor to 
petition the Legislature for an act authorizing the City of 
Boston to raise such portions of this territory as may be 
‘deemed necessary for proper drainage; and to assess an 
equitable proportion of the expense on the estates benefited. 

Levels are now being taken, and a plan prepared showing 
the grades of the cellars and yards, for the purpose of ascer- 
taining what portions of this district it will be necessary to 
raise in order to abate the existing nuisance. 


BRANCH OFFICES. 


There are five branch offices connected with this depart- 
ment, one in each of the following districts: Roxbury, in 
the Washington School Building, on Roxbury street ; Dor- 
chester, in the new Police Station at Fields’ Corner; West 
Roxbury, in the Town Hall at Jamaica Plain; Brighton, in 
the new Engine House on Chestnut Hill avenue; Charles- 
town, in the City Hall building. 

It has been found necessary to locate these branch offices 
in the several annexed districts, so that the parties employed 
there should be nearer their work, and also that citizens re- 
siding in these districts could obtain information relating to 
surveys, lines and grades of streets nearer home than City 
Hall. 

The new sidewalk law — which authorized the city to as- 
sess one-half the expense of constructing sidewalks, upon the 
abutting estates— makes it necessary for the Paving De- 
partment to have plans of all streets where sidewalks are 
laid by the city, showing the sidewalks, areas of same, di- 
mensions of fronts of estates, owners’ names, etc. There 


™ 
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have been so many sidewalk plans (one hundred and fifty-six 
in all) made during the past year in the outlying districts, 
and also in South and East Boston, that it has largely in- 
creased the work in the branch offices, as well as in the 
central office at City Hall. 

A report from each of the District Surveyors is added as 
an Appendix to this report.

Among the plans deposited in this office is a complete set 
of plans of the streets of East Boston, fifty-two in number, 
drawn upon a scale of forty feet to an inch, which exhibit 
the survey lines and measurements, lineal and angular; the 
front lines of all buildings, fences, and other structures, with 
offset distances indicating their exact position by figures in 
relation to the true line of the streets; the width of all the 
streets ; the dimensions of all the blocks ; the wharves, docks, 
and the location of the harbor lines as at present established. 
A similar set of plans of the streets of South Boston, forty 
in number, and drawn upon the same scale, was prepared 
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under the direction of Commissioners on South Boston 
streets. These plans, like those of East Boston, indicate 
the lines of the streets — except the twenty-foot streets — 
as determined and agreed upon by the said Commissioners, 
and the encroachments, and the location of granite monu- 
ments or bounds, put down by order of the Commissioners to 
preserve and indicate the lines, and facilitate the labor of 
giving them. In addition to these sectional plans of South 


Boston is a general plan of the whole, on a scale of two 


hundred feet to an inch, drawn in this office, which is the 
official plan of the streets, signed by the Commissioners, and 
referred to in their report and description of the lines of the 
streets. 

There are one hundred and sixty-three sectional plans of 
Roxbury, showing the streets and buildings, etc., near the 
street lines, drawn to a scale of twenty feet to an inch; 
and one hundred and sixteen sectional plans of Dorchester, 
similar to those of the Roxbury district, drawn to a fee of 
forty feet to an inch. 

The number of bound volumes at present in the custody 
of this department may be divided into two classes, old and

January, 1875. 
THos. W. Davis, Esq., City Surveyor: — 

Dear Srr, — The force employed in this office during the 
past year has been occupied mainly on the current work of 
the surveying department, the giving of street lines and 
grades to parties intending to build, making surveys of pro- 
posed street widenings, ete., for the Street Commissioners, 
and work required by the Superintendent of Streets and 
other departments of the City Government. 

My connection with this office began April Ist,1874, hav- 
ing been transferred from the grade department at Dorches- 
ter, which had up to that time been managed as a separate 
department from the surveying. 

At that time, the work of the grade department for Rox- 
bury was added to the duties of this office, having been pre- 
viously done from the central office at City Hall, and one 
assistant and two rodmen employed for that work specially. 

The miscellaneous plans relating to Roxbury streets, tivo 
hundred and fifty in number, and the bound volumes of Rox- 
bury plans, nine in number, were transferred from the cen- 
tral office at City Hall to this office, and copies made of the 
Roxbury official plans, for use here. 

The time that could be spared from other work has been 
occupied in arranging and indexing all plan sand information 
that has been accumulated in this office since it was established 
in this district. ‘But little progress has been made since April 
1st on the “filling in” of the Roxbury sectional plans, or sur- 


~ 
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veying and plotting the interior lines of estates, not taken on 
the original survey. The amount of this work done to date 
is the completion of forty-five of the sectionals, the whole 
number being one hundred and sixty-five; many of those 
completed, however, are in a thickly settled district, so that 
the relative amount completed is larger than the figures in- 
dicate. More time will be devoted to the work during 
the next four months. 

The work of setting stone monuments at the intersection 
and angles of those streets where the lines have been fixed 
upon, was begun in 1873, and a few monuments set in the 
fall of that year. These monuments are set as fast as the 
current work allows, first on all streets where there are no 
means of accurately determining the lines by offsets to the 
buildings, or otherwise. 

The making of sidewalk plans for the Superintendent of 
Streets, with estates and owners’ names, for the purpose of 
assessments for laying sidewalks, has furnished additional 
work over previous years for this office. The work of 
making an accurate system of benches in this district has 
been commenced. They will be located at convenient points 
throughout Roxbury, and the old points will be verified. 
This work is being carried forward as rapidly as possible 
during the winter months. 

The office was removed January Ist, 1875, from Cox 
building, to rooms provided in the old Washington School 
building, on Roxbury street. 

A full account of the expenses of this office is kept here 
for reference. The force employed at present consists of 
nine persons.

Dear Stir, — Previous to this year, the force employed 
in this district has consisted of two independent divisions, 
under separate heads; one especially for surveys, styled the 
Dorchester Branch, and one for grades, including all work, 
for the Paving Department. 

On the first of April last this grade department was 
united to the Dorchester Branch, all being now under one 
head. 

Since then the force has been divided into parties, as 
follows: One party of three persons on usual current 
work of surveys; one party of two to three persons on sur- 
vey of estates and buildings; one party of four to five per- 
sons, on grades and work for Paving Department, and one 
draughtsman. 

The current work, as usual, has consisted of making sur- 
veys and plans, for the Street Commissioners, of all proposed 
alterations in street lines, calculating the necessary takings 
and discontinuances, staking out new lines as established by 
them, giving lines and grades of accepted streets when ap- 
plied for, laying out new Public Buildings and lands, and all 
grade work, estimates, profiles, etc., required by the Super- 
intendent of Streets. 

As opportunities occurred or occasion required, old lines 
of highways have been run out and determined, and a num- 
ber of stone bounds have been set at angles and corners of 
street lines. This latter is work which requires time and 
care, especially when, as is usually the case, the lines are 
not clearly defined, or easily identified. As it has hitherto 
been undertaken only at intervals, when other work was not 
pressing, there has not been made so much progress as is 
desirable on work of such importance. Early spring and 
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late fall, to which it has been mostly limited, are not the best 
seasons for the satisfactory performance of it, as the ground 
is often in bad condition for the setting of stone monuments. 
If it is considered important to have this work rapidly and 
systematically carried on, and completed as soon as possible, 
it will be advisable to detail a party to especially attend to it. 

The survey of estates and buildings progressed quite 
rapidly during the spring and summer months, and those 
located in that part of Dorchester lying east of Washington 
street and north of Ashmont street, with a few exceptions, 
have been surveyed and plotted on the sectional plans. This 
comprises the greater part of the thickly settled portions of 
the district. . 

During the latter part of the year the regular work has 
been temporarily suspended, while the party has been occu- 
pied in locating the bounds, and making surveys and plans, 
of the gravel lands in the district, belonging to the city, for 
the Superintendent of Streets. 

The amount of work for the Paving Department, the past 
year, has been so great, that it was necessary during the 
busy season to increase the force of the party having it in 
charge. This has since been reduced, when no longer re- 
quired. This party attends also to all the current grade 
work, contours, ete. 

There has been no party at work exclusively on the system 
of contour lines as during the year previous, and the great 
press of other work has prevented much progress. This 
work was, however, recommenced last fall, and will be con- 
tinued during the winter as rapidly as possible. 

Copies have been made from the records of the town of 
Dorchester, and from the Norfolk county records, at Ded- 
ham, of all entries made since about the year 1830, relating 
to the laying out, widening, ete., of roads or streets, and to 
the purchase or sale of public lands. Also all plans con- 
taining information about street lines or estates, which could 
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be found on record at Dedham, obtained from other survey- 
ors, or private’ owners, have been copied for the use of this 
office. It is intended to continue this system of accumu- 
lating all information obtainable relating to the street or 
estate lines in the district, to be kept on file, ready for ref- 
erence. 

An index to the plans contained in this office has been 
made, with a duplicate copy for the central office at City 
Hall; and a catalogue of plans and a general index to note- 
books are in progress. 

For the present year the work will be probably much the 
same as during the past one, and require as large a force. 

One party of three persons will be required to do the cur- 
rent work of surveys, etc. The survey of estates, build- 
ings, etc., will be continued and completed as soon as pos- 
sible. This will require a party of three persons. The part 
of the district remaining to be done consists mostly of large 
estates, on which more rapid progress can be made. ‘There 
are, however, a great number of private streets, which have 
been laid out since annexation, which were not included in 
the original survey of the town. The surveying of these 
streets, many of which have been extensively built upon, 
will be done by the party engaged upon the filling in of the 
estates, and will necessarily prolong that work. 

The work for the Paving Department consists of all the 
engineering and surveying required by the Superintendent 
of Streets ro the construction and repair of the roads. 

This has to be done usually on short notice, as rapidly as 
possible, to prevent delay to the work on the streets. 
Should as much be required this year as during the last 
season, a detail of four or five persons will be necessary to 
attend to it. This can be divided into two parties, so that 
both out-door and office work can be carried on at the same 
time. 

The system of contour lines, ten feet apart, vertically, 
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which has been in progress for the past two years, ought to 
be completed as soon as possible, as it will be of great use 
in the establishing of a system of drainage for the district, 
and for all other purposes for which an accurate knowledge 
of the typography of the country is necessary. In order to 
finish this during the present year, it will require a party of 
at least three persons to attend exclusively to the work. 

This branch office, since its establishment in 1869, has oc- 
cupied rooms in “Robinson’s Building,” at Fields’ corner. 
This is a large wooden building, occupied for various busi- 
ness purposes by a number of different tenants, and is, 
therefore, rather exposed to danger by fire. In case: one 
should occur, the collection of plans, note-books, ete., com- 
prising the results of several years’ labor, and forming a val- 
uable record, which it would be difficult or impossible to re- 
place, would probably be injured or destroyed. 

The city has just finished the erection of a new brick 
building at Fields’ corner, to be occupied as a Station House, 
Court House, Branch Public Library, etc., in which rooms 
have been fitted up for the use of this office. 

These will be much safer and more convenient than those 
now occupied, and the office will be removed to them during 
the present month.

THos. W. Davis, Esq., City Surveyor: — 
Dear Sir, — A branch office for this district was estab- 
lished in Curtis Hall (Town Hall), on the first of April last, 
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and in the course of a month was fully organized, with a force 
of three parties, of three persons each. 

It was the intention that one of these parties should attend 
to current work, such as making surveys of streets for ac- 
ceptance, surveys of street widenings and extensions, and 
when not so engaged to devote itself to the survey of the 
town; the second party was to give its whole attention to 
the survey of the town; and the third party to attend to 
grade work, making profiles, giving grade for building pur- 
poses, and making estimates for the Paving Department. 

This arrangement has been carried out with all but the 
second party, which was engaged, for the first three months 
after organizing the office, in making surveys of all public 
property in the town, for the Superintendent of Public 
Buildings. 

In consequence of the interruptions from current work, 
and the special surveys just alluded to, the systematic sur- 
vey of the town was not commenced until August, when the 
first base lines were run; yet most of the detached work 
previously done can be connected with the survey, and so 
utilized. 

It is proposed to plot the survey of the town on sectional 
sheets, to a scale of forty feet to an inch, for that portion of 
the town thickly settled, embracing Jamaica Plain and vicin- 
ity, and for the remainder of the town a scale of sixty feet to an 
inch. Each section is 3648 inches, and it is estimated that 
twenty sheets on the scale of forty, and about seventy on the 
scale of sixty feet to an inch, will be required. 

At the present time the equivalent of five of these sheets 
have been completed. 

No draughtsman has been employed in the office, but I 
would recommend one during the coming summer ; — one 
who, in connection with the office work, can be used as a 
spare man when required in the field.

Dear Str, — A branch office was established in this dis- 
trict the first of last April. The Board of Fire Commis- 
sioners kindly offered the use of the hall in the new engine- 
house, fronting on Chestnut Hill avenue, in this ward, for an 
office. This room is larger than is necessary for the present 
force, but it being considered safer, in case of fire, than any 
office that could be obtained at that time by the Superintend- 
ent of Public Buildings, it was decided to accept the offer of 
the Fire Commissioners. 

Since the seventh of September, a party employed by the 
City Engineer, on “ Surveys for Extension of Water Supply ” 
in this ward, have occupied a portion of the office. 

A party of three persons were employed in this office at 
first. In order to forward work deemed necessary to finish 
before cold weather, an addition of one person was made to 
this force in October. This party have had charge of both, 
survey and grade work. The general work for the Superin- 
tendent of Streets, in preparing profiles of streets, giving 
grades and lines for edgestone, making plans, showing edge- 
stone set in this district in 1873 and 1874, has kept the party 
busily employed a large part of the season. 

Besides the general current work of the office, surveys 
have been made of the School-house and Engine-house lots, 
the Town Hall and Public Library lots. The determining and 
fixing street lines has occupied a portion of the time, and, in 
cases where it was deemed necessary, stone monuments have 
been set to preserve the same. It is intended that consider- 
able time shall be devoted to this work the coming year. 

Level benches have been established in different parts of 
the ward. 

Surveys are being made, and levels taken, in order that 
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plans and profiles may be made of North Harvard and 
Franklin streets and Western avenue. It is hoped this work _ 
may be forwarded uninterruptedly, and the plans and profiles 
finished early in the season. 

There has been no new laying out or extension of streets, 
in this ward, since the annexation of this district to Boston ; 
consequently there has not been much work for the Street 
Commissioners, — the making of betterment plans of Foster 
and Washington streets being the only work, of any ac- 
count, done for that Board. | 

It is hoped that the force now employed in this office 
will be sufficient to perform all the work required in this dis- 
trict the coming year. 

All plans of laying out of streets in this district, which 
were in the office of the Town Clerk at the time of annexa- 
tion of Brighton to Boston, have been mounted on cloth, 
bound in one volume, and indexed, and are on file in this 
office.

CHARLESTOWN Branco OF Crry SURVEYOR’S OFFICE, 


January, 1875. 

Tuos. W. Davis, Esq., City Surveyor: — | 

Dear Sir, — A branch office was established in this dis- 
trict in February last, in the office occupied by the former 
City Engineers of Charlestown; and one party, consisting 
of a surveyor and two assistants, has been busily employed 
since that time in current and miscellaneous work, such as 
giving lines and grades of streets, making estimates, measur- 
ing contractors’ work, and making surveys and plans, and 
taking levels for the different departments of the city. 
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There were in the office, at the time of annexation, four 
bound volumes of plans and profiles (one of which, contain- 
ing sewer plans, has since been transferred to the Sewer De- 
partment), two hundred and forty-eight loose plans and 
profiles, in addition to ten plans and twenty-three profiles of 
the “Commissioners’ Survey of Bunker Hill.” It was 
thought best to have the loose plans and profiles, made pre- 
vious to annexation, bound in volumes, to more carefully 
preserve them. Accordingly, four additional volumes have 
been made and properly indexed, containing all the loose 
plans and profiles except those of the Bunker Hill survey. 

No accurate survey of this district has been made, but a 
large plan of Charlestown, on a scale of one hundred feet to 
an inch, made by the Engineer of the Water Works in 1858, has 
been copied, revised and corrected as the other duties of the 
oftice would allow, for the use of the office here. An addi- 
tional copy of this plan will be made, during the present win- 
ter, for the use of the central office at City Hall. 

The loss of the list of “ bench marks ” and note-books, taken 
away and claimed as private property by the former city engi- 
neers, has made it imperative to immediately establish an en- 
tirely new system of levels to use in giving grades, making 
profiles, etc. This is a work of no little magnitude, as, 
owing to the large amount of travel in the principal streets, 
and steep grades in many others, it involves much patient 
and careful labor to secure the necessary accuracy. This 
work has been done to a considerable extent, and will be 
continued as fast as the current work will permit till 
completed. 

An additional cause of much extra time and labor exists in 
the fact that the actual grade of many streets differs very 
materially from the grades as established by the former city 
governments, —the difference in some instances being from 
one to two feet. Again the established grades of two streets 
at their point of intersection do not always agree, while the 
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actual grade sometimes differs from either. In such cases the 
established grade cannot be given without causing serious 
grade damages, and a new grade must be worked up before 
anything can be done. To obviate this difficulty I would rec- 
ommend that profiles be made of the principal streets, with 
a view to the establishment of proper grades. 

Permanent stone bounds should also be set to indicate the 
lines of streets as fast as they can be determined. This can 
be done much easier now and with a greater degree of accu- 
racy than after many of the landmarks have been obliterated. 
In some instances the official plans have the lines of the 
streets indicated upon them by offsets to the buildings, while 
in other cases nothing is shown upon the plan by which the 
lines can be located on the ground. 

‘Several plans, two or three of which are valuable, which 
were indexed as belonging to this office, were missing when 
the city took possession of the office; also a book belonging 
to the office is missing, containing extracts from the notes of 
“ Commissioners’ Survey for the Reduction of Bunker Hill,” 
and having valuable information respecting street lines. I 
have thus far been unable to find any definite trace 
of it.

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EXTRAORDINARY EXPENSES. 


The extraordinary expenses of this department are those 
for the erection of new, and alterations of old buildings, for 
which appropriations are made by order of the City Council. 

Special appropriations for thirty new public buildings have 
been in charge of this department during the past year. 
The total amount in appropriations for these buildings, cover- 
ing the heating and furnishing of a portion of the same, is 
$1,448,726.00. This includes the amount appropriated by 
the City Council the past year, together with the amount 
carried over from the previous year. 

The number of new buildings under construction during 
the past year far exceeds that for any previous year in the 
history of the department. It is believed, however, that the 
requirements for new buildings for the present are in a great 
measure supplied, so much so, that the appropriation for 
such can be reduced $700,000.00 during the coming year. 

The following is a list of the buildings in progress of 
erection : — 

Addition to Public Library Building in the rear will be 
completed the coming spring, and will cost, including heating 
apparatus and shelving, about $30,000.00. 

| Engine and Hook and Ladder House, corner of Harrison 
avenue and Bristol street, will be ready for occupancy about 
April 1, and will cost, including land, about $45,000.00. 

Primary School-house, Quincy street, Ward 14, will be 
completed early in the summer, and will cost, including 
heating apparatus, about $50,000.00. 

Engine-house, Dartmouth street, will be completed during 
the summer, and will cost, including land, about $40,000.00. 

The new building for the Primary scholars in the Gibson 
district, on Thetford avenue, is well advanced, and will cost 
about $15,000.00 when complete. 

Primary School-house, corner of Exeter and Newbury 
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streets, will be commenced March Ist, and will probably 
cost $40,000.00. 

Primary School-house, Lawrence District, Fifth street, 
South Boston, will be completed the coming summer, and 
will cost about $50,000.00. . 

Grammar School-house, Edgeworth and Prospect streets, 
Winthop District, Charlestown, has been commenced, and 
will be ready for occupancy early in the fall, and will cost, 
including heating and furnishing, $90,000.00.

2. The member of the Board of Aldermen first named on 
every Joint Committee, of which the Mayor is not a member, 
shall be its Chairman ; and} in case of his resignation or ina- 
bility, the other members of the same Board in the order in 
which they are named, and after them the member of the 
Common Council first named, shall call meetings of the Com- 
mittee, and act as Chairman. 


PowERS AND DuTIES OF COMMITTEES. 


3. The Committee on Salaries shall report to the City 
Council, in February or March, orders establishing the 
salaries of the several city officers for the ensuing year; and 
the report of said Committee shall designate particularly the 
changes, if any, proposed in said salaries. 

4, The Committee on Legislative Matters shall, unless 
otherwise ordered, be authorized to appear before Committees 
of the General Court and defend the city’s interests. 
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5. The Joint Standing Committees shall cause records of 
their proceedings to be kept in books provided for that pur- 
pose. 

6. The representatives of the two branches of the City 
Council on Joint Committee shall not act by separate con- 
sultations. 

7, Any Joint Standing or Special Committee may, unless 
otherwise provided, expend from the appropriation of which, 
by ordinance or order of the City Council, it has charge, an 
amount not exceeding two hundred dollars for any one object 
or purpose. 


CONFERENCE COMMITTEES. 


8. In every case of disagreement between the two 
branches of the City Council, if either branch shall request a 
conference, and appoint a Committee of conference, and the 
other branch shall also appoint such a Committee, both 
Committees shall, at an hour to be agreed upon by their 
Chairmen, meet and state to each other, verbally or in 
writing, as either shall choose, the reasons for the action of 
their respective branches in relation to:the matter in contro- 
versy, shall confer freely thereon, and shall iy to their 
respective branches. 


REPORTS OF COMMITTEES. 


9. No report of a Joint Committee shall be received by 
either branch of the City Council unless agreed to at a meet- 
ing of such Committee. | 

10. Thereport of every Joint Committee upon any sub- 
ject referred to it shall, unless otherwise ordered by the City 
Council or by the Committee, be presented to the branch in 
which the order of reference originated. And it shall be the 
duty of every Joint Committee to which any subject may be 
specially referred, to report thereon within four weeks, or to 
ask for further time. 


JoInt RULES AND ORDERS. a) 


11. All reports and other papers submitted to the City 
Council shall be written in a fair hand, and no indorsement 
of any kind shall be made on the reports, memorials or other 
papers referred to a Committee. Every report of a Com- 
mittee shall be signed by a member belonging to the body to | 
which it shall be presented, unless otherwise directed by the 
Committee. 

12. The Clerk of Committees shall, at the request of the 
Chairman, make copies of any papers to be reported by a 
Committee. 


ORDINANCES, ORDERS, AND RESOLUTIONS. 


13. If any ordinance, order, or resolution, originating in 
one branch, is rejected in the other, notice shall be given, by 
the Clerk, to the branch in which the same originated. 

14, All By-Laws passed by the City Council shall be 
termed “Ordinances,” and the enacting style shall be : “ Be it 
ordained by the Aldermen and Common Council of the City 
of Boston in City Council assembled.” 

15. In all votes, when either or both branches of the 
City Council express anything by way of command, the form 
of expression shall be “Ordered ;” and when either or both 
branches express opinions, principles, facts, or purposes, the 
form shall be “ Resolved.” 


APPROPRIATIONS AND EXPENDITURES. 


16. The amounts designated for the several items in the 
Auditor’s estimates, upon which the general appropriation 
bill is based, shall be deemed and taken to be the maximum 
amount to be expended during the entire financial year by 
the respective committees, boards and officers having charge 
thereof. Whenever the amounts designated and appropri- 
ated as aforesaid have been expended, and an additional 
sum is required, or whenever the estimates for the comple- 


‘ 
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tion of any object, or for any purpose, exceed the appropria-~ 
tion specially made therefor, or whenever an expenditure is 
required for an object, or a purpose, not contemplated at the 
time the appropriation was made, the committee, board or 
officer having charge thereof shall furnish to the City Council 
a detailed statement, in print, of the expenditures already 
made, and the necessity for an additional appropriation ; and no 
contract shall be made nor expenditure authorized in either 
case, unless provision for the same shall be made, by special 
transfer from some of the appropriations contained in the 
general appropriation bill, or by loan. 

17, When application shall be made for an additional 
appropriation, to be provided for by transfer or loan, such ap- 
propriation shall not be made until the application has been 
referred to, and reported upon by, the Committee on Finance. 

18. No order authorizing the borrowing of money, or the 
transfer of one appropriation or part of an appropriation to 
another appropriation, shall be passed, unless two-thirds of 
the whole number of the members of each branch of the City 
Council vote in the affirmative by vote taken by yea and nay. 

19. No Chairman of any Committee shall audit or ap- 
prove any bill or account against the city, for any supplies 
or services, which have not been ordered or authorized by 
such Committee at a regular meeting. 

20. No bills for refreshments or carriage-hire, furnished 
to any member of the City Government, shall be paid, unless 
such bills have been approved by the Chairman of a Standing 
or Special Committee of the City Council, or of either branch 
thereof, duly authorized by vote of such Committee at a 
regular meeting ; such bills, when so approved, shall be paid 
from the appropriation to which they are incident; and the 
Committee on Accounts shall not pass any bill, unless it has 
been approved, as provided in this and the preceding section. 

21. All bills for refreshment or carriage-hire, incurred 
more than three months previous to the date of their presen- 
tation to the Auditor, shall go before the City Council for

SECOND CHURCH. 


Situated on Boylston street, near Dartmouth street, Ward 
9. The building is built of New Jersey brown stone (which, 
together with the most of the material, formerly composed 
the old church edifice on Bedford street), and the style of 
architecture is modern Gothic. The dimensions of the church 
are 843 X 894 feet, and of the chapel 57 x 344 feet. The 
church is finished with an open timbered roof, and will 
seat about 800 persons. The basement contains the supper- 
room, kitchen, retiring-room, etc. The parish parlor is 
situated over the chapel, occupying the entire second story 
of the chapel building. The entire interior finish is black 
walnut, and the walls and ceiling are frescoed in light tints. 
The building is heated by furnaces, with open fireplaces in 
the parlor and pastor’s room. 

Architects, N. J. Bradlee and W. T. Winslow; mason, 
Thomas J. Whidden. 
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First REFORMED PRESBYTERIAN CHURCH. 


Situated on the corner of Ferdinand and Isabella streets, 
Ward 9. | 

The church externally is of faced brick, with Nova Scotia 
stone trimmings, and is a tasty and substantial edifice, in 
Gothic style of architecture. On the corner of the streets is a 
tower 16 feet square and 100 feet in height. The entire 
depth of the church (including tower) is 92 feet on Isabella 
street, with a frontage of 60 feet on Ferdinand street. The 
tower contains in its centre a shaft six feet square, which 
communicates with all parts of the church, and affords an 
excellent system of ventilation throughout. From the centre 
of the front of the church projects.a large porch, containing 
granite steps admitting to the main vestibule. The base- 
ment, the floor of which is only four feet below the level of 
the sidewalk, is entered from the front, by two doorways on 
Isabella street and by one on the opposite side. It is 14 
feet high, and contains‘a chapel 36 x 56 feet, and neatly 
fitted up in light wood; three class rooms, averaging 18° 20 
feet each, a kitchen, store-room, dressing-rooms, etc. ; and 
finally a boiler-room, under the vestibule, to contain a steam- 
heating apparatus to warm the entire building. There is an 
entrance for the pastor from the rear of the vestry to the 
pulpit platform of the audience-room above. 

The audience-room is 56 X72 feet, and has a seating 
capacity of 620 on the main floor. The gallery over the 
vestibule will accommodate 150 more. ‘The woodwork of 
the doors, pews and sheathing is in solid black-walnut. The 
pulpit platform is in the rear of the church, and contains 
pulpit and chairs in black-walnut. The natural light is 
abundant from the stained glass windows on each floor, and 
the audience-room is artificially lighted by two large re- 
flectors. The roof is open timbered, the ceiling being of a 
gray tint and panelled, while the walls are frescoed a soft 
buff-drab with a darker border.

NEw JERUSALEM CHURCH. 


Situated at the junction of St. James and Regent streets, 
Ward 14. 

The building is rectangular in form, and the style of 
architecture geometrical gothic. The walls are of Roxbury 
stone, with yellow Nova Scotia and brown Connecticut sand- 
stone trimmings. The dimensions are 48 by 76 feet, with a 
spire 90 feet high, and has a main and side entrance. The 
basement, which is 12 feet high, contains the chapel, 32 
by 44, library 13 by 20, class-room, ladies’ and gents’ 
dressing-rooms and kitchen. The audience-room will seat 
450 adult persons, and is finished up into the roof, the height 
of the ceiling being 34 feet. The timbers which support 
this roof are finished in the form of a pointed arch springing 
from the floor and from wall to wall, leaving the whole of 
the auditorium clear, without the usual columns, etc., for 
support. The principal entrance, which is on the corner, 
leads to the audience-room and vestry both, the former being 
reached by a broad, easy staircase. ‘The vestibule, which is 
at the head of the stairs, is circular in form, 12 by 14 feet, 
and has an arcade of seven pointed windows. ‘The vestry is 
finished with brown ash, and the audience room with black 
walnut. The decoration throughout is chaste and appropri- 
ate in design, and not overdone as is too often the case in 
most of our modern churches. The stained glass, though sim- 
ple, is exceedingly pleasing, especially that in the vestibule. 
The double window, directly at the head of the stairs, which 
contains the figures of the Pharisee and the Publican, is a 
specimen of the artistic skill of the designer. The large 
memorial window in the east end is a beautiful work of art, 
and will compare favorably with any foreign work of the 
kind in the country. It consists of three figures five feet in 
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height, the tracery consisting of three large quatrefoils, lo- 
cated in the form of atriangle. In the upper opening is the 
figure of the Good Shepherd; on the left, looking from the 
auditorium, Moses, with the tables of stone; on the right an 
angel, blowing the Apocalyptic trump; all of which are ex- 
quisitely drawn, together with other decorative parts in the 
smaller openings. The font is of stone, and is a perfect 
specimen of Gothicart. It consists of a heavy moulded and 
decorated base, round shaft, enriched cap and circular basin, 
octagonal on the outside rim, on which are cut appropriate 
emblems. 

The building was begun in the spring of 1873, and com- 
pleted in the spring of 1874. The mason work was per- 
formed by Messrs. Leach & Hanny; the carpenter work by 
Mr. David Perkins. It was carried out under the superin- 
tendence of J. H. Besarick, architect. In connection with it 
is a convenient parsonage, which corresponds with the church 
in material and style. 


WASHINGTON VILLAGE M. E. CyurcH. 


A wooden building situated on Dorchester street, Ward 
12, having a frontage of 32 feet on Dorchester street, and 
a depth of 62 feet. The building contains an audience-room 
seating 250 persons, and two class-rooms which can be 
thrown into the audience-room if necessary, the partitions 
between them being made to slide up into the gallery front. 
The building has an open timbered roof, with hard-pine 
trusses. The walls and ceiling are handsomely decorated in 
color, and the windows are of stained glass. The interior 
finish is principally ash. The pulpit and altar rail are 
black walnut. 

Architect, H. Floyd Faulkner; carpenters, Delano and 
Little. 
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CHURCH OF THE SACRED HEART. 


Situated at the corner of Brooks and Paris streets, Ward 
1. The building, which is a wooden one, with a stone 
basement, is rectangular in form, having a frontage of 68 
feet on Brooks street, and a depth of 125 feet. 

The style of architecture is gothic. The basement, which 
is 12 feet high, contains a chapel, which will seat 200 per- 
sons, four large school-rooms, and the necessary conven- 
iences. The nave is 50 feet high, 104 feet long, and 33 
feet wide, divided into seven bays, by ten-inch columns, with 
foliated caps and moulded arches. Over each bay are the 
clear story windows in groups of three, with heavy label 
mouldings and carved corbels. . The nave is finished up into 
the roof, and the timbers are painted and decorated. The 
chancel is 15 x 30 feet, and the chancel arch is 27 feet wide 
and 42 feet high. On each side of the chancel is a singing 
gallery, separated from the chancel by an arcade of three 
openings with shafts, richly carved-corbels and caps, and 
heavily moulded arches. On the wall back of the altar is a 
large painting of the crucifixion, and on either side are 
statues of Mary and Joseph, and the four evangelists, rest- 
ing on elaborately carved corbels, with canopies to corre- 
spond. The aisle walls are ornamented with paintings 
9 x 11 feet, five on each side, occupying the spaces between 
the windows, representing the stations of the cross. The 
altars are beautiful in design and are richly decorated. ‘The 
stained glass windows are of superior workmanship and 
design. The pews are of chestnut, and will seat 1,200 per- 
sons. | é 

Architect, J. H. Besarick ; carpenter, Herman Drake. 


SpeAMAN’S HomrE. 


Situated on the corner of Salem and North Bennet streets, 
Ward 2, with a frontage of 74 feet on Salem street, and 
88 feet on North Bennet street. 
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The building is three stories in height, with a Mansard 
roof, and is built of brick with freestone trimmings. 

The cellar extends under the entire building, and contains 
the baggage-room, smoking-room, - laundry, boiler-room, 
water-closets, wash-rooms, ete. 

The first story contains a chapel, seating about 250 per- 
sons, business office, parlor, dining-room, reading-room, 
reception-room, kitchen, pantry and a store. 

The second story contains a church, seating about 500 
persons, parlors, bedrooms, etc. The third and Mansard 
roof stories contain parlors, bedrooms, bath-rooms, etc. 
The building is heated by steam, and has all the appurte- 
nances of a first-class lodging-house. It will accommodate 
about 75 boarders. The roof is surmounted by an iron 
turret overlooking the harbor. 

The building is built in a thorough and substantial man- 
ner, and is admirably adapted for the purpose for which it 
is to be occupied. 

The plans were made by Calvin Ryder, architect, under 
whose superintendence the building was erected. The 
builders were W. M. Rumery & Co., masons, and Cummings 
& Carlisle, carpenters. 


Home For WorkKING-GIRLS. 


The new building erected by the Young Women’s Chris- 
tian Association is located in Warrenton street. The lot on 
which the building stands contains about 7,500 square feet, 
with a frontage on Warrenton street of 73 feet, a width in 
the rear of about 96 feet, and an average depth of about 
85 feet. The building covers nearly the entire area of the 
lot, with the exception of a court near the middle, about 
40 X 20 feet, which affords light and air for the apartments 
in the middle of the building. The front portion of the 
building, on Warrenton street, is six stories high, including 
the basement story, the floor of which is about three feet 
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below the level of the sidewalk. The basement story is de- 
voted to a large dining-hall, 52 x 37 feet, a large and well- 
lighted kitchen, with closets, store-rooms and serving-room 
therewith connected, servants’ dining-room, man’s room, 
dressing-room, trunk-room, and other rooms and offices con- 
nected with ‘the management. In the first story are the 
parlors, matron’s room, offices, waiting-room, and 12 
bedrooms. 

The second, third, fourth and fifth stories are wholly de- 
voted to bedrooms. In the sub-basement, which is mainly 
lighted from the inner court, are the laundry, boiler-room, 
coal-rooms and vegetable and store-cellars. The whole 
building contains 122 rooms, of which 97 are _ bed- 
rooms; all of the rooms are well lighted and airy, and each 
bedroom is fitted with a closet and means for ventilation. 
The staircases and corridors are all connected, so that, in 
case of fire or panic, one or another of the three stair- 
cases which extend from the bottom to the top of the build- 
ing, at different angles of it, and approached by a continu- 
ous corridor extending entirely around, can scarcely fail to 
be reached. The external walls are brick. The front wall 
is faced with pressed bricks. The trimmings are of light- 
colored freestone.. The roofs are flat. The windows in 
the rear walls are fitted with fire-proof shutters. The ceil- 
ing of the boiler-room is rendered fire-proof by the use of 
iron beams and brick arches. 

Mr. George Ropes was the architect, and Mr. Asa H. Ca- 
ton, the builder. 


CuHauncy Hatt ScHoont BuILDING. 


Situated on the northerly side of Boylston street, between 
Clarendon and Dartmouth streets, Ward 9. It has a front 
of 48 feet on Boylston street, and is 80 feet deep, with a 
staircase tower on the west side, 13 ~ 21 feet. The build- 
ing is three stories high, with a basement story. 


— 
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The first and second stories contain four school-rooms, 
30 X 32 feet, and four recitation-rooms, 16 X 24 feet. The 
third story contains two recitation-rooms and a large hall. 
Great care has been taken in the construction of the build- 
ing to make it as near as may be fire-proof, and to secure 
the best results of warming and ventilation. All the out- 
side walls are built hollow. The inside partitions are of 
brick. The rooms are all finished with face-brick dadoes to 
the height of about three feet, and above this the plastering 
is made directly on the brick walls. There is no framing, 
and no air-spaces back of the plastering. The floors are 
constructed with heavy hard-pine girders, 4 feet on centres, 
planed and chamfered to show in the rooms. Between 
these floor girders is a filling at their top of 4 inches’ thick- 
ness of concrete, levelled off even with the top of the floor 
girders; upon this, and nailed to the girders, is a matched 
hard-pine plank upper floor, making an absolutely air- 
tight floor. There is no wooden finish around the win- 
dows, and the least possible finish around.the doors. Each 
school-room and recitation-room has a brick fire-place for 
open fires. The rooms are ventilated by means of seven 
brick shafts carried up through the building and out above 
the roof. All the rooms are heated by indirect radiation, 
by means of large air-pipes from steam radiators in the 
basement, enclosed in brick air-chambers. The land and 
building belong to the Chauncy Hall School Corporation, 
and is leased by Cushing & Ladd. 

Architect, A. C. Martin; masons, David H. Jacobs & 
Son; carpenter, Reuben Edgett. 


THe DupLEY GRAMMAR ScCHOOL-HOUSE. 


This commodious and attractive edifice is located upon the 
site of the old City Hall of Roxbury, at the corner of Dud- 
ley and Putnam streets. It is a brick building, two sto- 
ries high, with a basement and a Mansard roof, sandstone 
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trimmings, and is constructed in the modern Gothic style 
of architecture. It has a frontage of 94 feet, with a depth 
of 182 feet, and a height of 68 feet. 

The interior is divided into fourteen large school-rooms, be- 
sides apartments for the head-master, committee, library, 
philosophical apparatus, dressing-rooms, ete. 

The building has three spacious entrances, with two wide 
flights of stairs to each story, connecting with halls 16 feet 
wide, extending the whole length of basement and the two 
upper stories. 

The school-rooms,.of which there are three on each side 
of: the halls in the first and second stories, are 28 « 32 feet 
in size, giving room for fifty-six desks in each room. ‘The 
roof story has two school-rooms, besides a large exhibi- 
tion hall, having a seating capacity of 800 to 1,000 per- 
sons. The height of school-rooms is 13 feet 6 inches, 
and that of the basement 9 feet. Ventilation is secured by 
hollow walls, dispensing entirely with projecting ventilat- 
ing boxes in the various rooms. All exterior finish is of 
non-combustible material. | 

The building was erected under the plans and specifica- 
tions of Louis Weissbein, the architect; Messrs. Flint & 
Dady doing the mason work, and B. H. Flanders the wood- 
work. 


Tur LEXINGTON-STREET AND PRINCETON—STREET PRIMARY 
ScHOOLS, EK. Boston. 


New buildings for these schools have been erected, both 
from the same plan. The external dimensions are 70 feet 
square. ‘T'wo stories high above the basement. ‘The floor 
of the first story is about five feet above the sidewalk in front. 
The basements are nine feet high. Each of the two finished 
stories has four school-rooms, 12 feet 6 inches high, two 
rooms for teachers, and a clothes-room for each class, or 
schoolroom* 
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The entrance hall extends across the building from front 
to rear, with entrances and staircases in both front and rear. 
The exteriors are alike, except that the Princeton-street 
house has a fire-alarm bell-tower built over the front entrance. 
The walls are built of common bricks. The trimmings are 
of light-colored freestone. The roofs are “hipped,” slated 
with red, green, and black slates, and crowned at the centre 
with galvanized iron ventilator caps. The cornices are of 
bricks with copper gutters. Mr. Geo. Ropes was the archi- 
tect, and Edward and James Lynch the masons, and A. and 
J. McLaren, carpenters. 


BostoN AND PROVIDENCE PASSENGER STATION. 


Situated on the triangular lot bounded by Park square, 
Columbus avenue, and Providence street, Ward 9. 

The building is Gothic in design, and is built of brick laid 
in black mortar, and with Nova Scotia stone trimmings. 

The head house is 200 feet long and 151 feet wide. The 
train-house is 600 feet long, 128 feet wide, and 65 feet high. 

The main entrance to the building is on Columbus avenue, 
through a vestibule 25 ~« 32 feet, paved with tiles, and the 
ceiling finished with hard pine. On the left of the main en- 
trance, on Park square, is a brick tower 150 feet high, con- 
taining an illuminated clock with four faces, each 10 feet in 
diameter. The vestibule leads into a general waiting-hall 
170 feet long, 44 feet wide and 80 feet high, extending up 
above the rest of the building so as to admit light through 
clear story windows. Additional light is also obtained 
through sky-lights in the roof. This hall, as well as the re- — 
mainder of the first story, is paved with black, white, and 
red tiles, and is heated by means of three stacks of marble- 
topped steam radiators. Around this hall, and on a level 
with the second story, runs a gallery, connecting the corpor- 
ation offices in the second story, supported by wooden 


columns and brackets; between these columns sre pointed 
5 
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arches, finished in ash, and glazed with plate glass, dividing 
the hall from the waiting-rooms on the sides at the end oppo- 
site the entrance from the train-house. The main hall is 
covered by a roof supported by hard-pine trusses, and 
sheathed with pine varnished and decorated. On the left of 
the hall is the smoking-room, 44 x 27 feet, gentlemen’s wait- 
ing-room, 50 X 40, ticket office, and ladies’ room, 50 x 62. 
The parcel-room is between the waiting-rooms and behind 
the ticket office. Connected with the ladies’ waiting-room is 
a dressing-room, 15 X 24 feet, and water-closet. 

On the right of the hall is the main staircase to the cor- 
poration offices in the second story (which are also connected 
with Park square by means of a private vestibule), gentle- 
men’s dressing-room, 15 feet square, gentlemen’s water-closet, 
34 X 13 feet, telegraph office, periodical stand, barber shop, 
restaurant 50 x 30, private dining-room and serving-room. 
All of these. rooms are 20 feet high, and finished in ash. 
The windows are glazed with plate glass and leaded glass 
above the springing of the arch. On the walls of the ladies’ 
room are painted maps of the road and its connections. 
Next to the ladies’ room is a corridor leading to the Colum- 
bus-avenue entrance and which connects with the outward 
baggage-room. 

In front of the building, in the second story, is the super- 
intendent’s general office, superintendent’s private office, and 
president’s private office. On the left of the building is the 
president’s and directors’ room, treasurer’s general and pri- 
vate office, ticket agent’s office, and conductor’s room, and 
connected with these rooms are the necessary dressing-rooms. 
On the right of the building is a room for the storage of sup- 
plies, travellers’ reading-room, billiard-room, 30 X 50 feet, 
spare office, kitchen and bakery, the latter being over the 
restaurant and accessible therefrom by a private staircase. 
In the third story, over the front office, are sleeping-rooms and 
bath-rooms*for the president, superintendent and treasurer. 
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The entire building is finished in ash; the walls and ceiling 
painted and decorated with oil colors, and is heated by steam 
furnished by four large boilers in the basement. The train- 
house is entered from the main hall on the first story through 
three arched doorways. On the right of the entrance is the 
depot-master’s room, and a staircase leading to the gallery of 
the head house. On the left is the outward baggage-room, 
which connects with the Columbus-avenue carriage entrance. 
About half way down the length of the train-house, and out- 
side the building, is a room for the storage of inward bag- 
gage and a waiting-room for hackmen. The roof, which 
covers five tracks, is supported by arched iron trusses 24 feet 
on centres and 125 feet span. Light is furnished through 
large windows in the sides and glass in the roof. The trains 
enter through arches in the end of the train-house, the 
largest of which is 68 feet span. The architects were 
Messrs. Peabody & Stearns ; the mason, John W. Leighton, 
and the carpenters, Morton & Chesley. 


BEETHOVEN HALL. 


The hall is entered from Washington street, through Gib- 
bons place, a little court which runs in under the new hotel 
built by the late Gardner Brewer. At the end of the court 
the hall building shows a plain marble facade, with a wide en- 
trance and large windows in each story. Above the door- 
way is the name of the hall, and at night there is a brilliant 
illumination by gas jets in the shape of a star. The vesti- 
bule is large and convenient. The ticket office is on the left 
of the entrance. At each side are broad stairways leading 
to a vestibule above, where there are corresponding stairways 
to the balconies. The Vestibules are neatly frescoed and are 
finished in black walnut. The hall is 95 feet long, 65 feet 
wide and 41 feet high. The stage, which is partly in an 
arched recess, has a front of 40 feet, and is 20 feet deep. 
There are roomy balconies on the sides, and rear, which 
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almost double the seating capacity. All the wood-work is 
of ash, which harmonizes nicely with the cheerful colors of 
the walls and ceiling. The hall is lighted at day by large 
windows over the rear balcony and through a large circular 
light of ground and colored glass in the centre of the ceiling, 
while at night the hall is brightly lighted by four sun-burn- 
ers and by handsome brackets on the walls. The walls and 
ceiling are richly decorated, the colors blending and contrast- 
ing with good and artistic effect. The walls are in buffs and 


warm grays. The ceiling is panelled, the groundwork being 


a very light and delicate blue with small white figures. ‘The 
stencil-work is in rich colors, and gold is used sparingly and. 
with good results. The seats are of the same comfortable 
style as those in use in Tremont Temple. The seating 
capacity is 1,526, — 885 on the floor and 641 in the baleo- 
nies. ‘The hall is ventilated by large openings above the 
sun-burners. Through these openings the heated air passes 
into the large unfinished story above the hall and out at the 
windows. In the rear of the stage, and built out over Hay- 


market place, are elegantly furnished reception and dressing’ 


rooms. In the first story, below the hall, is a large room 
which is ordinarily to be used for the storing of furniture, 
but, when occasion requires it, can be cleared and used for a 
banquet hall. A steam elevator connects this with the story 
above the hall. 

The hall was dedicated October 5. 

Architect, Wm. Washburn; builders, Standish and 
Woodbury. 


GLOBE THEATRE. 


Situated on Washington street, near Essex street, Ward 
5. The main building measures 94 x 140 feet inarea, and is 
72 feet high. The auditorium is 70 feet deep, 73 feet wide, 
and 60 feet high. The stage is 60 feet deep, and 88 feet 
wide. The curtain opening is 30 feet wide and 42 feet high. 


=o 
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The main entrance is on Washington street, and there are 
side entrances on Essex street and Hayward place. The 
stage entrance is on Brimmer place. The house will seat 
1,904 spectators. The house was opened on the evening of 
December 3. 

Architect, B. F. Dwight; mason, John Woodfall; car- 
penters, Laming and Drisko. 


Hook ano LapprerR Houser, No. 4. 


Situated on Dudley street, near Mt. Pleasant avenue, 
Ward 14. The building is of brick, with granite and sand- 
stone trimmings. It is two stories high, with a pitch roof. 
The first story is occupied by the stable, containing stalls for 
four horses, a tool-room, and the hook and ladder carriage 
room. The second story contains three sleeping-rooms, bath- 
room and water-closet, and a room for the meetings of the 
company. 

Architects, N. J. Bradlee and W. T. Winslow; builders, 
Bray and Tarbox, masons, and Frederick W. Webster, car- 
penter. 


ENGINE AND Host Housr, Lonawoop AVENUE. 


The building is located at the corner of Longwood and 
Brookline avenues, Ward 15, and has a frontage of 32 feet 
on the former, and 98 feet on the latter. It is two stories 
high, of face-brick, trimmed with Concord granite and Nova 
Scotia stone, and covered with a flat hipped roof. The 
building contains accommodations for an engine, hose car- 
riage, stabling for four horses on first floor, and parlor, 
sleeping apartments, bath-room, and hay-loft on second 
floor, and in the rear of building proper, but included in the 
98 feet frontage on Brookline avenue is a dwelling complete 
of seven rooms. The building contains all modern improve- 
ments, and is constructed in a thorough and substantial 
manner. 
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The architect was W. P. Wentworth; the contractors 
were Devine and Fagin, masons, and A. 8. Ripley, carpen- 
ter. | 


EnainE Houst No. 25. 


This building is located on the lot of land bounded by 
Washington square, Washington avenue, Belcher lane, and 
Washington place, Ward 5, and covers an area of 4,175 sq. 
feet. The principal facade is on Washington square, and 
has a length of 59 feet, 1 inch. 

The building is of brick, three stories in height, and is 
covered with a slated “hip” roof, the upper “flat” of the 
same being covered with copper. In the centre of the prin- 
cipal front is a slight projection, which is carried above the 
main cornice line, and is surmounted by a bell tower having 
a pointed roof finished with an appropriate finial. The 
exterior walls are faced with pressed bricks, and trimmed 
with light-colored granite: 

The lower story is 138 feet high, and is divided into four 
large apartments ; the northerly one being occupied by Hook 
and Ladder No. 8, the southerly one by Engine No. 25. 
The fourth apartment is in the rear of these, and is used as 
a stable. 

The second and third stories are used as dormitories, and 
are fitted with all the conveniences of a first-class engine 
house. In the rear of the dormitories is the hay-loft, ex- 
tending the height of the two stories. The second and third 
stories are 11 feet, 6 inches, and 10 feet high respectively. 
The inside finish throughout is of selected white pine. 

There is a basement story under the whole building 9 feet 
high. 

The architect was Samuel J. F. Thayer; contractor for 
mason’s work, B. F. Dewing; contractor for carpenter’s 
work, Henry J. Bartlett. 


Report OF INSPECTOR OF BUILDINGS. 39 


Pouice Station House No. 12. 


Situated on Fourth street, Ward 12, having a frontage of 
40 feet, and a depth of 80 feet. The building is built of 
brick, with granite trimmings, and is two stories high, with 
basement and Mansard roof. The basement contains 12 
cells, each 6 x 8 feet, smoking-room, room for drying clothes, 
and boiler-room. The first story contains the general office, 
13 X 19 feet, captain’s private office, 13 x 19 feet, property 
room, kitchen and guard-room, 29 X 35 feet, together with 
the usual closets, bath room, water closets, etc. The sec- 
ond story contains thirteen sleeping-rooms. The roof story 
contains a drill-hall and gymnasium, 35 x 39 feet, and addi- 
tional sleeping-rooms. The ventilation of the building is 
superior, the foul air from the cells being conducted through 
large brick flues to the roof, thence through air-tight venti- 
lators to the cupola, and thence outside. The interior of the 
building is finished in pine, grained in imitation of oak. 
The building is heated by steam, and is furnished with all 
the modern conveniences. 

Architect, Alden Frink; mason, William Sayward ; car- 
penters, Holbrook and Harlow. 


Pouice Sration Houses No. 11. 


Situated on the corner of Arcadia and Adams streets, 
Ward 16, having a frontage of 96 feet 6 inches on Arcadia 
street, and 49 feet 10 inches on Adams street, and containing 
accommodations for Police Station No. 11, the Municipal 
Court for the Dorchester District, and the Dorchester branch 
of the Public Library. 

The building is built of brick, with Nova Scotia stone 
trimmings. It is two:stories high, with basement and pitch 
roof. The basement contains the cells and a fire-proof 
boiler-room. ‘The first story contains the usual offices and 
guardroom, and the court room. The sleeping-rooms and 
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library are in the second story. The drill-room is in the 
attic. The building is heated by steam, and supplied with 
all the modern conveniences. 

Architect, George Ropes; masons, Lynch Brothers; car- 
penters, John Rawson. 


CONCLUSION. 


At the beginning of the year, the operations of the 
building law were extended to include the newly annexed 
territory, comprising the West Roxbury, Brighton and 
Charlestown districts. To provide for the proper supervis- 
ion of these districts, I asked for authority to appoint three 
additional Assistant Inspectors, and received authority to 
appoint two. The positions were filled by the appointment 
of John D. Rendall for the West Roxbury and Brighton 
districts, and George W. Griffin for the Charlestown district. 
They have both proved to be efficient officers. 

I beg to suggest that some provision be made for the bet- 
ter enforcement of the statute relating to the grade of cellar 
bottoms. This department is required to report all cases of 
violation to the Board of Aldermen, but has no power to 
enforce the law, nor is there any one empowered to see that 
the orders of the Board of Aldermen are executed. One of 
the objects of the building law is to provide for the gradual 
removal of wooden buildings from within the building 
limits. It therefore prohibits the erection of any new 
buildings (except for certain purposes), but places no limit 
to the amount of repairs which may be made upon an old 
building, without making it virtually a new one. It is very 
difficult sometimes to decide upon applications for permits to 
repair, especially in cases of buildings damaged by fire, and 
in my opinion a provision, like that in force in other cities, 
specifying the amount of repairs which may be made upon a 
wooden building, would be advantageous. 
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I would also recommend the passage of a law prohibiting 
the storing of lumber and other combustible material upon 
the roofs of buildings. |

During the year, 4,167 permits have been given to construct or 
repair drains; about 2,500 of these being in consequence of the 
order of notice circulated by the police in relation to conductors ; 
133 manhole covers have been renewed with iron; 835 manholes 
cleaned, containing 297 loads of sewage matter. 

By building the tide-gates and outlet at Fairfield street, the 
network of sewers built by the Water Power Company, which had 
been acting as an enormous cesspool for two years, has been 
relieved, and the drainage of the neighborhood is good. 

All the sewers emptying north from Beacon street have now 
submerged outlets extending to the channel, below low water, 
except the largest of all, which drains the Church-street District 
and discharges at the foot of Otter street. The department has 
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tried to transfer this outlet to the submerged one at Berkeley 
street, but the abuttors who own the thirty-foot street along the 
river are not disposed to give a right of way. A connection 
could be made along Beacon street, but it would be inconvenient 
and expensive. 

I think the best thing that can be done to check the-tendency to 
deposit in the angle of the sea-wall, near the boat-house, will be 
to turn the Church-street sewer, where it enters Beacon street, 
down Brimmer street, intercepting the sewers in Chestnut, Mount 
Vernon, and Pinckney streets, and making a submerged outlet at 
the foot of Pinckney street. 

In Roxbury the sewer for the valley of Stony Brook has been 
built as far as Old Heath street, and will be extended to Green 
street, Jamaica Plain, the coming season, if possible. <A long 
branch has also been built in Amory street, so as to give drain- 
age to the territory about School street and Shawmut avenue at 
the earliest moment, the Board of Health having called urgent 

attention to it. Some $50,000 this year, and $100,000 next, will 

be spent on account of this trunk line, and the remarks below, 
upon the subject of assessments, have reference to this sewer as 
~ an example. 

A sewer has been built between Dudley and Quincy streets, 
along the brook formerly dividing Roxbury and Dorchester, after 
taking a strip of land the whole distance. ‘Some legal as well as 
physical difficulties were encountered, and the question of land 
damages is yet unsettled ; the sewer should be extended to Grove 
Hall during the coming year. 

At the last session of the Legislature an act was obtained, 
permitting the city to lower and straighten the channel of Stony 
Brook, in order to thoroughly drain the swamps and meadows 
along its course, but not to use it for sewerage purposes. ‘The 
town of West Roxbury had, under a previous act, taken all the 
land necessary for this purpose within its limits; but nothing has 
yet been done by the city of Boston, except to settle some claims 
for such takings. In view of the rapid increase of buildings 
along the valley of the brook in Roxbury, it is certainly econom- 
ical to take the land for a new channel, and hold it against occu- 
pation, in order to diminish the amount of damages to be finally

bipeens 
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paid. The whole line through West Roxbury, which has been 
taken and mostly paid for, should be taken possession of, and the 
lines of the new channel defined during the year 1875. The 
deepening of this brook, when carried out, will add at once to the 
value of a great deal of land, from which betterments can be 
collected, and will undoubtedly be of advantage to the general 
health. . 

While the amount expended for sewers the past year is as large 
as usual, the amount of assessments levied has been only about 
one-half that of 1873, and this disparity will increase unless some 
change can be effected in the law and ordinance now governing 
assessments. 

The statute prescribes that the cost of a sewer shall be propor- 
tioned upon the persons who receive benefit therefrom, and the 
ordinance directs ,that the benefit shall be, practically, in pro- 
portion to the value of the abutting land. Where the sewers 
throughout a section are of nearly the same size and cost of 
construction, and each abuttor is assessed for his proportion of 
the cost of the sewer opposite his property at the time of con- 
struction, it is evident that all would pay approximately alike in 
proportion to the area of their lots. But where a large district is 
to be drained by one great trunk sewer, with lateral branches 
constructed at intervals through a long series of years, it is 
obviously unjust to assess upon abutting property the cost of the 
large sewer, which is built for the future benefit of a great dis- 
trict, and it is impossible, under our present laws, to apportion 
any of the cost upon the property not abutting, but which will 
ultimately use it, so that the city no longer collects three-fourths 
the cost of building sewers, but hardly one-fourth. | 

The experience of this department has also shown that benefit 
from sewers should be assessed rather upon area than upon value 
of land, it generally happening that the land of least value (by 
law now assessed the least) is the most benefited by the sewer. 

I would suggest that an effort be made to obtain from the 
Legislature such amendment to the General Statutes as will 
permit the charge of a certain fixed rate per square foot of land 
abutting on a sewer, as the estimate of the benefit derived from 
its construction; and that this rate be fixed by averaging the 


2 
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cost of sewers already built upon the number of square feet of 
land drained by them, and so obtain a general uniform rate for 
the whole city; or by estimating, in advance, the cost of building 
all the sewers in a certain district, and assessing upon the land as 
fast as sewered, not its proportion of the part opposite itself, but 
its proportion as if the whole had been built at once; establishing 
thus a uniform rate for each drainage district. 

As in the next few years the principal expense of the depart- 
ment will be in building outlets and large main sewers in 
Dorchester and West Roxbury, the city can now collect only an 
assessment for a sewer of average size, but by the proposed 
amendment to the laws this excess of cost would ultimately be 
collected from the property drained by the other sewers of the 
system whenever they should be built. 

I have no doubt but that all the cities of the Commonwealth 
would assist in procuring some amendment as proposed, since all 
the authorities who have attempted to assess equitably the cost of 
their sewers have encountered the same difficulties.

SEcTION 1. The ordinance relating to the Law Depart- 
ment is hereby amended so as to authorize the Mayor to 
nominate, and, by and with the advice and consent of the 
Standing Committee of the City Council on Ordinances, 
appoint a fourth Assistant Solicitor, who shall possess the 
same qualifications, and hold his office upon the same tenure 
as the other assistants.

The engineering force engaged upon the work pertaining 
to “additional supply,” although under the immediate diree- 
tion of the City Engineer, is distinct from the force of this 
department, and is employed and paid by the Water Board. 

The large amount and important character of the work 
performed by this department, during the past year, has 
necessitated the employment of a considerable number of 
temporary assistants, and some additions have been made to 
the permanent force. The system of having all work of 
any magnitude done under the supervision of competent in- 
spectors has relieved the assistants from that constant atten- 
tion to the practical details of construction, which formerly 
occupied so much of their time. The department force has 
by this means been able to accomplish much more work, and 
the results obtained have been more satisfactory. 

The operations of the department for the past year, to- 
gether with such general information relating to the various 
works and structures finished and in progress, as is thought 
to be of interest, are given in the following statement : — 


WATER. WORKS. 


Lake Cochituate. —At the beginning of the year the 
water in Lake Cochituate stood 9 feet 8} inches above the 
bottom of the conduit; January 29th it had risen to 12 
feet 64 inches and from that date it was allowed to waste 
vver the dam, until February 14th, when it stood at 12 feet 
34 inches. 


During March, April, May and June, it was kept at very | 


near high-water mark. 
Waste has been allowed during the following intervals : — 
from January 29th to February 14th, from February 22d to

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March 3d, from April 23d to May 6th, from May 16th to 
May 28th, and from June 6th to June 10th. The total waste 
over the dam, for the year, has been 1,145,852,000 gallons, 
equal to an average daily supply of 3,139,320 gallons. 

June 22d the water stood at high-water mark, and since 
that time it has gradually fallen, standing September 1st, 10 
feet, 2? inches; November Ist, 6 feet, 44 inches, and on 
December 31st, 2 feet, 24 inches above the bottom of the 
conduit. 

In September, a severe drought began, which has lasted till 
the present time. Early in November it became evident 
that it would soon be necessary to resort to pumping water 
from the lake, in order to keep up a sufficient supply to the 
conduit, and on the 11th of that month the Water Board 
ordered the pumps and engines to be put in readiness for oper- 
ation at as early a day as practicable. At this time and 
during November and a portion of December, the Mystic 
works were supplying the city proper with from two to two 
and a half million gallons per day, which, as the consump- 
tion for those months was much below the average, enabled 
the conduit, though running but partially full, to slowly in- 
crease the depth of water in Chestnut Hill reservoir. 

December 3d, the water was drawn from the conduit to. 
allow stop-planks to be putin at the gate-house. On the 
evening of that day, the pumps were started, and have con- 
tinued in constant operation, — with short stoppages for 
repair, — till the present time (January 26), and have 
lowered the lake to 64 inches below the bottom of the con- 
duit. 

Conduit. — A thorough examination of the interior of the 
conduit was made December 3d, by Mr. Wightman and 
Mr. Cunningham, the latter passing through from the lake to 
Charles river, and the former from the river to the ventilator 
near Newton tunnel. 

It was found to be in about the same condition as at the

time of the previous examination, April 14th. The springs 
spoken of in the last report to the Water Board, found 
within 1,500 feet of the lake, seem to have increased some- 
what in strength and volume of flow. During the time the 
water was drawn off, they brought in large quantities of fine 
sand. An attempt was made to stop their flow, but it met 
with little or no success. To make proper repairs in this 
portion of the conduit, considerable time will be required, 
as short sections must be dammed off, and the water kept 
down by bailing or pumping. , 

Consumption. — The divisions of the city supplied by the 
Cochituate works are:, Boston proper, South Boston, 
Dorchester, and the greater portion of Roxbury. (A small 
portion of Roxbury is supplied by the Jamaica Pond Aque- 
duct Co.) Those supplied from the Mystic Works are 
Charlestown and East Boston. The West Roxbury and 
Brighton divisions are not yet provided with a public supply. 

The average daily consumption from the Cochituate works

The average daily consumption for the year from the 
Cochituate works has been 18,074,900 gallons. 

During November and December, 57,191,258 gallons were 
supplied to the city proper from the Mystic works; equiva- 
lent to an average daily supply of 1,468,578 gallons in 
November, and 423,675 gallons in December, and to an 
average daily supply of 156,690 gallons for the year. The 
Jamaica Pond Works supply from two to three hundred 
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thousand gallons per day (say 250,000), to its consumers in 
Roxbury ; hence the average daily consumption for the year, 
in the four first-named divisions of the city, has been about 
18,482,600 gallons. 


HicgH SERVICE. 


Parker Hill Reservoir. — At the time of the last annual 
report, the work of building a high level reservoir on Park- 
er Hill had begun, under a contract with Messrs. Tarbell 
and Hayes. On Noy. 2d it was so far completed that 
water was let in, and the process of filling cofmmenced. 
Since that: date it has been in daily use. It is now entirely 
finished, except a small amount of work upon the gate-house 
and gates, and a small area of bank to be soiled. The work 
is of very substantial character, and has been very faithfully 
carried out, under the direction of Mr. Wilbur F. Learned, 
one of the assistant engineers of this department, by Messrs. 
Tarbell and Hayes, contractors for the reservoir proper ; 
Messrs. J. W. Colburn and Co., contractors for the gate- 
house, and the Boston Machine Co., contractors for the 
gates. 

The reservoir will hold 7,200,000 gallons above a plain, 
2} feet above the bottom of the out-flow pipe. The area of 
the water surface, when at high-water mark, is 1.47 acres, 
and its elevation is 219 feet above tide marsh level. The 
elevation of the top of the bank is 222 feet; of the bottom 
of the out-flow and in-flow pipes, 197.50; of the sills for 
the stop-planks, 196.25; and of the lower floor of the gate 
chamber, 196 feet. 3 

Pumps.— The pumping engines have worked very satis- 
factorily during the past year, and are now in good condition. 
The average daily quantities of water pumped for each 
month of 1874 have been as follows : —

During November and a part of December the reservoir 
was filling, which fact accounts, in part, for the large aver- 
ages of those months. 

The average daily quantity pumped for the year has been 
1,261,823 gallons, an increase of 234 per cent. above the 
quantity in 1873. | 


DISTRIBUTING SYSTEM AND PIPE PLANS. 


The following extract from the report of Assistant Engi- 
neer Dexter Brackett will show the work that has been done 
in enlarging and extending the pipe system of distribution, 
etc. :— 


“WatTER Pipres. — During the past year important changes 
have been made in the distribution of the city proper. The 
enlargement of the pipes which was commenced in the Burnt 
District in 1873, has this year been extended through 
other portions of the city proper.

“In the City proper 161 Lowry hydrants have been estab- 
lished, and 113 hydrants of the old pattern abandoned. 

“In South Boston 92 Lowry hydrants have been estab- 
lished, and 54 Boston hydrants removed. 

“The 24-inch main connecting the force main with Parker 
Hill reservoir, and the 20-inch high-service main through 
Pynchon, Tremont, Northampton streets and Columbus 
avenue to Berkeley street, with the 12 and 16 inch mains 
from thence to Beacon Hill and South Boston, have all been 
completed during the past year. 

“The 24-inch main in Dorchester has been extended from 
Upham ’s corner to the junction of East street and Dorches- 
ter avenue. 

“During the year about 27 miles of pipe have been laid, 
and 457 Lowry hydrants established. 

“Prpn Prans. — The plans showing the location of the 
pipes, gates, and hydrants have been corrected as usual. 

* Four plans, showing the pipes in South Boston, on a scale 
of 100 feet to an inch, have been made, so that we now have 
the entire distribution shown on this scale, with the Lees 
tion of that of East Boston. 
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“A large plan, showing the entire distribution of the city, 
is practically completed. 

“Three plans, showing the pipes and hydrants of the city 
proper, South and East Boston, have been prepared for the 
use of the Fire Commissioners. 

“The plan belonging to the Mystic Water Board, showing 
the water-pipes, gates, and hydrants in Charlestown, has been 
corrected.” 


SuRVEY OF Wrst RoxBuRY AND BRIGHTON. 


In September surveys to determine the elevation of the 
streets and houses in West Roxbury and Brighton were com- 
menced, and are now nearly finished. These surveys were 
authorized by an order of the City Council, passed June 6th, 
and: are made with reference to a pipe system of distribution 
for these divisions of the city. The work is paid for from a 
special appropriation for the Water Department, and is done 
by a eorps of temporary assistants. 


Fiax Ponp, AND JamMaIcA Ponp AQuEDUCcT Co. — SUPPLY 
oF WatrerR FoR West RoxpuRY AND BRIGHTON. 


On November 21st, an order passed the City Council di- 
recting the City Engineer to make surveys and measure- 
nients to ascertain the actual amount of water that can be 
furnished from Flax, Sluice and Cedar ponds. 

The measurements were taken during December, and a 
report was submitted Dec. 21st. (City Doc. No. 110.) The 
order grew out of an offer of the Flax-pond Water Co. to 
supply East Boston with water. 

On December 21st, another report (City Doc. No. 108) was 
submitted, in answer to a vote of the Joint Standing Com- 
mittee on Water, referring “the petitions of John C. Pratt, 
and G. Winthrop Coffin, that the city would purchase 
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Jamaica pond, to the City Engineer, with request that he 
report the facts as to the value of the property in question, 
and the best method of supplying West Roxbury and 
Brighton with water.” 


ADDITIONAL SUPPLY. 


No definite scheme of works for an additional supply of 
water has yet been adopted, although several reports, with 
estimates of various schemes for bringing water from a num- 
ber of sources, have been made and presented to the City 
Council during the past year. 

The reports of Messrs. Kirkwood, Francis, and Horsford, 
upon the quantity and quality of the water to be obtained 
from the Mystic valley, together with one from Mr. W. F. 
Davis, Water Registrar, upon waste of water (City Doc. No. 
134, 1873), were presented by the Water Board in January. 

On January 29 two orders were passed, one requiring 
the Joint Standing Committee on Water, to “report upon 
the possibility and expense of adding to the waters of the 
Mystic pond a supply sufficient for the use of the city, by 
connecting said pond with Shawshine, Concord, and Mer- 
rimac rivers, or either of them;” the other requiring the 
committee “to consider the expediency of making a perma- 
nent water connection between Farm pond and Lake Cochit- 
uate, build a conduit from Lake Cochituate to Chestnut Hill 
reservoir,” etc. On February 16, it was ordered, “that the 
Joint Standing Committee on Water ascertain, by analysis 
or otherwise, the purity of the water of Charles river, at the 
most expedient point of taking the same for the use of the 
City of Boston;” and on March 23, it was further ordered 
that the same committee “be requested to have accurate sur- 
veys made, under the direction of the City Engineer, to as- 
certain the water-shed of Mystic pond.” 

In the latter part of April the committee transmitted to 
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the City Council the report of the City Engineer upon the 
above subjects, and presented with it majority and minority 
reports; also a report of a sub-committee upon mill damages 
on the Subdury and Charles rivers. (City Doc. No. 38, 
1874.) 

In May a preliminary report upon the cost of works to 
bring the waters of Charles river to the city was made to 
the Committee on Water, by the City Engineer, in obedience 
to an order passed by City Council May 4. 

On June 15 it was ordered “that the Joint Standing 
Committee on the Water Department ascertain and report 
whether the present source of our water supply from Lake 
Cochituate and Mystic lake combined, can be so utilized as 
to give an adequate water supply to the city in a season of 
drought,” etc.; and on the 29th of the same month it was 
ordered that the committee “be requested to examine the 
Charles river, and report in print, upon its availability as a 
source of supply,” etc. The report of the City Engineer 
upon these subjects was made Oct. 10th (City Doc. No. 
85), and was transmitted to the City Council by the commit- 
tee in the latter part of that month. 

In obedience to an order passed June 15, a report (City Doe. 
No. 102) was presented in December to the City Council by 
the commission of three physicians, appointed by His Honor 
the Mayor “to examine and report upon the comparative de- 
sirability on sanitary grounds of the Subdury, Mystic, 
Shawshine and Charles river waters.” 

In November an order was passed, requesting His Honor 
the Mayor, to petition the Legislature for the right to take a 
supply of water from Charles river. , 

The request of the Water Board, made during the latter 
part of 1873, that it be authorized to take land and water 
rights, under the provisions of the Sudbury-river act, was. 
refused by a vote of the Common Council, December 23d ; 
but on December 31st the vote was reconsidered, and the 


j 
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Board was authorized to take the waters of the river, and 
also lands for building storage basins, but was prohibited 
from incurring new liabilities for the construction of a 
conduit from the river to Chestnut Hill reservoir. 


BRIDGES. 


The usual annual examination of all the bridges within the 
city limits, open to street and foot travel, has been made, 
and the results of this examination respecting the condition 
of the bridges as to safety and need of renewal or repairs, 
are given in the following pages. 

Several written reports of special examinations of various 
bridges have been made during the year, and transmitted 
with such recommendations as were deemed necessary, to 
the departments having these bridges in charge. 

These reports will be found in the appendix. 

The following is a list of the bridges inspected. The 
annexation of a portion of Brookline added two to the list 
of last year; one (Athens street) has been built during 
the year, one (Eastern Avenue) is partially completed ; 
and four over railroads in the portion of Charlestown near 
Somerville, were inadvertently omitted from last year’s re- 
port. 

Those marked with an asterisk are over navigable waters, 
and are each furnished with a draw.

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I.— BRIDGES WHOLLY SUPPORTED BY BOSTON. 
* ALBANY ST. BRIDGE (OVER RoxBURY CANAL). 


The statement in last year’s report of the condition of this 
bridge applies with equal force at the present time. The 
conclusion of that statement was: “It is now in poor con- 
dition, but may be made to do service for a while longer 
by frequent repairs.” The bulkheads at the ends of the 
bridge have given considerable trouble this winter, and one 
or both must be rebuilt in the spring. 

The cost of repairs on this bridge during the year has 
been $287.58. 


ASHLAND-ST. BRIDGE (OVER THE BosToN AND PROVIDENCE 
RAILROAD, WARD 17). 


This is a small wooden bridge, 22} feet in width, and 30 
feet span, built in compliance with an order of the Norfolk 
County Commissioners, dated May 13,1856. Its abutments, 
of dry rubble masonry, are within the location lines of the 
Boston and Providence Railroad, and as that corporation has 
given notice to the city that it desires the full width of its 
location at this point, for the purpose of laying additional 
tracks, a new bridge of greater span will be required. 

Plans have been prepared for an iron bridge of 70 feet 
span, with rubble masonry abutments laid in cement, and, as 
the necessary orders for its construction have passed the 
City Council, it is probable the work will be commenced 
early in the season. 

The present bridge is in poor condition, and would re- 
quire a considerable outlay for repairs, were it not so soon to 
be removed. 
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ATHENS-ST. BRIDGE. 


In connection with the laying out of Athens street in 
South Boston as a public highway, a bridge has been built 
over the New York and New England Railroad. The rail- 
road at this point is in a cut, the sides of which are sustained 
by retaining walls, the partial use of which for abutments 
has made the building of the bridge practicable at a moderate 
expense. 

Plans were made in September for an iron bridge with its 
abutments; the work was advertised for proposals, and,on 
the 6th of October a contract was made with Colby & 
Trumbull, the lowest bidders, for doing the work. 

The Roxbury stone retaining wall on the easterly side of 
the railroad was not deemed of sufficient strength for use as 
an abutment; it was therefore removed, and an abutment 
built having a granite face with Roxbury stone backing. 

The foundation course of this abutment is 9 feet 6 inches 
wide, and 3 feet thick, the bottom being placed 4 feet below 
the railroad track. The abutment is 8 feet wide at the base, 
and 3 feet 9 inches wide at the top, with bridge-seat of 
granite 4 feet 3 inches wide, and 1 foot 6 inches thick. 

The retaining wall on the westerly side, being in better 
condition than that on the easterly, was used as an abutment 
after removing and rebuilding about 4 feet in height of the top. 
This abutment was anchored by means of three 1} inch rods, 
to a wall 3 feet 6 inches wide, and 5 feet high, extending 
across the street 25 feet from the face of the abutment. The 
bridge-seat course has the same dimensions as that on the 
easterly abutment. All the stone masonry is laid solid in 
cement mortar. 

The bridge consists of four wrought-iron girders, 22 inches 
high at the centre, and 17 inches at the ends, and each 31 
feet long; they are placed 6 feet 8 inches apart on centres 
and tied together with 3-inch rods at the top, and 3 x 5 
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‘ inch bars at the bottom. The roadway timbers are 
4 X 14 inches, and 4 X 16 inches, placed 3 feet apart 
on centres, fitted between the girders, and resting on the 
lower flange, with furring pieces to conform to the crown of 
girders. The roadway planking is in two courses, the lower 
of 4-inch creosoted spruce, the upper of 2-inch spruce. 

The bridge is 20 feet wide between the fences, the same 
width as the street. The roadway is 14 feet, and the side- 
walks each 3 feet wide. 

Assistant Dexter Brackett has been in charge of the work, 
which was completed in December, at a total cost of 
$3,133.50 for the bridge and its abutments. 


BERKELEY-ST. BripGE (OVER B. & A. Rartroap). 


Attention has been called in former reports to the light 
proportions of this structure. The web plates of the trusses 
are very thin and badly warped, and the sidewalk floor 
timbers are of light section. 

The bridge, however, still continues to do its work, and 
but little change is noticeable from year to year. It is now 
apparently in as good order as it was when reported upon 
last year. 


BERKELEY-sT. Bripge (OVER B. & P. Rarroap). 


The fences on this bridge are in bad order, the concrete 
sidewalk on one side is completely disintegrated, and should 
be renewed, and the entire bridge needs painting. 

No perceptible change has taken place in the southerly 
abutment, which has been cracked for several years. 


* BROADWAY BRIDGE. 


This bridge has been out of use since May 7th, on account 
of the rebuilding of the draw and its foundation pier. Ad- 
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vantage has been taken of the closing of the bridge to travel, 
to repair the section between the Old Colony Railroad and 
Foundry street. This section was in very bad condition, 
owing to the lateral expansion of the roadway, caused, 
probably, by the freezing of the wood pavement when sat- 


urated with water. By this expansion the outer longitudinal | 


beams on each side were so much inclined as to greatly dimin- 
ish their supporting power, and from the increase of distance 
between the tops of the beams several of the iron roadway 
plates had fallen from their places, and the bearing of others 
had been rendered insecure. The fences were also thrown 


out of line, and their attachments to the bridge broken in. 


most places. 

The several parts of this section have been restored to 
their normal position, and an attempt has been made to pre- 
vent further lateral expansion by means of wrought-iron rods, 
provided with nuts and strong cast-iron washers. These rods 


extend across the roadway at short intervals, and pass through © 


7 X 10 inch longitudinal timbers on each side adjoining the 
cast-iron curb and also through the curb itself. 

The warped condition of the arched girders of the spans 
over Foundry and Lehigh streets has been mentioned in 
former reports, but with the exception of the application of 
temporary braces, nothing has been done to remedy this 
defect. These girders could be relieved of a large portion 
of the weight they carry, by the substitution of a burnettized 
plank flooring for the cast-iron roadway plates. On the 
Foundry-street span the estimated weight of the plates is 
about 85,000 lbs; a plank flooring would weigh about 
18,000 lbs; the permanent load on each girder could there- 
fore be reduced about 17 tons, and a similar reduction of 
permanent load could be effected on the Lehigh-street span. 
Reference lines have been established, for the purpose of noting 
any further movement of these girders, and in case of any 
change for the worse it will be necessary to relieve them 
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from the unnecessary strain caused DY the weight of the 
roadway plates. 

Some fitting will be required to make a proper joint be- 
tween the ends of the fixed spans and the new draw when 
completed ; the gates will need some repairs, and the bridge 
should be painted before it is again opened for travel. 

The sheet piling of the draw pier has been badly eaten 
by worms, and will probably last but a few years longer. 
It is so mueh weakened that a sharp blow, such as it is 
at any time liable to receive from a vessel, may break in 
a considerable portion of it. In anticipation of the necessity 
of soon rebuilding the whole pier, plans have been prepared 
for this purpose, and a license to do the work obtained from 
the Harbor Commissioners. 

The repairs on the fixed portion of the bridge, made under 
the direction of this department, have cost $2,932.36 for the 
year. 

Plans and specifications were prepared in the winter and 
spring for a new foundation pier, and specifications were 
written for a new draw. : 

Proposals for building the pier and for a new draw were 
invited in June. The contract for building the pier was 
awarded to Messrs. Colby & Trumbull of Lawrence, Mass., 
for the sum of $51,000. 

The bid and designs of the Watson Manufacturing Com- 
pany of Paterson, N. J., for a new draw were accepted, and 
a contract made with it to furnish and erect the draw for 
$26,680. 

The old draw, with the exception of the parts reserved for 
use in the new foundation pier, was sold to Mr. John 
Cavanagh, of Boston, for $2,200, and was taken down and 
removed by him. 

The new foundation pier is now in a forward state of com- 
pletion. The novelty of the design and peculiar character 
of a portion of the work have delayed its completion beyond 
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the time allowed by the contract. It could, however, hardly 
be expected that it would progress with the same rapidity as 
work with which contractors are more familiar, and the many 
difficulties encountered, although successfully overcome and 
satisfactory results obtained, have occasioned even more 
delay than was anticipated. 

The construction of the new foundation pier and draw has 
involved many questions of engineering interest, and a full 
description of the work will be given in the next annual 
report, but is deferred at the present time on account of the 
non-completion of the entire structure. 


BROOKLINE-AVE. Bripce (OVER Muppy River). 


. This isa small bridge, in good order. It has been widened 
about 8 feet, in connection with the widening of the avenue by 
filling it to the full width of its location, and has also been 
replanked. 


* CHARLES-RIVER Bripge (From Boston TO CHARLES- 
TOWN). 


This bridge and the Warren have, by the annexation of 
Charlestown, come under the same control as the other city 
bridges, but as the Commissioners had charge of them for a 
considerable portion of the year, I have requested Mr. 
Wightman, Assistant City Engineer, who has acted as 
engineer for the Commissioners on these and on the West 
Boston and Canal bridges, to report on their condition. 

His report will be found in the Appendix. 


* CHELSEA-ST. BRIDGE (FROM CHELSEA TO East Boston). 


As this bridge was rebuilt, with the exception of the draw, 
in 1873, it is in good order. 
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The draw has been replanked, and slight repairs made upon 
it. The sampson posts are not plumb, but as the draw is not 
opened in the winter, no strain of any consequence comes on 
them, and they will not require attention till spring. 

The cost of repairs, made under the direction of this 
department, has been for the year, $321.00. 


COLUMBUS-AVE. BRIDGE (OVER BOSTON AND ALBANY 
RAILROAD). 


A special examination of this bridge has been made by 
Mr. Manley, with reference to the expediency of increasing 
the permanent load on the main girders by the laying of a 
new high-service: water-main. His report will be found in 
_ the Appendix. 

The result of this examination was the building of an in- 
dependent lattice girder, of sufficient strength to carry safely 
the water-pipe when filled with water, and a portion of the 
sidewalk load. To prevent injury to the water-pipe from the 
vibration of the main bridge under a moving load, the new 
girder was connected with one of the sidewalk girders only, 
and all connection with the roadway girders was severed. 

The bridge has not been relieved from the weight of un- 
necessary floor planks, to which attention is called in Mr. 
Manley’s report. It would be improved by scraping and 
painting the iron work. 

The cost of repairs on this bridge, by the Paving Depart- 
ment, was $160.08. 


* ComMMERCIAL Point oR TENEAN Bripce (Warp 16). 


No special repairs have been required on this bridge and 
it is in fair order. The substructure is built with spruce 
piles, and will not probably last many years longer. 


It would be desirable when it becomes necessary to re- 
4 
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build the bridge, which consists of little else than a draw, to 
continue the solid causeway across the channel, leaving only 
a culvert for the tidal flow. The basin above the bridge is 
seldom used except as a mooring place for yachts, and will 
never, in all probability, be used for more important 
purposes. 


DarTMOUTH-ST. BRIDGE (OVER BosToN AND ALBANY, AND 
BosToN AND PROVIDENCE RAILROADS). 


Extensive repairs were made on this structure last year, 
and, so far as a superficial examination shows, it is now in 
fair condition. The decay of the wood-work of the trusses 
doubtless still continues, but as a thorough inspection of it 
involves considerable work in tearing up flooring and sheath- 
ing, it has been postponed until spring. So short a time has 
elapsed since the new work was finished, it is not probable 
that any dangerous change has taken place. The auxiliary 
trusses erected last year should be painted. 


DorcHESTER-ST. BRIDGE (OVER OLD CoLony RatrRoapD). 


This is an iron bridge, in good order, and will require only 
ordinary repairs to the wood-work. 


* Dover-st. BripGE (OVER Fort Pornr CHANNEL). 


No material change has been noticeable in this bridge dur- 
ing the year. Repairs to serve temporary purposes have 
been made, but more extensive ones will be required if the 
widening and general reconstruction recommended in the 
last annual report should not be commenced this year. 

Broadway bridge being closed, the travel over this bridge 
has been greatly increased, and the inconvenience resulting 
from its narrow width has been more than ever apparent. 

The cost of repairs for the year, made under the direction 
of this department, has been $1,993.17. 
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* EASTERN-AVE. BRIDGE. 


Several designs, with estimates for building this bridge and 
its approaches, were presented to the Committee on Streets 
last spring. The question of grade and location had been 
determined by the committee of the previous year, after 
considerable discussion, and the plans submitted were drawn 
in accordance with the grade and location decided upon, and 
varied only in details of construction. | 

Of the plans submitted, the one adopted was, — after re- 
ceiving the approval of the Harbor Commissioners and the 
Governor and Council, as provided in the agreement between 
the State and other contracting parties, under which the 
bridge is built, — advertised for proposals. Boynton Bros. 
and Freeman of Boston were the successful bidders, and in 
July a contract was made with them to build the entire 
structure, except the iron draw. The contract amounts to 
about $140,000, the price to be paid being dependent upon 
the quantities of certain kinds of work required. 

Proposals were also invited for an iron draw, designs to be 
submitted by the bidders under a general specification similar 
to that for the Broadway, and in August a contract was made 
with the Phillipsburg Manufacturing Co., of Phillipsburg, 
N.J., to build and erect a draw for $19,925.00. 

The grade of the bridge at the draw had been established 
at 26 feet above mean low water, with slopes, each side, of 
14 inches in 100 feet to a grade of 17 feet. 

The plans had been drawn and the contracts made on the 
basis of this grade; the work of building had already been 
commenced, and considerable progress made, when the grade 
was objected to by the Boston Wharf Company. <A: hearing 
before the Committee on Streets was requested by the Com- 
pany and granted, after which the committee voted to rec- 
ommend to the City Council, the adoption of a lower grade, 
provided the city should not thereby be subjected to any 
additional expense beyond the contract price. 
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As the consent of the Governor and Council, and the 
Harbor Commissioners, as well as the consent of the City 
Council, were necessary before any change of the grade could 
legally be made, work was stopped on all parts of the bridge 
affected by the proposed change. The Boston Wharf Com- 
pany were to pay all expenses and damages resulting to 
the contractors from the stoppage of the work, whether the 


grade was lowered or not. 


The requisite authority has been received and all the nec- 
essary papers executed for lowering the grade at the draw 
to 21 feet above mean low water, with inclines on each side 


of 18 inches in 100 feet to a grade of 18 feet. 


Work has not as yet been resumed on the bridge, but as 
the grade changes proposed did not affect the foundation 
pier and draw pier to such an extent as to render a discon- 
tinuance of work necessary, the contractors have continued 
the construction of them until the recent cold weather made 


_it advisable for them to stop. 


The amount paid the contractors to January ist is 


$60,389.32. 


)} * FEepERAL-ST. BripGE (OVER ForT Point CHANNEL). 


This bridge is in good order. 


The plan of making the draw in two parts, opening in op- 
posite directions, has proved very successful, and has given 
general satisfaction. Only ordinary repairs will be needed 


in the year to come unless from accidents.

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FERDINAND-ST. BripGe (OVER B. & A. Ramroap). 


A special report by Mr. Manley, which, with my endorse- 
ment, will be found in the Appendix, gives the result of an 
examination of this bridge. 

A short time after that report was written a variety of 
plans and estimates were made for a new bridge, and for re- 
placing the wooden bulkhead at the side of the street with a 
retaining wall. The agitation of the question of the exten- 
sion of Broadway, by which either Castle and Ferdinand 
streets or Pleasant street would become a portion of this 
thoroughfare, was commenced about this time, and nothing 
has been done toward a new bridge. Plans for new wooden 
sidewalk trusses were made, but they have not been built. 
The bridge remains as it was at the beginning of the year, 
with the exception of new floor plank. 


Huntineron-ave. BripGe (OvER B. & A. Rarmroap). 


This bridge remains in the state described in the report of 
last year. The movement in the abutments continues at 
about the rate of the year before; the greatest movement 
being 14 inches in the northerly abutment, and 3 of an inch 
in the southerly abutment for the year 1874. The iron work 
is in need of painting. ! 


MapeEn Bripge (FRoM CHARLESTOWN To EVERETT). 


By Chapter 139, Acts of 1874, the care, support and su- 
perintendence of this bridge devolves on the city of Boston. 

The bridge was built by the Proprietors of Malden bridge 
in 1787, under authority granted by the Legislature, and was 
maintained by these proprietors until April 1, 1859, when it 
was laid out as a public highway by an act of the Legislature. 
It has since that time until the present year been supported 
by assessments levied upon the several cities, towns, and cor- 
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porations benefited by it, and the care and superintendence 
were in charge of the city of Charlestown. 

The bridge, with the exception of the draw, is very old, and 
is in an unsafe condition. The piles have settled badly, and 
many of them are rotten and shattered; portions of the 
flooring are also rotten, and all parts of the bridge are heay- 
ily loaded by the mud and gravel covering. 

By the settlement ofthe piles onthe centre line ofthe bridge, 
water is held as in a trough, after rains and during thaws, and 
the roadway not being paved is usually covered with a deep 
layer of mud, or, wher the mud dries, of dust, making it one 
of the worst highways leading from the city. 

The street connecting with the bridge has been paved, and 
the bridge itself should be rebuilt and paved the coming 
season. | 

The draw is a new one, built a few years ago by Ross & 
Lord, and, although very narrow, is in good condition and - 
will require only ordinary repairs. 

The cost of repairs for the year has been $864. 98. 

In view of the poor condition of this bridge, the Chelsea 
bridge, and Meridian-street draw, it will be necessary to re- 
build them as soon as possible, and it is evident that it will 
greatly inconvenience the travel from the city to the adjacent 
sections of country on the north, if the three bridges should 
be closed to travel at one time. I am, therefore, of the 
opinion that, as neither can be rebuilt without stopping the ~ 
travel over it, it will be better to rebuild the Malden bridge 
and the Meridian-street draw this year, and keep Chelsea 
bridge in use a year longer. My reasons for this opinion are 
as follows : — 

1. Chelsea bridge is a comparatively simple structure, 
its weak points are open to inspection, and, from its ‘being 
over flats, exposed at low water for a large portion of its 
length, all parts of it are easily accessible for repairs, in case 
of accident. This is not the case with the Meridian-street 
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draw, nor the Malden bridge, as the structure of both is more 
complex. | 

2. Chelsea bridge can be temporarily strengthened by 
cross-bracing the piers with cheap lumber, and by other inex- 
pensive repairs, which will not necessitate closing it to travel, 

_while the dangerous portions of the other bridges cannot be 
rendered safe without practically rebuilding them. 

8. The work on either the Meridian-street draw or Malden 
bridge, or on. both of them, can certainly be done in. one sea- 
son, during which such part of the work of filling at Chelsea 
bridge as can be accomplished without closing the bridge 
may be done. 

4. Chelsea bridge being supported by two cities, it is de- 
sirable that they should agree upon a plan for widening and 
rebuilding it, and that the work should be done by each city 
on its own portion at the same time, thereby avoiding closing 
the bridge but once. These arrangements, and the settle- 
ment of the legal complications that will probably arise 
between the cities and the abutters and horse railway 
company, will take so much time that it is doubtful whether 
the work could be commenced in season to complete it this 
year. 


* MERIDIAN-ST. BRIDGE. 


The sidewalks on this bridge have been put in good con- 
dition ; one section has been relaid with brick, and the re- 
mainder coated anew with coal tar concrete. 

No other repairs of any amount have been required on the 
fixed portion of the bridge, and it is now in good order. 

The draw was reported last year as being in an unsafe 
condition, and during this year it has been a continual source 
of expense to the city, delay and annoyance to the public, 
and anxiety and labor to those having the care of it. It was 
built in 1856, and has lasted longer than most structures of 
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its kind. One of the suspension rods suddenly gave way 
last summer, and but for the fact that the draw had not 
swung clear of its landings it would probably have been 
broken in two. | 

The Committee on Bridges have given orders for the prep- 
aration of plans for a new draw. | 

Preliminary soundings have been made to determine the 
character of the foundation, but, legislative action should 
be had before the plans can be completed. 

The existing openings for vessels are 60 feet wide, the act 
authorizing the building of the bridge requiring them to be 
made that width. As these openings are wider by 24 feet 
than those in the bridges on Charles river, and 15 feet wider 
than in any other of the city bridges, it would seem to be an 
unnecessary width, and it is desirable on many accounts to 
lessen it.

Is in good condition, none but ordinary repairs have been 
made. The draw pier will require attention soon; the piles 
on its face are too far apart, and passing vessels break and 
tear off the plank. The piles have been cut so badly, by the 
continual spiking of plank, that special pains have to be 
taken to keep them in place. |

The planking on this bridge was patched late in the fall, and 
in doing this work it was found that so many of the old 
planks are decayed at the bearings, it will be necessary to re- 
plank the whole bridge early in the spring. A freight of 
plank can be landed at the bridge, and the -work done with- 
out closing it to travel. 

The cost of repairs has been $229.17.

The northerly abutment of this bridge, as stated in last 
year’s report, is badly cracked. It is apparently worse than 
it was a year ago; but as no exact measurements have been 
taken, the amount of movement is not known. 

The bridge is in good order, and no repairs have been 
required, as it is but little used.

This structure is in good condition.

This bridge is in good order, except that the parapet needs 
repairing.

Mr. Wightman’s report on the condition of this bridge will 
be found in the Appendix. 


II. — BRIDGES OF WHICH BOSTON SUPPORTS 
THE PART WITHIN ITS LIMITS. 


* CAMBRIDGE-ST. BripGeE (FRoM Warp 19 To Cam- 
BRIDGE). 


This bridge has been replanked duriag the year, and other 
repairs of minor importance have been made. It is now in 
good condition. : 

The cost of the work upon it, done under the direction of 
this department, has been $349.24. 


* CHELSEA BRIDGE (FROM CHARLESTOWN TO CHELSEA). 


The total length of this structure is 3,633 feet, of which 
Boston maintains 2,000 feet (stated by mistake in the last 
report as 2,333 feet), except that the Lynn and Boston Horse 
Railway Corporation is required to plank one half the width, 
and to keep in repair the two lines of stringers which carry 
its track. 

As at the date of the last report, this bridge is in an unsafe 
state, though its condition has been somewhat improved 
during the year. 

The draw has been pretty thoroughly repaired, and is now 
in good order. A number of the worst piles have been re- 
placed by new ones, and the caps renewed or spliced; the 
stringers and planking are in good condition. The piles, as 
a whole, are in a dangerous state of wear and decay, and the 
cross-bracing is almost entirely gone, leaving the bridge free 
to sway with a passing load. 

As has been before stated, from 1,200 to 1,500 lineal feet 
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of the pile work may be replaced by solid filling. The. 


Mystic-river corporation, and the Boston and Lowell Rail- 
road corporation have made propgsitions to the city to fill 
solid those portions which cross their lands; but the proposi- 
tions have not been accepted. 

The legal rights and obligations of the city, in this struc- 
ture and its location, are not well defined, and a question has 
arisen as to the width of location which the city owns across 
the lands of these corporations and at other points. Until 
this question is settled, or the rival claims are adjusted, by 
compromise or otherwise, the Committee on Bridges has not 
thought it prudent to take any steps towards rebuilding, as 
when rebuilt the bridge should be considerably widened. 

The cost of repairs made, under the direction of this de- 
partment, has been $1,187.47. 


* Essex-st. Bripce (From Warp 19 TO CAMBRIDGE). 


This bridge became the property of the City of Boston in 
1874, through the annexation of a portion of the town of 
Brookline. 

It was built by the proprietors of the Cambridge and 
Brookline Bridge, a company incorporated in 1850. It was 
rebuilt a few years ago, and the portion to be maintained by 
the city is in good condition; one leaf of the draw, however, 
should have a new counter-weight. 


* GRANITE BripGe (FROM DorcuEsTeR TO MILTON). 
This bridge is in fair condition. It has required no re- 
pairs during the past year, but should be planked in the 
spring. 
Lonewoop-avE. BripGe (From Warp 15 TO BROOKLINE). 


A special report upon the condition of this bridge, and the 
repairs needed, was made by Mr. Manley, December 20, 1873.

The work there recom- 
mended has been done, and in addition the roadway was re- 
planked. These repairs render the bridge secure for the 
present, but it must be rebuilt at no distant day.

Designs for rebuilding and widening that portion of the 
Neponset bridge, which is maintained by Boston, were fin- 
ished early in 1874, and it was expected that the work of 
rebuilding would be done last summer ; but an accident to the 
draw, which necessitated immediate and rather extensive re- 
pairs, made it advisable to repair the bridge as well; this 
was done in such manner that the structure is in fair condi- 
tion for the traffic of the coming year. 

The cost of repairs has been $1,670.23. 


* NortH Beacon-st. BrIpGE (FROM Warp 19 ro WATER- 
TOWN). 


This bridge is in good condition. 


* NortH Harvarp-st. BRIDGE (FROM Warp 19 TO 
CAMBRIDGE). 


Both the roadway and the draw pier of this bridge have’ 
been planked, and a shelter for the draw-tender has been 
built. 


It is now in good order. 
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The cost of repairs made under the direction of

* WESTERN-AVE. Bripce (From Warp 19 To WaTER- 
TOWN ). ; 


This is an old structure, with a badly located draw-way. 
The town of Watertown has given its portion very thorough 
repairs during the last season, and the draw pier belonging 
to Boston has been rebuilt. The draw is in bad condition, 
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and will need repairs or renewal in the spring, and the road- 
way of the bridge must be replanked. 
The cost of repairs has been $773.52. 


III. —BRIDGES OF WHICH BOSTON PAYS A PART 
OF THE COST OF MAINTENANCE. 


ALBANY-ST. BriIpGE (OVER Bosron AND ALBANY RAILROAD). 


It was stated in last year’s report that this structure was 
soon to be removed to make place for one of longer span, to 
accommodate improvements in progress by the Boston & 
Albany Railroad, and that the change would be made at its 
expense. 

Nothing has, however, as yet been done by the corporation, 
and the bridge and its abutments are in the same condition 
as last year. 


Cana Bripce (From Boston TO CAMBRIDGE). 


Wesr Bosron BripGe (From Boston TO CAMBRIDGE). 


These two bridges are in charge of Commissioners. Mr. 
Wightman’s report, in the Appendix, will give all requisite 
information as to their condition and the proposed or com- 
_ pleted improvements. 


IV. — BRIDGES SUPPORTED RY RAILWAY 
CORPORATIONS. 


The Appendix to last year’s report contained a special re- 
port by Mr. Manley, on the condition of the bridges of the 
Hartford and Erie (New York and New England) Railroad, 
which required inspection by this department. 

During the past year the condition of many of these 
bridges has been greatly improved. Of six bridges reported 
unsafe, three have been wholly rebuilt, and the most objec- 


, 
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tionable portion of one other repaired. Two bridges classed 
as probably safe, but concerning which doubt existed, on ac- 
count of the difficulty of proper inspection, have also been 
rebuilt. 

Two bridges still remain in an unsafe condition ; the Sixth 
street and the Norfolk avenue No. 1. These bridges are de- 
ficient in strength by reason of their faulty design, independ- 
ent of any question of decay. 

Four bridges, Second street, Third street, Broadway il 
Fifth street, are old, and the plank and timbers more or less 
decayed. 

All other bridges within the city limits, maintained by 
railway corporations, and coming under the inspection of 
this department, are in good or fair condition, and require no 
special mention in this report. 


MISCELLANEOUS WORK AND CONSTRUCTIONS 
IN 1874. 


NORTHAMPTON-ST. DISTRICT. 


A contract for filling this district was made with Phineas 
E. Gay, of Boston, April 15, 1874. He was to receive 
$6.40 per square (of eight cubic yards each), for all gravel 
delivered on the territory, and in addition to this sum $1.00 
per square for all filling between grade twelve and such 
higher grade as might be established or designated on any 
of the streets, ways or places in the district. 

By order of the Joint Special Committee on the district, 
the City Engineer was directed to measure the banks and 
furnish estimates of the amount of gravel taken therefrom, 
and deposited on the district, and also to measure and esti- 
mate the amount deposited on the several estates and on the 
streets and passageways above grade twelve. | 

The contractor began to deliver gravel July 17, 1874, 
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and completed his contract Dec. 9, 1874, having delivered 
during that time 21,293 squares, or 170,344 cubic yards. 
The bank from which the gravel was taken is located at 
Springvale, on the New York and New England Railroad, | 
about twelve miles from the district. 

A measurement of the banks was made before work was 
commenced, and every estate, street, and passageway on the 
district was levelled over. Monthly estimates have been 
‘made of the amounts taken from the bank, and the total 
amount subdivided for purposes of assessment, as ordered 
by the committee. | 

Assistant E. W. Howe has had charge of the measure-— 
ments, and two tallymen were appointed to keep account of 
the number of car-loads that left the bank, the number re- 
ceived on the district being kept by Mr. L. W. Knight, the 
superintendent of the district. The total number of car- — 
loads removed from the bank was 39,319. The total num- 
ber received on the district, as reported by Mr. Knight, 


_. 39,008, —a discrepancy of 311 car-loads, which were lost by 


the upsetting of cars, or used by the contractor for levelling 
up the track. 


SWETT-st. EXTENSION. 


Plans have been made for the water-ways or bridges over 
_ the openings required by the Harbor Commissioners to be 
left through the solid filling of the extension of this street 
across the South Bay. These plans have been submitted to 
the Harbor Commissioners, and a license for their construc- 
tion granted. | | 

Estimates of the amount of filling required for the street 
and for raising the railroad to pass over it, also estimates for 
the railroad bridge and abutments, and for building the 
water-ways, have been furnished to the Street Commis- 
sioners.

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ATLANTIC-AVE. Rerarmninc-WaALL (NEAR Russia 
WHARF). 


Plans for this wall were prepared during the summer, and 
a contract made with Daniel Cram, August 25th, 1874, to 
build it. over fi 

The work consists of short sections of wall across the 
heads of two docks, one on each side of Russia Wharf, and 
on the line of widening of Atlantic avenue (formerly Broad 
street). The wall is 23 feet high, 4 feet thick at the top 
and 15 feet at the base, including a projection of 2 feet of 
the footing course. 

It is built of New Hampshire granite, is well ballasted 
with oyster-shells and capped with a granite curb carrying 
a wooden fence with wrought-iron standards. The bottom 
rests on hard clay 6 feet below mean low water, all soft 
material having been removed by dredging. 

By arrangement with the abutters, the outer line of the 
wall at the top is 20 inches on their land. 

The contract price is $5,350; amount paid to January 1st 
was $3,623.25. 


‘CHANGE OF LOCATION OF THE EASTERN AND BOSTON AND 
ALBANY RAILROADS. 


By a resolve of the Legislature, approved May 22, 1874, 
the petition of the Mayor for a change in the location of 
these railroads in East Boston, to prevent the crossing at 
grade of important streets, was referred to the Railroad 
Commissioners, with instructions to consider and report upon 
the various questions relating to the subject as soon as prac- 
ticable. 

By direction of the Joint Standing Committee on Legisla- 
tive Matters, surveys and estimates were made by Mr. J. B. 
Cunningham, an engineer of experience in railroad affairs, to 
demonstrate the feasibility of the project from an engineer- 
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ing standpoint, and also to obtain such information as would 
be of value to the committee in making, on behalf of the 
city, a proper presentation of the subject to the Railroad 
Commissioners. 

The results of Mr. Cunningham’s investigations, with my 
comments thereon, are embodied in a report to the committee 
(City Doc. No. 86, 1874). 


SEAVERNS-AVE. RETAINING-W ALL. 


Plans and specifications were prepared in June for a re- 
“taining-wall of Roxbury stone to be located on the northerly 
side of Seaverns avenue (Jamaica Plain). 

The contract for building it was awarded, June, 1874, to 
Thomas Dolan, for $1,985.00. 

The wall is 150 feet long, of an average height of 8 feet, 
and provided with a granite cap. It was substantially built 
under the supervision of an inspector (Mr. J. W. Coburn), 
and was completed August 6, 1874. 


HARRISON-AVE. RETAINING-W ALL. 


During the fall there was built on the southerly line of 
Harrison avenue, between Hunneman and Northampton 
streets, a rubble retaining-wall with granite coping. The 
contractor, Mr. George Coyle, commenced work Sept. 21, 
1874, and the final estimate was made Dec.'11, 1874. 

This wall has a foundation of oyster shells, 7 feet wide and 
3 feet deep, and is 5 feet wide at the bottom and 6 feet high, 
with a rough-hammered granite coping 12 X 14 inches. All 
the masonry is laid solid in cement mortar, and the wall is bal- 
lasted in the rear and for a portion of its height on the front 
with oyster-shells. It is in four sections, measuring together 
408 lineal feet; and a wall 300 feet in length, similar in 
design, built in 1872, but of which this wall is a continuation, 
was capped with a granite coping by the same contractor.

The contract price for the work was $8.00 per lineal foot, 
for the new wall, and $1.00 per lineal foot for the coping on 
the old wall. Mr. Nathan D. Whitman was employed as 
inspector. 


YARMOUTH-ST. RETAINING-W ALL. 


This wall is located at the end of Yarmouth street adjoin- 
ing the Boston and Providence Railroad. 

A contract for building it was made with Messrs. Clapp 
and Ballou, Oct. 17, 1874, for the sum of $4,097.00. 

The wall is built on piles, alternate rows of which extend 
into the street from the back of the wall. Each row of piles 
is girder-capped with two 4 x 12-inch spruce sticks bolted to 
each pile. The wall is 91 feet long and 9 feet high, and has 
_ a 20 X 20-inch granite coping, carrying a tight board-fence 5 
feet high supported by iron standards. 

The work has been thoroughly done under the supervision 
of Mr. E. D. Swallow as inspector, and a final estimate upon 
it was made Dec. 26, 1874. 


ARMY AND Navy MONUMENT. 


By the terms of the contract with Mr. Martin Milmore for 
the erection of this monument, the City Engineer is required 
to make quarterly estimates of the work done and materials 
furnished in its construction. 

The contract was executed June 2, 1871, but none of the 
materials were delivered at the site of the work until early 
in October, 1874. 

A sub-contract was made Sept. 23, 1874, by Mr. Milmore 
with Messrs. Johnson & Richmond of this city, for the erec- 
tion of the monument, and by the terms of this contract the 
work was to be done to the satisfaction and acceptance of the 
superintendent of the work and the City Engineer. 

By direction of the Committee on the Army and Navy 


Slee. 
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Monument, an inspector, Mr. E. D. Swallow, was appointed 
by this department to superintend the work. All the cut 
stone delivered were set in October. 

The first quarterly estimate was made October 31, 1874, 
the amount paid the contractor being $22,500. 


Frequent inquiry is made at this office, with regard to the 
width of the draw-openings in the bridges over tide-water 
in this city. I have recently had all of these openings 
measured, and the results, which may be of value to parties 
interested, are given in a table in the Appendix.

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SPECIAL REPORT ON CHARLESTOWN AND CAM- 
BRIDGE BRIDGES.

Sir, —I submit the following report on the Charlestown* 
and Cambridge Bridges, in accordance with your request. 

The annexation of Charlestown to Boston did not cause 
any change in the management of the Charles-river and 
Warren Bridges, until July 13, 1874, when the City Council, 
by the passage of a new ordinance, placed them under the 
same control as the other city bridges, and the duties of the 
Commissioners ceased. 

The West Boston and Canal bridges are still in charge of 
Commissioners, for whom. I have continued to act as engineer 
during the past year. 


yh 
CHARLES-RIVER BRIDGE. 


The extensive repairs required on this bridge, which were 
stated in detail in my last year’s report, have not as yet been 
made. 

The Commissioners obtained the necessary appropriations, 
but their tenure of office being uncertain, they did not feel 


, 
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authorized to commence the work. The bridge is, therefore, 
practically in the same condition as last year, only such re- 
pairs as were needed to keep it in running order having been 
made. : 

The easterly end of the draw-pier has been strengthened 
by driving and securely fitting ten new oak bearing and fender 
piles, and the faces of the draw-way have been replanked 
where the old planking was broken or torn off. 

The draw has been disabled once during the year by the 
breaking of one of the main trucks, but, owing to the precau- 
tion of keeping on hand a duplicate truck, travel over the 
bridge was interrupted during only a, portion of one day. 

The reconstruction of the decayed portions of the super- 
structure and the other improvements needed should be com- 
menced early in the spring; for although the bridge cannot 
be called unsafe for travel (the substructure and main por- 
tions of the superstructure being sound), it is in a discredit- 
able condition for one of the main avenues between the City 
Proper and Charlestown. 


WARREN BRIDGE. 


With the exception of the roadway floor-planking, on a 
portion of the Boston end, which is rotten at the stringer 
bearings, and the fender-guard on the easterly side of the 
Charlestown end, which needs new capping and bracing, this 
bridge is in good condition, and will require only ordinary 
repairs. : 

In October two of the main bridge stringers, near the 
Charlestown end, were found to be unsafe. They had evi- 
dently been cracked for some time, as the bridge superin- 
tendent had noticed a settlement at this point; but, by the 
recent passage over them of teams loaded with large stone 
for the Army and Navy Monument, they had been broken in 
such a manner as to render their renewal immediately nec- 

essary. The bridge was closed to team travel while new 
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stringers were being put in, and advantage was taken of this 
closing to make some repairs required on other portions of 
the superstructure. 


CANAL BRIDGE. 


During the past year, about 700 feet in length of 
this bridge has been entirely rebuilt, and the remainder 
widened so that it is now, with the exception of the draw, 
of a uniform width of 64 feet from end to end. 

All the decayed portions of the old bridge have been re- 
newed, a new fender-guard and draw-pier built, the roadway 
paved with small granite blocks, and the sidewalks with 
brick, and both sides of the bridge furnished with gas lamps. 

A new wooden, centre-pivot, counterbalanced draw has 
been constructed, 50 feet in width, and an average length of 
129} feet, and a steam engine and machinery provided for 
moving it off and on, and for pulling vessels through the 
draw-way. | 

Travel over the bridge was suspended for five months, 


and the work was completed on the first of October, 1874, at — 


a cost of $146,598.22. 

- The Bridge Commissioners, in their report, say: “The 
thorough and workmanlike manner in which the whole work 
has been performed is creditable to the seyeral contractors, 
and the Commissioners believe that the bridge and its appur- 
tenances are as well adapted for the exigencies of travel as 
any similar structure leading from the City of Boston.” 


West Boston BRIDGE. 


The wood pavement in the roadway of this bridge is in bad 
condition, and wall be replaced with granite blocks in the 
spring. 

The present draw is an unsafe structure, but is soon to be 
removed and a new one substituted of improved construction 
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and longer span, as the draw-ways are to be made 36 instead 
of 30 feet in width. In other respects the bridge is in good 
condition.

SPECIAL REPORT ON FERDINAND-STREET 
BRIDGE. 


OFFICE OF City ENGINEER, City Hat, 
Boston, May 4, 1874. 


JosEPH P. Davis, Esq., City Engineer : — 


Str,— I have examined the bridge on Ferdinand street over 
the Boston & Albany R. R., and now make the following 
report : — 

The plank covering has been wholly removed from the 
roadway, and enough from one of the sidewalk trusses to 
show its construction. 

No decay has been found in the wood-work, and the iron- 
work is in fair condition. The main trusses show no signs 
of failure that I have discovered. The sidewalk trusseshave 
settled somewhat, and lean outward considerably, but not 
more than I should expect them to do immediately after. 
being put in position; if the bridge be covered with 
plank, I have found no reason why it should not be as strong 
as it has ever been in the past. There are no slight repairs 
that I can suggest which will do much good toward strength- 
ening it. 


The bridge has always shown great vibration under @ 
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heavy load, and even a very light load is sufficient to deflect 
the floor beams perceptibly. The cause of this is the very 
small depth of the floor beams compared with their span, 
and the. manner in which they are attached to the main 
trusses. 

I know of no remedy for this vibration except an entirely 
new set of floor beams, of proper depth, attached to the 
trusses in a proper manner. 


Main TRUSSES. 


The main trusses are compound structures, one element 
being an arch and tie, the other a truss with parallel flanges 
connected by a web made of concentric circles of bar iron 
riveted to each other and to the arch at all intersections. 
The chords are also connected by vertical tie rods. 

The bridge was designed by Mr. Boles, and built by 
Messrs. G. W. & F. Smith, and was erected in 1863. 

The tie of the arched member has about one-fourth the 
strength of the arch. The only points of attachment to the 
arch are the rivets in the circular bracing. The lower chord 
is attached to the bow in such a manner that it may act as a 
tie, but it is doubtful if the arch adds much strength to the 
truss. 

The parallel chords are about four-tenths of the strength 
usual in bridges of this span, width and height of truss, and 
the bracing is of such character that it is difficult, if not 
impossible, to estimate its strength with certainty ; both 
chords and bracing are of uniform cross-section for the 
whole length of the truss. 


SIDEWALK TRUSSES. 


The sidewalk trusses are wooden structures built of 
4x4 inches, 2x4 inches, and l-inch sticks, fastened

with cut nails, and put together in such a manner as to 
make any calculations of strength out of the question. 
They have settled 3 or 4 inches below a horizontal line, 
and as much or more from the perpendicular. | 


FrLoor BEAMS. 


The floor beams are compound structures consisting of 
6-inch I-beams, with a wooden beam 34 X 6 inches 
on either side, the whole trussed with a 1-inch rod, with two 
struts about 5 inches deep. They are attached to the 
main truss in an unusual manner, resting on one flange of 
one of the two angle irons which make the lower ehord, and 
retained there by straps on every third beam, which pass 
through the truss and are fastened to the floor beams of the 
sidewalk ; these straps hold the roadway to the trusses firmly. 

The truss rods of these beams are attached in such a 
manner, and the struts are so short, as probably to add no 
strength to the beam. 

A 6-inch I-beam, 25 feet between bearings, is not very 
stiff with any load: in this case the ends of the beam are 
firmly attached to the truss, and the truss is shaken from side 
to side by the vibration of the beam. 

The remedy for the vibration is a new set of floor beams. 
The bridge is now 16 feet above the rails of the railroad, so 
that no beam can be put lower than at present. The 
present thickness of the floor of the bridge is insufficient to give 
the proper depth to floor beams for stiffness, consequently anew 
set of floor beams involves the raising of the grade of the 
bridge. If the main trusses could be depended upon, it 
might be possible to build a beam that would answer without 
so doing. In any event it would be necessary to raise the 
trusses in order to attach the floor beams properly. 

I have no doubt that the general reputation of the bridge 
for weakness saves it from many heavy loads, and if a

stronger floor is furnished, two consequences follow : first, 
heavier loads are to be expected, and, second, the main 
trusses become the weak point in the bridge, instead of the 
floor beams, and an accident to a main truss will be a more 
serious matter than the failure of one or more floor beams. 


The sidewalk trusses are of most extraordinary design, and 


I cannot answer for their strength to any extent whatever. 
In conclusion, I repeat that I know of no slight repairs 
that will do much good toward strengthening the bridge, 
and, in addition, that such repairs as will make it entirely 
safe for public use will amount practically to building a new 
bridge.

CuarLes Harris, Esq., Superintendent of Streets: — 


Dear Sir, —I herewith transmit, with approval of its 
statements, the report of Mr. Manley upon the condition of 
the Ferdinand-street bridge. 

The design and construction of the parts of this bridge 
are such that it is impossible to estimate what its actual or 
safe strength is ; but it can be shown that it is not capable of 
bearing more than a certain weight, and that weight is much 
less than would be given by a dense crowd. For sucha 
load the main trusses are themselves weak, and the floor 
girders are inadequate for the support of a concentrated 
heavy load, such as might be brought upon them by an 
unusually heavily loaded team. That they have not failed 
heretofore -is undoubtedly due to the stiffness of the floor 
planks. | : 

While the bridge has not that strength which should be 
possessed by one in its situation, it has withstood the travel 
of a number of years without showing signs of failure, or of 
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deterioration, except such as the same length of time would 
produce in any structure of the kind; andif it is not to be 
liable to more severe strains in the future than it has already 
received, I see no reason why it should not remain service- 
able for a number of years longer. 

The wooden trusses on the outside of the sidewalks should 
be replaced, however, by others of stronger form. 

As Mr. Manley remarks, there seems to be no practicable 
way to strengthen the main structure without in effect 
rebuilding it.

SPECIAL REPORT ON COLUMBUS-AVENUE 
BRIDGE.

JosEPH P. Davis, Esq., City Engineer : — 


Sir, —I have examined Columbus-avenue bridge, over 

the Boston and Albany Railroad, with reference to its ability 
to carry a 20-inch water-main in addition to its present duty, 
and report as follows : — 
The bridge was built in 1865 by James Tetlow, of Chelsea, 
from designs by and under the direction of Clemens Herschel, 
Esq., of Boston, and was paid for by the Boston Water Power 
Company. It cost $17,210.00 and came into the possession of 
the City of Boston, October 28, 1869, when Columbus 
avenue was laid out as a highway. 

The main and sidewalk trusses were designed to carry a

load of 40 lbs. per sq. ft. of bridge surface in addition to the 
weight of the bridge, which was taken at 35 lbs. per. sq. ft., 
and it was intended that this whole weight should strain the 
wrought iron 15,000 lbs. per sq. in. 

The bridge was erected substantially in accordance with 
the design. I have computed the strength of the trusses, and 
my results show that they have the strength intended by the 
design, and but little if any in addition, while the weight of 
the bridge has been greatly increased ;— from 35 to about 
50 Ibs. per sq. ft. 

The floor beams are relatively much stronger than the 
trusses. | 

The four main trusses are of equal strength, but the two 
next the sidewalks of course carry less weight than the two 
others.

than those in the centre, but there would still remain a 
slightly greater margin for live load. 

The sidewalk trusses are relatively somewhat stronger 
than the main trusses, and the flooring of the sidewalk is 
stronger than the truss. 

When the bridge was built, one sidewalk truss was blown 
down after being placed in position, and the lattice web was 
never returned to its perfect shape. 

The northeasterly sidewalk carries a 12-inch water pipe in 
addition to any weight heretofore referred to. 

The main roadway has been raised at the centre so as to 
turn the water toward the ends of the span. In so doing an 
amount of lumber has been used equal to a thickness of 12 
inches over the entire surface. This amount of lumber can be 
safely reduced one third, or 10 lbs. per sq. ft., and the same 
results obtained as at present. | 

The answer to the question concerning the 20-inch water 
pipe is obvious. No further weight should be put upon the 
bridge on any pretence-whkatever, and, furthermore, it should 
be relieved of the extra weight of plank (amounting to more 
than twenty tons) that it now carries.

The only changes proposed in the present salaries and 
allowances for clerk-hire are the following : —

An increase of $400 in the salary of the Clerk of Com- 
mittees.

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The Commissioner on West Boston and Canal Bridges 
submits for himself and associate his fourth annual report of 


matters relating to the care and management of said bridges. 


WEST BOSTON BRIDGE. 


The rebuilding of Canal Bridge, and consequent stoppage 
of travel over it for a period of rather more than five months, 
has subjected the West Boston Bridge to an unusual amount 
of heavy teaming, the effect of which has been very injurious 
to the wood pavement of the roadway. Although put in the 
_best condition possible before the closing of Canal Bridge, it 
is now in such bad condition that the Commissioners think 
it will be better economy to replace it with granite blocks 
rather than to attempt to keep it in repair for another sea- 
son. This pavement has been laid but three years, and may 
be said to be completely worn out; and has only been main- 
tained the present year by a large outlay for repairs. The 
Commissioners would refer to their second annual report 
for their reasons for using wood pavement on this bridge. 

It will be necessary, as early in the spring’as practicable, to 
replace the present draw by a new one. The old draw has 
been kept in use during the past year by constant repairs, 
but cannot be called safe for the loads it is liable to be sub- 
jected to. 

In September, an accident to the draw, occasioned by a 
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vess>! carelessly striking it, came very near causing a 
complete cessation of travel over the main avenues between 
the two cities, the Canal Bridge not being completed at the 
time. The gallows-frame on one side of the draw was com- 
pletely wrecked, and the rottenness of the timber of which 
it was composed showed the necessity of strengthening the 
remainder of the frame as soon as possible. The broken 
portions were replaced by new timbers, and the other parts 
made secure for ordinary use. 

The act of the Legislature of 1870 required the draw- 
ways in all the Charles-river bridges to be made 36 feet, in- 
stead of 30 feet, the present width; and as soon as the new 
draw-way in the Lowell Freight bridge is completed, a work 
which is now in progress, all the draw-ways on Charles 
river between the West Boston Bridge and the harbor will 
be of a uniform width of 36 feet. The Commissioners 
have heretofore delayed compliance with this act, as the 
draw-ways below were not widened, and it was thought that 
the old draw would be safe till they were; but there is now 
no reason for any further delay. 

The widening of the draw-ways will necessitate the build- 
of a new draw twelve feet longer than the old one, and some 
changes will have to be made in the foundation, draw-pier, 
and bridge superstructure to accommodate it. 

: Plans for this work are now being made by our engineer, 
but they have not yet been sufficiently elaborated to enable 
an estimate of the expense of construction to be made. 


CANAL OR CRAGIE’S BRIDGE. 


The reconstruction of this bridge, in accordance with the | 
plans as described in former se has been accomplished 
during the past year. | 

The work was advertised for proposals in February, and 
six were received, the highest, being $171,354.00, and the 
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lowest, $131,975.00. The contract wasawarded to the lowest 
bidders, Messrs. Ross & Lord, on the 2d of March. 

The work was to be completed on the Ist of October, the 
bridge not to be closed to travel for more than five months, 
the contractors to forfeit fifty dollars per day for every day’s 
delay beyond that time, and to be responsible for all damages 
to persons or property caused by any carelessness or negli- 
gence of theirs during the reconstruction. 

Work was commenced in April; the Ist of May the bridge 
was closed to all travel by the contractors, although it had 
been closed to team travel for some time previous to this 
date by the, building of the Bridge-street sewer. The con- 
tractors completed their work, with the exception of some 
minor details, within the time specified, and the bridge was 
in readiness for travel on the lst of October, but was not 
opened until the 8th of October, as the paving of Bridge 
street in Cambridge, and the portion of Leverett street be- 
tween the end of the bridge and North Charles street were 
~ unfinished. 

As a matter of record it may be well to state the work 
done, although it will not vary much from what has been 
proposed and partially described in former reports. 

About seven hundred feet in length of the old bridge, in- 
cluding the draw and draw-pier on the southerly side, has 
been removed; the section removed rebuilt, and the re- 
mainder widened to a uniform width of 64 feet; its former 
width having been 40 feet at the Boston end as far as the 
draw, and 50 feet from the draw to the Cambridge end. 
The old part has been repaired by renejving all decayed por- 
tions of the superstructuré, and a new fender-guard on the 
southerly side of the bridge, a new wooden centre-pivot, 
counter-balanced draw 50 feet in width, and an average 
length of 1291 feet, and a new draw-pier 435 feet long, and 
56 feet wide for a portion, and 28 feet wide for the re- 
mainder of its length, have been built. The roadway 48 
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feet in width has been paved with small granite blocks, ex- 
cept in the horse railway tracks, which were paved by the 
company with cobble stones. The sidewalks, each 8 feet in 
width, have been paved with bricks, each side of the bridge 
lighted by gas, and the draw furnished with steam machinery 
for opening and closing it similar in design to that on the 
West Boston Bridge. The average detention to travel by 
the passage of a vessel is from four to five minutes, and all 


vessels going through are required by the Bridge Superin- © 


tendent to use the steam appliances provided for aiding 
them. , 
The Street Commissioners of Boston have coéperated with 
us in this improvement by widening Leverett street, from 
the bridge to North Charles street, but have reduced the 
width, as intimated in a former report, from 64 feet at the 
bridge, to 60 feet at North Charles street, and are to con- 
tinue this widening as far as Brighton street. 

A settlement -has not yet been made with Mr. Clark B. 
Woods, at the Boston end of the bridge, for damage occa- 
sioned by taking a portion of his wharf and flats for the 
‘widening, he not being satisfied with our award. 

The estimated expense of the entire reconstruction of the 
bridge was, as stated in the last annual report, $187,000.00 ; 
the cost of the work has been, $146,598.22. 

We were fortunate in the selection of a favorable time for 
contracting for the work, as all the materials used were lower 
in price than they have been for many years. ‘The thorough 
and workmanlike manner in which the whole work has been 
performed is creditable to the several contractors; and the 
Commissioners believe that the bridge and its appurtenances 
are as well adapted for the exigencies of travel as any similar 
avenue leading from the City of Boston. | 

Appended to this report is a statement of the payments

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PROCEEDINGS. 


The City Council, in accordance with the request of the 
Board of Trustees of the Puspiic Liprary orf THE CITY OF 
Boston, made an appropriation for the fiscal year 1874-5, to 
enable that Board to establish the sixth Branch of the Library 
in Dorchester, the 16th Ward of the city. 

Early in the library year a Committee of the Trustees 
was appointed, to carry out the intention of the Board, and 
this committee consisted of William W. Greenough, Esq., 
President of the Trustees, and Charles A. Burditt, Esq., a 
member of the Board and also Councilman from that dis- 
trict. 

Reservations of books had already been made from dupli- 
cates, and assigned to the future Branch, before the first 
regular purchases for its shelves were made in August. 
Under the direction of the Superintendent of the Library, 
the making ready of the books for the shelves was now 
pushed forward in regular course by Mr. Wm. H. Foster, 
who had done this duty so acceptably during the formation of 
the other Branches, and he was assisted by Miss Mary G. 
Coffin, who was appointed an assistant in the service of this 
Branch. 

The Committee on Public Buildings of the City Council, 
upon whom, by a vote of the City Council, it devolved to 
furnish suitable accommodations for the new Branch, 
assigned a portion of the new City Building at Field’s Cor- 
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ner for this purpose, and an appropriation of $1,000 was 
allowed them to change partitions and otherwise adapt the 
premises to this purpose. This having been done under the 
direction of the Superintendent of Public Buildings, and a 
contract having been made with J. J. McNutt, for fur- 
nishing cases, counters, etc., by direction of the Trustees 
of the Library, the rooms were made ready for occupancy 
January 7th, and the books, already gathered, were removed 
from the Central Library the same day. 

Miss Coffin was now advanced to the librarianship of the 
Branch, and Miss Esther R. Whiton was appointed assist- 
ant. ‘To the Janitor of the building, Mr. E. Davenport, was 
assigned the performance of similar duties for the Branch. 

Under the direction of the Committee on the Branch, 
arrangements were made'for dedication services to be held 
in the First Church, Meeting House Hill, on Monday 
evening, January 18, 1875, at half-past seven o’clock ; and 
at the given hour, the citizens of Dorchester had assembled 
in considerable numbers, the children of the Public Schools, 
two hundred or more in all, occupying pews at the side of 
the church, under the supervision of Mr. Hiram WILpz, 
their music-teacher. A large number of the prominent 
citizens of Dorchester had been specially invited; and 
promptly at the hour, His Honor, SamurLt C. Cons, Mayor 
of the city, accompanied by a few gentlemen who were to 
participate in the services, entered the church, and took the 
Chair, supported by the Rev. Mr. Hau, the pastor of the 
church, and by Witit1am W. GreenoucnH, Esqa., the Pres- 
ident of the Trustees. 

After prayer by the Rev. Mr. Hatt, and singing by the 


children, the Mayor spoke as follows : — 
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DORCHESTER BRANCH. 


THE MAYOR’S ADDRESS. 


LADIES ANDGENTLEMEN : — We have come to join you in inaugurat- 
ing a Branch of the Boston Public Library here in Dorchester. I say 
Dorchester advisedly, for while the district is known in the city records 
and in legal documents as the Sixteenth Ward of Boston, I trust the 
ancient and historic name, which carries with it so many honorable and 
affectionate associations, may be always retained in popular usage and 
familiar speech, both for the convenience and pleasantness of it. 

This Branch is established as a means, so far as it goes, of bringing 
this district into full fellowship with the city in which it is now merged, 
and of giving you the benefit of its institutions. 

It will furnish to your people, as it were at their own doors, through 
its Library and reading-room, the best popular and practical literature 
of the day, and provide an agency through which any reader may ob- 
tain, at very short notice, any more rare and valuable work he may 
desire from the central institution in Boylston street. 

Other gentlemen present, especially the President of the Board of 
Trustees, are more competent than I am to speak to you of the plans 
and uses of the Library, and I will leave this duty to those to whom it 
properly belongs. For myself, I will only say that I gladly embrace this 
first opportunity afforded me of paying an official visit to this part of the 
city, for I have here many highly valued friends, whom it is always a 
pleasure to meet, and many associations which I love to recognize and 
cherish. Moreover, the scenery of the place has strong attractions for 
me. Confined as I am in my daily walks and duties to the crowded and 
noisy parts of the city, it is refreshing to me to come out for an evening 
hour to this rural and quiet district, whose summer glories I know so 
well, and which is not without its charms even in its winter undress, 
and under these bleak skies of January. 


The Mayor then introduced Mr. Gremnoucu, who 
delivered the following address : — 


MR. GREENOUGH’S ADDRESS. 


“Mr. Mayor, Lapies AND GENTLEMEN: — There is little occasion 
for the formal opening of an institution, the uses of which are now so 
thoroughly comprehended by the citizens of Boston. In establishing 
this sixth Branch of the Library, in Dorchester, the City Government 
and the Board of Trustees have but continued the policy first tried and 
proved successful at East Boston, and which, year by year, has shown

itself more useful as the other Branches have followed in their 
appropriate order. 

At the beginning of this system of local distribution of books it was 
feared by many that it would diminish the uses and circulation of the 
great Central Library, especially in the direction of the popular Branch 
of that institution. This anxiety was, however, dispelled by the experi- 
ence of the first year of the first Branch; and the tables accompanying 
the last annual report of the Trustees indicate in this respect the exact 
results since attained. The issues for home use of the 47,432 volumes 
contained in five Branch Libraries amounted in the year ending May 1, 
1874, to 294,189 books; while the issues for the same purposes for 
the Bates and Lower Hall of the Central Library had risen from 
258,659 in 1870 and 1871, the date of foundation of first Branches, to 
289,685. During these four years the uses of the main Library and all 
its Branches, for consultation and loan, had risen from 322,445 to the 
great aggregate of 625,442. These figures, although very large, will be 
increased for the year terminating next May, inasmuch as there will 
be added to the regular increase, the results of a year’s work in the 
Charlestown and Brighton Branches, which came under the control 
of the Trustees on the Ist of January, 1874, of which the previous 
statistics of circulation had only included four months’ use. This total 
will also be increased by the number of works circulated and used from 
your own Branch during the coming three months. 

From these data it will be perceived that while the formation of 
successive Branches has not diminished the circulation of the parent 
Library, there has also grown up in the districts an ever enlarging 
aggregate issue of volumes; and this, already large last year, will be 
increased during the present. One, then, may reasonably conclude that 
the expectations of the success of the experiment were well founded, 
and that convenience of access plays a most important part in the uses 
of books; one may also conclude that the selection of books placed in ° 
each Branch has been found to be relatively conformable to the tastes 
and desires of the neighborhood, and sufficiently diversified to meet the 
just expectations of readers; one may further conclude that the com- 
munity will eagerly read books of no immoral tendency as well as those 
of absolute instruction when placed within its reach. 

At the foundation of a new Branch of the Library, it becomes my duty 
to state, on the part ofthe Board of Trustees, the form of Library which 
it is proposed to establish in this, the sixteenth ward, and their rela- 
tions to its management and control, and the conditions affecting 
its use. 

The Library now beginning will belong to the class of Free Lend- 
ing Libraries, similar in scope and contents to the Lower Hall Library

in Boylston street. Beside the books for circulation, it will contain a 
small, well-selected reference collection, to be used only in the Library. 
To these departments will be added the most important periodicals pub- 
lished in this country. In the foreign lending libraries, daily newspapers 
are sometimes taken; but the purchase of the newspaper is so general 
in New England as to make such provision unnecessary here. The in- 
habitants of Dorchester have already access to the great collections of 
the Central Library, of which the Bates Hall comprises the classes of 
books not acquired for the Branches. In this connection it is proper to 
state that the Trustees hope that such larger and more valuable and 
more expensive works may be added to this Branch by the public — 
spirit of wealthier citizens. So far as this new Library is concerned 
it is as worthy of public sympathy, support and donation as was the 
infant Library in Mason street, which has now risen ‘to such large 
dimensions through the benefactions of our citizens. If any resident of 
Dorchester should desire to make this institution the recipient of his 
bounty, either by gift of books, or by donation of money for their 
purchase, or by the establishment of a fund, the income of which is to 
be used either for special or general purposes, the Trustees of the 
Public Library will faithfully carry out the expressed wishes of the 
benefactor. The Fellowes Athenzeum, at Roxbury, is a signal instance 
of'the advantages of a fund in the formation and progress of a Library ; 
and it will result in the course of a few years that that active and 
intelligent precinct will possess an institution of which any great city, 
or advanced seminary of learning, might well be proud. 

As you are all aware, the control of the Public Library and its 
Branches has been placed, by the city, in the hands of a Board, who 
are held responsible for the proper management of the great trust com- 
mitted to their hands. Sub-committees of the Board are charged with 
the special oversight of the Branches. The popular library in Boylston 
street and all the Branches are subject to the same rules of circulation, 
and substantially to the same number of hours of access. The Super- 
intendent of the Library is invested with the management of the in- 
numerable details which enter into the daily routine of the great 
machine in all its departments. The system under which books are pur- 
chased, and by which the wants of any individual may be made known, 
is now in precisely the same force in Dorchester as elsewhere in the city. 

This brief account of the construction and proposed administration 
of the Library brings us immediately to the more important considera- 
tion of the books and the uses to which they shall be put. 

At the outset, then, we are to consider that books are not learning, 
neither do they give understanding; a good book is the result of sound 
learning, or of clear understanding, or ef acombination of both. Educa- 
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tionally speaking, they act as aids in the development both of intellect 
and the reasoning faculties. They afford to the reader what he desires 
to know upon the particular subject on which inquiry is made or 
curiosity excited. To meet these widely extended claims of the various 
classes constituting a community, it is obvious that only such books 
shall be at first collected as meet the wants of the largest number of 
people. Experience has shown substantially the works which every 
neighborhood aspires to read. But in addition to this, every occupa- 
tion, employment and profession has its own peculiar training, which 
also develops separate and individual tastes. While certain books are 
popular in some of the districts supplied by the Branch Libraries, in 
others they are but casually circulated. Whatever these peculiarities 
may be, they will be developed in the progress of the years, and the 
books will be purchased which are required for special purposes. 

In acquiring the possession of this home Library, it must not for 
one moment be supposed that your neighborhood thereby loses any 
portion of its connection with the large Library in Boylston street. 
A signature to the very simple condition upon which books are loaned 
here also opens to your use the magnificent treasures of the great 
Library, to which you will naturally turn for such works in science, art 
or literature, as are not to be found upon the shelves of the Dorchester 
collection. If there is no end to the making of books, the present 
generation has a great advantage over those that are past, in this most 
important particular, that a new collection of a few thousand volumes 
may contain more works necessary to the culture of the race, and to its 
udvancement in knowledge and wisdom, than a collection of ten times 
the size formed half a century ago ; for the simple reason that the authors 
of to-day have the power to sum up in their books all that has been 
added by discovery and invention at the present period, and that 
within that smaller number of volumes may be included all the works 
of the standard authors in ancient and modern literature and science in 
some one approved edition. The completeness of a large and full 
Library is obtained by gathering the works of the various authors on the 
same subject, by following specialities in science, art, literature, and in 
these various directions obtaining every book necessary for the worker 
in any speciality, which will bring in its train all the transactions of 
learned societies of every country, with the myriads of pamphlets and 
periodicals illustrating the literature, politics, arts, and sciences of the 
age. 

In the early part of the present century began a new era of books for 
the young. This form of writing has now attained such a degree of 
importance that it has become a distinct order of classification among 
the issues from the press. With no class of readers does the popular 
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Library sink deeper and take stronger hold than with the youth of 
both sexes. In securing attention of all degrees of intellectual and 
moral culture of the various ages either capable of reading or of under- 
standing the purport of what is read to them, books for tender age and 
for those in process of formation of character have taken as wide a 
range as those destined for the amusement and gratification of their 
elders, covering not only the simple subjects most appropriate to early 
childhood, but wandering into the realms of the most unnatural, 
improbable, nay impossible, sensationalism and with very little, if 
any regard to the moral results produced. ‘That in certain cases these. 
results are far from desirable, and that what is called juvenile litera- 
ture, in known phases, has proved a direct incentive to crime, the 
records of more than one police court of our great cities has clearly 
established. 

This brings me to a consideration which is of great importance to 
you all in the present and future. However unpalatable it may be to 
the boy or girl, their reading should always be supervised by their 
parents or guardians. The child, or the school-boy or girl, has not 
obviously the experience which shall lead them to make judicious 
selections of reading for the companionship or amusement of their 
solitary hours. Without fearing that selections will be made ofimmoral 
or useless books, it must be remembered, while the nutriment of the 
body is to be ministered according to the physical needs of health 
and development, that such suitable sustenance and treatment is far 
more necessary to the mind. Those standing nearest to the child, 
and possessing the best knowledge of its tastes anil tendencies, 
can readily judge whether the book brought for their inspection and 
approval is one suited to the tastes and tendencies of the child, and 
calculated either to stimulate, to properly entertain, or to give morbid 
and untruthful ideas of life, its duties and responsibilities. 

But in answer to this it may be said, how can parents know what 
books children should read? In many cases the busy occupations of 
one’s daily calling, or the endless cares of a family and household, 
deprive such parent of the time necessary to obtain, by perusal of the 
book, the necessary judgment. Besides, the classes of books, especially 
for the young, are enlarging day by day. New authors constantly add 
their contributions to the great mass printed before. One may admit 
that this is a practical difficulty which must be surmounted. There is 
one way which readily suggests itself to meet this emergency. Every 
parent or guardian has within the round of their acquaintance one or 
more educated persons, familiar with the literature of the day, who 
ean always, and I have no doubt would gladly, furnish lists of authors 
whose books may be safely entrusted to the youth of both sexes, either 
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for entertainment or intellectual advancement. In every large library, 
too, there should also, be at the desk of delivery, some person of suf- 
ficient knowledge to advise and direct both parents and children. 
Remember always, that while the adult may read and forget, a 
book of engrossing interest is a fact never to be forgotten in the child’s 
life, and will contribute by unseen forces, in some near or remote 
degree, to the shaping of his destiny. 

A witty European politician, having in view the anomalous condition 
of one of the great continental empires, many years since observed, ** If 

.Austria did not exist, Austria would require to be invented.” While 
this remark was applied to Austria inno complimentary sense, it is 
easy to give to it a turn entirely suited to the experience of the past 
twenty years in the great popular uses of books. One may now say 
without dispute or questioning, that if the Free Lending Library did not 
now exist, public necessity would have required its invention. So 
largely have its inestimable privileges entered into the convenience and 
daily work of our readers and scholars, and so far has the intelligence 
of our city government enabled the Trustees of the Library to extend its 
blessings beyond our own immediate borders, that the possibility of 
ever returning to the previous condition is almost too wild for a dream. 
No book was ever printed for an author, except with the expectation 
that it was of some value, and would therefore be read. What more 
direct method to accomplish this reSult than to place it in a Library, 
where itis accessible to all, and to let readers know that it is there, 
and at their disposal for use ? 

In conclusion, we may now consider the nature of the institution 
now founded. So far as the wants of the future can be foreseen and 
prearranged, it would appear as if the Library once founded and con- 
tinued at the public expense, would then continue to perpetuity. The 
place of deposit of books might be changed, the inattention of future 
city governments might neglect or impair the annual appropriations 
for its support, but a portion of the books would still remain accessi- 
ble to those who desired. Whether, in the scientific progress of the 
ages, some other and more rapid form of intercommunication between 
mind and mind shall supersede the printed page; whether short-hand 
shall be used for books; whether some other medium for the perma- 
nent deposit of knowledge shall be discovered, — are all perhaps idle 
speculations. It is sufficient to know now that all such discoveries or 
improvements will most probably reach the intellect through the organ 
of vision, and must take such material form as will require preserva- 
tion in libraries. Of the opportunities, then, which are afforded to every 
lover of his race to do a good for all time, there is none so easy, and, 
at the same time so sure, as the foundation and endowment of a

Library. What untold and unnumbered blessings fall upon the name 
of Joshua Bates, who gave to the Boston Library its first great impulse 
by his invaluable gifts of books, and a permanent fund for their pur- 
chase! Consider also the contributions to human learning, perma- 
nently placed within reach of scholars, in the same Library, by the gen- 
erosity of Theodore Parker, of Jonathan Phillips, and of George Tick- 
nor, and of the sons of Nathaniel Bowditch. Will any of these names 
or these benefactions be forgotten so long as the Boston Library has a 
habitation and a name ? 

Here, then, is a bright nucleus of positive beneficence for the pub- 
lic-spirited inhabitants of Dorchester, over and beyond the annual sti- 
pend to be paid by the city. It is for you to make this institution the 
pride of your neighborhood. Into your hands we now commit for safe 
keeping and appropriate use a well-proportioned popular Library. In 
accomplishing these ends in such manner as shall best suit the various 
needs of your readers, it will aiso be found that in so doing the just 
expectations of the Trustees will have been satisfied, and that the Dor- 
chester Library will silently have ranged itself, with its kindred 
branches, as a daily minister to the happiness and culture of the 
people.

The Mayor next introduced the Reverend Jamrs H. 
Marans, D. D., who spoke as follows : — 


Mr. Mayor, —I cannot but commence by thanking you, in behalf of 
the citizens of this place, for your kind recognition of the many inter- 
esting associations connected with the name of Dorchester. We are 
loyal to Boston, but do not wish to forget the honors of our ancient 
town. 

Our literary achievements, of which it is natural to speak to-night, have 
not been very numerous; yet the first minister of Dorchester, Richard 
Mather, if he did not write much, wrote well; and his son Increase, 
born here, left behind him nearly a hundred volumes, some fifty or 
sixty of which are in the ‘‘ Prince Library,” under your care. Here, 
also, in later times, were born Edward Everett, our most finished 
orator, and Mr. Motley, who stands first among our living, historians. 
Dr. T. M. Harris, the former pastor of this church, sent forth sev- 
eral volumes, esteemed in their day; and his son, Dr. Harris, the natu- 
ralist, wrote essays of the highest rank in entomology; nor have we to 
go far from this spot to find one of the most popular authors in the 
field of juvenile literature. 

I hope, then, we shall be found not unworthy of the privileges 
granted to-night by the opening of this Library. I am glad we are to 
have it, and I rejoice that it is a Branch of the Boston Public Library, 
whose growth, during the twenty-two years of its history, has been so 
marvellous, whose administration has always been so wise and liberal, 
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and the success of which is a subject of interested study across the 
ocean. 

I am a lover of good books. No small share of the happiness of my 
life has been derived from them. I know no trouble which they can- 
not assuage, and no labor in which they cannot aid. 

I remember, when in college, visiting one day the library of Mr. 
Dowse, — the ‘‘ literary leather-dresser,” as we used to call him, — in 
Cambridgeport. The tradition was, that in early life, straitened in 
resources, and knowing his days must be passed in labor, he weighed 
the question whether to have a library or a wife, and deliberately chose 
the former, I cannot say he chose the best; but as I looked at his five 
thousand volumes, all of choice editions, and in most elegant binding, 
I felt that if he did not get the first blessing of life, he certainly secured 
the second. 

Fortunately, all are not thus restricted. We can have true homes, 
and libraries in them; and the room lined with books is not only the 
pleasantest and cosiest, but is that which, in its effect in shaping the 
life, has more power than all the rest. : 

What a treasure is a good book! It may be an heir-loom from the 
past; it may embalm the most precious thoughts of a master-spirit; it 
may have been molding the institutions of men for ages; it may 
have quickened to new life those who have been the teachers and 
benefactors of the world. 

The great Reformation dates from the day when Luther found a copy 
of the Bible in the convent at Erfurt. Gibbon, it is said, was drawn to 
kindred studies by the historical books in his father’s library. Goethe’s 
genius was roused and directed by hearing one read the Vicar of Wake- 
field. The boy Bowditch first awoke to his destiny as a great-mathe- 
matician, as he took up a work on Geometry, and became absorbed in 
its diagrams and demonstrations. It may be that some other ingenuous 
youth, occupying a leisure hour in the Library opened to-night, will 
be made conscious of unfolded power, and be started on a bright and 
and beneficent career. 

A word, sir, as to the character of this Library. I am glad to know 
that it contains a selection in all departments; that while fiction and 
juveniles constitute perhaps a third, other and more solid branches are 
well represented. 

I have no narrow objection to works of fiction, especially of the better 
class. They have their place for entertainment, and sometimes for in- 
struction. All I would guard against is the exclusive reading of them. 
Any single article of food is an unhealthy diet, whether for body or mind. 

We ought not to neglect those greater works, which illustrate 
science ; tell us the exciting story of man’s life in the past, his strug- 
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gles and his successes; take us with the traveller to the arctic and 
torrid zones, or amid the buried ruins of empires; teach us the won- 
ders of art, and how, by a cultivated taste, to adorn and enrich life ; 
stir us. by the lofty words and visions of prophets, orators, and poets. 

When I see a-young man or woman, turning from all these, and day 
after day, or into the night, weeping empty tears over fictitious woes, 
or palpitating over the struggling fortunes of a distressed pair, who, 
we know to a certainty, are to come out in a happy marriage at the 
end; and when I see them repeating this year in and out, I cannot help 
saying, ‘‘ Dear friends, are not your minds worthy of choicer food ? ” 

Mr. Emerson has given two noted rules: 1. Never read books till 
they are a year old. 2. Read those that are famed. I do not know 
what the publishers would say; but when we think how many books 
do not live a twelvemonth; how many:are printed, which, if the covers 
were as weak as the contents, could not stand upright on their shelves ; 
and, on the other hand, how many — more than we can find time to read 
— come with the endorsement of the ages, preserved by the ‘‘ survival 
of the fittest ;” then we see the wisdom of these precepts. 

But it is time to close. Success to our Dorchester Branch! It is 
grafted on a living stock, and is sure to flourish. May coming: genera- 
tions sit under its shade with great delight, and find its fruits sweet 
to their taste. 


Next followed Mr. Wint1am T. Apams, who was intro- 
duced by the Mayor, under the name by which he is so 
generally known, — Oliver Optic. Mr. Adams said : — 


Mr. Mayor,—Iam very glad to have you make your first official 
visit to our ward on an occasion like this, — the dedication of a Branch 
af the Public Library in our midst, — and as citizens of Dorchester, we 
give you a hearty welcome to this historic section of the city over whose 
municipal government you preside. AndIam glad, Mr. Mayor, that 
“you called our locality ‘‘ Dorchester,” without encumbering your 
speech with that awkward word ‘* District ;” for the the name is dear to 
us, and, as we cherish it, we hope to retain it, as a memorial of its his- 
toric past. 

Though not to the manor born, I have resided in Dorchester during 
the greater portion of my life, and this church has been my “religious 
home” for more than twenty-five years. I confess that it seems very 
strange to me to be introduced to an audience gathered within these 
walls by the Mayor of Boston; but the world moves on, and we should 
always be prepared for any change the future has in store for us. In 
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presenting me to this large audience, you have called me by a name, by 
which, perhaps, I am better known than by my own name. I am 
willing to acknowledge that I have written a great many stories for 
young people. And here I wish to say,— what may perhaps surprise 
some of this audience, —that I fully approve and endorse all that Mr. 
Greenough, the President of the Board of Trustees, has said in his 
very able and instructive address, in regard to a proper supervision of 
the reading of the girls and boys. It was only the other day that one 
of the ablest and most successful of the masters of the public schools in 
this part of the city told me that he did not regard the establishment of 
public libraries in our towns and cities as wholly a benefit and a bless- 
ing to the communities, for the reason that some of them supply the 
young with books of doubtful tendency. Iam glad, therefore, to know 
that the management of our public libraries, and the selection of the 
books, are in the hands of those who are fully awake to the responsi- 
bilities of their important position. 

Mr. Mayor, the mention by you of the name under which I have been 
in the habit of writing, suggests that I may now say what I had on my 
mind, but did not intend to utter on this occasion. Jn one ofthe wall pews 
which were on my left before this church was remodelled, as a teacher of 
the Sunday school connected with this parish, I hada class of boys. It is 
more than twenty-five years ago, and’ some of those boys have passed 
away from earth; but the others are now, as men of middle age, en- 
gaged in the active duties of life, J well remember how I looked into 
their faces, Sunday after Sunday, and how I endeavored to give them 
the good word that would help them safely along in their career of ex- 
istence. -I gave them the best I had to give, for I was interested in 
them. My interest made me desire to do more for them; and I thought 
I might write a story that would influence and benefit them. I had it 

‘in my mind to print it in a small pamphlet of sixty pages, and dedicate 
it to the boys of my Sunday-school class, putting all their names upon the 
page. The plot and plan of the story was clear in my mind, and the 
moral of it, which was not to be paraded in set terms, was even more 
clearly defined than the plot and plan. 

Circumstances prevented the carrying out of this purpose, and the 
story was not written at that time. Several years afterwards my pub- 
lishers, after the issue of a tolerably successful book of mine for 
grown-up people, — for I had written a great many stories, though none 
for young people, — asked me to write a juvenile. I assured them I 
could not do it; I had never attempted anything for the young. The 
publishers insisted, and finally I promised to see what I could do. I 
had but little faith in my ability in this direction, but the plot and plan 
of the story I had arranged for my Sunday-school class came back to 
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me, and I went to work upon it. The result of my effort was ‘‘ The 
Boat Club,” published about twenty years ago. 

When I began to write stories for the young I had a distinct pur- 
pose in my mind. How well I remember the books I read, unknown 
to my parents, when I was a boy. They were ‘‘ The Three Spaniards,” 
‘Alonzo and Melissa,” ‘*The Mysteries of Udolpho,” ‘‘ Rinaldo Ri- 
naldini,” ‘‘ Freemantle, the Privateersman,” and similar works, not 
often found at the present time on the shelves of the booksellers, 
though, I am sorry to say, their places have been filled with books 
hardly less pernicious. The hero of the story was a pirate, a highway- 
man, a smuggler, or bandit. He was painted in glowing colors; and 
in admiring his boldness, my sympathies were with this outlaw and 
outcast of society. These books were bad, very bad; because they 
brought the reader into sympathy with evil and wicked men.’ It 
seemed to me that stories just as interesting, just as exciting, if you 
please, could be written, without any of the evil tendencies of these 
harmful books. I have tried to do this in the stories I have written for 
young people. J have never written a story which could excite the 
love, admiration and sympathy of the reader for an evil person, a bad 
character. This has been my standard, and however others may 
regard it, I still deem it a safe one. I am willing to admit that I have 
sometimes been more ‘‘ sensational” than I now wish I had been, but 
IT have never made a hero whose moral character, or whose lack of 
high aims and purposes, could mislead the young reader. 

But, Mr. Mayor, I hope you will pardon the egotism of these 
remarks, for I did not prepare myself to say what I have said, and I 
was rather surprised into it by your mention of my book name. You 
have planted this Branch of the Public Library in the midst of an 
intelligent people, who will appreciate the good books you have 
placed on its shelves; and I trust it will be the nucleus of a much 
larger collection, which will be a blessing and a benefit to our peo- 
ple in the future. 


The last speaker was Jonn J. May, Esq., who spoke of 
his efforts, early in the history of the Branch, to secure the 
transfer to it of the books of the Dorchester Atheneum, — a 
proposition which was not assented to by the stockholders 
of that institution, — and in conclusion he expressed his strong 
faith in the future prosperity of the Branch, and in behalf of 
the citizens he thanked the Mayor for his kind reference to 
the old associations of the ancient town of Dorchester. 
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The audience now united with the children in singing “ Old 
Hundred,” and, after a benediction by the Rev. Doctor 
Mrans, gradually dispersed. 


The Branch Library was opened for the delivery of books, 
Monday, January 25, with about 3,700 volumes on the 
shelves.

By an act of the Legislature of 1873 (Chap. 340), the 
City Council was authorized to order the owners of lands 
lying within the district bounded northwesterly by Wash- 
ington street, southwesterly by Eustis street and Mall street, 
southeasterly by Albany street, and northeasterly by North- 
ampton street, to raise the grade of their lands by filling up 
the same with good materials to such permanent grade as 
might be deemed necessary by the Board of Aldermen, in 
order to secure the complete drainage thereof. In case the 
owners failed to comply with the order within six months 
after its service upon them, the City Council was required to 
raise the grade of the estates, and of the private streets, 
ways, and courts thereon, all expenses incurred thereby, ex- 
cept for filling the streets, etc., to constitute a lien upon the 
several estates. r 

On the first of September, 1873, the Board of Aldermen 
established the grade of cellars, back-yards, and vacant: lots 
at twelve feet above mean low water; and on the fifth of 
September the City Council ordered the owners to raise the 
gerade of their estates in accordance with the provisions of 
the act referred to above.

With a few exceptions the owners signified their desire to 
have the work performed by the city, it being understood 
that a more favorable contract could be made by one party 
for all the filling than by different parties for portions of it. 
At the expiration of the six months named in the statute, 
the Committee on the District — being thereto duly author- 
ized by an order of the City Council, passed the tenth day 
of March, 1874— entered into a contract with Phineas E. 
Gay, to furnish the filling necessary to raise the grade of 
the lands, as established by the Aldermen, for the sum e. 
$6.40 per square of eight cubic yards. | 

Under the provisions of the statute the city was confined in 
its action to the raising of the lands and buildings to such 
grade as would abate and prevent nuisances, and preserve the 
public health. But it was desirable that something more 
should be done, — that a permanent improvement of the terri- 
tory should be made by laying out certain streets, and 
raising them to a higher grade than the adjoining lands, so 
that they would correspond to the grade of the streets 
surrounding the district. 

As these improvements were no less for the benefit of the 
owners of estates than for the city at large, and as they could 
‘be made at much less expense, while the work of abating the 
nuisance was in progress, than they could at any other time, the 
committee invited the owners to co-operate with the city in car- 
rying them out, by releasing grade damages and giving vacant 
lands for new streets; and the extent of the improvements 
was determined by the response to this invitation. 

Satisfactory arrangements having been made with the 
abutters, the following streets were laid out by the Street 
Commissioners, upon the recommendation of the committee, 
namely : — 

Newcomb street, from Washington street to Harrison 
avenue, without expense. 
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East Lenox street, from Washington street to Fellows 
street, at an estimated expense of $39,318.95. | 

Thorndike street, from Washington street to Harrison 
avenue, at an estimated expense of $48,117.00. 

Hunneman street, from Harrison avenue to Albany street, 
at an estimated expense of $4,982.00. 

Fellows street, from Northampton street to Hunneman 
street, without expense. 

Reed street, from Northampton street to Thorndike street, 
without expense. 

For raising these streets above grade twelve the city paid 
the contractor at the rate of $7.40 per square. 

As it was necessary to raise certain buildings in order to 
fill the lands, the owners were directed by an order of the 
City Council, passed on the twenty-eighth of February, to do 
the work on or before the fifteenth of April. The buildings 
which had not been raised at that date were subsequently 
raised under contract with the city, and the expense charged 
to the estates, as authorized by law. 

The work of raising the grade of the territory was begun 
by the contractor about the first of July, and prosecuted with 
great energy up to the date of its completion, the tenth of 
December. 

The total number of cubic yards of gravel deposited on the 
district during that time amounted to 170,344, namely : —

Whereas, the City Council of the City of Boston was 
authorized by chapter three hundred and forty of the acts of 
the General Court of Massachusetts, passed in the year 1873, 
to order the owners of land in said city, situated and lying 
within the district which is bound northwesterly by Wash- 
ington street, southwesterly by Eustis street and Mall street, 
southeasterly by Albany street, and northeasterly by North- 
ampton street, or any of such owners, to raise the grade of 
their said lands, filling up the same with good materials to 
such permanent grade as may be deemed necessary by the 
Board of Aldermen in order to secure a complete drainage 
thereof, so as to abate and prevent nuisances and to preserve 
the public health of the city ; and in case the owners of any 
such lands failed to comply with the order to raise the grade 
as aforesaid within six months after the service of such no- 
tice, the City Council was authorized to raise the grade of their 
said lands and the private streets, ways and courts thereon, 
filling up the same with good materials, to the established 
grade as specified in the order, all necessary expenses 
incurred thereby to constitute a lien upon the lands filled, and 
a lien upon all buildings upon such lands, to be collected as 
provided by law for the collection of taxes upon real estate — 
and in case of land sold for taxes ; 

And, whereas, the Board of Aldermen by an order ap- 
proved the first day of September, 1873, established the 


— 
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grade of the cellars, back yards, and vacant lots of land in- 
cluded within the said district at twelve feet above mean low 
water ; 

And, whereas, in accordance with an order of the City Coun- 
cil, approved the fifth day of September, 1873, the owners 
of land situated and lying within the said district were sev- 
erally notified in the manner required by law to raise the 
grade of their lands, or such portions thereof as were below 
the grade established by the Board of Aldermen, by filling 
the same with good clean gravel, earth, or ashes ; 

And, whereas, the said owners, or certain of them, having 
failed to comply with the order within six months after its 
service upon them, the City Council, by an order approved 
the tenth day of March, 1874, enteréd into a contract with 
Phineas E. Gay for filling said lands to the grade established 
by the Board of Aldermen as aforesaid, and agreed to pay 
for said filling the sum of six dollars and forty cents for each 
square of eight cubic yards, as measured by the City 
Engineer ; 

And, whereas, under an order of the City Council, ap- 
proved the twenty-eighth day of February, 1874, the owners 
and occupants of lands situated and lying within the said 
district were severally notified and directed to raise all 
buildings and fences upon, and remove all obstacles and rub- 
bish from, their said lands, on or before the fifteenth day of 
April, 1874, so that the filling of said lands might be con- 
veniently, expeditiously, and thoroughly done, and that in 
case they neglected or refused to comply with the order, the 
city would proceed forthwith to raise said buildings and 
fences, and remove all obstacles and rubbish, the expense 
of doing which would constitute a lien upon said lands, and 
would be collected as a part of the expense of filling said 
lands, as provided by Chapter 340 of the Acts of the year 
1873: 

And, whereas, the said owners and occupants, or certain

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of them, having failed to comply with the said order of the 
twenty-eighth day of February, 1874, the City Council, 
under an order approved the seventeenth day of April, 1874, 
contracted for the raising, moving, and underpinning of such 
buildings as needed to be raised or moved to correspond to 
the established grade ; 

And, whereas, the said work of filling the lands to the es- 
tablished grade, and of raising, moving and underpinning 
certain buildings to correspond thereto, has been completed 
by the City of Boston, in accordance with the provisions ot 
law, it.is therefore hereby 

ORDERED, That the estates named in the schedule hereto 
annexed be and they are hereby respectively charged with 
the sums therein severally set against them; such sums so 
assessed being the necessary expenses incurred by the city, 
in complying with the provisions of Chapter three hundred 
and forty of the Acts of the Gerferal Court of Massachusetts, 
passed in the year 1873.

The preceding report was issued in September, 1873, 
comprising the second year of the Superintendent’s official 
term. The third year of the term ended August Ist, 1874; 
and the term of the printing contract (of three years) expired 
‘with the settlement of the bills made up to July 10, 1874. 
A new contract was made by the Printing Committee of 
1874, for the remainder of the year, (as empowered by the 
city ordinance,) to continue thereafter in force, until thirty 
days’ notice from the Printing Committee, which contract 
received the approval of the Mayor. 

The following pages review the Superintendent’s first term 
of three years ending August 1st, 1874; and the operations 
of the contract existing when his term began, and expiring 
in July, 1874; also the operations of the new contract, 
(under which the city printing is now proceeding,) for the 
six months ending January 10, 1875.

—and a largely increased amount for the money expended, 
for estimating which no data exist. The excess of expend- 
iture last year over the previous year is $5,593.35, which 
represents at least that increase in quantity for that year, as 
no increased prices have been paid. ‘The increase is suffi- 
ciently accounted for by the establishment of new District 
Courts, new Branch Libraries, and the results of annexation 
generally.

FERRY PASSES. 


On assuming his duties, the Superintendent found the 
system of printing the Ferry Passes substantially the same as 
other printing, they being counted and packed in the print- 
ing-office, with such’ precautions as were there practicable. 
Dissatisfaction ensued at the Ferry office, from the unreliable 
counting and packing, and the Superintendent transferred 
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this work to his own office, placing the work and the delivery 
under proper safeguards, corresponding with the value of the 
printed slips. 

To give greater security against thieving or counterfeiting, 
in the latter. part of 1873 a change was made in the form of 
the pass. New designs were procured, and a patented paper 
was obtained from the manufacturers made exclusively for 
the city, carefully counted and packed in cases at the mill, 
and securely stored by the Superintendent. The cases are 
delivered to the printers as passes are ordered, and the re- 
turn of every sheet sent is required, whether good or spoiled. 
The sorting, counting, packing, sealing, and delivering in the 
Superintendent’s office follows. The discrepancy between 
the manufacturer, the printers, and the count in the Super- 
intendent’s office, has thus been reduced to the minimum, 
perfect accuracy being considered practically unattainable. 
The mill proprietors write to the Superintendent, “ We have 
taken great pains to count the paper, and we can guarantee 
there is not one sheet more or less than 500 in any one pack- 
age.” Yet six cases were recently sent to the printers which 
should contain exactly 6,000 sheets. The printers counted 
the sheets, and made the total 6,019 sheets. The count in 
the strips, in packing, showed an overplus of 17 sheets and 
a fraction. The number of passes delivered on the order 
was 938,200, of the value of $15,000, the discrepancy being 
$1.88 in value between the printers and the final count of 
46,000 strips, the Ferry receiving all the surplus passes re- 
sulting from the excess in the mill count, amounting to over 
$40 in value. 

The last order executed was for 640,000 passes. The de- 
ficiency in the final count was 40 strips in 40,000 strips 
counted, which might arise from counting two for one in 40 
instances, or from a deficiency of four sheets in 4,000 in the 
mill count. The discrepancy is $10 in $10,000 of value. 

It is believed that no loss whatever ensues to the Ferry 
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from these slight discrepancies, thus reduced to an infinitesi- 
mal amount, and representing only the slight disagreements 
in repeated counts, too prolonged and difficult for perfect 
uniformity. 

The system of counting and packing in the Superinten- 
dent’s charge has reduced the cost of that work to about 
one-third its former cost, although originated for greater 
accuracy and security only, and not for economy. 


THE LATEST PRINTING CONTRACT. 


The intricate details of a general contract for printing, in 
their applicability to diversified classes of work, can be un- 
derstood only by experts in the business; and by such ex- 
perts, only after data have been preserved to enable them to 
form a correct judgment. Up to the beginning of the pres- 
~ ent contract, no such data have been kept. 

Usually, if a bookseller ras a work to print, he contracts 
for that work. In mercantile printing, each job of work is 
usually a matter of special contract. Were a contract at- 
tempted, to apply to all varieties of mercantile and book 
printing, at specified rates, in advance of orders, for several 
years’ duration, all in one instrument, it would resemble in 
character the contract for the city printing. 

When the contract which terminated last July was made 
three years previously, it was generally thought that it could 
not be fulfilled by the contractors without loss to themselves, 
and it was opposed on that ground. The first item of the 
contract, composition, applying to the type-setting for all 
book and pamphlet work, etc., was at a rate below the 
first cost to the contractors. But the contract was made 
by order of the City Council; and notwithstanding its 
specific inapplicability, in a large degree, to the city work, 
which resulted in placing a large part of the work at “cur- 


rent rates of first-class printing houses,” the contract has been 
2 
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completed, with the large saving to the city indicated in the 
preceding pages. It is fairly presumable that the printers 
have found a margin of profit in the contract, otherwise they 
‘vould hardly have sought its renewal, at as nearly the same 
rates as practicable, with essential modifications in its classi- 
fication, and adaptability to the city work. It is also well 
known that the city work has never been more satisfactorily 
done, or more creditably to the contractors. 

In adjusting the classification of the existing contract, the 
purpose was to bring the charges upon specific rates, as far 
as practicable, with such specified exceptions as designated 
work to which such rates would not reasonably apply. In 
fixing these specific rates, it became at once doubtful what 
they should be, to make the aggregate result substantially 
as before, which was the main purpose of both contracting 
parties. They were fixed as nearly to the desired basis as 
estimates of results enabled the parties to judge of the 
probabilities. The low rate for composition continued as 
before. 

The necessity of keeping an analytical record of the 
charges ensuing under the new contract, to arrive at any 
definite idea of its general results, became apparent to the 
superintendent. Seven forms of Schedules were printed, 
adapted to the contract classification. These Schedules have 
been kept for the first six months of the contract, to Jan. 
10, 1875. Every item charged has been entered in its 
appropriate column, and the aggregates show a total of 
$23,708.28. | 

The bills for the corresponding six months of the previous 
year, under the preceding contract, amounted to $26,206.88 ; 
but they comprised two extra items not in the last six 
months’ account, namely, a Public Library Class List, 
$3,225.80, and the School Report, $1,868.10; deducting 
these, the amount is $21,113.18, to compare with the last 
“ix months. On the other side, the last six months covers

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about $1.300 of work for the District Courts, and doubtless 
a considerable other additional amount of work. The con- 
clusion is therefore reasonable, that the aggregate results 
under the present contract are substantially the same as 
under the preceding one. 


A NEW PRINTING CONTRACT. 


It is not in the province of the Superintendent’s duties, to 
consider the reasons which should govern the making of any 
new contract for the city printing, — that power being pos- 
sessed by the Committee on Printing, for its official term, 
and by the City Council for any term, to be exercised at 
their discretion. | 

But some observations by the Superintendent may be 
proper, presenting some considerations tending to elucidate 
this subject, from his point of view and past experience. 

The amount paid by the city under the last contract, for 
three years, was $124,617.27. It is understood to be the 
city system, that amounts of such magnitude should be sub- 
ject to competing bids. 

It is, however, indisputable, that whenever bids in compe- 
tition shall be invited, the specifications on which they are 
based should be clear and reliable, and the comparison of 
the bids practicable, in a manner to determine their relative 
amounts. 

Under former processes of receiving bids, it is not too 
much to say, that they had but very little significance, being 
very largely inapplicable to the city work by the form of 
bids preseribed; and, further, that the examination of the 
bids had as little significance, there being no basis for 
judging of the relative amounts of work, for which specifi- 
cations existed in the forms of the bids. It was of necessity 
a mere matter of guess-work between the closer approximat- 


w ied eee ee ot } oe = 
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ing rates, as to which party was entitled to the contract as 
the lowest bidder. 

The present form of contract is an improvement on its 
predecessors; but should be somewhat modified, for re- 
newal, or for competing bids, when made or invited. While 
it continues as it is (which is only by sufferance of the Com- 
mittee on Printing), its defects are not likely to be sources 
of abuse by the present contractors, as such abuse would 
result in its speedy abrogation. 

The means for judging of the relative lowness of bids, in 
‘their aggregate amounts, exist only in the Schedules herein, 
referred to, covering the short time to which they apply. 
Whether this basis would be sufficient to give reasonable 
data for correct judgment would depend upon the closeness 
of the bids to each other, the term for which they would 
apply, and the modifications made in the form of the 
contract. 

The whole subject now remains in the control of the Print- 
ing Committee, by the city ordinance. A contract for a 
short term, or the continuance of the present contract, has 
advantages over a contract for a long term, in consequence 
of the difficulties of framing a contract perfectly applicable 
to the city work, and judging correctly of competing bids 
thereon, until further experience gives more adequate means 
for the purpose. 

The present contractors have recently removéd into a new 
building, expressly fitted up for their accommodation, and 
supplying large and ,commodious premises. It is an ad- 
vantage to the city to have its work done in so large and 
capable an establishment. 

_ In verification of the importance of contracting at specific 
rates, and of the difficulties of determining “ current rates,” 
the following is quoted from a small pamphlet entitled 
“Scale of Prices adopted by the New England Franklin Club 
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and other Master Printers of Boston and vicinity, July, 
1372 

“This Scale of Prices has been prepared with a view of 
producing a ‘ uniformity of charges’ among the printers of 
Boston and vicinity.” : 

“In examining the list in detail, it will be found that little 
more has been done than to fix a basis for estimates. It is 
impossible to prepare any list which shall include all the 
contingencies of book and pamphlet work, or do more than 
establish the principles by which the multifarious forms of 
job work should be estimated. But with the basis fixed, and 
the principles established, it is scarcely possible for any well- 
informed printer to ‘go astray in regard to correlative mat- 
ters.” 

The “Scale of Prices” specifies rates for composition, 
press-work, billheads, monthly statements, shipping re- 
ceipts and bills of lading, letter headings, note head- 
ings, Bristol cards No. 10 size, checks or receipts, letter 
circulars, billet circulars, envelopes, handbills, and _ briefs ; 
no other work being comprised in the list. To the list, 
however, is appended, “principles by which we should be 
governed in estimating the value of work,” which specifies 
rates for —

— and this is all, with the exception of the following sug- 
gestive paragraph from the introductory part: “ But it should . 
never be forgotten, even in calculating upon the smallest 
job, that there are many other elements of ‘cost’ besides 
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the mere labor of composing type, and throwing off impres- 
sions, — the services of foremen, proof-reading, make-up, 
imposition, wear and waste of material, rent, taxes, and 
what is often lost sight of, but which is quite as important 
as anything else, the personal services of thé Master.” 

These are the bases, presented by master printers in 
council, toward the establishment of more uniform current 
prices. They sufficiently illustrate the difficulties of framing 
a contract “for all the city printing,” for a term of years, 
unless such contract has a wide margin for charges at “cur- 
rent prices,” and the dangers of making any such contract, 
involving much latitude at “current prices,” so far as the in- 
terests of the city are concerned. : 

“Current prices” for printing certainly would be found, 
on trial, to be as fluctuating as current prices for binding and 
other work, which has recently been tested outside of the 
printing contract. The result of such test has shown a vari- 
ation of thirty to fifty per cent. in bids for work, in direct 
competition, on orders as large as $500 in amount.

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Burnt DIstrict. 


By an order passed by the Board of Aldermen, September 
1, 1873, the Superintendent of Streets was directed to raise 
Federal, Franklin, Congress, Pearl, Kilby, Oliver, Battery- 
march, Central, Lindall, Hawes, Water, and Milk streets to 
the grades established by the Board of Aldermen, January 2, 
1873; also to grade the streets on the Burnt District as 
widened by the Board of Street Commissioners, and to pave 
the streets on said district with small granite blocks. By 
subsequent orders wood pavement was substituted in place 
of stone on Water street, between Congress and Kilby streets, 
on Kilby street, between State and Milk streets, on Liberty 
square, Lindall-and Hawes streets. The work was attended 
with considerable difficulty, and somewhat impeded by the 
occupation of streets with materials for the erection of build- 
ings. It is now substantially completed. The unfinished 
portions of Atlantic avenue at Russia, Fort Hill, and Rowe’s 
wharves will be completed early in the spring.

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W ASHINGTON-STREET EXTENSION. 


By an order passed by the Board of Aldermen, April 3, 
1874, the Superintendent of Streets was directed to grade 
and pave Washington street, as laid out by the Board of 
Street Commissioners, from Cornhill to Haymarket square. 
The cost of this work, including the lowering of Cornhill, 

‘ and the raising of Brattle street to conform to the grade of 
Washington street, was $50,306.87. Claims for grade dam-— 
ages on these streets remain unsettled. 


RAILROAD LOCATIONS, 


June 29, 1874, the Metropolitan Railroad Company was 
authorized to lay down a single track on Washington-street 
extension, from Cornhill to Haymarket square ; also a single 
track across Haymarket square to the tracks of the Middlesex 
Railroad Company near the Boston and Maine Railroad Depot. 

August 18, 1874, the same company was. authorized to 
construct turnouts onWashington street, between Circuit and 
Cedar streets, and between Kingsbury and Thornton streets. 

December 14, 1874, the same company was authorized to ° 
lay down‘an additional track on Washington street (formerly 
Shawmut avenue), between Bartlett and School streets. 

In the month of June this company laid down a single 
track on Court street, between Tremont and Washington 
streets, under authority of a location granted by the Board 
of Aldermen in 1870. September 8, the Board of Aldermen 
restricted the use of this track to the depot line of cars. 

August 18, 1874, the locations granted to the Suffolk, Metro- 
politan and Middlesex Railroads in Dock square and Union 
street were revoked and the tracks removed. 

May 14, 1874, a temporary location was granted to the 
Middlesex Railroad on State and Devonshire streets. 

June 29, 1874, this company was authorized to lay down a 
single track on Washington street, between Cornhill and

August 3, 1874, the same company was authorized to enter

December 21, 1874, the same company was authorized to 
lay down an additional track on K street, between Sixth and 
Seventh streets ; also a double track on Sixth street between 
K and P streets, and on P street between Sixth and Fourth 
streets. 

April 27, 1874, the Highland Street Railway Company was 
authorized to lay down a double track on Blue Hill avenue, 
between Dudley and Waverley streets: also to enter and use 
with its horses and cars the tracks of the Metropolitan Rail- 
road on Dudley street, between Blue Hill and Mt. Pleasant 
_ avenues. 

August 3, 1874, the same company was authorized to enter 
upon and use with its horses and cars, to an extent not ex- 
ceeding twelve cars per hour, the tracks of the Metropolitan 
Railroad on Tremont and Washington streets, between

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THE CITY CHARTER. 


(The first “act establishing the City of Boston” was passed in 
the session of 1821 (chap. 110), and was approved Feb. 23, 1822. 
It was drawn by Hon. Lemuel Shaw, afterwards chief justice. 
The board of aldermen was composed of eight members and the 
common council of forty-eight. The city was divided into twelve 
wards. The annual elections were held on the second Monday in 
April, and the officers entered upon their duties on the first of 
May. The mayor and aldermen composed one board. The 
mayor had a vote in the board, but did not have the veto power. 
The executive powers of the corporation generally were vested in 
the mayor and aldermen. The citizens, at their ward meetings on 
the second Monday in April, were required to elect, by ballot, a 
number of persons to be determined by the city council, but not 
less than three in each ward, to be firewards of said city, who, 
together, were to constitute the board of firewards of the city. 
The citizens were also required to elect, at the same time, one 
person in each ward to be an overseer of the poor; and one 
person to be a member of the school committee, the persons 
chosen for members of the school committee, together with 
the mayor and aldermen, constituting the school committee for the 
city. The city council, in convention, in the month of May in 
each year, determined the number of representatives (within its 
constitutional limits) which it might be expedient for the corpora- 
tion to send to the general court. In all other respects the pro- 
visions of the charter were substantially the same as they are at 
present. 

The present charter is Chapter 448 of the Acts of the year 1854. 
It was drawn by Hon. Peleg Chandler, then city solicitor, and is 
entitled ‘‘ An Act to Revise the Charter of the City of Boston.”]

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QUTLINE OF THE PRESENT CITY GOVERNMENT. 


THE MAYOR. 


The mayor is elected by the qualified voters of the 
city on the second Tuesday of December, annually, to 
serve for a term of one year from the first Mongay in 
January. He receives a salary of $5,000 (the max- 
imum amount allowed by the charter), and has the use 
of a horse and vehicle. He is the chief executive officer 
of the corporation. On all acts of the city council, 
except on a question of convention of the two branches 
and the election of officers, and on all acts of either 
branch involving an expenditure of money, the mayor 
has the veto power. [Charter, § 47.] Where anything 
is required to be done by the mayor and aldermen 
under special statutes, the aldermen act first, and the 
mayor approves. [Ibid., § 48.] When the mayor and 
aldermen are required to do anything under general 
statutes, the board of aldermen has entire jurisdiction. 
[G. S., chap. 19, § 17.] In all cases where the mayor 
and: aldermen of Boston are required under special 
statutes to make appointments, the mayor makes the — 
appointments with the advice and consent of the alder- — 
men. [Charter, § 49.] Where appointments to office

BOARD OF ALDERMEN. 


The board of aldermen consists of twelve persons Aldermen. 
[Charter, § 2], elected by the qualified voters on a gen- 
eral ticket, on the second Tuesday of December annu- 
ally, to serve for a term of one year from the first Mon- 
day in January. [Ibid., § 19.] In case of vacancy in 
the office of mayor, the chairman of the board ‘exercises 
all the powers —except the veto power. [Ibid., § 29. ] 
The administration of police, the executive powers of 
the corporation generally, and all the powers formerly 
vested in the selectmen of the town of Boston, are 
vested in the aldermen. With certain exceptions, they 
exercise the powers of county commissioners. — | Ibid., 
§ 33.] They receive no compensation for their services.

COMMON COUNCIL. 


The common council consists of four members from common 
each ward, — except wards 17, 19, 20, 21 and 22, which °°" 
are entitled to two each,—elected by. the qualified 
voters of the ward on the second Tuesday of December, 
to serve for a term of one year from the first Monday in 
January. [Charter, § 20.] ‘hey receive no compen- 
sation.

CITY COUNCIL. 


‘The board of aldermen: and the common council, in city ecoun- 
their joint capacity, constitute the city council [Char- . 
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ter, § 2]; and all the powers formerly vested in the 
town of Boston, or in the inhabitants as a municipal 
corporation, are now vested in the mayor, aldermen and 
common council, to be exercised by concurrent vote,

CITY CLERK. 


The city clerk is elected by the mayor, aldermen and 
common council in convention, in the month of January, 


annually. [Charter, § 30.] It is his duty to keep a 


journal of the acts and proceedings of the board of alder- 
men and the city council, and he has the care and cus- 
tody of the city records. He receives a salary of 
$5,000. Under the authority of c. 32, 1869, the 
city council has provided, by ordinance, for the appoint- 
ment of an assistant city clerk. He is nominated by the 
city clerk, and confirmed by the board of aldermen. 
His compensation is fixed by the city clerk. 


CLERK OF COMMITTEES. 


A clerk of committees is elected annyally by concur- 
rent vote of the city council, whose duty it is to act as 
clerk of all standing or special committees of either or 
both branches of the city council not otherwise pro- 
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vided for. He receives a salary of $3,600, and has 
authority to appoint an assistant, subject.to the approval 
of the city council. 
MESSENGER. 


Under an ordinance establishing the office, a messen- Messenger. 
ger to the city council is elected annually by concur- 
rent vote of the two branches. He receives a salary 
of $2,000; and is authorized to appoint assistants, sub- 
ject to the approval of the city council. 


PRINTING AND STATIONERY. 


' The mayor is required, by ordinance, to appoint, Printing 
and station- 


with the advice and consent of the joint standing com- ,., 


mittee of the city council on printing, a superintendent 
of printing, to hold office for three years. The com- 
mittee on printing is appointed annually, and consists 
of two aldermen and three councilmen. It has author- 
ity to contract for the city printing, subject to the ap- 
proval of the mayor. The superintendent of printing 
has the general supervision of the city printing, and pur- 
chases all the stock required. He also purchases, under 
the direction of the committee on printing, all the sta- 
tionery required for the city council and the several de- 
partments of the city government. 


LAW DEPARTMENT. 


The law department of the city is established by ordi- Law dep't. 
nance. <A city solicitor is elected annually by concurrent 
vote of the city council. He receives a salary of $6,000 
per annum. Four assistant solicitors are appointed 
annually by the mayor, with the advice and consent of 
the committee of the city council on ordinances. The 
city solicitor is authorized to appoint a clerk. 
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FINANCE DEPARTMENT. 


The city and county treasurer is elected annually in 
the month of May by the city council in convention. 
[Charter, § 42.] He is also the collector of taxes, and 
is empowered to substitute and appoint under him such 
and so many deputies or assistants as the service may be

receives a salary of $5,000.

A board of commissioners on the sinking funds for the 
redemption or payment of the city debt is established by 
ordinance, consisting of the mayor, the city treasurer, 
the auditor of accounts, the chairman of the committee 
on finance on the part of the common council, ex officiis, 
and two persons chosen from the citizens at large by 
concurrent vote of the city council, to serve for two 
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years each; one being elected annually. The mayor is 
chairman of the board, and the auditor, secretary. The 
members chosen from the citizens at large serve without 
compensation. 


ASSESSORS OF TAXES. 


The city council has authority under the charter [§§ 36 Assessment 
of taxes. 
-—37]| to lay and assess taxes, and to elect such asses- 
sors and assistant assessors as may be needful, or pro- 
vide for the appointment or election of them, or any of 
them, by the mayor and aldermen, or by the citizens, as 
in their judgment may be most conducive to the public 
good. The ordinance now in force concerning the 
assessment and collection of taxes provides for the 
appointment, at the beginning of each municipal year, of 
a joint standing committee on the assessors’ department, 
consisting of three aldermen and five councilmen, who 

ave the general care and supervision of the assessors:

council in January or February, annually, suitable can- 
didates for the offices of assessors and assistants. 

In February, annually, the city council elect by con- Assessors of 
current vote five assessors of taxes, one first assistant “** 
assessor for each assessment district, and one second 
assistant for each district, the number of districts 
into which the city shall be divided being determined 
annually by the board of five assessors, with the approval 
of the committee of the city council. ‘The five assessors 
organize as a board by the appointment of a chairman 
and secretary from their own number. ALI the powers 
of assessors under the statutes are vested in this board. 
The assessors and the first and second assistants (now 
numbering seventy-one persons) also organize as a board, 
and after obtaining information in regard to the number 
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of polls, and the amount and value of the real property in 
the several districts to which they are assigned, they sit 
as a “dooming board.” The first assistants are elected 
without regard to the section of the city in which they 
reside. The second assistants are required to be residents 
of the ward in which the district from which they are 
elected is located. A clerk is appointed by the board of 
five assessors to accompany the assessors in each district 
and make up the records. The compensation of these 
clerks is fixed by the committee of the city council. The 
compensation of the assessors and assistants is fixed by 
city council from time to time. The assessors receive 
$3,000 each per annum; the first assistants $7.00 per 
diem while on street duty, and $400 for attendance on the 
dooming board; the second assistants $6.00 per diem 
on street duty, and $350 for services in the dooming board.

POLICE DEPARTMENT AND MATTERS CONNECTED

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Under the Gen. Stats. [c. 19, § 14] the mayor and 
aldermen have authority to make rules and regulations 
in regard to carriages and vehicles used either wholly or 
in part in the city. Under rules and regulations of the 
aldermen, the mayor appoints annually, in February, 
with the approval of the board of aldermen, a superin- 
tendent of hacks, with police powers, whose duty it is to 
enforce, under the direction of the committee on licenses 
of the board of aldermen, the rules and regulations in 
relation to hackney carriages. In all matters relating to 
police business the superintendent is subject to the di- 
rection of the chief of police. He receives a salary of 
$4 00 per diem. 

The mayor appoints annually, in the same manner, a 
superintendent of wagons, who, under the direction of 
the committee on licenses, keeps an account of all li- 
censed wagons, etc., and enforces the rules and regula- 
tions in relation to them. He is also subject to the di- 
rection of the chief of police. Salary, $4.00 per diem ; 
and there is an assistant who receives $3.50 per diem. 

Under the provisions of a general statute [1862, c. 205] 
cities and towns aré authorized to provide by ordinance 
for the regulation of dealers in second-hand articles. 
The city council has provided by ordinance that no per- 
son shall deal in second-hand articles, junk, etc., without 
a license. 

Under the provisions of the Gen. Stats. [c. 88, § 28] 
the mayor and aldermen are authorized to license per- 
sons to carry on the business of pawnbrokers. 

Under the rules and regulations of the aldermen, the 
mayor appoints annually, with the approval of the hoard 
of aldermen, a superintendent of pawnbrokerage, with 
police powers. Under the direction of the committee on 
licenses, he has the general supervision of all matters re-

In the perform- 
ance of their duties they are subject at all times to the 
authority, control and direction of the board of aldermen. 
West Boston bridge and Cragie’s bridge are under the 
care and superintendence of two commissioners, one ap- 
pointed by the mayor of Boston and one by Cambridge. 
The board of aldermen has the authority to appoint on the 
part of Boston the superintendents of all other bridges which 
are in part only controlled and maintained by this city. 


SEWER DEPARTMENT. 


By a general statute [1869, c. 111] the board of 
aldermen have power to lay, make, and maintain all such 
main drains, or common sewers, as they shall judge to 
be ‘necessary for the public convenience or the public 
health. By ordinance, a superintendent of common sew- 
ers is elected annually in February, by concurrent vote 
of the city council. Under the direction of the board of 
aldermen, he has the general supervision of all common 


‘sewers, and has charge of the building and repairs of the 


same. He receives a salary of $3,300. 


LAMP DEPARTMENT. 


The board of aldermen are authorized by special stat- 
ute [1825, c. 3] to set up, and affix street lamps, and 
make rules respecting the same. The mayor is author- 
ized by ordinance, to appoint annually, in February, a 
superintendent of lamps, who shall perform such services 
in connection with the lamp department as the mayor, or 
the board of aldermen, or any committee thereof, or the 


. 
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city council, by ordinance, may direct. He receives a 
salary of $3,300. 


WATER DEPARTMENT. * 


A supply of water was furnished originally through We. 
the agency of three commissioners, appointed by the city 
council, under the provisions of a special statute. [1846, 
¢. 167.] After the work which they were authorized to 
do in constructing aqueducts, dams, and reservoirs, and 
distributing the water throughout the city, was completed, 
the act provided that their powers were to be exercised 
by the city, — to be carried into effect by such agents, — 
officers, and servants as the city council should from time 
to time appoint. In subsequent acts of the legislature, 
authorizing the enlargement of the works, the city is 
authorized to act “by and through the agency of the 
Cochituate water board, established therein, or by and 
through any other agency which shall be established 
therefor by the city council,” except that in the acts 
[1871, c. 185; 1872, c. 177] authorizing the laying of 
new main pipes and the taking of the waters of Sudbury 
river and Farm pond, the city is authorized to act only 
“by and through the agency of the Cochituate water 
board.” The water board, as established by ordinance, 
consists of seven persons, elected by concurrent vote of 
the city council; namely, one alderman, and two coun- 
cilmen, to serve for one year each, and four citizens at 
large, to serve for two years each, two being elected 
each year. The board, thus constituted, is authorized 
to exercise all the powers vested in the city council in 
relation to the introduction and distribution of water, so 
far as the same can be legally delegated. The power to 
establish water rates cannot be delegated by the city 


council. ‘The members receive no compensation for their 
4 
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services. All subordinate officers connected with this 
department, except the water registrar and city engineer, 
are appointed by the water board. 

A water registrar is elected annually in February, by 
concurrent vote of the city council. Under the direction 
and control of the water board, he assesses the water- 
rates according to the tariff established by the city coun- 
cil. He receives a salary of $3,000. 

By the annexation of Charlestown, the Mystic water 
board (consisting of one member of the board of alder- 
men, one member of the common council, elected annu- 


ally, and three citizens at large elected for a term of 


three years each) was placed under the direction of the 
city council of Boston, to be continued as a separate 
organization until the city council should determine to 
unite it with the water board of Boston. [See stat. 
1874, c. 179. ] | 

The city engineer’s department is under the care and 
supervision of a joint committee of the city council, con- 
sisting of two aldermen and three councilmen. ‘The city 
engineer is chosen annually in February, by concurrent 
vote of the city council. He performs all such services 
for the city as properly come under the direction of a 
eivil engineer. He has charge (under the direction of 
the water board) of Lake Cochituate, the aqueducts, 
lands, reservoirs and other works and property connected 
with the water works. He receives a salary of $5,000. 

The board of aldermen is required by ordinance to 
keep wells belonging to the city supplied with suitable 
pumps, and to assess the cost of the pumps and the 
expense of keeping them in repair upon the persons 


owning or occupying real estate in the vicinity who use 
the same. 
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HEALTH DEPARTMENT, AND MATTERS CONNECTED THERE- 
WITH. 


Under the authority of section 40 of the city charter, Health 
the city council has by ordinance established a board of ane 
health, consisting of three persons, appointed by the 
mayor, with the approval of the city council, to serve 
for a term of three years from the first Monday in May 
following their appointment, one to be appointed annu- 
ally. The board thus constituted, exercises all the 
powers vested in, and performs all the duties prescribed 
to, the city council or the board of aldermen as a 
board of health. The members of the board receive a 
salary of $4,000 each. The superintendent of health, 
the city physician and the port physician are appointed 
annually by the board of health, with the approval of 
_the‘mayor. ‘Their salaries are fixed by the city council, 
as follows: superintendent of health, $3,300; city 
physician, $3,000; port physician, $1,000. 

The board of health has the care and custody of all Butal- 
the burying-grounds in the city, and the superintendence ee 
of burials. It also has charge of small-pox hospitals. — 

The city registrar of births, marriages and deaths is City regis- 
elected annually in February, by concurrent vote of the ion 
city council.

A joint standing committee of the city council, con- Committee 
sisting of two aldermen and three councilmen, is oy ee 
appointed annually in January, whose duty, as defined 
by ordinance, is to examine as often as once a month the 
records.and accounts of the board of health, and to 


control all the expenditures on account of the city teams,

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city stables, cleaning of cesspools and streets, the collec- 
tion of offal and ashes, and the employment of the 
laborers required therefor; the work of cleaning the 
cesspools and streets, and collecting ashes and offal to 
be performed to the satisfaction of the board of health. 

Under the provisions of a special statute [1869, c. 
369], the board of aldermen grant licenses for the erec- 
tion and occupation of stables. 

There are eighteen bathing-houses located in different 
sections of the city, of which a joint standing commit- 
tee of the city council, consisting of three aldermen 
and five councilmen, has the general care and. manage- 
ment. The committee is appointed under the joint 
rules of the city council, and derives its authority from 
orders of the city council passed from time to time. 

The city is required to provide one or more suitable 
places for the interment of persons dying within’ its 
limits. [G. S. 28,§ 4.] The board of health is author- 
ized to make regulations in relation to the grounds and 
interments.. [Ibid., § 6.] Under the ordinance relat- 
ing to the public health, the board has the care and 
custody of all burying-grounds in the city. [§ 28.] 

Under the authority of a special act of the legislature 
[1849, c. 150], the city purchased Mount Hope ceme- 
tery, and provided by ordinance for the election of a 
board of trustees (consisting of one aldermen and two 
councilmen, elected annually by concurrent vote of the 
city council, and four citizens at large, elected for two 
years each, two being elected annually), to have the care 
and management of the cemetery. The trustees have 
control of all appropriations made by the city council, 
for the care of the cemetery, and also of all receipts 
from the sale of lots. They serve without compen- 
sation. 
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The city council elects annually, by concurrent vote, Cedar 
Grove cem- 


one commissioner of Cedar Grove cemetery, to serve for aie 


a term of five years. The duties of the commissioners 
are defined by chap. 68 of the acts of the year 1868. 
They serve without compensation. 

The mayor is required to appoint annually, with the ee ot 
approval of the aldermen, an inspector of milk. His ~ 
duties are defined by statutes. His compensation, pay- 
able from the city treasury, is fixed by the aldermen.

FIRE DEPARTMENT. 


Under the authority of a special statute [1850, c. 262], Fire dep't. 
the city council has by ordinance established a. fire 
department, consisting of a board of three fire commission- 
ers, a chief engineer, a superintendent of fire alarms, 
and other officers and members. The fire commissioners 
are appointed .by the mayor, with the approval of the 
city council, to serve for a term of three years each, from 
the first Monday in May following their appointment, one 
to be appointed annually. The duty of extinguishing 
fires, and protecting life and property in case of fire, is 
intrusted to the board; and it is authorized to appoint 
and discharge all other officers and members of the de- 
partment, and fix their compensation ; purchase horses, 
steam-engines, and all other apparatus necessary for the 
complete equipment of the force; but the expenditures 
shall not exceed the amount previously appropriated by 
the city council for the maintenance of the department. 
The records and accounts of the commissioners are ex- 
amined once a month by a joint committee of the city 
council. 

The engineer of a fire department, in command at a Demolition 
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fire, has the sole power to pull down or demolish build- 


ings. [1373, c. 201.] 

The officers and men of the fire department of Boston, 
with the engines and apparatus thereof, have the right of - 
way while going to a fire through any street, etc., of the 
city, subject to such rules and regulations as the city 
council may prescribe. [1873, c. 374. ] 

The city council is authorized to appropriate a sum not 
exceeding $3,000 annually, for the relief of firemen dis- 
abled and of .the families of firemen killed in the service 


‘of the city. [1873, c. 258. | 


The department for the survey and inspection of 
buildings is an executive department, established by 
special statute. [1871, c. 280.] The chief officer is 
called the inspector of buildings. He is appointed by 
the mayor, subject to the confirmation of the city council, 
for a term of three years. The subordinate officers con- 
sist of a clerk, and such number of assistant inspectors 
as the city council may determine, all of whom are ap- 
pointed by the chief officer, with the approval of the 
mayor, for a term of two years each. No building can 
be erected in any part of the city without a permit being 
first obtained from the inspector. The chief officer re- 
ceives a salary of $3,000 per annnm, the clerk $2,000, 
and the assistants $1,500 each. 

Licenses for setting up and using stationary engines 
are granted by the board of aldermen. [G.S., c. 88, 
§ 33; 1862, c. 74; 1872, c. 3871, § 18.] 

The mayor is authorized by statute [1869, c. 152] to 
appoint, under certain conditions, with the approval of 
the aldermen, inspectors of petroleum, earth rock oil, or 
any of their products. The duties of inspectors are de- 
fined by statute. They are paid by fees fixed by the 
board of aldermen. 
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The city council is authorized by statutes [1869, ¢. Regula. 
F x Pe See es : ; _1 tions for 
152, § 9; G.S. 88, § 51] to make regulations in regard Begonias 
to the keeping, storing, selling, etc., of petroleum, ae 
eum, ete, 
camphene, ete. 


The chief engineer is required by ordinance to examine Storage of

oils or fluids are kept, and report to the aldermen whether 
licenses should be granted. 

The chief engineer of the fire department, or the sec ae 
secretary of the board of engineers, is authorized by 
statute [1853, c. 154] to license the sale of fireworks. 
under rules and regulations established by the board of 

‘engineers. ‘ 

The engineers of the city are authorized by statute ae 
[1833, c. 151] to grant licenses for keeping, selling and 
transporting gunpowder within the city, and may estab- 
lish regulations in regard to transportation. 

The fire engineers may license persons to roast cocoa Roasting

for the purpose of manufacturing the same into chocolate.

The board of aldermen are authorized, by ordinance, maa — 
to issue licenses for making fires in streets, squares, etc., ete, 
and on wharves; also for erecting, making or firing 
brick-kilns and lime-kilns. 


PUBLIC BUILDINGS. 


The school-houses and other public buildings of the ae 
city (with certain exceptions) are placed by ordinance pe 
under the care and custody of a joint standing committee 
of the city council, consisting of three aldermen and five 
councilmen. 

A superintendent of public buildings is elected annu- Spt public 


a" ., buildings. 
ally, in February, by concurrent vote of the city council. 
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He acts under the direction of the joint committee in 
taking care of the city hall, school-houses, fire-stations, 
police-stations and ward-rooms ; and, under:-the direction 
of a committee of the aldermen, in taking care of county 
buildings. Salary, $3,500 per annum. 

All county buildings in Suffolk county are provided 
at the expense of the city of Boston, and are under the 
care and control of the board of aldermen as county 
commissioners. [G. 5.17, § 16.] 

A superintendent of Faneuil Hall market is by ordi- 
nance appointed annually, in February, by the mayor, 
with the approval of the aldermen. He has, subject to 
the control of the aldermen, the care and superintend- 
ence of the market. Salary, $2,500. 

The mayor is authorized by ordinance to appoint an- 
nually, with the approval of the aldermen, a superin- 
tendent of Faneuil Hall.. He has the care of the hall 
and the rooms connected therewith, and attends to the 
admission of visitors. Salary, $500.} 


EAST BOSTON FERRIES. 


Under the provisions of the act incorporating the East 
Boston Ferry company [1852, ¢. 244] the city pur- 
chased in 1870 the franchise and property of the com- 
pany, and has operated the ferry since under the man- 
agement of a board of directors established by ordinance. 
The board consists of one alderman and two councilmen, 
elected annually by concurrent vote of the city council, 
and four citizens at large elected in the same manner, 
to serve for two years each; two being elected each 
year. They serve without compensation. The rates of 
toll are established by the board of aldermen. 


' The mayor has latterly appointed the superintendent of F. H. mar- 
ket to aet as superintendent of Faneuil Hall. 
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PUBLIC LANDS. 


The care and management of the public lands belong- bey 
ing to the city, so far as relates to the improvement, 
' sale and disposal of the same, are placed by ordinance 
in the hands of a joint standing committee of the city 
council, consisting of three aldermen and five council- 
men. The acts of the committee are subject to ap- 
proval by the mayor. A superintendent of public lands 
is elected annually by concurrent vote of the city coun- 
cil. He performs his duties under the direction of the 


committee on public lands. Salary, $1,800. 


MILTON LANDING—PLACE. 


The city council elects annually, under the provisions Commis- 
of chap. 117 of the acts of the year 1835, three per- re 
sons, who, with three persons chosen by the inhabitants Pe. 
of Milton, constitute a board of commissioners on the 
public landing-place in Milton. They serve without 


compensation. 


PUBLIC INSTITUTIONS. 


The board of aldermen, among other powers and du- Jails. 
ties of Shee commissioners, have authority to provide 
jails. [G.S.17, § 16.] » The sheriff has the custody, 
rule and charge of the jail. [G.S. 178, § 19.] 

Under the authority of chap. 35 of the acts of the Directors 
year 1857 the city council elects by concurrent vote yan 
board of directors for public institutions, consisting of ™* 
one alderman and two councilmen, elected annually, and 
nine citizens at large, elected to serve for three years 
each; three being elected annually. The directors have 
charge of the House of Correction, the House of In- 
dustry and Reformation, the Lunatic Hospital and the 
Almshouse. Their duties are defined by statutes and 
ordinances. They serve without compensation. 
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The keepers and superintendents of the institutions 
are appointed by the directors, and their compensation is 
fixed by the city council. 

The city hospital, for the relief of poor persons dur- 
ing temporary sickness, established under the authority 
of a special act of the legislature [1858, c. 113], is 
managed by a board of trustees, whose duties are de- 
fined by ordinance. The board consists of one alder- 
man and two councilmen, elected annually by concurrent 
vote of the city council, and six citizens at large, elected 
in the same manner, to serve for three years each — ‘two 
being elected annually. They serve without compensa- 
tion. — | | 

Under the provisions of a special act of the legisla- 
ture [1864, c. 128], the overseers of the poor are 
elected by concurrent vote of the city council. The 
board consists of twelve persons, elected to serve for 
three years each — four being elected each year. They 
serve without compensation. 

The city is authorized to erect or provide a work- 
house or almshouse for the employment and support of 
poor and indigent persons who are maintained by or 
receive alms from the city. [G.8.,c¢.22,§ 1.] Di- 
rectors may be chosen to have the inspection and goy- 
ernment thereof; when not chosen, overseers of poor to 
be directors. [Ibid., § 3.]? 


SCHOOL COMMITTEE. 

The school committee consists of the mayor, the 
president of the common council, and six persons from 
each ward (except wards 19, 20, 21 and 22, which are 
entitled to three each), elected on the second Tuesday 

* Under the present arrangements the paupers are sent to Deer Isl- 


and or Rainsford Island, and are under the charge of the directors for 
public institutions. 
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of December by the qualified voters of the ward, to 
serve for a term of three years from the second Monday 
in January —one-third of the whole number to be 
elected each year. The mayor is president of the board. 
With the exception of the mayor, the members serve 
without compensation. The board has the care and 
management of the public schools; elects a secretary, 
a superintendent of schools, and all such instructors as 
they deem proper. The city council locates and builds 
the school-houses, and provides all the funds for main- 
taining the schools. 


PUBLIC LIBRARY. 

Under a special act of the legislature [1853, c. 38], 
the city council has established a public library, and 
provided by ordinance for its care and maintenance by a 
board of trustees, consisting of one alderman and two 
councilmen, elected annually by concurrent vote of the 
city council, and six citizens at large, elected to serve 
for three years each—two being elected each year. 
They serve without compensation. ‘They appoint a su- 
perintendent, whose salary is fixed by the city council. 


PUBLIC GROUNDS. 

The care and custody of the common, public garden, 
public squares and fountains of the city are vested by ordi- 
nance in a joint standing committee of the city council, 
consisting of three aldermen and five councilmen. A 
superintendent of the common and public grounds 
is elected annually, in February, by concurrent vote 
of the city council. Under the direction and control 
of the city council, or a joint committee thereof, he 
has the care and superintendence of the common, public 
garden, and all the public squares and enclosures belong- 
ing to the city, and also the trees in the streets of the 
city. His salary is $2,500 per annum. 
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OFFICERS PAID BY FEES. 


The mayor is authorized, by chap. 49, § 65, of the 
General Statutes, to appoint, with the approval of the 
aldermen, measurers of grain, who are paid by fees pre- 
scribed by the aldermen. 

Under the authority of chap. 49, § 145, of the General 
Statutes, the mayor and aldermen have established regu- 
lations in relation to the survey and admeasurement of 
marble, soapstone, and freestone. The mayor appoints 
annually, with the approval of the aldermen, surveyors 
of marble, etc., who are paid by fees. ' 

The mayor is required to appoint, upon the request of 
two or more citizens, and with the approval of the alder- 
men, measurers of upper leather, whose duties are defined 
by statutes; and who are paid by fees fixed by statutes. 
[G. S. 49, §§ 108-114. ] 

Inspectors of lime are chosen annually by the city 
council. Their duties, and the amount of compensation 
which they are authorized to receive, are fixed by the 
statutes. [G. S. 49, §§ 118-125.] 

The. mayor is authorized by statute to appoint, with 
the approval of the aldermen, weighers of coal (1870, ec. 
205) ; and by ordinance he is authorized to appoint, with 
like approval, measurers of wood and bark. 

Under the provisions of chap. 49, § 84, of the General 
Statutes, the city council appoints annually two viewers — 
and cullers of hoops and staves. The fees which they 


receive for their services are fixed by statute. : 
Under the provisions of §§ 72, 73, c. 49, G. S., the 
city council has, by ordinance, authorized the board of 
aldermen to establish public scales, for the weighing of 
hay, and other articles; and the mayor, with the advice 
and consent of the aldermen, is required to appoint suit-

able persons to have the superintendence of the same. 
These officers are paid by fees fixed by ordinance. 

Under the provisions of § 31, c. 18, G. S., the city Fence 
council appoints annually a number of persons to perform cag 
the duties of fence-viewers.

Under the provisions of § 20, c. 25, G.S., the city Ficl- 
council appoints annually, anumber of persons to perform ace 
the duties of field-drivers and pound-keepers.

REGISTRARS OF VOTERS. 


Under the provisions of chap. 60, acts of 1874, the Registrars 
mayor and aldermen appoint three persons to constitute cela ts 
a board of registrars of voters. The registrars perform 
all the duties in relation to the preparation of voting lists 
heretofore performed by the board of aldermen. They 


receive a salary of $2,500 each per annum. 


WARD OFFICERS. 


One warden, one clerk and five inspectors of elections Ward oft- 
shall be elected by the qualified voters in each ward, on “"” 
the second Tuesday in December annually, to serve for one 
year. It is the duty of the ward officers to preside at all 
national; state and municipal elections, held in the sev- 
eral wards, and make returns of the same. They receive, 
by vote of the city council, $5.00 for each day’s service. 

The city council is authorized to make a new division Wards. 
of wards in the city once in ten years. [1865, c. 7.] 


MISCELLANEOUS MATTERS. 


The boundary lines between this city and the adjoining Boundaries, 
cities and towns are perambulated, and the marks re- 


newed, once in every five years by thealdermen.

In consultation with the city solicitor, the 
committee has authority to take measures for the defence 
of the city, in suits at law for the recovery of any 
alleged claim. 

A committee of the city council is authorized by ordi-

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government, except the institutions at South Boston and — 
Deer Island, and the city hospital. The committee is 
authorized to designate a weigher or measurer of the fuel, 
and the superintendent of public buildings is required to 
attend to the delivery and reception of it.

Sm, — Conforming to the requirements of the Ordinance 
in relation to Finance, I have the honor of submitting to’ 
the City Council the accompanying estimates of the amount

for the financial year 1875-76, commencing May 1, 1875, 
and terminating April 30,1876. The financial year em- 
braces the Auditor’s draft payable May Ist, the date of its 
commencement. The amount for State tax is omitted from 
the estimates this year, as it was from the appropriation and 
tax levy order of last year, for the reason that the Legislature 
of the State pass upon the amount to be taxed so late in the 
session that it cannot be embraced with accuracy in the esti- 
mates. The tax levied by the State the Assessors are 
required to raise by special requisition. The amount paid 
last year by Boston, on account of State Tax, was $802,120, 
and it will probably be the same the present year. 

The calculations for Interest and Premium, and for the 
County of Suffolk, are made close, and the estimates of the

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several departments have undergone careful scrutiny by 
committees, in some instances reduced by them, and seem to 
bear evidence of being based upon the actual wants and re- 
quirements of the various departments, without requiring any 
additions to them during the year; and those having charge | 
of each appropriation should have this fact constantly in view, 
as it is very important, as the estimates of many departments 
are more general than usual, that nothing should be under- 
taken which the appropriation to which it is chargeable cannot 
meet. Strict accountability in this respect should be adhered 
to. The rules of the City Council adopted this year are also 
very explicit that no expenditure shall be made not contem- 
plated at the time the appropriation was made, without the 
sanction of the City Council first being obtained therefor and 
provision made for the same. , 

It is a source of congratulation that in meeting the actual 
wants of the municipality, and avoiding the borrowing of 
money for other than for the additional supply of water, ex- 
tension of the water-works, and extensive and costly street 
improvements, the tax per each thousand dollars will be 
largely reduced from last year, as will be seen.

The amount that can be added by the Assessors, by author- 
ity of Section 82, Chapter 11, of the General Statutes, for abate- 
ments, etc., must not exceed five per centum. The amount that 
was added last year was 4,77, per cent. During the last forty 
years, with a single exception, the taxable valuation has shown 
an annual increase. The valuation of 1860 was $276,861,000. 
The causes that compelled areduction to $275,760,100, in 1861, 
although comparatively a small one, are too obvious to require 
comment. In view of the depression of business, which has 
now continued for many months over the whole country, the 
year 1875 must be an exceptional year. Certain classes of 
property have unquestionably decreased in value, and must be 
assessed at a lower rate. But, on the other hand, the books 
of the department for the Inspection of Buildings show that 
$16,797,735 have been, during the past year, expended in 
the construction of new buildings. Taking the valuation of 


a 
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1874, $798,755,050, and assuming that the valuation of 1875 
can be safely placed at say $800,000,000, the rate of taxation 
upon the estimates submitted will, in my opinion, be less 
than $14 per each one thousand dollars, a material reduction. 
from the rate ($15.60 per thousand) levied last year, and 
about the average rate for the last eleven years, $13.83. 

The Auditor’s and Treasurer’s departments have been 
placed as regular standing appropriations, the expenses in- 
curred by these departments having heretofore been charged 
. to the appropriations for Salaries and Printing and Stationery. 
The appropriations asked for the latter purposes have in con- 
sequence been reduced. The establishment of four Munici- 
pal District Courts and the rearrangement of papers in the 
Probate Court, cause an increase in the appropriation for the 
County of Suffolk. The Board of Directors for Public In- 
stitutions require $29,400 additional for the current expenses 
of the several institutions, and an appropriation of $40,000 
for anew steamboat, and $16,500 for a new wharf at Rains- 
ford Island, which the Committee on Public Institutions of 
the City Council approved, but they rejected an application 
of the Board for $45,000 for a new building for truants 
at Deer. Island. The total of excess for this Board over 
that required last year is $60,400. The communications 
from the Board are referred to for information respecting the 
new appropriations asked for. The amount forthe Lamp Depart- 
ment is increased $56,000, for increasing the number of lamps, 
principally in the outlying wards. for the care, cleaning 
and repairing of the school-houses, the amount shows an in- 
crease of $21,000; and for the like purposes for Public Build- 
ings, $23,000. The Overseers of the Poor’s requisition is 
$40,975 in excess of last year, principally caused by the 
alteration of the settlement law by the Legislature of 1874. 
The appropriation for Annuities is not continued, as the three 
amounts heretofore charged to the same will be paid, two 
from the appropriation for Widening Streets and one from 
that for Incidental Expenses.

- The principal losses in the Income account are $50,000 
from Sewers, and $20,000 from the East Boston Ferries. 
The amount asked for the Ferries is $24,900 less than last year. 
In relation to the large loss of income from the Sewer De- 
partment compared with the estimate of last year, the Super- 
intendent of Sewers in his annual report to the City Council 
says :— 

‘¢ While the amount expended for sewers the past year is as large as 
usual, the amount of assessments levied has been only about one-half 
that of 1873, and this disparity will increase unless some change can be 
effected in the law and ordinance now governing assessments. The 
statute prescribes that the cost of a sewer shall be proportioned upon 
the persons who receive benefit therefrom, and the ordinance directs that 
the benefit shall be, practically, in proportion to the value of the abut- 
ting land. Where the sewers throughout a section are of nearly the 
same size and cost of construction, and each abuttor is assessed for his 
proportion of the cost of the sewer opposite his property at the time of 
construction, it is evident that all would pay approximately alike in 
proportion to the area of their lots. But where a large district is to be 
drained by one great trunk sewer, with lateral branches constructed at 
intervals through a long series of years, it is obviously unjust to assess 
upon abutting property the cost of the large sewer, which is built for 
the future benefit of a great district, and it is impossible, under our 
present laws, to apportion any of the cost upon the property not abutting, 
but which will ultimately use it, so that the city no longer collects three- 
fourths the cost of building sewers, but hardly one-fourth. ‘The experi- 
ence of this department has also shown that benefit from sewers should. 
be assessed rather upon area than upon value of land, it generally hap- 
pening that the land of least value (by law now assessed the least) is the 
most benefited by the sewer.” 


He suggests an application to the Legislature, to enable 
the city to collect its proper proportion of the cost.

T'wo things much needed are new windows to the jail and 
a brick stable. The windows are in poor condition, but can, 
with care, be used another year. The old wooden stable is 
built on the ground without any foundation, and is not a safe 
or proper structure for the surroundings or uses. All the 
rough labor in building a stable can be furnished by prisoners 
without expense. 

On account of the expected change in the Liquor Law, 
there will be a probable decrease in receipts for fines and 
costs ; therefore the income to the County to be received at 
the Jail and Superior Court for the time above named cannot 
safely be estimated over $25,000.

In August last, the U.S. Local Inspectors of steam 
vessels gave notice that the boiler of the “Henry Morrison” 
would be condemned upon the expiration of the present cer- 
tificate, July lst, 1875. With a view of ascertaining the exact 
condition of the boat, in order to decide as to the practi- 
cability of procuring a new boiler, the Board have had a thor- 
ough survey and examination made by the United States 
Inspector and the Marine Inspector of the Boston Under- 
writers. The result of the examination is such that the 
Directors believe it to be for the best interest of the city to 
procure a new boat, rather than incur the large expense of 
repairing and refitting the “Henry Morrison.” 

Copies of the certificates of the U. S. Local Inspectors, 
both in relation to the condition of the boiler and the hull of 
the steamboat, are herewith enclosed; also a copy of the 
statement of the City Engineer in regard to the condition of 
the wharf at Rainsford Island. 

The appropriation of $45,000, for a new building at Deer 
Island, is requested for the purpose of separating the truant 
boys now sentenced to the House of Reformation, from the 
older boys who are sentenced for larceny, juvenile vagrancy 
and other crimes, for minority. The truants are sentenced 
for short terms, ranging from six months to two years. This 
class, at present, numbers one hundred and forty, or about 
one half of the number of boys now under sentence. A 
removal of these boys will relieve the overcrowded House of 
Reformation, and afford an opportunity of making a proper 
classification of the boys, which the Directors have long 
desired. The subject has been carefully considered for a 
long time, and the attention of the City Council has been 
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called to its importance in the annual reports of the Board. 
The Directors feel that the present is a favorable time to 
make this desirable change, and trust the request will receive 
the favorable consideration of the Committee on Institutions.

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examination. We find the timbers amidships for about fifty 
feet, fore and aft, on both sides abreast the engine and boiler, 
in a decayed and decaying state. 

This rot appears to be general in this locality, extending 
from the clamp (upper streak) down to the floor timber 
heads. We also found one of the engine keelsons rotten to 
some extent. | 

The deck beams appear to be generally sound, with the 
exception of that portion which rests on the gunwale, — these 
appear to be wasted away to such an extent as to impair their 
strength. This is particularly the case with the paddle- 
beams, one of. which will have to be made new. ‘To put the 
hull of the “Henry Morrison” in such condition as to war- 
rant her passing inspection for eight years (the time a new 
boiler would last), the following repairs would have to be 
made, viz.: all of the timbers on both sides amidship for 
fifty feet made new ; one new engine keelson; one new 
paddle beam. The rest of these repairs, with such as the 
opening of an old vessel usually develops, would not be less 
than seven thousand dollars ($7,000).

Sir, —I have examined the wharf at Rainsford Island, 
and make the following report concerning it. | 

My visit to the wharf ‘was timed at low water, so as to see 
as much of the piles as possible. | 

The wharf is built of spruce piles, and its value has been 
destroyed by the eating of the piles by worms. 

A large number of the piles are eaten entirely off, and, 
counting out the recent additions made in the way of repairs, 
it would be difficult to find a spruce pile more than three 
inches in diameter at low-water line. 

The caps and stringers are decayed, and not suitable for use 
in rebuilding. 

The plank covering is in the best order of any part of the 
wharf, and part of it might perhaps be used to cover a new 
wharf. 

There are a number of oak piles under the house on the 
‘wharf, which are in fair condition, and about fifty others have 
been driven around the head of the wharf. A considerable 
number of spruce piles have also been driven around the 
outer edge of the wharf, and these new piles give it the little 
strength it has. It is liable to be carried away by a storm 
at any time, and I consider its ordinary daily use to be at_ 
tended with some danger. ‘The wharf is now nearly 500 
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feet in length, and, if rebuilt, should be extended a few feet 
to gain deeper water, as I am informed that there is barely 
sufficient water now at low tide for the steamer. 

Spruce piles in this part of the habor last but a very few 
years, as they are immediately attacked by worms, and, in 
rebuilding, oak piles alone should be used. 

I estimate the cost of a new wharf, occupying the position 
of the present one and fifteen feet longer, built in the best 
manner, with oak piles, hard-pine caps and _ stringers, and 
white-pine covering at ($16,500.00) sixteen thousand five hun- 
dred dollars.

The annexed statement of the present irregularities in the | 
number of voters in the existing wards, shows, more forcibly 
than argument, the necessity of a re-division during the pres- 
ent year, the opportunity for which, under the general law, 
will not again present itself for ten years.

It will be seen by the above figures that while three wards 
have respectively 5,140, 4,627 and 3,738 legal voters, other 
three can enumerate no more than 1,151, 1,183, and 1,535. 

Our present charter limit as to number of wards being at 
most twenty-one, your committee recommended that authority 
be obtained for an increase not exceeding the limit of thirty. 
On further consideration of the subject the committee would 
recommend a still further increase in the number up to 
thirty-two, and such an amendment to the charter as shall 
provide for a representation of two members of the City 
Council and School Committee from each ward. 


The numbers of wards is of importance in two respects : — 
First, as determining the size of the Common Council and 
of the Board of School Committee, and, secondly, as affecting 
the proper distribution of the representatives to the Legisla- 
ture assigned to Boston. 

As to the first point, our charter gives four councilmen 
and six school-committee men to each ward. Owing to the 
way the five new wards (17-22) were added, the full quota 
has never been assigned. 

The Common Council consists of seventy-four members 
instead of eighty-four; the School Committee of-one hun- 


Sy 
. 
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dred and fourteen elected members, instead of one hundred 
and twenty-six. But after a re-division each ward will have 
its full quota, whatever that may be. Our present Common 
Council therefore represents only eighteen and one-half 
wards, and though the Legislature may give us power to 
increase the number, we can now only use it at the expense 
of an increase in number both of the Common Council and 
School Committee. 

For this reason, and in the belief that some increase in the 
number of wards is unavoidable, your committee can see 
but one solution of the difficulty, and that is to reduce the 
quota of officers chosen in each ward. By electing two 
councilmen from each ward we may keep the council near 
its present number, while we provide for a greater number 
of wards. By a similar amendment to the section of the 
charter in regard to school-committee men, the number of 
that board can be reduced, —a reform generally admitted to be 
desirable. 


It being thought best to reduce the number of the mem- 
-bers of the Common Council by ten members, or to sixty- 
four members in all, it is obvious that we must have twenty- 
one wards with three members each, or thirty-two wards 
with two members. The question whether or not twenty- 
one wards is enough, deserves the first consideration. ‘The 
territorial extent of the new wards, and the geographical 
position of others, render it certain that we cannot continue 
for the next ten years to provide only one polling-place in 
wards, if there are only twenty-one wards. Thus Dorches- 
ter contains 4,530 acres; West Roxbury, 6,625 acres; 
Brighton, 2,370 acres; and Roxbury, 2,100 acres, while 
Boston, in 1865, contained only 3,300 acres. Of course 
population in these extensive wards will increase around 
various centres, and it will be necessary to provide more 
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than one polling-place in a ward. But this is really to 
create new wards in most respects, and the argument is 
strong in favor of adopting a system of numerous wards 
instead of numerous precincts. 

In regard to the number of representatives in the Legis- 
lature, Boston has now forty-six members; and in the next 
decennial division this number will probably not be varied 
from to any considerable degree. It is, of course, unadvis- 
able to have as many wards as members, and your commit- 
tee deems that the number thirty-two is likely to prove as 
available as any other in making an apportionment. By the 
constitution no ward can be divided to make a representative 
district, and no district can elect over three representatives. 
It would be impossible in advance to fix upon any number ° 
which would meet every contingency of apportionment ;. and 
your committee, having unanimously fixed upon thirty-two 
wards as advisable for other reasons, can see no probable 
inconvenience in this number in this particular. 

In regard to the political advantages of large or small 
wards, your committee desires to express no opinion. Small 
wards ensure a thorough acquaintance between the delegate 
and his constituency; large wards are thought to make 
necessary a greater general prominence on the part of can- 


didates. ' 


As to the importance of action at this time, instead of 
postponement until the matter of a new city charter is pre- 
sented, your committee would express the decided opinion 
that present action is the best. The matter of a re-division 
of wards is fixed by law as occurring every tenth year. 
Unless a new charter can be passed this year by the City 
Council and the Legislature, and adopted by the people, we 
shall be unwise if we neglect the duty of this year. The 
old charter, as has been shown in the preceding remarks, 


, 
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needs revision on this point at this time, and we must pro- 
ceed on the theory that the old charter will stand for the 
present year. If we do this work now, we are safe, whether 
the new charter be accepted or not; and if it be accepted, 
we have done part of the work in advance. With the great 
number of subjects for discussion involved in any attempt to 
revise the charter generally, it will be a benefit if we can 
investigate and decide any one topic in advance. 

The proposition to postpone this decision can only be sup- 
ported on the ground that under a revised charter a smaller 
council may be preferable. But the division of wards must 
be taken in hand by July. if it is to affect this year’s muni- 
cipal election, and if a new charter is enacted before that 
time, it will be easy to give fresh instructions to your com- 
mittee. It does seem, therefore, inadvisable to neglect a duty 
which is imperative, upon the double contingency that a new 
charter will be passed before July 1st, and that it will render 
advisable a much smaller council than the present charter 
would necessitate. | 

Your committee therefore recommends the passage of the 
following order : — 


Ordered, That his Honor the Mayor be requested to 
amend his petition, now before the Legislature, so that the 
number of wards after the new census shall be fixed at 
thirty-two, with two members of the Common Council and 
two members of the Board of School Committee from each 
ward.

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The facts of the case, as I understand them, are as, 


follows : — 

The street was duly laid out by the Street Commissioners, 
with the concurrence of the City Council, in December, 
1874; but no entry has been made upon the land taken for 
the purpose of constructing the street. 

The owners of some of the lands, over which the street 
was laid, conveyed those lands to the city, upon condition 
that the street should be built. 

Certain persons subscribed to pay sums amounting in the 
aggregate to about sixty thousand dollars towards the 
expenses of building the street, provided the street should 
be laid out, graded and fitted for use on or before the first 
day of July, 1876. 

Under these circumstances, if the street shall not be built, 
and the laying out be allowed to be lost by lapse of time, 
the liability of the city, on. this account, will be, in my 
opinion : — 

1. To pay to the owners of the lands taken for the street, 
any damages they have sustained, or may sustain, by the 
taking and holding of their lands, until the laying out shall 
become void, which will be in December, 1876. 

2. To forfeit the title to the lands which were conveyed 
to the city to be used for the street. 

3. To relinquish the subscriptions made as contributions 
to the expenses of building the street.

Nratt of a New Gity Gharter.

In Boarp or ALDERMEN, March 15, 1875. 


The Joint Special Committee to which was referred the 
Report of the Commission appointed to revise the City 
Charter, beg leave to state, that they have carefully ex- 
amined the provisions of the new Charter submitted by 
the Commissioners, and would recommend certain amend- 
ments, which are embodied in the new draft appended 
hereto. 

The principal changes proposed by the committee are as 
follows : — 


» 


Secr. 3. Authorizing the City Council to divide the city 
into not less than 30 nor more than 36 wards. 

Secr. 8. Requiring the Registrars of ‘Voters to hold 
sessions in or near each ward three or more hours daily, for’ 
at least twelve days within the twenty days before a State 
election; and in addition six evening sessions of at least 
two hours each during the same period. 

Sects. 11-25 [11-19].* Providing that the warden, clerk 
and three inspectors of elections shall be chosen ,in each 
ward, or yoting district, as at present; and that three 
additional inspectors shall be appointed by the Mayor, with 
the approval of the Board of Aldermen, to serve with those 
elected. 

Secr. 25 [old charter §5]. Providing that every person 
chosen in any ward shall be furnished by the ward officers 


*The numbers enclosed in brackets refer to the sections in the draft pre- 
pared by the Commissioners. 
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with a certificate, which shall be presumptive evidence of 
the title of such person to the office therein mentioned. 

Srcr’s. 28-29 [22-23]. Fixing the terms of office of the 
Mayor and the members of the Board of Aldermen at two 
years each. 

Secor. 30 [24]. Fixing the terms of office of the Council- 
men at one year each. 

Sror. 38 [32]. Providing that a majority of the mem- 
bers of the Common Council shall constitute a quorum. 

Sxor. 42 [36]. Providing that the votes of two-thirds of 
the members present in each branch shall be sufficient to. 
pass any measure over the Mayor's veto. 

Snor. 43 [37]. Providing that the Chairman of the Bane 
of Aldermen, while acting as Mayor, shall not have a vote 
in the Board. | 

Srecr. 49 [43]. Providing that the boards, commissioners 
and officers of the city shall be subject to the orders, as well 
as to the ordinances, of the City Council. 

Striking out Section 46 of the original draft. 

Secr. 56 [51]. Providing that no money shall be paid 
out of the City Treasury unless approved by a Committee of 
the City Council. 

Sect. 59 [new]. Providing that the City Council shall 
prescribe by ordinance the manner in which, and the officers 
through whom, the fuel required for the city departments 
shall be purchased. 

Secr.°71 [66]. Striking out Section 66, and inserting 
the following: “The money which comes into the possession 
of the said commissioners [of the sinking fund], from any 
source, to add to a sinking fund, shall be invested by them in 
the particular bonds for the redemption of which said sinking 
fund was established, whenever said bonds can be bought at 
par, and accrued interest or less ; and they may invest in said 
bonds at a higher price than par and accrued interest, when- 
ever they may deem it expedient so to do. Said purchased 
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bonds shall be immediately cancelled, and the City Treasurer 
shall give in exchange therefor, registered bonds or certifi- 
cates of a like amount, payable to said commissioners and to 
no other persons, and specifying the particular fund to which 
they belong, so that said bonds or certificates cannot be ne- 
gotiated nor diverted from the particular fund of which they 
form apart. Said bonds or certificates shall be payable at 
the same time, and bear interest on the same terms, as said 
cancelled bonds. If said bonds cannot be obtained as 
above, the commissioners may invest in bonds of any of 
the New England States, bonds of the United States, or 
of any cities and towns of this Commonwealth, and in no 
other way.” 

Sect. 79 [74]. Providing that the City Council, in 
convention, shall annually choose the City Clerk. 

Secor. 83 [78]. Providing that the City Council, in con- 
vention, shall annually choose the City Treasurer. 

Striking out Sections 79 and 80 of the original draft. 

Secor. 87 [84]. Providing that the Auditor of Accounts 
shall be elected annually by concurrent vote of the City 
Council. ; 

Srecr. 88 [new]. Providing for the appointment of an 
Auditor of Accounts pro tempore, in case of vacancy in the 
office caused by death, resignation or other cause. 

Secor. 99 [95]. Providing that the Board of Examiners 
of public schools shall be appointed by the Mayor, with the 
approval of the School Committee ; and their compensation 
fixed by the School Committee. | 

Secr. 111 [107]. Providing that the members of the 
Board of Assessors shall be appointed annually by the Mayor 
with the approval of the City Council. 

Sect. 113 [109]. Providing that the division of the city 
into assessment districts shall be subject to approval by the 
City Council. 

Scr. 114 [110]. Providing that the First Assistant As- 
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sessors shall be appointed annually by the Assessors, with 
the approval of the City Council. 

Secor. 117 [113]. Providing that the Second Assistant 
Assessors shall be residents of the ward of which the assess- 
ment district for which they are appointed forms a part. 

Sects. 121-128 [117-133]. Amending the provisions re- 
lating to the Law Department, by striking out so much as 
relates to the appointment and duties of “the Counsel of the 
Corporation ;” providing that the City Solicitor shall be ap- 
pointed for a term of one year; providing for the appoint- 
ment, by the City Solicitor, of one clerk; and striking out so 
much as relates to the appointment and duties of a “Com- 
missioner of Claims.” [Sections 130 to 133, original draft. ] 

Srcr. 131 [1386]. Providing that police officers shall not 
be removed by the Mayor, except upon the recommendatio: 
of the Police Commissioners; also providing that the com- 
missioners shall prescribe the duties of the officers and mem- 
bers of the department. 

SEcT. 135 [140]. Providing that the punishment of police 
officers for violation of the rules of the department, except 
in cases of removal, shall not be subject to revision by the 
Mayor. 

Secr. 141 [146]. Providing that Superintendents of 
Licenses shall not be removed by the Mayor, except upon 
the recommendation of the Police Commissioners. 

Secor. 148 [148]. Providing that the Sealers of Weights 
and Measures shall not be removed by the Mayor, except 
upon the recommendation of the commissioners. 

Sect. 144 [149]. Providing that the Superintendent of 
Public Scales and Weighers of Hay shall not be removed 
by the Mayor, except upon the recommendation of the Police 
Commissioners. 7 

Sects. 146-165 [151-171]. Providing for the appoint- 
ment of three Street Commissioners, to have charge of lay- 
ing out, paving, grading and lighting streets, constructing 
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sewers, and building and superintending ferries and bridges ; 
also for the appointment of three Commissioners of Build- 
ings and Lands, to have charge of public buildings, public 


lands and market houses, and of the department for the 


survey and inspection of buildings. 

Sections 164, 169 and 170 of the original draft are stricken 
out. . | 

In the Water Department, Sections 174 and 177 of the 
original draft are stricken out, and Sections 178 and 179 are 
transferred to the Street Department — §§ 155 and 156. 

Secor. 181 [189]. Providing that the term of office of the 
City Registrar shall be one year. 

Sect. 182 [190]. Providing that the compensation of the 
members of the Fire Department, as fixed by the Fire Com- 
missioners, shall be subject to approval by the City Council. 

Secr. 187 [195]. Providing that the Board of Directors 
for Public Institutions shall consist of one Alderman and 
two Councilmen, elected annually by concurrent vote of the 
City Council ; and six persons appointed by the Mayor, with 


the approval of the City Council, for a term of three years 


each — two being appointed each year. 

Snot. 194 [202]. Providing that the Overseers of the 
Poor shall consist of one Alderman and two Councilmen, 
elected annually by concurrent vote of the City Council, and 
nine persons appointed by the Mayor, with the approval of 
the City Council, for a term of three years each — three 
being appointed each year. 

Secor. 199 [207]. Striking out so much as provides that 
the Overseers of the Poor shall be sole agents of the city, 
for the distribution of money, food, fuel, etc., appropriated 
by the City Council for the relief of the poor and destitute. 

Secr. 200 [208]. Providing that the Board of Trustees 
of the City Hospital shall consist of one Alderman and two 
Councilmen, elected annually by concurrent vote of the City 
Council, and six persons appointed by the Mayor, with the 
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approval of the City Council, for a term of three years each, 
two being appointed each year. 

Srecr. 202 [210]. Providing that the Board of Trustees 
of the Public Library shall consist of one Alderman and two 
members of the Common Council, elected annually by con- 
current vote of the City Council, and six persons appointed 
by the Mayor, with the approval of the City Council, for a 
term of three years each, two being appointed each year. 

Senor. 212 [220]. Providing that no street or way for the 
use of cars or other vehicles shall be laid out over or through 
the Common or Public Garden, or any portion of them, unless 
a majority of the legal voters, present and voting thereon, 
shall vote in the affirmative at meetings which may be called 
for that purpose in the several wards by the Board of 
Aldermen. 

Sect. 220 [232]. Striking out so much as provides that 
any of the disciplinary rules and regulations adopted by the 
Police and Fire Commissioners may, be rescinded or modi- 
fied by the Mayor. 

‘Sect. 221 [new]. Providing that whenever the City 
\Council shall instruct any board or commissioners to do, or 
not to do, anything coming within their powers and duties, 
it shall be the duty of such board or commissioners forth- 
with to comply with such instructions. 


Numerous verbal amendments have been made in the 
draft. submitted by the commissioners, which are not speci- 
fied in the foregoing statement. 

It could hardly be expected that the members of the com- 
mittee, representing different constituencies, and holding 
different views with regard to the administration of muni- 
cipal affairs, should be able to present a unanimous report 
upon all the details covered by this instrument; but there is 
a substantial unanimity of opinion on the part of the com- 
mittee, first, as to the necessity of changing the present or- 
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ganization of the government; and, second, as to the gen- 
eral plan of reorganization. The individual members of the 
committee reserve the right, however, to offer amendments 
to the draft herewith submitted, or to support amendments 
offered by others while the subject is under consideration by 
the City Council.

the present organization of the City Government, except so 
far as to provide for a reduction of the ward representation 
in the Common Council and the School Committee.

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Section 1. The inhabitants of the city of Boston, for all 
the purposes for which cities and towns are by law incorpor- 
ated in this commonwealth, shall continue to be one body 
politic, in fact and in name, under the style and denomina- 
tion of the City of Boston; and, as such, shall have, exer- 
cise and enjoy all. the rights, immunities, powers and privi- 
leges, and shall be subject to all the duties and obligations 
now incumbent upon, and appertaining to, said city as a 

municipal corporation, except so far as the same may be 
modified by the provisions of this act. 

Secr. 2. The administration of all the fiscal, prudential, 
and municipal concerns of the city, with the conduct and 
government thereof, shall be vested in one principal officer, 

to be called the mayor, one board of twelve persons, to be 
called the board of aldermen, one board composed of two 
persons from each ward of the city, to be called the common 
council, and in the officers hereinafter specified. The board 
of aldermen and the common council, in their joint capacity, 
shall be denominated the city council. 

Srcr. 3. The city council shall divide the city into such 
number of wards, not less than thirty nor more than thirty- 
six, as they shall determine, in such manner as to include an 
equal number of voters in each ward, as nearly as con- 
veniently may be, consistently with well-defined limits to 
each ward; until such division be made, the boundary lines 
of the wards shall remain as now established. ~ 

Secr. 4. The election of municipal officers shall be held 
on the second Tuesday of December in each year, and the 
officers then chosen shall, unless it be herein otherwise pro- 
vided, enter upon the duties of their respective offices on 
the first Monday of the succeeding January. 

Sect. 5. The board of aldermen, by their warrant, shall 
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. direct and appoint the places and hours for voting in each 
ward, except so far as the same are fixed by law; and they 
shall, at least seven days before the day of election, issue a 
public notification to the voters of each ward, informing them 
of the time and place of voting, and of the offices then to be 
filled by election. 

Sect. 6. The mayor, with the Nedeh of the city 
council, shall appoint two persons, inhabitants of the city, 
to be. registrars of voters; one of said persons shall be 
appointed for’ one year, and one for two years; and 
thereafter the mayor, with like approval, annually shall ap- 
point one person to serve as registrar of voters for two years. 

Srcr. 7. The registrars shall have all the powers of, 
and be subject to all the duties and liabilities imposed by 
law-upon, the mayor and aldermen, the board of alder- 
men, and the board of registrars of voters, in relation 
to the preparation, correction, revision, publication and trans- 
mission of the alphabetical lists of voters to be used at elec- 
tions in the city, so far as consistent with the provisions of 
this act. The collectors of taxes shall make the returns, re- 
quired by law to be made to the mayor and aldermen, to the 
registrars of voters; and assessors and collectors of taxes 
shall give any information in their possession to said regis- 
trars necessary to aid them in the discharge of their duties. 

Sect. 8. The registrars, at least twenty days before the 
day of the annual state election, shall cause printed lists of the 
voters in each ward, or district of award, to be posted in one 
or more places in such ward or district, with a statement of 
the places and hours within the said twenty days in which 
they will hold sessions to correct and revise the lists. Such 
sessions shall be held in or-near each ward, three or more 
hours daily, for at least twelve days within the said twenty 
days, and in addition, six evening sessions, of at least two 
hours length each, shall be held within said twenty days. 
The city council may provide for the holding of sessions at_ 
other times. 
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Secr. 9. Whoever gives a false name, or a false answer, 
to any registrar or registrar’s clerk or assistant, concerning 
any matter relating to the registration of voters, or to the 
right of any person to vote, shall incur the penalty pro- 
vided by law for giving a false name, or false answer, to the 
selectmen of towns, when in session to correct the lists of 
voters. 

Sect. 10. The registrars, with the approval of the mayor, 
may appoint such clerks and temporary assistants as they 
may find necessary for the proper discharge of their duties, 
and they may remove them at pleasure; and said clerks 
and assistants shall receive such compensation for each day’s 


-actual service as the city council may from time to time 


determine. 

Secr. 11. Whenever, in the opinion of the city council, 
the convenience of the voters of any ward requires more 
than one voting place in such ward, they may divide the 
ward into two or more districts ; and the registrars of voters 
shall thereupon prepare separate printed lists of the voters 
of each of said districts, and cause the same to be posted as 
hereinbefore provided.’ 

Sect. 12. Prior to the first day of May, in the year 
eighteen hundred and seventy-six, the mayor shall, with the 
approval of the board of aldermen, appoint for each ward 
or voting district three inspectors of elections, who shall be 
residents and legal voters in such ward or district, and one 
of whom shall hold his office for one year, and one for two 
years, and one for three years, from said first day of May ; 
and the mayor annually thereafter, in the month of April, 
shall, with the approval of the board of aldermen, appoint for 
each ward or voting district one inspector of elections, who 
shall be a resident and legal voter in such ward or district, 
and shall hold office for three years from the first day of 
May then next succeeding. Any such inspector may be at 
any time removed from office by the mayor, with the approval 
of the board of aldermen. 
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Sror. 13. No person who holds an office by election or 
appointment under the government of the city of Boston, 
the State of Massachusetts, or the United States, except 
justices of the peace and officers of militia, shall be ap- 
pointed registrar or assistant registrar of voters, or inspector 
of elections, and the appointment or election of a registrar, 
or assistant registrar of voters, or inspector of elections to 
any such office, and his acceptance thereof, shall be deemed 
to be a resignation of his office of registrar or assistant regis- 
trar or inspector. 

Sxcr. 14. The registrars of voters and said inspectors of 
elections, before entering upon the duties of their offices, 
shall take and subscribe an oath faithfully and impartially to 
discharge their duties; said oath may be administered by 
the city clerk, or his assistant; and the certificate thereof, 
subscribed as aforesaid, shall be deposited in the office of 
the city clerk. 

Sror. 15. The ‘qualified voters of each ward or voting 
district shall, at each annual election choose, by ballot, one 
warden, one clerk, and three inspectors of elections, all of 
whom shall be residents and legal voters in such ward or 
voting district, and shall hold their offices for one year, and 
until others shall be ‘chosen and qualified in their stead. 

Sror. 16. The officers mentioned in the preceding sec-_ ; 
tion shall respectively make oath faithfully and impartially 
to discharge their several duties, which oath may be adminis- f 
tered by the clerk of such ward to the warden, and by the 
latter to the clerk and inspectors, or to all of said officers by 
any justice of the peace; and a certificate thereof shall be 
entered in the record to be kept by the clerk. 

Sror. 17. In case of the non-election of any of said offi- 
cers at the annual meeting, or upon the division of a ward 
into voting districts, the board of aldermen may issue their 
warrant in due form for an election to be held at such time 
and place as said board may deem advisable. 
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Secor. 18. In case of the absence of any of said officers at 
any election, such officer may be chosen, pro tempore, by 
hand vote, and shall have all the powers, and be subject to 
all the duties, of the regular officer at such election. 

Secr. 19. It shall be the duty of the warden to preside at 
all meetings of his ward or voting district with the powers 
of moderators of town meetings. In case of his absence, the 
clerk, and, in,case of the absence of the clerk, any inspector, 
shall preside, according to seniority, until a warden shall be 
chosen, as provided in the preceding section. 

Secr. 20. It shall be the duty of the clerk to make and 
keep a fair and true record of all the acts and votes of citi- 
zens at the meetings of his ward or voting district, and to 
deliver over such record, together with all other documents 
and papers held by him in his said capacity, to his successor 
in office. p 

Sect. 21. A majority of all the inspectors of any ward or 
district shall constitute a quorum for the purposes of count- 
ing votes, making returns, and performing any other duties 
required of inspectors of elections. 

Secor. 22. The wardens, clerks and inspectors of elections 
shall receive such compensation for each day’s actual service 
as the city council may from time to time determine, and 
shall be subject to the same penalties to which such ward 
officers are now subject under existing laws. 

Secr. 23. The registrars of voters shall provide for each 
ward and voting district a sufficient number of ballot boxes, 
arranged with such devices to guard against fraudulent vot- 
ing as they may decide to be most effectual for that pur- 
pose. Before the voting begins, the inspectors, a quorum 
being present, shall see that the ballot boxes are empty ; they 
shall have the custody of the same during the election, and 
of the lists of voters, and shall transmit the ballots and lists, 
as required by law, to the city clerk. 

Srcr. 24. It shall be the duty of the warden and inspec- 
tors of each ward or voting district to receive, sort, and

count, and of the warden to declare all votes at any election 
within such ward or district. So far as practicable each 
ballot box shall during an election be in the immediate 
charge of two inspectors, one from those appointed, and one 
from those elected, and the ballots shall not be counted or 
removed from the ballot box until the election is closed, and 
the inspectors who have had charge of a box shall be entitled 
to make the first count of the ballots therein. | 

Srcr 25. Every person chosen in any ward shall, within 
forty-eight hours of his election, be furnished by the clerk 
with a certificate thereof, signed by the warden, clerk, and a 
majority of the inspectors, which certificate shall be pre- 
sumptive evidence of the title of such person to the office 
therein mentioned. 

Srecr. 26. The board of aldermen, or a committee thereof » 
specially appointed for the purpose, shall within three days 
after any election examine the returns of votes, and if found . 
erroneous, cause them to be corrected, and then transmit the 
results to the secretary of the commonwealth, or shall make 
declaration thereof, as required by law. 

Secor. 27. The city clerk shall furnish forthwith to every 
person whom the board of. aldermen shall certify to have 
been elected to an office at any municipal election, a certifi- 
cate of his election, which certificate shall be presumptive evi- 
dence of the title of such person to the office therein men- 
tioned. . | 

Srecr: 28. The qualified voters of the city, at the annual 
election occurring in the year eighteen hundred and seventy- 
five, and at the annual election every second year thereafter, 
shall elect one able and discréet person, an inhabitant of the 
city, to be mayor of the city for the term of two years. 

Srcr. 29. The qualified voters of the city, at the annual 
election occurring in the year eighteen hundred and seventy- 
five, shall elect twelve able and discreet persons, inhabi- 
tants of the city, to constitute the board of aldermen; the 
six persons elected who shall have received the largest num- 
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ber of votes shall hold the office for two years; and the 
six persons elected who shall have received the next: 
largest number of votes shall hold the office for one year. 
In case two or more of the persons elected shall receive an 
equal number of votes, those who are seniors by age shall, 
for the division into classes hereby required, be classified as 
if they had received the larger number of votes in order of 
ages; and thereafter the qualified voters shall annually elect 
six able and discreet persons, inhabitants of the city, to serve 
as members of the board of aldermen for the term of two 
years. 

Secor. 30. The qualified voters of each ward, at the annual 
election occurring in the year eighteen hundred and seventy- 
five, and annually thereafter, shall choose two able and dis- 
creet persons, inhabitants of the ward, to be members of the 
common council for the term of one year. 

SEcr. 31. The board of aldermen and the common council 
shall have authority to decide upon all questions relative to 
the qualifications, elections and returns of their respective 
members. | 

Secor. 32. The city council may provide for the appoint- 
ment or election, removal and compensation ‘of such mes- 
sengers and clerks as may be necessary to facilitate the trans- 
action of its business. 

Sect. 33. Whenever it shall appear to the board of 
aldermen that there is a vacancy, by removal from the city, 
or by death, resignation, or otherwise, in the board of alder- 
men, or in the common council, said board shall issue their 
warrant in due form to fill such vacancy for the remainder of 
the term, by election to be held at such time and place as 
they may deem advisable ; and the same proceedings shall be 
had to ascertain and determine the persons chosen as are 
prescribed for the annual election of the same officers. But 
in case of vacancies in the common council, such warrants 
shall not be issued until the board of aldermen receive 
official information thereof. 
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Srcr. 34. All city and ward officers shall be held to dis- 
charge the duties of the offices to which they have been 
respectively elected or appointed, notwithstanding their re- 
moval, after their election or appointment, out of their re- 
spective wards into any other wards of the city; but they 
shall not hold said offices after they have taken up their per- 
manent residence out of the city. 

Secr. 35. The mayor, aldermen, and common council- 
men, on the first Monday in January, or before entering on 
the duties of their offices, shall take and subscribe the oath 
of allegiance and oath of office prescribed in the constitution 
of this commonwealth, and an oath to support the constitu- 
tion of the United States; the oaths may be admin- 
istered to the mayor-elect by either of the justices of the 
supreme judicial court, or a judge of any court of record, 
or by a justice of the peace for the county of Suffolk; the 
oaths of the aldermen and members of the common council 
shall be administered by the mayor, being himself first sworn 
as aforesaid, or by either of the persons authorized to admin- 
ister the oaths to the mayor; a certificate of such oaths 
having been taken shall be entered in the journal of the board 
of aldermen, and of the common council respectively, by 
their respective clerks. 

Srcr. 36. In case of the absence of the mayor-elect on 
the first Monday of the January after his election, or of his 
inability from illness or otherwise to enter upon the duties of | 
his office at that time, the oaths of office shall be administered 
to the new members of the board of aldermen and of the 
common council; and the city government shall be organ- 
ized, and may proceed to business, in pels same manner as if 
the mayor were present. 

Secr. 37. On the first Monday in January, annually, or 
as soon thereafter as a majority of the full board of alder- 
men shall be qualified as herein: provided, or whenever 
thereafter a vacancy in the office may occur, the members, 
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not less than a quorum, shall meet and organize by the 
choice of a permanent chairman, who shall be called the 
chairman of the board of aldermen, and preside at all meet- 
ings of the board, and at conventions of the two branches in 
the absence of the mayor. Seven members of the board shall 
constitute a quorum for the transaction of business, but a 
less number may adjourn from time to time; their meetings 
shall be public. 

Srecr. 38. The common council shall act as a separate 
body, distinct from the board of aldermen ; a majority of the 
members shall constitute a quorum for the transaction -of 
business, but a less number may adjourn ; their meetings shall 
be public. 

Secor. 39. On the first Monday in January, annually, 
or as soon thereafter as a quorum of the members of the 
common council shall have been duly qualified, as herein 
provided, or whenever thereafter a vacancy in the office 
may occur, the members, not less than a quorum, shall meet 
and organize by the choice of one of their own members to 
preside at the meetings of the council; he shall be called 
the president of the common council; they shall choose a 
clerk, who shall be sworn to the faithful discharge of the 
duties of his office; he shall hold such office during the 
pleasure of the council, attend the council when it is in 
session, keep a journal of its acts, votes and proceedings, 
and perform such other services in said capacity as the 
council may require. 

Sect. 40. The mayor, chosen and qualified as herein pro- 
vided, shall be the chief executive officer of the city; he 
shall receive an honorable and adequate salary, to be fixed by 
the city council. In the first instance the salary of the mayor 
shall be fixed by the city council first elected under the pro- 
visions of this act; and thereafter no enlargement or diminu- 
tion of his salary shall be made after the election of a mayor, 
to take effect until the expiration of the term for which he 
shall have been elected. The mayor shall receive no other 
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compensation or emolument for services rendered the city 
during his term of office. 

Srot. 41. It shall be the duty of the mayor to be vigilant 
and active at all times in causing the laws for the govern- 
ment of the city to be duly executed and put in force ; to 
inspect the conduct of subordinate officers in the government 
thereof, and, as far as may be in his power, to cause negli- 
gence, carelessness, and violation of duty, to be prose- 
cuted and punished. Whenever in his judgment the good of 
the city may require it, he shall summon meetings of the 
board of aldermen and common council, or either of them, 
although the meetings of said boards may stand adjourned 
to a more distant day; and suitable notice in writing of 
such meetings shall be given to the respective mem- 
bers of said board. He shall from time to time com- 
municate to both branches of the city council such infor- 
mation, and recommend such measures, as may tend to the 
improvement of the finances, the police, health, security, 
cleanliness, comfort, and ornament of the city. The mayor 
may appoint such number of clerks and messengers in his 
office as he may deem expedient, fix the compensation, and 
remove them at pleasure. 

Secor. 42. Every act of the city council, or of either 
branch thereof, shall be by ordinance, order, resolution, or 
vote. - Every ordinance, order, resolution, or vote to which 
the concurrence of the board of aldermen and of the common 
council may be necessary (except on a question of convention 
of the two branches), and every order or vote of either branch 
involving the expenditure of money, or affecting the public 
intersts, shall be presented to the mayor; if he approves 
thereof, he shall signify his approbation by signing the same ; 
but, if not, he shall return it, with his objections, to the branch 
in which it originated, and the clerk thereof shall record such 
objections ; and said branch shall proceed to reconsider said 
ordinance, order, resolution, or vote ; and if, after such recon- 
sideration, two-thirds of the members present, notwithstand- 
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ing such objections, vote to pass the same, it shall, together 
with the objections, be sent to the other branch of the city 
council (if it originally required concurrent action), where 
it shall also be reconsidered, and if it be also approved by two- 
thirds of the members present, it shall be in force; but in 
all cases the vote shall be determined by yeas and nays. If 
any such ordinance, order, resolution, or vote shall not be 
returned by the mayor to the clerk of the branch in which it 
originated, within ten days after it shall have been presented 
to him, the same shall be in force; provided, that if any or- 
dinance, order, resolution, or vote embraces distinct sub- 
jects the mayor may approve the provisions relating to one 
or more of the subjects and not approve of the others; and so 
much of said ordinance, order, resolution, or vote as the mayor 
may not approve shall be reconsidered as above provided. 
But the veto power of the mayor shall not extend to the 
election of officers required by any law or ordinance to be 
chosen by the city council in convention or by concurrent 
action, unless expressly so provided therein. 

Secr. 43. Whenever, in consequence of the death or res- 
ignation of the mayor, or from any other cause, the office 
shall have become vacant, and the board of aldermen and the 
common council shall each have declared by vote that the 

_ office is vacant, and that it is expedient to fill it, the board 
of aldermen shall issue warrants for the election of a mayor 
for the remainder of the term for which the last mayor was 
elected, and the same proceedings shall be had as are pro- 
vided by law for the choice of a mayor by the inhabitants. 
Until such vacancy is filled as aforesaid, and whenever the 
mayor, from absence, illness or other temporary disability, 
cannot perform the duties of the office, and such vacancy or 
disability has been declared by the board of aldermen to 
exist, the chairman of the board of aldermen shall exercise 
the powers and perform the duties of mayor as long as such 
vacancy or disability continues, but while so acting he shall 
not be entitled to vote as a member of the said board. 
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Secor. 44. In all cases where appointments made by the 
mayor are subject to approval by the city council, the 
question upon approval shall be taken in the two branches 
of the city council by yeas and nays. 

Sect. 45. In all cases where anything ‘is required or 
authorized by any law or ordinance to be done by the mayor 
and aldermen, the board of aldermen shall first act thereon ; 
and every such order, resolution, or vote of said board shall 
be presented to the mayor for his approval. 

Sect. 46. In all cases wherein appointments to office are 
directed by law to be made by the mayor and aldermen, they 
shall be made by the mayor, with the approval of the board 
of aldermen, angl such officers may be removed by the mayor. 

Srcr. 47. The city council may provide by ordinance for 
the appointment and removal by the mayor, subject to con- 
firmation by either or both branches of the city council, of 
all officers of the city, not otherwise provided for, and may’ 
prescribe their duties and fix their compensation. 

Sect. 48. The mayor shall forthwith communicate to the 
city council all appointments to office made by him, or by 
any boards, commissioners, or officers, with his approval. 

Sror. 49. The city council may modify or repeal any of 
the existing ordinances, and shall have power to make 
such by-laws and ordinances, not inconsistent with the 
laws of the commonwealth, as towns and cities have 
power to make, and to annex penalties, not exceeding one 
hundred dollars, for the breach thereof: which by-laws and 
ordinances shall take effect and be in force from and after 
the time therein respectively limited, without the sanction or 
confirmation of any court or other authority whatsoever. 
The several boards, commissioners, and officers in the 
city government shall be subject to the ordinances and orders 
of the city council not inconsistent with the provisions of 
this act. 

Srcr. 50. The city council shall have power from time 
to time, through the agency of the board of assessors 
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to levy and assess taxes for all purposes for which towns, 
cities, and counties are by law required or authorized to 
assess and grant money. 

Seer. 51. The city council shall make all appropriations 
of public money; and, consistently with other provisions of 
this act, provide for the disbursement thereof. 

Sror. 52. No member of the city council shall hold, or be 
appointed to, any office, the salary of which is payable out of 
the city treasury. | 

Srcr. 53. Every department of the city government, the 
school committee, and all officers having authority to expend 
money on behalf of the city, shall annually, in the month of 
January, furnish to the auditor an estimate, in detail, of the 
amount of money required for the purposes of their respec- 
‘tive departments and offices for the next financial year. | 

Sect. 54. The appropriations for each department and 
office of the city shall define, as far as practicable, the specific 
purposes for which the money appropriated is to be expended. 
No expenditure, nor any contract or agreement involving the 
payment of money, shall be made in any department or 
office, or by any board, commissioner or ofticer for the city, 
for any purpose not included in the appropriation made by 
the city council, or in excess of the appropriation so made, 
unless by a vote of two-thirds of the whole of each branch of 
the city council previously obtained. 

Sror. 55. No transfer of appropriations from one depart- 
ment or office to another, or from one specific object to 
another, in the same department or office, shall be made 
without the consent of the city council. 

Sect. 56. No money shall be paid out of the treasury of 
the city unless the same shall be for an expenditure expressly 
authorized by law, and the bill, account or contract for the 
same shall have been approved by the board, commissioners, 
trustees, committee or person under whose authority it has 
been authorized and made, nor unless the same has been ex- 
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-amined and certified by the auditor, approved by a commit- 
tee of the city council, and drawn for by the mayor. | 

Sect. 57. The supplies required in the several depart- 
ments shall, unless otherwise provided, be purchased by the 
board, commissioners or officers having charge of the same, 
under such rules and regulations as the city council may 
prescribe ; but no purchase or contract shall be made on ac- 
count of the city exceeding in amount five thousand dollars, 
unless with the approval of the city council. 

Sect. 58. When the materials, supplies and labor required 
for the completion of any contemplated purpose or object are 
estimated to cost five thousand dollars or more, the officers 
having the same in charge shall, unless otherwise ordered 
by the city council, make public advertisement for pro- 
posals to furnish said materials, supplies and labor, under 
such regulations as the city council may, by ordinance, pre- 
scribe. All such proposals shall be publicly opened at a 
time and place to be named in such advertisement. <A 
bond, with sureties or security, satisfactory to the officers 
so advertising, shall, in all cases, be required for the faithful 
performance of any contract for materials, supplies or labor 
awarded under such advertisement, and said contract shall be 
deposited with the auditor. <A specification, in detail, of the 
contracts for which proposals are requested, and the names 
of the persons to whom the contracts are awarded, with the 
terms of the same, shall be recorded in books kept for the 
purpose, and shall be open to inspection by the public, under 
such rules as the city council may prescribe. 

Sect. 59. The city council shall prescribe by ordinance, 
the manner in which, and the officers through whom, the 
fuel required for the school-houses and the several depart- 
ments and offices of the city government shall be purchased. 

Secr. 60. No land belonging to the city shall be given 
away ; and no property belonging to the city, either real or per- 
sonal estate, the estimated value of which shall exceed one 
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thousand dollars, shall be sold, except by public auction, unless 
otherwise ordered by the city council. The city council 
shall, by ordinance, prescribe such regulations for the public 
advertisement and sale of such property as they may deem 
expedient, not inconsistent with the foregoing provisions. A 
statement of all property sold, both real and personal, 
belonging to the city, shall be made to the auditor, and 
payment for the same shall be made by the purchaser to the 
city treasurer. 

Sect. 61. No loan, pledging the credit of the city for a 
term of years, shall be made for a less amount than one 
hundred thousand dollars. 

Sect. 62. Whenever a street or way of the city is laid 
out, extended, widened, paved or repaired, the cost of-the 
same, if less than one hundred thousand dollars, shall be paid 
from the appropriations for the current financial year; and 
whenever a building is erected, purchased, or repaired, or a 
parcel of land is purchased or taken in accordance with law, for 
the purposes of the city, except for the water department, 
the cost of the same, if less than one hundred thousand dol- 
lars, shall be paid from the appropriation for the current 
financial year ; provided, however, that by a vote of two-thirds 
of the whole of each branch of the city council, a temporary 
loan for a term not exceeding one year, for a purpose author- 
ized by law, may be made for any amount so voted; and the 
payment of the said temporary loan shall be provided for by 
including the amount thereof in the sum to be raised by tax- 
ation in the next financial year. 

Secor. 63. Whenever it is declared, by a vote of two- 
thirds of the whole of each branch of the city council, that a 
necessity exists, and it is expedient for the city to borrow, 
upon a pledge of its credit for a term of years, a sum of 
money to be expended for purposes authorized by law, then 


and not otherwise, upon such conditions as the city council 


may prescribe, bonds or certificates of indebtedness of the 
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city may be issued to the amount so voted by the city coun- 
cil; said bonds or certificates of indebtedness shall be signed 
by the mayor, treasurer and auditor of the city; shall be 
payable in either ten, twenty, or thirty years from their date, 
at the option of the city council, and shall bear interest, 
payable on the first days of January and July, or of sae as 
and October, in each year. 

Sect. 64. For all bonds or certificates of indebtedness of 
the city, payable in ten years from their date, there shall be 
included in the annual appropriation, and raised by taxation, 
for each of the succeeding ten years, a sum of money equal 
to eight per centum of the amount of said bonds or certificates 
as a sinking fund for the payment of the same. For all bonds 
or certificates of indebtedness of the city, payable in twenty 
years from their date, there shall be included in the annual 
appropriation to be raised by taxation, for each of the twenty — 
years, a sum of money equal to four per centum of the amount 
of said bonds or certificates, as a sinking fund for the pay- 
ment of the same. For all bonds or certificates of indebted- 
ness payable in thirty years from their date, there shall be 
included in the annual appropriation and raised by taxation, 
for each of the succeeding thirty years, a sum of money equal 
to two per centum of the amount of said bonds or certificates, 
as a sinking fund for the payment of the same. 

Srot. 65. The sums of money so raised by taxation for 
the said sinking funds shall be paid by the treasurer to the 
commissioners of the sinking funds annually on the first day 
of December. 

SrcT. 66. All the money received for betterments; or for 
the sale of lands and buildings belonging to the city, not other- 
wise appropriated, shall be paid by the treasurer, monthly, 
to the said commissioners, to the credit of the general sinking 
fund, as herein provided, so long as it exists. * 

Secr. 67. The income, if any, received in excess of the : 
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estimates of income; and the excess, if any, of the appropri- 
ations as provided in the annual appropriations by the city 
council over the expenditures shall, at the end of each finan- 
cial year, be paid by the treasurer to said commissioners, 
to the credit of the tax to be raised for the ensuing year, 
for the purposes of the sinking funds; and the remainder of 
the amount to be raised each year by taxation, for the pur- 
. poses of the sinking funds, and for the payment of 
interest on the debt, after making allowance for said 
credit, if any, shall annually, in the month of Janu- 
ary, be certified to the auditor, by the commissioners 
of the sinking funds, and shall-be part of the amount to 
be raised by taxation, and shall not be subject to change 

by the city council; provided, that whenever in the judg- 
ment of the commissioners the amount of either of the 
sinking funds has already become, or with its prospective 
accumulations and additions will be, sufficient to redeem or 
pay at maturity the outstanding bonds or certificates of in- 
debtedness of the city to which it is applicable, they may 
omit so much of the tax applicable to ‘said sinking fund in 
their annual certificate to the auditor as they may deem 
expedient. 

Secor. 68. All of the sinking funds now existing for the 
| payment of the bonds issued under them, to the maintaining 
of which the honor or good faith of the city of Boston is 
pledged, shall be maintained as originally provided. 

Secr. 69. Thesurplus, if any, of the special sinking funds 
now in existence, after the payment of the bonds for which 
they were created, shall be transferred to afund, to be called 
the “General Sinking Fund,” which fund shall be for the 
payment of any of the bonds now outstanding against the city. 
The remainder of said general sinking fund, if any, after 
all the bonds now outstanding against the city are paid, shall 
be transferred to the other sinking funds, in such propor- 
tions as said commissioners may deem just and equitable. 
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Sect. 70. The mayor, the chairman of the board of alder- 
men, the president of the common council, the treasurer, 
and the auditor, together with two persons, not members of 
the city. council, to be appointed by the mayor, with the 
approval of the city council, to serve without compensa- 
tion, for the term of three years, shall constitute the board 
of commissioners of the sinking funds, for the payment of 
the city debt. The present sinking funds of the city, and 
those created by this act, shall be under the control and 
management of said commissioners. ‘The mayor shall be 
chairman, the auditor of the city secretary and auditor, 
and the treasurer of the city shall be treasurer of said 
board. The secretary shall keep a record of the doings 
of the commissioners at their meetings, which shall state the 
names of those present; and no business shall be transacted 
unless four of said commissioners are present at the meeting. 

Sect. 71. The money which comes into the possession 
of the said commissioners from any source, to add to a sink- 
ing fund, shall be invested by them in the particular bonds 
for the redemption of which said sinking fund was estab- 
lished, whenever said bonds can be bought at par and accrued 
interest or less; and they may invest in said bonds, at a 
higher price than par and accrued interest, whenever they 
may deem it expedient so todo. Said purchased bonds shall 
be immediately cancelled, and the city treasurer shall give in 
exchange therefor registered bonds or certificates of a like 
amount, payable to said commissioners and to no other per- 
sons, and specifying the particular fund to which they belong, 
so that said bonds or certificates cannot be negotiated nor 
diverted from the particular fund of which they form a part. 
Said bonds or certificates shall be payable at the same time, 
and bear interest on the same terms as said cancelled bonds. 

If said bonds cannot be obtained as above, the commis- 
sioners may invest in bonds of any of the New England 
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States, bonds of the United States, or of any of the cities 
and towns of this Commonwealth, and in no other way. 

Sect. 72. The commissioners of the sinking funds may 
sell, at their discretion, any of the securities held by them in 
the sinking funds. 

Sot. 73. Separate accounts shall be kept with each fund, 
and the money and securities belonging to each shall be kept 
distinct, and the bonds or certificates of indebtedness held 
by said commissioners shall, as far as practicable, be 
registered. 

Sect. 74. The money belonging to the sinking funds shall 
be deposited in’ such banks in the city of Boston as the com- 
missioners may approve ; and all drafts or checks for money 
from said banks on account of the sinking funds shall be 
signed by the treasurer, and countersigned by the chairman 
or auditor. 

Secor. 75. When a bond or certificate of indebtedness of 
the city is paid, or registered certificates are given in 
exchange for coupon bonds, or a certificate is exchanged 
for any cause, the bonds or certificates so paid, or received 
in exchange, shall be immediately cancelled by the treas- 
urer, by mutilation and defacement, and delivered to the 
auditor, who shall make a record of the bonds so cancelled, 
giving their date, number, and amount ina book kept for 
the purpose. 

Sect. 76. When all the bonds hereafter issued, payable 
in either ten, twenty, or thirty years, are paid, the remain- 
der, if any, of the sinking fund made for the redemption of 
that class of bonds for which it was established, shall be 
transferred to the treasurer for the general purposes of the 
city. | 

Srot. 77. The commissioners annually, in the month of 
May or June, shall make a report to the city council, giving 
a statement in detail of the condition of each fund on the 
thirtieth day of April next preceding; and shall, from time 
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to time, prepare such other reports, statements, or accounts 
for the use of the city council, as they may require. 

Srot. 78. The city council shall make appropriation, 
annually, for the payment of the\treasurer, the secretary of 
said commissioners, and such clerical and office expenses as 
may be necessary for the proper care and management of the 
several funds. 


THE CITY CLERK. 


Secr. 79. The aldermen and common council in conven- 
tion in the month of January shall choose a clerk for the 
term of one year, and until another person is duly chosen 
and qualified in his stead, who shall be sworn to the faithful 
discharge of the duties of his office, and shall be removable 


at the pleasure of the board of aldermen, the mayor thereto’ 


consenting. He shall keep a journal of the acts and pro- 
ceedings of the board of aldermen, sign all warrants issued 
by them, and do such other acts, in his said capacity, as may 
lawfully and reasonably be required of him. He shall have 
the care and custody of the city records, and of all docu- 
ments, maps, plans, and papers, respecting the care and 
custody of which no other provision is made. 

SxeotT. 80. The city clerk, with the approval of the 
board of aldermen, shall annually appoint an assistant city 
clerk, to aid him in discharging the duties of the office; in 
case of a vacancy in the office of clerk, or of the absence or 
inability of the clerk to perform his duties, said assistant 
shall have the powers and perform the duties of the city 
clerk. 

Srecr. 81. The city clerk shall fix the compensation of 
the assistant city clerk, and shall appoint and fix the com- 
pensation of all other. clerks and assistants in his office, and 
may remove them at any time. 

Sect. 82. The city clerk and assistant city clerk shall 
take and subscribe an oath for the faithful discharge of their 
duties.

1 THE CITY TREASURER. 


Sect. 83. The city council shall, in the month of May or 
June, meet together in convention and elect a suitable person to 
be the treasurer of said city, who shallalso be county treasurer ; 
and who shall hold his office until his successor is chosen and 
qualified in his stead. He shall be the custodian of all money, 
bonds, certificates of indebtedness, notes and mortgages be- 
longing to the city or county. He shall give bond for the 
faithful performance of his duties, and for the safe custody of 
the money and other property intrusted to him and to the 
officer$ appointed by him, with sureties, satisfactory to the 
mayor and aldermen, for such an amount as may be deemed 
proper by the city council. He shall appoint all the officers, — 
clerks, and other persons employed in his office, prescribe 


their duties, fix their compensation, and may remove them at 


pleasure. 
Secor. 84. The treasurer shall be collector of taxes for 
the city of Boston and county of Suffolk, and shall have 


_ all the powers given to, and perform all the duties imposed 


by law upon, treasurers when collectors.of taxes; and shall 
have all the powers and perform the duties authorized or re- 
quired by law from the treasurer of the city of Boston, and 
of and from treasurers of cities or towns, except so far as 
they may be modified or changed by this act. | 

Srcr. 85. The mayor, twice within each financial year, 
shall appoint three members of the city council to examine, 
without previous notice, the accounts of the city treasurer, 
and the money, securities, and property of every kind in his 
possession, belonging to the city of Boston and the county 
of Suffolk, and report the result of such examination in writ- 
ing to the city council. 

Sect. 86. The treasurer shall deposit the money belong- 
ing to the city and county in such banks in Boston as he 
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may select, subject to approval by the commissioners of the 
sinking fund. 


THE AUDITOR OF ACCOUNTS. 


Srcr. 87. There shall be appointed, in the month of May 
or June, annually, by concurrent ballot in each board, one 
able and discreet person to be styled auditor of accounts; he 
shall continue in office until removed, or until a successor is 
appointed. The auditor shall appoint the clerks in his office, 
fix their compensation, prescribe their duties, and may re- 
move them at pleasure. He shall take and subscribe an 
oath, before the city clerk, for the faithful performance of 
his duties. 

Srcr. 88. Whenever the office of auditor of accounts shall 
be vacant by death, resignation, or other cause, and when- 
ever the auditor of accounts may.be unable to perform the 
duties of his office by reason of sickness, absence, or other 
disability, the mayor may appoint an auditor of accounts pro 
tempore, who shall hold his office, unless sooner removed by 
the mayor, until the vacancy be filled by the city council, or 
until such disability shall cease, as the case may be. Any 
auditor of accounts so appointed by the mayor, shall have all 
the powers, and be subject to all the duties which appertain 
to the said office, and he shall be sworn to the faithful dis- 
charge of the duties thereof; but no official bond shall be re- 
quired of him unless the same be ordered by the mayor. 

Srecr. 89. All bills and accounts due from the city and 
county, approved in accordance with the requirements of 
this act, shall be presented to the auditor, who shall exam- 
ine them in detail; if he believes them to be just and true 
claims against the city or county, and in conformity with 
law and the ordinances of the city, and if payment is provided 
therefor in the appropriations by the city council, he shall re- 
cord themand certify themfor payment. Before certifying any 


25 


claim the auditor may require any fact he deems material in 
relation thereto to be proved on oath or otherwise. 

Srot. 90. It shall be the duty of the auditor to lay be- 
fore the city council annually, in the month of February, an 
estimate of the amount of money necessary to be raised by 
taxation for the ensuing year, giving in detail the amount of 
appropriation required for each department and office of the 
city government, with an estimate of the income of the city 
from all sources, except taxes, and to furnish such estimates 
as may be requested by the mayor and city council, or either 
of them. 

Sect. 91. The auditor shall keep a record of all the real 
estate owned by the city, and of the bonds, notes, mortgages, 
and all other property in the custody of the treasurer, and 
shall, in a book kept for the purpose, charge in account to 
the treasurer the amount of taxes placed in his hands for 
collection. The treasurer shall annually, on or before the 
fifteenth day of May, send to the auditor a statement of the 
bonds, notes and mortgages in his possession on the thirtieth 
day of April preceding, and of the payments received upon 
the same during the preceding financial year. 

Srecr. 92. The auditor shall be custodian of the deeds, 
leases, releases, conveyances, agreements, and other legal 
papers for the care of which no other provision is made ; 
and he shall also be custodian of the bonds of all the city 
officers except his own, which shall be deposited with the 
treasurer. 

Sect. 93. It shall be the duty of the auditor to publish 
and distribute among the citizens, at the close of each 
financial year, a statement in detail of the receipts and 
expenditures of all public money, and of all city property. 

Secr. 94. The auditor annually, in the month of Jan- 
uary or February, shall report to the city council in print a 
list of all persons, except day-laborers, who, on the first 
- Monday of January, were receiving salaries from the city, 
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giving the name and residence of each person, the duties 
performed, and the rate of compensation allowed therefor.

Sror. 95. There shall be the following boards and depart- 
ments in the city government, viz. : — 

The Public School Department. 

The Assessors’ Department. 

The Law Department. 

The Police Department. 

The Street Department. 

The Department of Buildings and Lands. 

The Water Department. 

The Health Department. 

The Fire Department. 

The Department of Public Institutions. 

The Department of Overseers of the Poor. 

The City Hospital Department. 

The Public Library Department. 

The Department of Public Grounds. 

The Board of County Accounts. 


THE PUBLIC SCHOOL DEPARTMENT. 


Srcr.. 96. The qualified voters of each ward shall, at the 
annual election occurring in the year eighteen hundred and 
seventy-five, choose two persons to be members of the school 
committee, to serve without compensation. The person who 
shall receive the largest number of votes, or, in case both 
persons elected shall have received the same number of votes, 
the person who is senior by age, shall hold the office for. 
four years, and the other person so elected shall hold the 
office for two years; and at the annual election occurring 
each second year thereafter, one person shall be chosen in 
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each ward to be a member of the school committee for the 
- term of four years. Vacancies in the board shall be filled in 
the manner provided by law. The persons elected as afore- 
said in the year eighteen hundred and seventy-five shall enter 
upon their duties on the first Monday in January in the year 
eighteen hundred and seventy-six, and the terms of office of 
the members of the existing board shall then terminate. 

Srcr. 97. The school committee shall meet and organize 
on the Tuesday next after the first Monday in January in 
each year, at such hour as the mayor may appoint, and 
choose one of their number as chairman. They shall choose 
a secretary, not of their own number, an auditing clerk, and 
such other subordinate officers as they may deem expedient ; 
they shall define their duties, fix their compensation, and may 
remove them at pleasure. 

Sect. 98. The school committee shall have authority to 
decide upon all questions relative to qualifications, elections 
and returns of their members. A majority of the whole of 
the school committee shall constitute a quorum for the trans- 
action of business. 

Sect. 99. During the month of February, in the year 
eighteen hundred and seventy-six, the mayor shall, with the 
approval of the school committee, appoint six persons, who 
shall constitute a board of examiners of the applicants for 
the position of teachers in the public schools, and of the 
pupils therein. Two of the members of said board shall be 
appointed for one year, two for two years, and two for three 
years. And annually thereafter the mayor shall appoint, 
with like approval, two persons to be members of said board 
of examiners for the term of three years. Said board annu- 
ally, on the first day of March, shall organize by the choice of 
one of their number as chairman, and choose a clerk, pre- 
scribe his duties, fix his compensation, and they may remove 
him at pleasure. The compensation of the examiners shall 
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be fixed by the school committee, but shall not be less than 
the highest sum paid to any teacher in the employment of the 
city. No member of either branch of the ‘city council, or 
of the school committee, or any one holding office under 
either of said bodies, shall hold office as one of the board 
of examiners. 

Srecr. 100. The examinations of teachers shall be con- 
ducted in writing, as far as practicable, and oral examinations 
shall always be in presence of a majority of the board; the 
board shall make inquiry as to the character, training, 
health, capacity and experience of every applicant, and shall 
keep a complete record of such examination, with the 
names of the members present and the result of said inquiry, 
which, together with the examination papers, shall at all times 
be open to the inspection of the school committee. If the re- 
sult of the examination and inquiry as to the qualifications of 
the applicant for the position of teacher is satisfactory, a cer- 
tificate, signed by a majority of the board of examiners, shall 
be given to the applicant, in which shall be particularly de- 
fined the grade of:school and the position in which the appli- 
cant is qualified to teach; said certificate shall be good for 
two years from its date. 

Secr. 101. After the first day of September in the year 
eighteen hundred and seventy-six, all teachers of the public 
schools of the city shall be elected by the school committee, 
from those having such certificates, to serve for a term of 
three years ; and no teacher shall be elected, or advanced to 
fill a position above that defined in his, or her, certificate, 
without further examination, and a new certificate, of his, or 
her, qualifications and ability to fill such position; provided, 
however, that the board of examiners may give a certificate of 
qualification for the grades of head-master of either of the 
High, Latin or Normal schools, or of teacher of a special 
study or exercise, to any person who in their unanimous 
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Opinion is qualified therefor, without said previous examina- 
tion. 

Sect. 102. The board of examiners, by a committee of one 
or more of its members, shall visit, at least twice in each year, 
without previous notice, each of the schools under the charge 
of the school committee, examine the pupils in the same, and 
Inquire as to the government,’ discipline, studies, and course 
of instruction, and as to the condition of the school-house. 
The board, at least once during each year, shall report in 
writing to the school committee in detail the result of such 
inquiry and examination of each school, with:such sugges- 
tions and recommendations as they may deem proper and 
expedient for the improvement and better regulation! of 
the schools. The board, upon the request of the school 
committee, shall make special examination and inquiry as 
to the condition, progress and needs of either of the schools, 
and report the result to the school committee. 

Sect. 103. If the board of examiners have reason to 
suppose that the character, qualifications or capacity of any 
teacher now in office, or who may be hereafter elected, is be- 
low the standard which they have adopted for the position 
filled by said teacher, they shall examine said teacher ; and if 
he, or she, be found deficient, report their decision to the 
school committee, who may remove the said teacher. No 


' person removed shall again be elected until he, or she, has 


again obtained a certificate from the board of examiners. 

Sect. 104. The school committee shall provide for the 
appointment of temporary teachers from among those who 
have the proper certificates. 

Sect. 105. No teacher, elected or appointed after the first 
day of September, in the year eighteen hundred and seventy- 
six, shall be paid for his or her services by the city, who has 
not filed with the auditor copies of his or her certificate of 
examination, and of election or appointment. 
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Sect. 106. The salaries of the teachers, and of all other 
persons employed by the school committee, and the expenses 
of said committee, shall be fixed and approved by the com- 
mittee and certified by the auditing clerk, before being certi- 
fied for payment by the auditor; no money shall be received 
or expended by the school committee except through the 
treasurer of the city. 

Secr. 107. The school committee shall have the super- 
vision and direction of the public schools, and shall have the 
powers and perform the duties in relation to the care and 
management of schools which the selectmen of towns or 
school committees are now authorized or required by law 
to perform, except so far as they may be changed or modi 
fied by this act. They may elect teachers, in conformity with 
the provisions of this act, and may discharge those now in 
office, as well as those hereafter elected. They may appoint 
janitors for the school-houses, fix their compensation, assign 
their duties, and may discharge them at pleasure. 

Sect. 108. The board of examiners shall exercise the 
powers, and perform the duties, prescribed by law or ordi- 
nances of the city, or by the existing rules and regulations of 
the school committee for the superintendent of schools, not 
inconsistent with the provisions of this act, and so far as the 
same are applicable ; and also those of the school committee 
in reference to prescribing the courses of study for the sey- 
eral schools, and the introduction therein of new text-books 
and of new studies and exercises ; provided, however, before 
any change is made of a book in use, or any new study or 
exercise is introduced into any school by the board of ex- 
aminers, they shall make a statement in writing to the school 
committee of their reasons for proposing such change, new 
study, or exercise ; and the same shall not be made or intro- 
duced until it shall have been approved by the school com- 
mittee by vote; and such a vote of approval shall not be 
passed, nor shall any agreement or contract be made for fur- 
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nishing a new book or new edition of a book, for any school, 

“until an estimate of the number of books required, and of 
the cost thereof, shall have been reported in writing to the 
school committee, by a committee thereof. 

Sect. 109. The school committee shall have power to 
contract for text-books and books of references, and such maps 
charts and instruments as may be required for use in the 
schools, when the same have been recommended by the board 
of examiners and approved by the school committee as 
herein prescribed. 

Sect. 110. The mayor, with the Naieea of the school 
committee, shall appoint two or more truant officers, who 
shall perform the duties of said office as required by law, the 
ordinances of the city, or rules of the school committee. The 

| compensation of said officers shall be fixed by the school 
committee, with the approval of the mayor. Said officers 
shall make quarterly reports in detail of their doings to the 
school committee, and may be removed from office by the 
mayor. 


THE ASSESSORS’ DEPARTMENT. ° 


Secr. 111. The mayor, with the approval of the city 
council, shall appoint, in the month of January in the 
year eighteen hundred and seventy-six, five persons to 
constitute the board of assessors of taxes in the city of 
Boston; and annually thereafter the mayor shall appoint, 
in the month of January, with like approval, five persons as 
assessors for the term of one year. The assessors shall 
meet and organize, annually, on the first Monday of Hopmany 
by the choice of a chairman and clerk. 

Sror. 112. All the powers and duties vested by law and 
ordinance in, or exercised by, assessors of towns and cities, 
shall be vested in, and exercised by, said assessors, except 
so far as the same are changed by the provisions of this 


act.

Srcr. 113. In the month of February, in each year, the 
territory of the city shall be divided, by the assessors, with 
the approval of the city council, into as many assessment 
districts as the convenient despatch of business may, in their 
judgment, require. 

Secr. 114. In the month of February, in the year 
eighteen hundred and seventy-six, the assessors shall ap- 
point, with the approval of the city council, as many 
persons to be first assistant assessors as there are assess- 
ment districts in the city, to hold office for one year; and, 
annually thereafter, they shall appoint, in like manner, for 
the term of one year, a number of persons to be first 
assistant assessors, equal to the number of assessment dis- 
tricts. 


Sect. 115. The first assistant assessors shall be subject. 


to the supervision and direction of the assessors, and shall 
render such services in the assessment of taxes, and in other 
duties appertaining thereto, as may be required by them. 

Sect. 116. The assessors and first assistant assessors 
shall constitute a board, to be presided over by the chairman 
of the assessors, whose duty it shall be to estimate the 
amount of personal estate for which each person shall be 
assessed, who has failed to render a list of his personal estate 
liable to taxation by the city, according to law; but the esti- 
mate of said board shall not be conclusive or binding upon 
the assessors. 

Srot. 117. In the month of March, annually, the assess- 
ors, with the approval of the city council, shall appoint 
a suitable person to act as second assistant assessor for each 
assessment district. Said second assistant shall be a resident 
of the ward of which the assessment district for which he is 
appointed forms a part. The first and second assistants may 
be removed at any time by the assessors, with the approval 
of the board of aldermen. It shall be the special duty of 
the second assistant asssessors to aid the first assistants in 
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the work of estimating the value of the real estate situated 
within the districts for which they are respectively appointed ; 
and they shall render such other services appertaining to 
their office as may, from time to time, be required of them 
by the assessors, or first assistant assessors. 

Secor. 118. The assessors annually, on or before the 
fifteenth day of May, shall send to the auditor a statement 
of the amount of tax bills left with the treasurer for collec- 
tion during the preceding financial year, and of the amount 
of abatements thereon. 

Seor. 119. The board of assessors and first assistant 
assessors shall prepare, annually, in the month of March, in 
the manner required by law of the selectmen of towns, a list 
of inhabitants of the city, well qualified to serve as jurors, 
which list, on or before the first day of April in each year, 
they shall transmit to the city clerk, who shall duly post the 
same in the manner required bylaw. ‘The said list, after being 
duly posted, shall be submitted by said clerk to the city 
council for revision, and either branch, may, by vote, strike 
any names from the list, but no name shall be added thereto. 
In case of the neglect of the city council, or of either branch 
thereof, to complete the revision of said list within’ thirty 
days from its submission, the names then remaining thereon 
shall be placed in the jury-box by the city clerk, in the 
manner required by law, and the jurors shall be drawn by 
the board of aldermen upon the warrants of the courts. 

Sect. 120. The board of aldermen shall have and exercise 
the powers in relation to the abatement of taxes now given 
by law to the street commissioners of Boston. 


THE LAW DEPARTMENT. 


Sect. 121. The law department shall consist of a city 
solicitor, and such number of assistant solicitors as the city 
council may, from time to time, gelermine. 
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Snot. 122. The ‘mayor, with the approval of the city 


council, shall appoint one! person, a counsellor-at-law, to be 


the city solicitor for the term of one year. 

Seot. 123. The city solicitor, on or before the first day 
of June in each year, shall appoint, with the written approval 
of the mayor, such number of assistant solicitors as the city 
council may determine. They shall be counsellors-at-law, 
and hold office for one year from the first day of June in the 
year for which they are appointed, and until their successors 
shall be appointed and qualified, unless sooner removed by 
the city solicitor, with the written.consent of the mayor. 

Srcr. 124. The city solicitor shall be the head of the law 
department, and shall have. the charge and direction of the 
same. He shall give legal opinions and advice upon any 
subject or question submitted to him by the mayor, the board 
of aldermen, the common council, or any committee of the 
city council, or of either.branch thereof, or by any officers 
of the city government in regard to their official duties. 

Srcr. 125. It shall be the duty of the city solicitor and 
assistant solicitors to commence, prosecute and defend all 
actions, suits and claims in-any court or other tribunal in 
which the rights or interests of the city are involved, and to 
defend any of the officers of the city in suits and prosecutions 
against them for any official action, or the performance of 
any official duty, when any estate, right, privilege, ordi- 
nance, act, or direction of the city government may be 
brought in question; they shall perform such other profes- 
sional duties as may be required of them by the mayor, the 
city council, or either branch thereof, and generally shall 
appear as counsel whenever the interest and welfare of the 
city may be direétly or incidentally affected. 

Sect. 126. It shall be the duty of the city solicitor and 
assistant city solicitors to examine titles to property, to 
draft bonds, deeds, obligations, contracts, leases, convey- 
ances, agreements, qnd other legal instruments which may 
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be required by any ordinance or order of the city council, 
or either branch thereof, or by any department of the city 
government. There shall be one assistant city solicitor, 
whose special duty it shall be to collect, by suit or other- 
wise, all the over-due debts, bills, or claims of the city; it 
shall be the duty of the city treasurer to render to him 
monthly a statement in detail of such over-due debts, bills, 
and claims for collection; and all money collected by him 
shall be paid monthly or oftener to the treasurer. 

Sect. 127. All legal taxable costs, received by the law 
department from the adverse party in suits and prosecutions, 
shall annually be paid over to the city treasurer. 

Secr. 128. The city solicitor shall, annually, within thirty 
days after his election, appoint a clerk, a certificate of whose 
appointment he shall file in the office of the city clerk. The 
clerk shall hold his office for one year from the first Monday 
of April in the year in which he may be appointed, unless 
sooner removed ; and he may be removed at the pleasure of 
the solicitor ; and vacancies may be filled for an unexpired 
term in the same manner as the original appointment. The 
said clerk shall copy all papers which the solicitor or assist- 
ant solicitors may require to be copied, and shall, under the 
direction of the city solicitor and the assistant solicitors, 
keep all the books of the office, and perform such other 
duties as they may impose upon him. He shall receive such 
compeusation as the city council may from time to time 
determine. 


THE POLICE DEPARTMENT. 


Srecr. 129. The mayor shall at all times have the control 
and direction of the police force of the city. 

Sect. 130. The mayor, with the approval of the city coun- 
cil, shall appoint three persons to be commissioners of po- 
lice, one for one year, one for two years, and one for three 
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years; and shall, annually thereafter, with like approval, 
appoint one commissioner of police for three years. 

Sect. 1381. The mayor, upon nomination by the commis- 
sioners, if he approve thereof, shall appoint the chief of 
police, and all subordinate officers, to hold office until va- 
cated by death, resignation or removal; and such officers 
may be removed by the mayor upon the recommendation of 
the commissioners. ‘The chief of police and the subordinate 
officers when so appointed shall have all the powers, assume 
all the liabilities and obligations and perform all the duties 
prescribed by law, or the ordinances of the city, for such 
officers, so far as consistent with the provisions of this act. 
The commissioners shall prescribe the duties of the officers 
and members of the department. The number and compen- 
sation of the officers of each grade shall be fixed by the city 
council, and, an estimate of the number required shall be 
contained in the annual estimate of the commissioners. 

Srcr. 182. The mayor, when he deems it necessary or ex- 
pedient, may appoint, from persons nominated by the com- 
missioners of police, such number of temporary policemen 
as occasion may require, fix their compensation and term of 
service, and remove them at pleasure. 

Sect. 133. The mayor, if he deem it expedient, upon 
the written application of any responsible corporation or 
person, may appoint suitable persons to be special police 
officers, to serve without pay from the city, under such rules 
and regulations as the commissioners of police deem expedi- 
ent, with the power of police officers to preserve order, and to 
enforce the laws and the ordinances of the city in and about 
any railrond station or crossing, place of public amusement, 
wharf, manufactory, or other locality specified in the applica- 
tion ; provided, that such corporations or persons shall give 
bond satisfactory to the counsel of the corporation, to be liable 
to parties aggrieved by any official misconduct of such police 
officer, to the same extent as for the torts of agents and ser- 
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vants in their employment. <A record of such appointments 
shall be kept in the office of the commissioners of police, and 
any appointments so made may be revoked by the mayor at 
any time. 

Srcr. 134. The commissioners of police shall make careful 
examination and investigation as to the honesty, sobriety, 
health, and other qualifications of persons nominated by them 
for appointment by the mayor. No person shall be appointed 
an officer or member of the police force, or as a constable of 
the city, who is not a citizen of the United States; who has 
not been a resident of, and paid taxes to, the city of Boston 
for three years next preceding his appointment; and who 
cannot read and write understandingly in the English lan- 
guage. 

Secor. 135. The commissioners of police shall investigate 
all complaints and charges against any of the members of 
the police department, and if they find any member guilty of 
a breach of the laws, or ordinances of the city, or of any of 
the rules and regulations of the department, or unfit for the 
position he occupies, they may recommend the mayor to re- 
move him, or inflict the penalty provided by ordinance, or 
by the rules and regulations of the department, as a punish- 
ment for the fault. 

Sror. 136. The mayor shall annually appoint such number 
of constables as, in his opinion, the public service may re- 
quire. No person shall be appointed constable unless, in 
addition to the qualifications required of police officers, he 
shall have attained the age of twenty-five years; and he shall 
give bond as required by law. 7 

Srcr. 137. In case of a riot within the sity the mayor 
shall have the power to require the constables so appointed 
to aid in the suppression of the same; and while so engaged 
they shall be under the control and direction of the chief of 
police, and subject to the rules and regulations of the police 
department. 
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Sect. 138. The commissioners of police shall have the 
power to grant licenses for theatres, museums, exhibitions, and 
other places of amusement, to every person exercising atrade 
or calling within the city for which a license is required, and for 
every purpose for which a license or permit is required with- 
in the city and not otherwise provided for by this act. ‘The 
licenses and permits so granted shall be subject to revocation 
by the mayor, with the consent of the board of aldermen. 

Sect. 139. The commissioners of police, before granting 
licenses for any public exhibition or place of amusement, 
shall require from the inspector of buildings a certificate that 
the buildings and halls to be used for the purpose are safe, and 
have suitable means of egress; they shall make inquiry as 
to the character of the applicant, the propriety of granting 
or withholding the license, and shall make record of such 
inquiry in the proper books in their office; and they shall be 
watchful ‘that the terms and conditions of the licenses are 
complied with. 

Sect. 140. The commissioners of police shall hear and 
examine complaints made against any person or persons hold- 
ing a license granted by them; they shall make record of the 
charges and evidence in the case, and may report the same, 
with their recommendations, to the mayor for his action. 

Secor. 141. The commissioners of police shall annually 
nominate to the mayor, for appointment, suitable persons as 
superintendents, with the power of police officers, for the 
enforcement of the laws and ordinances of the city in rela- 
tion to licenses granted by them; and such superintendents 
may be removed by the mayor, upon the recommendation 
of the commissioners. 

Srecr. 142. The commissioners of police shall make such 
rules and regulations in regard to licenses, and for the goy- 
ernment of all persons licensed by them, as they may deem 
expedient, subject to revision by the city council in the man- 
ner provided in section two hundred and twenty of this act. 
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Sect. 143. The captain of thedivision of the police force 
assigned by the commissioners for duty in the harbor of 
Boston shall have and exercise all the powers, and perform 
all the duties, prescribed for the harbor master by law and 
the ordinances of the city; but he shall not be required to 
give bond. 

Sect. 144. The commissioners of police shall nominate 
annually to the mayor, for appointment by him, one or more 
persons to be sealers of weights and measures, and the city 
council shall fix their compensation; and they may be re- 
moved by the mayor, upon the recommendation of the com- 
missioners. 

Srcr. 145. The commissioners of police shall nominate 
annually to the mayor, for appointment by him, such num- 
ber of competent persons as the city council may prescribe, 
to be superintendents of public scales and weighers of hay ; 
the city council shall, from time to time, fix the compensa- 
tion of such officers, and the rates to be charged for weighing 
hay, straw, coal and other articles, and said superintendents 
may be removed by the mayor, upon the recommendation of 
the commissioners. 


THE STREET DEPARTMENT. 


Sect. 146. The mayor, with the approval of the city coun- 
cil, shall appoint three street commissioners, one for a term 
of one year, one for two years, and one for three years 3 
and annually thereafter the mayor shall appoint, with like 
approval, one person to serve for the term of three years. 

Srcr. 147. The street commissioners shall have the 
direction, control and management of the laying out, widen- 
ing, altering, extending and discontinuing the streets and 
ways of the city, and assessment of the damages and better- 
ments therefor; the locating, paving, making, grading of 
streets and ways; locating, building, and: repairing of 
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sewers and drains and the laying of assessments therefor ; 
purchasing, placing and lighting the public lamps; and 
the building, repairing and management of the ferries and 
bridges. ; 

Srcr. 148. The street commissioners shall have and exer- 
cise all the powers, not inconsistent with this act, which the 
board of aldermen now have as,surveyors of highways, and 
all the powers now conferred by law or the ordinances of 
the city on the street commissioners, in regard to laying out, 
widening, altering, extending, or discontinuing the streets 
and ways of the city, and all the powers of county com- 
missioners given by law to the board of aldermen, except as 
herein otherwise provided ; provided, that whenever the city 
council, by a vote of two-thirds of the whole of each branch 
thereof, shall adjudge that the public safety and convenience 
require that any street, road, or way of the city shall be 
laid out, altered, discontinued, or paved, and shall direct 
the commissioners to lay out, alter, discontinue, or pave the 
same, the commissioners shall forthwith lay out, alter, dis- 
continue, or pave the same, under the provisions of this act. 

Sror. 149. The street commissioners shall have and exer- 
cise all the powers, not inconsistent with this act, now held 
by the mayor and aldermen, and by the street commissioners, 
by law or the ordinances of the city in regard to the assess- 
ment or reassessment of betterments, and the adjustment of 
claims for damages for the laying out, changing the grade, 
widening, discontinuing, or altering of the streets, highways 
or other ways of the city; provided, that no settlement 
shall be made of a claim against the city for laying out, 
changing the grade of, widening, discontinuing or altering a 
street, highway, or other way of the city, when the amount 
required for the adjustment of the claim exceeds five thou- 
sand dollars, unless the same has been approved by the city 
council. 

Sect. 150. The street commissioners shall have and exer- 
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cise all the powers conferred upon, and perform all the duties 
prescribed to, the mayor and aldermen, or the board of 
aldermen, or to the city council, by law or the ordinances 
of the city relating to the location, construction, assessment, 
repair, opening, protection and use of the public sewers 
and drains of the city, and granting licenses in regard to 
same; also all the duties and powers relating to the control 
and direction of the building, making, naming, numbering 
and grading of the public streets, roads and ways of the city, 
and fixing the bounds thereof, and of the sidewalks therein, 
and also the powers and duties relating to the control and 
direction of the purchasing, repairing, locating, care and light- 
ing, with gas or otherwise, of the street lamps belonging to 
the city. With the consent of the city council, the commis- 
sioners may lay out streets, passage-ways and squares upon 
the public lands of the city, not otherwise appropriated, and 
lay sewers therein. 

Secor. 151. No gas company, corporation, or individual, 
shall have authority to remove the pavement or dig up the 
ground in any of the streets or ways of the city for the pur- 
pose of sinking, laying or repairing pipes, or for any purpose 
whatsoever, except by the consent of the street commissioners, 
but no gas company which has not now its pipes in the streets 
of the city shall receive such authority, except by vote of 
the city council. Any gas compay, corporation, association 
or individual, after removing the pavement or opening the 
ground in either of the streets or ways of the city, for any 
purpose, shall be required to put the same in repair, as soon 
as practicable thereafter, in a manner satisfactory to the 
street commissioners; and said commissioners may require 
such security to be given for the prompt and strict compli- 
ance with this rule as they may deem advisable. 

Sect. 152. The street commissioners shall, in accordance 
with law and the ordinances of the city, so far as not incon- 
sistent with this act, have the control, management and charge 
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of the ferries, bridges, and landings, owned wholly or in 
part by the city, and of the lands, buildings, boats, machinery, 
and other property appertaining thereto; provided, that the 
rates of toll upon the ferries shall not be changed by the 
street commissioners, without the consent of the city council. 

Sect. 153. Annually, in the month of May, the mayor 
shall appoint, with the approval of the city council, the 
following officers for the term of one year, from the first 
day of June next ensuing, viz. : — 


City Surveyor, Superintendent of Ferries, 
Superintendent of Paving, Superintendent of Bridges, 
Superintendent of Sewers, City Engineer. 
Superintendent of Lamps 


Sect. 154. The city surveyor, with the approval of 
the street commissioners, may appoint and remove the 
subordinate officers _and persons employed in _ his 
office; and the compensation of such subordinate officers 
and persons shall be fixed by said commissioners. 

Sect. 155. The’ city engineer, with the approval of the 
street commissioners and of the water board, may appoint and 
remove the subordinate officers and persons employed in his 
office, and fix their compensation. 

Sect. 156. The estimate for an appropriation for the 
salaries and expenses of the office of city engineer shall be 
included annually in the estimates for the street commissioners, 
and no bills or claims on account of said office shall be certi- 
fied for payment by the auditor unless approved by either 
the street commissioners or the water board. ~ 

Secr. 157. The street commissioners, with the approval 
of the mayor, may appoint and remove the subordinate assist- 
ants, officers, and clerks, needful in the several departments 
and offices under their control and management, except as 
otherwise provided herein, and fix their compensation. The 
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commissioners may employ, fix the compensation of, and dis- 
charge, at their discretion, such number of draw-tenders, 
workmen, and laborers, as may be required in the said depart- 
ments and offices. 

Secor. 158. No expenditure of money, and no contract or 
proceeding involving the same, shall be made or entered 
into by the street commissioners, for the taking of lands or 
buildings, laying out, paving, making, altering or discontinu- 
ing any street or way of the city, when the estimate for the 
total cost of the same, including grade damages, value of 
land and buildings to be taken, the cost of making, paving 
and completing said street or way, with any other expense 
appertaining thereto, together with any previous expendi- 
tures upon the same street, or any part thereof, for similar 
purposes, within the current financial year, will amount to 
the sum of five thousand dollars, without first obtaiming the 
consent of the city council thereto. 


THE DEPARTMENT OF BUILDINGS AND LANDS. 


Sect. 159. The mayor, with the approval of the city 
council, shall appoint three commissioners of buildings and 
lands, one for a term of one year, one for two years, and 
one for three years; and annually thereafter the mayor shall 
appoint, with like approval, one person to serve for the term 
of three years. 

Secor. 160. Except as otherwise provided in this act the 
commissioners of buildings and lands shall have the care 
and custody of all the buildings and offices belonging to, or 
occupied by the city or the county, and of the furniture and 
fixtures contained therein, and the control, direction, and 
supervision of the erection, and of the repairs and altera- 
tions of the buildings and offices owned or occupied by the 
city or county, including the armories, and shall have power 
to contract for the labor and materials needful therefor or 
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any part thereof; and it shall be the duty of the commis- 
sioners to purchase the furniture, fixtures, and other articles 
necessary for the proper furnishing and care of said build- 
ings and offices ; provided, that no building shall be erected 
when the total estimated cost of the same, including the 
land upon which it is to be located, and the furniture and 
fixtures for the same, exceeds five thousand dollars, unless 
by order of the city council; and no building shall be 
repaired, or altered, or provided with furniture, or fixtures, 
‘when the total estimate of cost of repairs or alterations, 
with the furniture and fixtures for said building, together 
with like expenditures upon the same building, within the 
current financial year, shall exceed one thousand dollars, 
unless by order of the city council. 

Secor. 161. The commissioners of buildings and land So 
far as is consistent with the provisions of this act, shall have 
and exercise all the powers and perform all the duties now 
prescribed by law for the inspector of buildings and the city 
council, in regard to the regulation, survey, and inspection 
of buildings, by chapter two hundred and eighty of the acts 
of the year eighteen hundred and seventy-one, and the 
several amendments and additions thereto; but the limits 
within which all buildings erected shall be required to con- 
form to the provisions of said statutes, shall not be altered 
by the said commissioners, except by vote of the city 
council. 

‘Sect. 162. The commissioners of buildings and lands shall 
have the care, custody, and management of all the lands 
belonging to the city, except those which are set apart as 
public grounds, and may, with the approval of the mayor, 
lease such portions of the same as are not otherwise appro- 
priated, upon such terms and conditions as they may deem 
expedient, provided that no lease shall be made for a term 
of more than three years, without the approval of the city 
council. All deeds of sale and leases of buildings or lands 
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belonging to the city shall be signed by the mayor, and 
countersigned by the chairman of the board of commis- 
sioners. : 

Secr. 163. The commissioners of buildings and lands shall 
have the control and direction of all the public market- 
houses and places used as public markets in the city; and, 
in accordance with law and the ordinances of the city, shall 
make such rules and regulations for the government and 
management of the same as they may deem expedient; and, 
with the approval of the city council, may fix the rents of, 
and lease the stalls, cellars, and stands in and about the 
same, and the rooms and stores ‘connected therewith, except 
Faneuil hall. 

Sect. 164. The commissioners of buildings and lands 
shall have and exercise all the powers, and perform all the 
duties prescribed by law for the mayor and aldermen of 
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-cities relating to steam engines, furnaces, and boilers, and 


to granting licenses therefor. 

SecT. 165. The mayor, with the approval of the city 
council, shall appoint annually, in the month of May, a city 
architect, who shall perform such duties as the commissioners 
of buildings and lands may prescribe. The city architect, 
with the approval of the said commissioners, may appoint and 
remove the subordinate offices and persons employed in his 
office, and the compensation of such subordinates shall be 
fixed by said commissioners. 

Sect. 166. The plans, designs, specifications, estimates 
and other papers required for the erection or repair of the 
buildings hereafter to be erected or repaired, belonging to or 
occupied by the city, shall be prepared and furnished by the 
city architect, unless otherwise ordered in special cases by 
the city council. 

Sect. 167. The commissioners of buildings and lands, with 
the approval of the mayor, may appoint and remove the subor- 
dinate assistants, officers, clerks, and workmen needful in the 
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several departments and offices under their control and 
management (except the city architect’s), and fix their com- 
pensation. 


THE WATER DEPARTMENT. 


Sect. 168. The mayor, with the approval of the city 
council, shall appoint three persons to constitute the water 
board; one of whom shall be appointed for one year, 
one for two years, and one for three years; and annually 
thereafter the mayor, with like approval, shall appoint 
one person to serve for the term of three years. The board 
shall have the charge and direction of all matters relating to 
the location, building, repairing and management of the 
water works belonging to the city, and of the supply and 
distribution of the water. 

Sect. 169. The water board shall have and exercise all 
the powers, not inconsistent with this act, now conferred by 
law, or the ordinances of the city, upon the Cochituate water 
board and the Mystic water board, and shall perform all the 
duties thereby prescribed for said Woards, or either of them. 
The water board may be empowered by the city council to 
exercise any or all of the powers conferred by law upon the 
city of Boston with reference to supplying said city with 
water, and may also be empowered to act as the agents of the 
city in doing any and all things which the city is now, or may 
hereafter be, authorized to do in relation to the taking of 
lands, water-rights, or other property, and the establishment 
of works and appliances for supplying the city of Boston or 
other cities and towns with water. | 

Secr. 170. The water board shall make such rules and 
regulattons in regard to the mode of using the water, and 
the price to be paid therefor, as they may deem expedient ; 
subject, however, to the provisions of sections twelve and 
thirteen of chapter one hundred and sixty-seven of the stat- 
utes of the year eighteen hundred and forty-six; provided, 
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that the words “ Boston water scrip” in said sections shall 
be construed to include the whole amount of outstanding 
loan representing the cost of the water works. 

Sect. 171. The water board shall have the care and 
management of all the public reservoirs, wells and pumps of 
the city. 

Sect. 172. The water board annually, in the month of 
May, shall appoint, with the approval of the mayor, suitable 
persons to be superintendent and assistant superintendents 
of the water works, and a water registrar, who shall per- 
form such duties as may be prescribed by the said board 
or by the ordinances of the city; and they may be removed 
by the board, with the approval of the, mayor. The water 
board may appoint and remove at pleasure such other 
subordinate officers, clerks and workmen as the business of 
the department may require, and fix their compensation. 


THE HEALTH DEPARTMENT. 


Sect. 173. The mayor, with the approval of the city coun- 
cil, shall appoint three persons, one of whom shall be a physi- 
cian, to constitute the board of health ; one shall be appointed 
for one year, one for two years, and one for three years; 
and annually thereafter, the mayor, with like approval, 
shall appoint one person to be a member of the board for 
the term of three years. 

Secor. 174. The board of health shall have all the rights, 
powers and duties now given by law, and the city ordi- 
nances, to the boards of health of cities and towns, and to 
the mayor and aldermen, the board of aldermen, or to the 
city council, in relation to the abatement and removal of 
nuisances, sources of filth, and causes of sickness, the re- 
moval of infected persons, the vaccination of the inhab- 
itants, the establishment and regulation of quarantine, the 
removal of offensive bodies, the inspection of provisions, 
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the erection of tenement houses and their use, occupation 
and mode of construction, the interment of the dead, the sale 
of fish, vegetables and other provisions, the keeping of swine 
and all other animals within the bounds of the city, and in 
relation to all other matters pertaining to the public health, 
and the care and preservation thereof. 

Sect. 175. The board of health shall have the care and su- 
perintendence of the stables belonging to the city, except such 
as may be attached to other departments ; they shall provide, 
by contract or otherwise, for the cleaning of the streets, the 
collection, removal and disposal of ashes, grease, bones, offal, 
dirt, manure, and all noxious and offensive matter from the 
streets, houses and vacant land in the city, the cleaning of 
all vaults and cesspools, the location, occupation and use of 
all public and private stables, and the granting of licenses 
therefor, and the granting of licenses for watering streets, 
under such rules and regulations as they may prescribe. 

Sect. 176. All burial-grounds and cemeteries belonging 
to the city shall be under the general care and charge of the 
board of health, and it shall have power to appoint, with the 
approval of the mayor, such trustees thereof as may be re- 
quired by law, or which the board may deem expedient, and 
to make such regulations for the management and use of 
burial-grounds and cemeteries, not inconsistent with law, as 
may in their judgment be suitable or necessary. i 

Sect. 177. The board of health, annually, in the month 
of May, with the approval of the mayor, shall appoint as many 
persons to carry on the business oy undertakers as may be 
necessary ; they shall grant licenses to the persons so ap- 
pointed, fix the amount to be paid therefor, and make rules 
and regulations for the burial and removal of the dead, and 
for the compensation of undertakers. 

Sect. 178. The board of health shall have the charge and 
control of all hospitals which may be established by the 
city councilfor persons haying the small-pox or other infectious 
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or contagious diseases dangerous to the public health, with 
power to make all suitable regulations for the care and use of 
the same. 

Sect. 179. The board of health shall have the care and con- 
trol of all public baths which may be established by the city 
council for the use of the inhabitants ; they shall appoint suit- 
able persons to superintend the same, and shall make all 
needful regulations for their use. 

Secor. 180. The board of health, annually, in the month of 
May, with the approval of the mayor, shall appoint a sanitary 
superintendent, a city physician, a port physician, and such 
assistants as they may require, one or more superintendents 
of cemeteries, one or more inspectors of provisions, and 
an inspector of milk, and may, with the approval of the 
mayor, remove them. The board may, from time to time, 
employ, and discharge, at their discretion, such workmen as 
they may deem necessary for the economical and satisfactory 
performance of the work by the department, and fix their 
compensation. ‘ | 

Secor. 181. The board of health shall have the charge and 
superintendence of the registration of births, marriages, and . 
deaths, and, with the approval of the mayor, shall appoint a 
registrar thereof, who shall perform the duties prescribed by 
law and the ordinances of the city in rélation thereto. He 
shall hold office for the term of one year from the date of 
his appointment, and may be removed by the mayor. 


THE FIRE DEPARTMENT. 


Sror. 182. The mayor, with the approval of the city coun- 
cil, shall appoint three persons, to constitute the board 
of fire commissioners; one shall be appointed for one 
year, one for two years, and one for three years; and 
afterwards, annually, the mayor shall appoint, with like ap- 
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proval, one person to be a member of said board tor the term 
of three years. The board shall appoint a chief engineer, 
and such number of assistant engineers, officers, engine- 
men, telegraph-operators.and other members, as the city 
council may, from time to time, determine, and may remove 
them at pleasure; provided, that the chief engineer shall be 
appointed with the approval of the mayor. The board 
shall prescribe the duties of the officers and members 
of the department, and, subject to the approval of the city 
council, fix their compensation. 

Sect. 183. The fire commissioners, the chief engineer and 
assistant engineers, so appointed, shall have all the powers 
and perform all the duties authorized or imposed upon suca 
officers by law, or the ordinances of the city, except so far 
as they may be changed or modified by this act. 

Secor. 184. The duty of extinguishing fires, and protect- 
ing life and property in case of fire within the city, 
shall be entrusted to said board of fire commissioners ; 
they shall divide the city itkto fire districts ; establish a fire 
patrol; and, in accordance with ordinances of the city, and 
with the provisions of this act, purchase steam fire-engines, 
horses, hose, and all other apparatus and supplies for the use 
and equipment of the fire department and fire-alarm tele- 
graph. 

Secor. 185. The fire commissioners shall have and exercise 
all the powers conferred upon such officers, or upon engineers 
of fire departments or their assistants, by law and the 
ordinances of the city, in relation to the manufacture, storage, 
and sale of petroleum, camphene, burning-fluids, gunpowder, 
nitro-glycerine, fireworks, or any other highly combustible or 
explosive material or thing. The city council. shall have 
power to prohibit the storage or manufacture of said 
articles within the limits of the city in any locality 
where, in their judgment, it would be hazardous to the 
surrounding buildings. The fire commissioners may, with 
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the approval of the city council, make such rules and regu- 
lations in regard to the storage and place of manufacture of 
said articles as they may deem expedient, and provide that 
said articles shall not be kept within the limits of the city 
without a license, in such form, and with such conditions and 
penalties as, in accordance with law, they may prescribe ; 
the fire commissioners are hereby authorized to grant 
such licenses, and, with the approval of the mayor, to 
revoke the same. The fire commissioners shall appoint the 
inspectors of petroleum required to be appointed by law. 

Secr. 186. The fire commissioners shall have the 
charge, direction and control of all the public clocks and 
bells owned by the city or under its control. 


THE DEPARTMENT OF PUBLIC INSTITUTIONS. 


Sect. 187. The board of directors for public institutions 
shall consist of six persons, not*members of the city council, 
appointed by the mayor, with the approval of the city council, 
and one member of the board of aldermen and two members 
of the. common council, elected by concurrent vote of the 
city council. The members first appointed by the mayor 
shall hold office, two for three years, two for two years, and 
two for one year, and annually afterwards the mayor shall 
appoint, with like approval, two persons to hold office for 
three years. The members from the city council shall be 
elected annually in January or February, to hold office during 
the remainder of the municipal year in which they are elected, 
and until others are elected in their place or they are removed, 
and they may be removed at any time by the city council, and 
vacancies from any cause may be filled for the unexpired 
term. The members of said board shall serve without com- 
pensation. 

Secr. 188. The board of directors shall have the care and 
control of the house of correction, the house of industry, 
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the house of reformation, and of the lunatic hospital so 
long as it shall be maintained by the city, and such other in- 
stitutions as may be placed under their direction and super- 
vision by law or by ordinance of the city. “They shall 
make the necessary repairs and alterations therein, and, 
with the approval of the mayor, appoint superintendents 
thereof; they shall fix their compensation, and, with like ap- 
proval, may remove them from office ; the officers so appointed 
shall have the powers and perform the. duties prescribed by 
law or by the city ordinances for their respective offices, and 
such other powers and duties as may be prescribed to them 
by said board. 

Sect. 189. The board of directors shall appoint a mas- 
ter of the house of correction, and such other officers, agents 
and servants, as they may deem expedient, in the sey- : 
eral institutions under their charge, fix their compensation, 
and may remove them at pleasure. 

Sect. 190. The board of* directors shall have and ex- 
ercise all the power and authority, and perform all the duties 
not inconsistent with the provisions of this act, which are 
conferred or imposed by existing laws and ordinances upon 
the board of directors for public institutions of the city of 
Boston; and all acts of the legislature and ordinances of the 
city, not inconsistent with the provisions of this act, which 
are applicable to the board of directors for public institutions 
of the city of Boston, and to any of the institutions above 
named, are hereby declared to be in full force and effect, and 
in no respect altered or repealed, Aine than is herein 
expressly set forth. 

Srcr. 191. The board of directors shall have autre 
in conformity with the provisions of this act, to make pur- 
chases of supplies of every description, for the use of said 
institutions, and to make all necessary contracts therefor, or 
for work to be done or materials to be furnished, or for the 
employment of the labor of the inmates thereof, provided no 
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contract so made shall extend for a term exceeding one year, 
unless with the consent of the city council. 

Sect. 192. When the labor of any of the inmates of any 
of said institutions is to be disposed of by contract, the board 
of directors, unless otherwise ordered by the city council, 
shall make public advertisement for proposals to hire. said 
labor, under such rules and regulations as said board may 
prescribe. : 

Sect. 193. A joint committee, to consist of not less than 
five members of the city council, shall constitute the in- 
spectors of prisons and houses of detention in the county 
of Suffolk; and said committee, at least twice in each year, 
shall make the examinations and inquiries required by law, 
and report the result thereof in print to the city council. 


THE DEPARTMENT OF OVERSEERS OF THE POOR. 


Srcr. 194. The board of overseers of the poor shall con- 
sist of nine persons, not members of the city council, 
appointed by the mayor, with the approval of the city 
council, and one member of the board of aldermen and. two 
members of the common council, elected by concurrent vote 
of the city council. The members first appointed by the 
mayor shall hold office, three for three years, three for two 
years, and three for one year, and annually afterwards the 
mayor shall appoint, with like approval, three persons to 
hold office for three years. The members from the city 
council shall be elected annually, in January or February, to 
hold office during the remainder of the municipal year in 
which they are elected, and until others are elected in their 
place, or they are removed; and they may be removed at 
any time by the city council, and vacancies from any cause 
may be filled for the unexpired term. The members of said 
board shall serve without compensation. 

Srecr. 195. The overseers of the poor shall appoint a 
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secretary and one or more clerks, not of their own number, 
nor members of the city council, and such superintendents, 
subordinate officers, assistants and workmen as they may 
deem expedient. They shall prescribe their duties, fix their 
compensation, and may remove them from office. 

Secr. 196. The overseers of the poor, with the approval 
of the mayor, shall appoint a suitable person as treasurer, 
fix his compensation, and define his duties; and they may 
remove him from office, with the approval of the mayor. 
The treasurer shall give bond in such amount, and with such 
sureties, as the overseers may determine and approve for 
the safe custody of the money and other property in his 
possession. He shall deposit the money entrusted to him in 
such banks as the overseers may approve; and no loan or 
investment of said money shall be made, except by vote 
of the overseers, or of a finance committee appointed by 
them. All checks, orders, or drafts for money, on account 
of the overseers, shall be signed by the treasurer and coun- 
tersigned by the secretary. The accounts of the treasurer 
shall be examined, semi-annually, by a committee appointed 
by the overseers for that purpose, and at such other times 
by the city council, or a committee thereof, as may by ordi- 
nance be prescribed. 

Sect. 197. The overseers of the poor shall continue as a 
corporation and hold and exercise all the powers and cor- 
porate rights, possess all the property, be entitled to all 
the rights and privileges, and be subject to all the duties, 
liabilities, and obligations which now belong or appertain 
by law or the ordinances of-the city to the corporation of 
“The Overseers: of the Poor in the City of Boston,” so far 
as consistent with the provisions of this act. 

Sect. 148. Whenever the city shall provide buildings for 
the reception and care of paupers, and by ordinance transfer 
the paupers under the charge of the board of directors of 
public institutions to the care and control of the overseers of 
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the poor, then said overseers of the poor shall hive and ex- 
ercise all the powers, and perform’ all the duties, now pre- 
scribed by law, or the ordinances of the city, to said board 
of directors, or to selectmen of towns, in regard to the care, 
support and employment of paupers, so far as consistent 
with this act, and shall have the care and control of the 
buildings provided for the same. 

Sect. 199. The overseers of the poor shall have the care 
and control of the charity building, on Chardon street, and 
‘of buildings used as temporary homes for the poor, and of 
the inmates thereof. 


THE CITY HOSPITAL DEPARTMENT. 


Srot. 200. The board of trustees of the city hospital 
shall consist of six persons, not members of the city council, 
appointed by the mayor with the approval of the city council, 
and one member of the board of aldermen and two members 
of the common council, elected by concurrent vote of the 
city council. The members first appointed by the mayor 
shall hold office, two for three years, two for two years, and 
two for one year, and annually afterwards the mayor shall 
appoint, with like approval, two persons to hold office for 
three years. The members from the city council shall be 
elected annually, in January or February, to hold office 
during the remainder of the municipal year in which they 
are elected, and until others are elected in their place, or 
they are removed; and they may be removed at any time 
by the city council, and vacancies from any cause may be 
filled for the unexpired term. ‘the members of said board 
shall serve without compensation. 

Srecr. 201. The board of trustees shall have the care and 
management of the city hospital and of the grounds con- 
nected therewith ; and, with the approval of the mayor, shall 
appoint, and, with like approval, may remove such visiting 
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and consulting physicians and surgeons as they may deem 
expedient. The board shall annually appoint a superinten- 
dent and all necessary resident physicians and surgeons, and 
all other assistants, nurses and domestics, fix their compensa- 
tion, and may remove them at pleasure. 


THE PUBLIC LIBRARY DEPARTMENT. 


Sect. 202. The board of trustees of the public library 
shall consist of six persons, not members of the city council, 
appointed by the mayor, with the approval of the city coun- 
cil, and one member of the board of aldermen and two 
members of the common council elected by concurrent vote 
of the city council. The members first appointed by the 
mayor shall hold office, two for three years, two for two 
years and two for one year; and annually afterwards the 
mayor shall appoint, with like approval, two persons to hold 
-office for three years. The members from the city council 
shall be elected annually, in January or February, to hold 
office during the remainder of the municipal year in which 
they are elected, and until others are elected in their place 
or they are removed; and they may be removed at any time 
by the city council, and vacancies from any cause may be 
filled for the unexpired term. ‘The members of said board 
shall serve without compensation. 

Secr. 203. The*board shall have the care and manage- 
ment of the library, and of all branches thereof, and of the 
buildings provided for the same, and of the grounds attached 
thereto. 

Secor. 204. The board of trustees, with the approval of 
the mayor, shall annually appoint a superintendent, and, 
with like approval, fix his compensation, and may remove 
him at pleasure. They shall appoint the librarians, assist- 
ants, janitors and all other persons employed in the manage- 
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ment of the library and its branches, fix their compensation, 
and may remove them at pleasure. 

Sect. 205. The board of trustees may expend, in accord- 
ance with the provisions of this act, for the purposes of 
the library, the money appropriated therefor by the city 
council, and may expend the principal or income of any 
money or property which has been, or may hereafter be, 
given for the use of the library, or any of its branches, in 
accordance with the directions or conditions imposed by the 
donors thereof; an account in detail of all expenditures, to- 
gether with a statement of the condition of the library, shall 
be included in the annual report of the trustees herein re- 
quired. 

Sect. 206. When, in the judgment of the board of trus- 
tees, additional branch libraries are needed, they may, with 
the consent of the city council, establish the same. , 

Secor. 207. The board of trustees shall have all the powers 
and perform all the duties prescribed by law or the ordi- 
nances of the city for such officers, except so far as they may 
be changed or modified by this act. 

Secr. 208. All money belonging to the library, or ap- 
propriated to its use by the city council, shall be deposited 
with the treasurer of the city. 


THE DEPARTMENY OF PUBLIC GROUNDS. 


Srecr. 209. The mayor, with the approval of the city coun- 
cil, shall appoint three persons, not members of the city coun- 
cil, to constitute the board of commissioners of public 
grounds, who shall serve without compensation. . One of 
said persons shall be appointed for one year, one for two 
years, and one for three years; and thereafter, annually, the 
mayor, with like approval, shall appoint one person to serve 
for the term of three years. 
Sror. 210. The commissioners of the public grounds 
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shall have the charge, management and supervision of the 
common and public garden; of the public parks and squares 
of the city; of the monuments, statues, and all other mat- 
ters and things appertaining thereto, and of the trees in the 
public streets and ways, except as otherwise provided herein. 

Srcr. 211. The commissioners of the public grounds, 
with the approval of the mayor, annually, in January or 
February, shall appoint a superintendent, and, with the 
approval of the mayor, fix his compensation. He may be 
removed from office by the commissioners, with the approval 
of the mayor. The commissioners may appoint and remove 
such number of subordinates and laborers as they deem 
necessary and expedient for the proper prosecution of the 
work entrusted to them, and fix their compensation. 

Sect. 212. The common and public garden shall be pre- 
served for public use, and shall not be sold or leased, and no 
street or way for the use of cars or other vehicles shall be 
laid out, over or through said grounds, or any portion of them, 
unless a majority of the legal voters present and voting 
thereon, shall vote in the affirmative at meetings which 
may be called for that purpose in the several wards by the 
board of alderman. No statue, monument, nor permanent 
structure of any kind shall be placed upon the common, 
public garden, or any of the public parks, or squares, of 
the city, nor removed therefrom, except by order of the 
city council. 


BOARD OF COUNTY ACCOUNTS. 


Sect. 213. The chairman of the board of aldermen, 
the president of the common council, and the chairman of 
the inspectors of prisons and houses of detention in the 
county of Suffolk, shall constitute a board of accounts for 
the county of Suffolk, and shall have and exercise the powers 
conferred upon the board of aldermen of the city, by 
chapter one hundred and seventeen of the acts of the year 
eighteen hundred and sixty-six. 
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OTHER OFFICERS. 


Sect. 214. The mayor, with the approval of the board 
of aldermen, shall appoint from time to time, for a term of 
one year, such and so many of the following-named ofticers 
as he may judge necessary for the public convenience, 
namely : — 


Measurers of Grain. 

Surveyors of Marble, Soapstone and Freestone. 
-Measurers of Upper Leather. 

Inspectors of Lime. 

Weighers of Coal. , 

Measurers of Wood and Bark. 

Viewers and Cullers of Hoops and Staves. 

Fence Viewers. 

Field Drivers and Pound Keepers. 


The said officers shall respectively exercise all the powers 
and perform all the duties required by law and the ordi- 
nances of the city of such officers; and, until otherwise 
changed by the city council, they shall continue to receive 
for their services the fees heretofore allowed. They may be 
removed at the pleasure of the mayor. 


GENERAL PROVISIONS. 


Sror. 215. The several boards and commissions, unless 
otherwise provided herein by an ordinance of the city, shall 
organize annually, in the month of May, by the choice of one 
of their number to be chairman, and shall appoint a clerk, 
who shall not be one of their own number. ‘They shall fix 
the compensation of their clerk, and may at any time re- 
move him and appoint a successor. ‘They shall preserve 
complete records of their meetings, giving the names of the 
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members present, their votes and doings thereat ; and shall 
cause proper books of record to be kept in the respective’ 
departments under their charge, exhibiting in detail all the 
transactions of said departments. 

Srcr. 216. The compensation of all commissions, boards - 
and officers, except as herein otherwise provided, shall be 
fixed from time to time by the city council. 

Srecr. 217. All officers‘and. persons, while receiving sal- 
aries from the city, shall be inhabitants of the city, unless 
otherwise provided by the city council. 

Srcr. 218. Any commissioner, trustee or officer appointed 
under any of the provisions of this act by the mayor, with the 
approval of the city couficil, may at any time be removed by 
the mayor, with the approval of the city council, or may be 
removed by vote of two-thirds of the whole number of each 
branch of the city council, taken by yeas and nays; and, 
pending the action of the city council, the mayor may, in 
his discretion, suspend any such commissioner, trustee or 
officer from his duties. 

SecT. 219. All officers or persons having the custody or 
control of books, records, journals, papers or documents be- 
longing to the city, or to any department or office thereof, 
shall, upon request, exhibit the same to the mayor, or to 
any member of the city council, and shall deliver the same to 
their successors in office, when duly qualified. 

Sreot. 220. The school committee, and the several boards, 
commissioners, trustees and officers shall.make such rules 
and regulations, in accordance with law and the ordinances 
of the city, as they may deem expedient for their own gov- # 
ernment, and. for the government of those under their charge 
and direction, and also for the care and management of the 
several departments and institutions under their charge, un- 
less herein otherwise provided; provided, however, that the 
city council may rescind or modify any of said rules or regu- 
lations which are deemed objectionable by them, except 
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such as may be adopted by the police and fire commissioners 
for the discipline of members of said departments ; and any 
rule or regulation so rescinded or modified shall not be again 
adopted or altered, until it shall have been submitted to, and 
approved by, the city council. Until new rules and regula- 
tions shall have been adopted, those now in force in the 
several departments shall remain in force, except so far as 
they may be inconsistent with the provisions of this act. 

Secr. 221. Whenever the city council shall, except as 
hereinbefore provided in regard to the street commissioners, 
instruct any board or commissioners to do, or not to do, any- 
thing coming within the powers and duties conferred on 
such board or commissioners by this: charter, it shall be the 
duty of such board or commissioners forthwith to comply 
with such instructions. 

Srecr. 222. No member of the city council, or of any com- 
mission or board, and no person appointed by the mayor or 
chosen by the city council, or in the service of the city gov- 
ernment, shall be interested in his private capacity, directly 
or indirectly, in any purchase or contract for labor (except for 
payment of his official services), or for materials, goods, wares 
or merchandise of any description furnished to the city, or 
in contracts for erecting or repairing buildings, or other pub- 
lic works. Any contract, sale, purchase, or agreement made 
in violation of the above provision shall be void, and shall 
not be certified by the auditor nor paid by the treasurer. 
Whoever violates the provisions of this section shall be sub- 
ject to the penalties provided by chapter two hundred and 
seventy-four of the statutes of eighteen hundred and seventy- 
two. 

Secr. 223. All boards and officers acting under the author- 
ity of the city, and entrusted with the expenditure of public 
money, shall be accountable therefor to the city council, in 
‘such manner as the city council may direct ; and the city 
council may require of all persons entrusted with the collec- 
tion, custody, or disbursement of public money, bonds, with 
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such conditions and sureties, as the case may in their judg- 
ment require. 

Srcr. 224. All baat ds and heads of departments shall an- 
nually, as early as practicable after the close of each financial 
year, severally submit to the city council full and complete re- 
ports of their doings for the previous year, and shall at the 
same time render to the auditor a statement in detail of the 
property in their possession belonging to the city ; and they 
shall at all times furnish, upon the request either ofthe mayor, 
the board of aldermen or the common council, estimates and 
information in regard to work under their charge and the 
condition of the departments and offices under their control. 

Secr. 225. An account of all money received for the city 
or county by any department, board or office, or by any 
county officer, as fees, fines or otherwise, shall be rendered 
to the auditor, and the money shall be paid to the treasurer, 
under such rules as may be prescribed by ordinance or 
established by the treasurer. 

Sect. 226. Whenever in the judgment of the school com- 
mittee, or of any board or commission, a new building, or any ; 
addition or alteration ofa building, is needed for the use of the 
department or institutions under their charge, of an estimated 
cost of over one thousand dollars, they shall make a state- 
ment in writing to the city council of the necessity of 
the proposed building, addition or alteration; and no con- 
tract for the purchase or lease of land, or for the erection, ' 
purchase or lease of any building, or for any addition to, 
or alteration of, any building, hall if: authorized by the city 
council, until such statement has been made, or until the 
locality and plans for the same have been submitted to the 
school committee, or to a sub-committee thereof, duly 
authorized to approve the same, if for the school department, 
or to the board or commission having the care and control of 
the department, or institution, for the use of which such land 
or building is intended; provided, however, that the city 
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council may give the charge of any important undertaking 
to a special commission, to be appointed by the mayor, with 
the approval of the city council, to whom the city council 
may commit all, or any part, of the powers given by law to 
the city, or to any branch of the government thereof, in ref- 
erence to taking land for the proposed undertaking, or for 
the adoption of plans for the same, or for any other purpose 
connected therewith. 

Snor. 227. Every department and board shall make a 
return to the auditor, monthly, unless otherwise provided by 
ordinance, of all sums that have become due and payable to 
the city, since the last return, from all persons and corpora- 
tions, for labor or material furnished by said department ; 
and shall deliver bills for said sums to the treasurer for 
collection. , 

Secr. 228. <All appointments to office, which by this act 
the mayor is authorized to make, subject to approval by the 
city council, shall, in the first instance, unless otherwise pro- 
vided herein, be made before the first day of May, in the year 
eighteen hundred and seventy-six, to take effect on that day ; 
and thereafter the appointments made to fill vacancies, caused 
by the expiration of the term of service of any officers, shall 
be made within thirty days before said expiration. <A va- 
cancy in any office, from any cause, shall be filled for the 
remainder of the term in the same manner as the original 
appointment, unless otherwise herein provided. 

SrcT. 229. The terms of office of the street commis- 
sioners, and of all the commissions, boards and officers 
elected by the city council, or appointed by the mayor and 
aldermen, or by the mayor and city council, and of all 
officers, clerks and assistants appointed under the authority 
of the city council, shall terminate and expire on the 
first day of May, eighteen hundred and seventy-six, or 
as soon thereafter as their successors are qualified under 
this act; unless an appointment of a successor shall be 
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sooner made, as herein provided, in which case the term of 
office of the incumbent shall cease, and the person so ap- 
pointed shall enter upon his office as soon as qualified. 

Sect. 230. All other powers not herein specially provided 
for, and heretofore by law vested in the town or city of Bos- 
ton, or in the inhabitants thereof, as a municipal corporation, 
or in the mayor, the mayor and aldermen, or in the city council 
of the city of Boston, shall be and hereby are continued to 
be vested in the mayor, aldermen and common council of said 
city, to be exercised on the part of the city council by con- 
current vote, each board, as hereby constituted, having a 
negative upon the proceedings of the other, and the mayor 
having a veto power as herein provided. : 

Sect. 231. Nothing in this act contained shall be so con- 
strued as to restrain or prevent the legislature from amend- 
ing or altering the same whenever they shall deem it expe- 
dient. 

Srcr. 232. All acts, ordinances, and parts of acts and— 
ordinances, inconsistent with this act, are hereby repealed ; 
provided, however, that said repeal shall not affect any act 
done, or any right accruing or accrued, or established, or 
any suit or proceeding had or commenced in any civil case, 
before the time when such repeal shall take effect; and 
that no offence committed, and no penalty or forfeiture 
incurred, under the acts and ordinances hereby repealed, 
before the time when such repeal shall take effect, shall be 
affected by the repeal; and that no suit or prosecution pend- 
ing at the time of the said repeal for any offence committed, 
or for the recovery of any penalty or forfeiture incurred, 
under the acts or ordinances hereby repealed, shall be affected 
by such repeal. 

Srcr. 233. No act which has been heretofore repealed 
shall be revived by the repeal of the acts mentioned in the 
preceding section. 

Srer. 234. This act shall be void unless the inhabitants of 
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the city of Boston, by vote, determine to adopt the same; © 
and the qualified voters of the city shall be called upon 
by the board of aldermen to give in their votes upon 
the acceptance of this act, in the various wards, on the 
first Monday of October next; thereupon the same pro- 
ceedings shall be had respecting the sorting, counting, 


declaring, recording and returns of said votes, as is pro- 


Fas) 
vided by law at the election of mayor; the board of 
aldermen shall, within three days, meet together and com- 
pare the returns of the ward officers; and if it appear that 
the citizens have voted to adopt this act, the mayor shall

The Committee on Ordinances, having considered the ex- 
pediency of uniting the Cochituate and Mystic Water Boards, 
as requested by an order of the City Council passed the 20th 
February, 1875, beg leave to submit the following 


BEE ORT. 


The act to unite the City of Charlestown to the City of 
Boston provided, among other things, that the Mystic Water 
Board should be continued a separate organization under the 
direction of the City Council of Boston, until the said City 
Council should determine to unite it with the Cochituate 
Water Board of Boston. Soon after the union of the two 
cities, the Committee on Water was instructed to consider 
the expediency of providing for the establishment of a single 
board to exercise the powers now vested in the two Water 
Boards. In their report (City Doc. 31, 1874), the com- 
mittee gave a history of the two boards, with an outline of 
their powers and duties, and concluded as follows : — 

“During the next few years it will be necessary to spend a 
very large amount of money in procuring an additional sup- 
ply of water from some source; and in view of that fact, 
and also of the increased duties caused by the rapid growth 
of the city, it is evident that some change is necessary in the 
present organizations having charge of the Water Depart- 
ment, in order to insure economy and efficiency in the man- 
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agement of its affairs. Those who have been. at the head of 
the Cochituate and Mystic Boards during a number of years 
past are unanimous in the opinion, that the present system 
should be changed without delay. It appears, from ‘the 
opinion of the City Solicitor [a copy of which is included 
in the report], that it will be necessary to apply to the Legis- 
lature for authority to organize the department upon a proper 
basis ; and, without attempting at this time to designate the 
form of organization which should be adopted, the committee 
would recommend the passage of an order requesting the_ 
Mayor to petition the Legislature for authority to make such — 
changes as the City Council may deem expedient.” 


The order was passed by the City Council, and, on the 
petition of the Mayor, the following act was granted by the 
Legislature : — 


[CHap. 179.] 
An Act to establish the Boston Water Board. 


Be it enacted, &c., as follows: 


Srction 1. The city council of the city of Boston may 
establish, by ordinance, a water board, to be known as the 
Boston Water Board, consisting of three able and discreet 
persons, to be appointed by the mayor, with the advice and 
consent of the city council, and to receive such compensation 
as the city council may from time to time determine. The 
said board may be empowered by said city council to exer- 
cise all or any of the powers conferred by the statutes of the 
Commonwealth upon the city of Boston, with reference to 
supplying said city with water, or of the Cochituate and 
Mystic Water. Boards; and 7s also empowered to act as the 
agent of the city of Boston in doing any or all things which 
the city is now authorized to do in relation to the taking of 
lands, water rights, and other property, and the establish- 
ment and maintenance of works and appliances for supply- 
ing the city of Boston or other cities and towns with pure 
water. Said board may also establish and regulate the price 
or rents for the use of said water, subject to the provisions

of sections twelve and thirteen of chapter one hundred sixty- 
seven of the acts of the year eighteen hundred and forty-six ; 
and the words “Boston Water Scrip” in said sections shall 
be construed to include the whole amount of outstanding 
loans representing the cost of the water works. 

Scot. 2. The Cochituate Water Board and the Mystic 
Water Board shall, upon the appointment of the Boston 
Water Board, as provided in the first section of this act, be 
thereby abolished; and the said Boston Water Board shall, 
so far as the city council of said city may by ordinance pre- 
scribe, succeed to all the powers and duties formerly vested 
in said Cochituate Water Board and Mystic Water Board. 

Secor. 3. The salaries of the members of the Boston 
Water Board shall not be diminished during the terms for 
which they are respectively appointed. 

Sect. 4. This act shall take effect upon its passage. 
f Approved April 21, 1874. 


The Committee on Water thereupon recommended the 
passage of an ordinance establishing the Boston Water 
Board in accordance with the provisions of the foregoing act. 

The ordinance was passed by the Board of Aldermen, 
but failed in the Common Council, principally (as it is under- 
stood) by reason of an alleged defect in the act of the Legis- 
lature. There was a question whether, under the terms of 
the act, the Board, when established, would not have author- 
ity to take lands and water rights without any further action 
on the part of the City Council; and as the subject of pro- 
curing an additional supply of water from some source was 
then under consideration, the doubt on that point, as to the 
_ powers of the Board, was sufficient to cause the rejection of 
the ordinance. | 

The act has now been amended so as to make it clear that 
the Board cannot act.as the agent of the city until empowered 
by the City Council. | 
’ Having carefully considered the subject, the committee 
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are of opinion that it would be expedient to reorganize the — 
Water Department substantially in accordance with the plan _ 
recommended last year; and they would, therefore, respect-_ 
fully recommend the passage of the accompanying ordinance.

AN’ ORDINANCE 
TO ESTABLISH THE BOSTON WATER BOARD. 


Le ut ordained by the Aldermen and Common Council of the 
City of Boston in City Council assembled, as follows : — 


Srcrion 1. In the month of April, in the year 1875, or as 
soon thereafter as may be, the Mayor shall appoint, subject 
to the approval of the City Council, by vote taken by ballot 
in each branch thereof by yea and nay, three persons to 
constitute the Boston Water Board. One member of said 
Board shall be appointed to hold his office until the first 
Monday in May, in the year 1876; one until the first 
Monday in May, in the year 1877; and one until the first 
Monday in May, in the year 1878. In the month of April, 
in the year 1876, and annually thereafter in the month 
of April, the Mayor shall appoint, subject to like approval, 
one person to be a member of said Water Board for the term 
of three years from the first Monday of the following May. 
Any member of said Board may at any time be removed 
by the Mayor, with the consent of the City Council, or he 
may be removed by vote of two-thirds of the whole of each 
branch of the City Council, by vote taken by yea and nay. 
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All vacancies occurring in said Board shall be filled for the 
unexpired term in the same manner in which the original 
appointments are herein directed to be made. 

Secor. 2. The three members of said Board first appointed 
shall meet and organize forthwith, by the choice of one of 
their members as chairman; and annually afterwards the 
said Board shall organize on the first Monday in May. 

The members of said Board shall devote their time to the 
duties of the office, and shall not actively engage in any 
other business. They shall receive such compensation for 
their services as the City Council may from time to time 
determine. They shall choose a clerk, who shall not be a 
member of the Board, shall fix his compensation, and may 
remove him at pleasure ; and they shall make such rules and 
regulations as they may deem expedient for their own gov- 
ernment, and for the government of all subordinate officers 
appointed by them. They shall preserve complete records 
of their meetings, giving the names of the members present, 
their votes and doings thereat; and shall, whenever re- 
quested, exhibit to the Mayor, or any member of the City 
Council, said records and all books, papers and documents 
belonging to their department. 

Secor. 3. The Boston Water Board, as hereby constituted, 
shall have and exercise all the powers vested in, and shall 
perform all the duties prescribed to, the Cochituate Water 
Board and the Mystic Water Board, by statutes and ordi- 
nances now in force; subject, however, to the authority of 
the City Council, from time to time, by ordinances, orders or 
resolutions, to instruct said Board, and to change and limit 
its powers; and said Board shall have power to appoint such 
subordinate officers, agents, and assistants, in addition to the 
engineer and water registrar elected by the City Council, as 
_ they may deem necessary, and may fix their compensation ; 
provided that the expenditures incurred by said Board shall 
not exceed in the aggregate the sums previously appropriated 
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by the City Council for the care, maintenance, repair or 
enlargement, of the Water Works. 

Secr. 4. The account of expenses and revenue of the 
Mystic Water Works shall be kept separate and distinct from 
the other accounts of the Water Department; and the ex- 
cess, if any, of revenue over expenditure and interest on 
loans shall be paid to the Sinking Fund Commissioners, for 
the redemption of any loans heretofore made or hereafter to 
be made on account of the said Mystic Water Works. All 
contracts now existing with the Mystic Water Board, for 
the supply of water to other cities and towns, shall continue 
in force, and shall not be modified or annulled except by an 
order of the Boston Water Board, approved by a two-thirds 
vote of the City Council. 

Sect. 5. The City Engineer shall be the engineer of 
the Boston Water Board, and shall have the superintend- 
ence of all engineering works in the Water Department. 

Secor. 6. No contract, work, or purchase, involving an 
estimated expenditure of more than five thousand dollars, 
shall be made or commenced by the Boston Water Board 
unless it shall first apply for and obtain the approval of 
the City Council; and no contract or purchase which shall 
be estimated to involve an expenditure of more than ten 
thousand dollars shall be made, unless the said Board shall 
advertise for sealed proposals therefor. 

Srcr. 7. Whenever the Boston Water Board shall adver- 
tise for proposals for doing any work or for furnishing any 
materials or supplies, plans and specifications for such work, 
and schedules of such materials or supplies, shall be placed 
on file in such office as may be designated by said Board, 
and shall at all times during office hours be open to public 
inspection. Each proposal shall conform to the specifica- 
tions and requirements of the advertisement, and shall be 
enclosed in a sealed envelope directed to said Board. It 
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shall be accompanied by a bond to the city, with sufficient 
sureties, in such sum, not less than five hundred dollars, 


as said Board may specify in its advertisement, and condi- ° 


tioned to be void if the party making the proposal, shall, in 
case of the acceptance of his bid, sign and deliver to said 
Board, within the time required in the advertisement, a 
contract for the performance of the subject matter of his 
proposal, and if he shall also, at the time of the delivery of 
such contract, give a further bond, with satisfactory sureties, 
for the performance of such contract. Instead of a,bond in 
either of the cases above mentioned, the party may deposit 
with said Board, as security for the signing and delivery of 


his contract, or for the performance of such contract, a sum’ 


of money or other collateral satisfactory to said Board; but 
for the performance of such contract a bond with sureties, 
or a deposit in lieu thereof, shall in all cases be required 
when the contract is signed and delivered as aforesaid. All 
proposals shall be publicly opened, at the hour and place 
designated in the advertisement, in the presence of a 
majority of the members of said Board. The provisions of 
this section shall not be construed to prevent said Board 
from rejecting any or all proposals which may be offered 
under its advertisement. 

Secr. 8. The Boston Water Board shall annually, on or 
before the 15th day of February, send to the Joint Standing 
Committee of the City Council on the Water Department, 
an estimate in detail of the appropriations required by their 
department during the financial year next ensuing; and also 
an estimate of the income to be derived from water *rents 
and other sources. All bills for expenditures from the ap- 
propriations for the Water Department shall, before they are 
paid by the Treasurer, be drawn for by said Board, exam- 
ined by the Auditor of Accounts, and approved by the 
Committee on Accounts. 

Srecr. 9. The Boston Water Board shall annually, in the 
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month of May, present to the City Council a report made up 
to and including the thirtieth day of the preceding April, 
containing a full and comprehensive statement of its acts 
during the preceding year, and of the condition of the Water 
Works at the time of the report, together with such other 
information or suggestions as it may deem proper; and it 
shall at the same time transmit to the City Council reports 
from the City Engineer and the Water Registrar. 

Sect. 10. There shall be appointed annually, in the month 
of January, a Joint Committee of the City Council on the 
Water Department, consisting of two members of the Board 
of Aldermen, and three members of the Common Council. 
It shall be the duty of said committee to examine, as often — 
as once in each month, the records, accounts and contracts of 
the Boston Water Board. All requests for appropriations 
for said department shall be examined and reported upon by 
the said Committee before they are acted upon by the City 
Council. -. 

Sect. 11. Upon the first organization of said Boston 
Water Board, as provided in the second section of this ordi- 
nance, official notice thereof shall be sent by the President 
of said Board to the Cochituate Water Board and to the 
Mystic Water Board; and, upon the receipt of said notice 
by said Boards they shall cease to exercise any of the 
powers, or be subject to any of the duties, heretofore vested 
in them, and shall deliver to the said Boston Water Board 
all the official books, accounts, maps, deeds, records, con- 
tracts, and papers in their possession, and also all property 
of whatever description belonging to the City of Boston 
which shall then be under their care and custody. 

Sect. 12. All ordinances or parts of ordinances inconsist- 
ent with this ordinance are hereby repealed, such repeal to 
take effect upon the organization of the Boston Water Board, 
as herein provided. The subordinate officers, assistants, and 
agents holding office in the Water Department, by appoint- 
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ment of the Cochituate Water Board or of the Mystic Water 
Board, shall continue to hold their respective offices until 
their successors shall be appointed, or until they are re- 
moved. ‘The present Joint Standing Committee of the City 
Council on the Water Department shall, during the remainder 
of this municipal year, perform all the duties imposed by 
the tenth section of this ordinance upon the Joint Committee 
on the Water Department.

The Joint Standing Committee on the Fire Department, 
who were instructed to consider the expediency of establish- 
ing the office of Fire Marshal, and whether any additional 
legislation is necessary to that end, having considered the 
‘subject, beg leave to report : — 

That to secure the punishment and consequent diminution 
of the crime of incendiarism, some less cumbrous and more 
efficient method of investigating the cause and origin of fires 
should be sought than that which is now afforded by the 
statute provisions for the holding of fire inquests. The ap- 
pointment of an officer charged with the special duty of con- 
ducting such investigations, and clothed with the legal pow- 
ers necessary to the collection of evidence on which the 
Courts may act, has been found in other cities to be remarka- 
bly effective to this end. In the city of New York sixteen 
convictions of incendiarism have been obtained within a space 
of fifteen months ; and the recent reduction of insurance rates 
in that city shows the confidence of the underwriters in the 
system, which confidence is yet further emphasized by the 
fact that the Boston Fire Underwriters’ Union have intimated 
their willingness to undertake the compensation of such an 
officer, to be appointed by the city. The committee would 
recommend the passage of the accompanying order.

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Ordered, That His Honor the Mayor be requested to 
petition the General Court, now in session, for an act to 
authorize the City Council to establish by ordinance the office 
of Fire Inspector, under the following conditions : — 

Said officer to be annually appointed by the Mayor upon 
concurrent nomination by the Board of Fire Commissioners 
and the Boston Fire Underwriters’ Union, and to be compen- 
sated for his services by said Underwriters’ Union alone, with 
no recourse in any event to the City of Boston. Said officer 
shall be charged with the duty of investigating, and reporting 
upon, the origin and cause of all fires occurring in the city, 
in accordance with such rules and regulations as may be 
established by ordinance, or adopted not inconsistently 
therewith by the said Underwriters’ Union. Said officer shall 
be empowered to take testimony under oath, summon, and 
compel the attendance of witnesses, cause the arrest, in 
accordance with law, of persons suspected of incendiarism, 
enter buildings at, or in the vicinity of, fires, and generally 
to be vested with all power and authority necessary to a 
prompt investigation, upon the spot or elsewhere,of the cause 
and origin of fires.

The Committee on Salaries, who were requested to con- 
sider the subject of equalizing the pay of the laborers in the 
several departments of the City Government, having con- 
ferred with the superintendents of those departments in 
which laborers are employed, beg leave to submit the 
following 


REO 1: 
/ 


_ In the Health Department there are about 440 men em- 
ployed during the year. The wages, as established by the 
Committee of the City Council on health, are as follows: 
3862 men receive $52 per month, which, on the basis of 26 
working days to the month, is $2.00 per day; 32 men get 
$54 per month; and 37 men get $56 per month. These 
amounts are based upon the character and value of the ser- 
vices performed. ‘The men work between nine and ten hours 
per day. It is understood, when they are engaged, that if 
they are called upon in an emergency, as they are occasion- 
ally, to work over hours, or on Sundays, they are not to re- 
ceive any extra pay. The wages paid by the city are higher 
than private individuals pay for the same kind of labor ; 
and there is a continual pressure for appointments. 

In the Paving Department there were 1,100 men employed 
in August last. At present, the number of men on the pay- 
roll is about 700, who are working on two-thirds time, so as 
to permit the employment of a larger number than could be 
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employed on fulltime. They are paid two dollars per day, — 
26 days to the month. If the men are called out in the 
night, or on Sundays, they are paid extra. The wages are 
higher than the market rates. The Superintendent is of 
opinion that it would be for the best interests of the depart- 
ment to return to the old system of paying the men a smaller 
per diem compensation when they are first employed, and 
making its increase depend upon their skill and activity. 

In the Lamp Department the salaries of the lighters are 
- fixed by the Board of Aldermen according to, the amount of 
service performed. Part of the men receive $1.50 per day ; 
part $1.67; and others are paid so much for each lamp. 
The time of the men is not occupied more than half a’ 
working day. They are employed seven days in the week. 
With a very few exceptions they receive from other employ- 
ments as much as, or more than, they receive from the city. 
Last year a patent torch was introduced, at considerable 
expense, with the understanding that a less number. of 
lighters would be necessary. Accordingly the price per 
lamp, in those districts where the men were paid. in that 
way, has been reduced, to take effect March 15th; but it is 
expected that the men will get about the same amount of 
pay for their time that they did before. There are numer- 
ous applicants for appointment. 

In the Sewer Department but few men are employed by 
the city ; nearly all the work being performed by contract- 
ors. Those employed by the city are paid $2.00 per day 
for each day’s work. Rainy days are not included. The 
contractors paid $2.00 per day for their men at the begin- 
ning of last season, and $1.50 at the close. The city has no 
control over the men employed by the contractors. 

In the department of Common and Public Grounds the pay- 
roll for August last bore 109 names; and for February last, 
17 names. The pay of the common laborers is $2.00 per 
day ; of the other men from $80 to $100 per month. 
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In the Eastern Division of the Water Department there are 
about 300 mén employed during the summer, and 75 in the 
winter. The common laborers and shovellers receive $2.00 
per day. The wages of the others vary from $2.25 to $2.75 
per day. For extra work, nights or Sundays, the men 
receive additional compensation. All the common laborers 
could have been hired last year for less than $2.00 per day. | 

At Mount Hope Cemetery about 60 men are employed in 

the summer, and from 15 to 20 in the winter. They are 
paid $2.00 per day for each day’s work; they lose stormy 
days. 
At Cedar Grove Cemetery about 40 men are em- 
ployed in the summer, and five or six in the winter. In 
the summer, the men are paid from $1.75 to $2.00 per day. 
This winter they are paid $1.50 per day. 

It appears from these statements that the wages paid to 
the laborers in the several departments are considerably 
higher than the market rates for the same class of work ; 
and that, as a consequence, there is a continual pressure for 
appointments in the city service. 

Under these. circumstances it is clearly inexpedient to 
take any action looking to an equalization of pay by which 
the wages of any class of laborers would be increased.

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MINORITY REPORT. 


In Common Councin, March 18, 1875. 


The undersigned, believing that injustice is done to a 
portion of the laborers in the Health and Lamp Depart- 
ments, begs leave to submit the following statement : — 

In the year 1871 the following preamble and order were 
adopted by the City Council, and sent to the Board of 
Aldermetn : — . | 

Whereas, The City Council have increased the salaries of 
the principal officers of the City Government during the 
present year, it is therefore 

Ordered, That the Board of Aldermen be requested to 
increase the pay of the laborers in the departments of 
Health, Paving and Sewers, twenty-five cents per day. 

Without taking any direct action in the indorsement of 
the order, the Board referred it to the committees having 
charge of the departments mentioned therein; and they 
severally established the minimum rate of wages at $2.00 
per day for working days, or $52 per month; all work over 
time (except for drivers in taking care of their horses on 
Sundays) to be paid for in proportion. The Committee on 
the Health Department adopted the following vote on the 
first day of November, 1871: — 

" Voted, That the pay of the helpers of this department be 
at the rate of $52 per month; and also that additional pay 
be allowed for Sunday, or the seventh day of the week, 
when employed or called to service.” | 

It appears from the superintendent’s own statement that 
the instructions of the committee in regard to the allowance 
of pay for extra service on Sundays are not carried out. 
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The accompanying statement made by the paymaster con- 
nected with the treasurer’s office shows that on the pay-roll 
at the South City Stables, for the month ending February 
20th, $1,000 were deducted for lost time, although probably 
all lost time had been more than made up by overwork. 

There is no reason why those who now receive $52 and 
$54 per month should not be paid as the laborers in other 
departments are paid, namely, $2.00 per day for every 
working day, and a proportional amount for all over time, 
except in the care of horses. 

It is represented by the employés in the Lamp Depart- 
ment that the principal labor which they are called upon to 
perform is in cleaning the lamps, — not in lighting them, — 
and that the patent-torch saves only about ten or fifteen 
minutes each time they go over their route, while the labor 
of cleaning the additional lamps is greatly increased. The 
average time required of the employés is said to be four 
days in the week, and it is extremely difficult for them to 
obtain other employment for the other tw6 days. As the 
control and management of this department is placed by 
statute in the hands of the Board of Aldermen, the Common 
Council have no jurisdiction and no responsibility in the 
matter. 

In order to place the laborers in the Health Department 
upon the same footing with those in other departments, the 
undersigned would respectfully recommend the passage of 
the accompanying order.

THE City 'TREASURER. 


Sect. 83. There shall be chosen in the month of May or 
June, annually, by concurrent ballot in each branch of the 
city council, a suitable person to be the treasurer of said 
city, who shall also be county treasurer ; and who shall hold 
his office until his successor is chosen and qualified in his 
stead. He shall be the custodian of all moneys belonging 
to the city or county. He shall give bond for the faithful 
performance of his duties, and for the safe custody of the 
moneys and other property intrusted to him and to the 
officers appointed by him, with sureties satisfactory to the 
mayor and aldermen, for such an amount as may be deemed 
proper by the city council. He shall appoint all the officers, 
clerks, and other persons employed in his office, prescribe 
their duties, fix their compensation, and may remove them at 
pleasure. He shall have all the powers and perform the 
duties authorized or required by law from the treasurer of 


‘the city of Boston, and of and from treasurers of cities and 


towns, except so far as they relate to collection of taxes, and 
they may be modified by this act. He shall make an annual 
report to the city council of the transactions of his office at 
the close of each financial year. 

Whenever the office of treasurer shall be vacant by death, 
resignation, or other cause, or whenever the treasurer may 
be unable to perform the duties of his office by reason of sick- 
ness, absence, or other disability, the mayor may appoint a 
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treasurer pro tempore, who shall hold his office, unless sooner 
removed by the mayor, untill the vacancy be filled by the city 
council, or until such disability shall cease, as the casemay be. 
Any treasurer so appointed by the mayor shall have all the 
powers, and be subject to all the duties which appertain to 
the said office, and he shall be sworn to the faithful discharge 
of the duties thereof. He shall givea bond satisfactory to 
the mayor.

‘Sror. 86. There shall be chosen in the month of May or 
June, annually, by concurrent ballot in each branch of the 
city council, a suitable person to be the collector of the 
city of Boston and county of Suffolk, whose duty it shall 
be to collect all city and county taxes and. assessments, and 
receive all dues of whatever name or nature. The collector 
of taxes for the city of Boston and county of Suffolk shall 
have all the powers given to,-and perform all the duties 
imposed by law upon, treasurers as collectors of taxes. He 
shall give bond for the faithful performance of his duties, 
and for the safe custody of the money and other property 
intrusted to him and to the officers appointed by him, with 
sureties satisfactory to the mayor and aldermen, for such 
amount as may be deemed proper by the city council. He’ 
shall appoint all the officers, clerks, and other persons 
employed in his office, prescribe their duties, fix their 
compensation, and may remove them at pleasure.

All fees, charges and commissions of every kind and

ments, rates and assessments of every kind to any person or 
persons authorized to collect the same within the city of 
Boston shall hereafter be collected and paid by such persons 
into the treasury of the city of Boston, through the col- 
lector, and shall become the property of said city. The 
said city is hereby authorized to pay to such persons such 
compensation for their services as the city council shall, from 
time to time, determine. 

Whenever the office of collector shall be vacant by death, 
resignation, or other cause, or whenever the collector may 
be unable to perform the duties of his office by reason of 
sickness, absence, or other disability, the mayor may appoint 
a collector pro tempore, who shall hold his office, unless 
sooner removed by the mayor, until the vacancy be filled by 
the city council, or until such disability shall cease, as the 
case may be. Any collector so appointed by the mayor 
shall have all the powers, and be subject to all the duties 
which appertain to the said office, and he shall be sworn to 
the faithful discharge of the duties thereof. He shall give a 
bond satisfactory to the mayor. . 

Sect. 87. The collector shall daily pay over all moneys 
collected or received by him to the city treasurer, taking 
his receipt therefor in duplicate, and said collector shall 
immediately file in the office of the auditor of accounts 
said duplicate receipt. And he shall make report in writing 
to the auditor weekly, or oftener, if required, of the 
amount of all moneys collected or received by him, and the 
account upon which collected. He shall also at the close of 
each financial year submit to the city council a statement 
of all moneys by him collected during the year, the par- 
ticular warrant, assessment or account upon which collected 
or received, and the balance of moneys uncollected on the 
warrants, assessments or schedules of departments in his 
hands, and a copy of such statement shall be filed with the 
auditor. He is hereby expressly prohibited from keeping 
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the moneys of the city in his hands or in the hands of any 
person or corporation to his use beyond the time prescribed 
for the payment of the same to the treasurer. An annual 


- examination of said collector’s accounts shall be made at the 


close of each financial year by a committee of the city 
council.

SOUTH BOSTON RAILROAD. 
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CITY OF BOSTON. 


In Boarp oF ALDERMEN, March 29, 1875. 


The Committee on Paving, to whom was recommitted the 
petition of the South Boston Railroad Company, for a loca- 
tion on Summer, Washington and Hawley strects, respectfully 
report the accompanying order of location. 


For the Committee,

Chairman. 


Ordered, That, in addition to the rights heretofore granted 
to the South Boston Railroad Company to lay down tracks 
in several of the streets of the City of Boston, said Company 
shall have the right to lay down a single track as follows, 
viz. : — Commencing at a point in the tracks of the Metro- 
politan Railroad on Summer street, opposite the easterly line 
of Chauncy street extended, thence through Summer street 
to Washington street, through Washington street to Milk 
street, through Milk street to Hawley street, and through 
Hawley street to Summer street, there to connect with the 
track of the Metropolitan Railroad as now laid down in said 
Summer street. Said Company shall also have the right to 
lay down a curved track at the intersection: of Beach and 
Kingston streets, to connect the tracks of said Company on 
Beach street with the tracks of the Metropolitan Railroad 
on Kingston street. The tracks located by this order being 
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shown by red lines on two plans drawn by Henry W. Wilson, 
Civil Engineer, dated March 2, 1875, and deposited in the 
office of the Superintendent of Streets. 

Said South Boston Railroad Company shall also have the 
right, subject to the provisions of law, to enter upon and use 
with its horses and cars the track of the Metropolitan Rail- 
road Company on Kingston and Summer streets. 

The right to lay down the track located by this order is 
upon the condition that the whole work of laying down the 
same, the form of rail to be used, and the kind and quality 
of material used in paving said track, shall be under the 
direction and to the satisfaction of the Committee on Paving, 
and the Superintendent of Streets, and shall be approved by 
them. Also, upon the condition that the said South Boston 
Railroad Company shall accept this order of location, and 
shall agree in writing to comply with the conditions herein 
contained, and file said acceptance and agreement with the 
City Clerk within thirty days of the date of its passage ; 
otherwise it shall be null and void. 
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Lo His Honor the Mayor and the Board of Aldermen of the 
City of Boston: — 


GENTLEMEN, — The undersigned respectfully submits the 
annual report of his office for the year commencing April 
Ist, 1874. 

The laws of this Commonwealth require that all Inspectors 
of Milk shall keep an office and books for the purpose of 
recording the names and places of business of all persons 
engaged in the sale of milk within their limits. 

The Inspector is also required to prosecute before the proper 
tribunal all such violations of the law as shall’come to his 
knowledge ; and to keep proper books of account, and record 
of all matters pertaining to his office; which said books 
shall always be open to the inspection of the Mayor and 
each of the Aldermen, and shall be transmitted to his suc- 
cessor in Office. 

It has been my constant endeavor that this law should be 
fully complied with. ~ 

The milk dealers in the recently annexed territories of 
Charlestown, Brighton and West Roxbury have been regis- 
tered, and are included in this report. 

In consequence of the magnitude and extent of the milk 
business in this city, and for convenience and system, the 
milk trade is divided into two branches, for which separate 
sets of books are kept at the office of the Inspector. 

1st. Wholesale dealers are those who distribute to fami- 
lies, stores, etc., from carriages, and those who keep more 
than one cow, in the city proper, in the Sixteenth Ward 
(Dorchester) , Boston Highlands, South Boston, East Boston, 
Charlestown, Brighton, and West Roxbury. 
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2d. Retail dealers are those who sell in small quantities 


from market places, stores, shops, and cellars.

The State of Massachusetts has been the pioneer in enact- 
ing laws in relation to the sale and inspection of milk; and 
the City of Boston has ever been ready and willing to assist 
in executing all laws and enactments for the health of her 
citizens. | : 

Since the establishment of this office, August 10, 1859, 
many of the other States have enacted laws similar to our 
own, and their cities have availed themselves of our experi- 
ence in the establishment of offices for the inspection of 
milk, and the detection and conviction of dealers in the 
adulterated article. 

For the benefit of all persons interested in the sale of milk, 
your Inspector may be allowed to incorporate in his report 
from year to year the existing laws of the State, and such 
matters as may be of interest to persons in distant price of 
our country as well as to those nearer home. 


Extracts from Acts in relation to the Sale and Inspection of 
Milk. 


Be it enacted, etc., as follows : — 


Section 1. The Mayor and Alderman of cities. shall, and 
the selectmen of towns may, annually appoint one or more 
persons to be Inspectors of Milk, for their respective places, 
who shall, before entering upon the duties of their office, be 
sworn. Each Inspector shall give notice of his appointment 
by publishing the same two weeks in a newspaper, published 
in his city or town; or, if no newspaper is published therein, 
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by posting up such notice in two or more. public places in 
such city or town. 

Srecr. 2. The Inspectors shall keep an office and books, for 
the purpose of recording the names and places of business of 
all persons engaged in the sale of milk within their limits. 
They may enter any place where milk is stored or kept for 
sale, and all carriages used in the conveyance of milk; and 
whenever they have reason to believe any milk found therein 
is adulterated, they shall take specimens thereof, and cause 
the same to be analyzed, or otherwise satisfactorily tested, 
the result of which they shall record and preserve as evi- 
dence; and a certificate of such result, sworn to by the 
analyzer, shall be admissible in evidence in all prosecutions 
under this act. 

The Inspector shall receive such compensation as the 
Mayor and Aldermen or Selectmen shall determine. 

- Secr. 3. Repealed by acts of 1867. 

Srcr. 4. Whoever neglects to cause his name and place 
of business to be recorded in the Inspector’s books, and his 
name legibly placed upon all carriages used by him in the 
conveyance of milk, before engaging in the sale thereof, shall 
forfeit twenty dollars for the first offence, and for a second 
and each subsequent offence fifty dollars. 


And whoever offers for sale milk produced from cows fed 


upon refuse of distilleries, or any substance deleterious to 
the quality of the milk, or whoever knowingly offers for sale 
milk produced from sick or diseased cows, shall forfeit 
twenty-five dollars for the first, and fifty dollars for every 
subsequent offence. And whoever, in the employment of 
another, knowingly: violates any provision of this section, 
shall be held equally guilty with the principal, and suffer the 
same penalty. 

Sect. 5. It shall be the duty of the Inspector to cause

INSPECTION OF MILK. 
(CHAPTER 319.) 


An <Acr to prevent the sale or exchange of adulterated 
milk. | 


Be it enacted, etc., as follows : — 


Section 1. Whoever sells or exchanges, or has in his 
possession with intent to sell or exchange, or offers for 
sale or exchange, adulterated milk, or milk to which water 
or any foreign substance has: been added, shall for the first 
offence be punished by a fine, not less than twenty, nor more 
than one hundred dollars. And for any subsequent offence 
by a fine of not less than fifty, nor more than three hundred 
dollars. 

Sect. 2. Whoever sells or exchanges, or has in his pos- 
session ‘with intent to sell or exchange, or offers for sale or 
exchange, as pure milk, any milk from which the cream or 
any part thereof has been removed, shall be liable to the 
penalties provided in the preceding section. 

Sect. 3. Whoever knowingly sells or exchanges, or has 
in his possession with intent to sell or exchange, or offers for 
sale or exchange, adulterated milk, or milk to which water 
or any foreign substance has been added, shall for the first 
offence be punished by a fine of not less than fifty, nor more 
than three hundred dollars, and for any subsequent offence 
by a fine not less than one hundred dollars, and imprisonment 
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in the House of Correction not less than thirty: nor more 
than ninety days. 

Sect. 4. Violations of this act may be prosecuted by 
complaint or indictment, before any court of competent 
jurisdiction, and one-half of any fine paid shall go to the 
complainant. 

Sect. 5. All acts and parts of acts inconsistent herewith 
are hereby ‘repealed, but such repeal shall not affect any 
prosecutions now pending. 

Secr. 6. This act shall take effect upon its passage. 

Approved May 4, 1872. 


To carry out the good intentions of the law relating to 
the sale of milk, your Inspector has devoted his time during 
the year. 

By the annexation of cities and towns the duties of this 
office have been largely increased. Notwithstanding the | 
great increase, your Inspector has endeavored to be prompt — 
in the discharge of the duties ,entrusted to his care, so that 
none should have just cause of complaint. 

The stores, shops and cellars in all parts of the city have 
been visited during the past year, and the milk examined ; 
besides this a large number of private families have re- 
quested the services of the Inspector at their homes. 

Every day milk may be seen at this office under examina- 
tion, brought in by families from different parts of the city, 
and not a little from the neighboring cities and towns. 

We have now nine or ten railroad milk-stations, which 
supply us with a large proportion of our milk, all of which 
are located within the limits of the city, with the exception 
of those at East Cambridge. 

To prevent the distribution of adulterated milk to our 
citizens, these milk-stations are. often visited, and also the 
stables of the milkmen, not only in the city, but also in the 
neighboring towns. 

2 
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Nearly every.day milk may be found at some of these 
milk-stations which has been either watered or skimmed 
previous to its leaving the dairy. 

Early in the season one of our large milk-dealers visited 
this office and informed the Inspector that two or three of 
his dairies, as he received them from the country, were 
badly adulterated, and that a number of times these dairies 
had been returned, and the parties notified as to their 
quality. As this milk was daily distributed to our citizens, 
I felt it my duty, if possible, in these cases, to commence at 
the fountain-head of the adulteration. 

To this end your Inspector, with the usual milk collector, 
visited the adulterated milk places, in. one of which six 
large cans of milk were found ready for the market; at the 
other place four cans were awaiting removal by the collector. 
These ten cans of milk were taken to the country milk- 
station and examined, and were found extended by the 
addition of water. One sample from each of these dairies 
was brought to the city, and analyzed by the city chemist. 
The first sample was found to contain added water in one 
hundred parts 25.50, and the other 32.80. 

These cases were carefully prepared, and brought to the 
notice of the courts in the counties to which they belonged. 
In one case the offender was convicted, and fined five dollars 
and costs ; and in the other case, notwithstanding the positive 
evidence of guilt laid before the grand jury, they refused 
to find a bill of indictment. | 

This letting up (as it is termed) upon violators of the 
law should be condemned by every honest man, as it is — 
making null and void the laws which are enacted for the 
protection of the community. 

Again, when venders of adulterated milk are brought 
into court, where they have been several times before, and 
are allowed to depart upon simply paying the cost of court, 
having the indictment placed on file, it is a gross injustice, 
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not only to the parties immediately concerned, but also to the 
public in general. 

During the winter of 1873, an act was passed by the 
Legislature, of which the following is a true copy :— 


(CHAPTER 180.) 


Aw Acr concerning the purchasing of milk and the size of 
milk-cans. ‘ 


Be it enacted, etc., as follows : — 

Section 1. All milk-cans used by persons engaged in the 
business of purchasing milk at wholesale, shall be sealed 
annually by the Sealer of Weights and Measures in the city 
or town where the purchaser resides, and no milk-can shall 
be sealed which does not contain one or more quarts, with- 
out the fractional parts of a quart; and the capacity of the 
can shall be legibly marked upon it by such sealer. 

Secr. 2. When milk is purchased by the can, such can 
shall hold eight quarts of milk, and no more. 

Sect. 3. Every person violating the provisions of this 
act shall be punished by a fine of not less than twenty 
dollars, nor more than fifty dollars; one-half of which fine 
shall inure to the use of the complainant. 

Secor. 4. This act shall take effect on the first day of | 


July next. . 
Approved April 14, 1873. 


Whatever the effect of this law may have been, I have not 
heard that any complaints were made to the courts since its 
enactment, or that any effort was made for carrying out the 
intentions of the law; certain it is the milk-cans remain the 
same as in years past. 


The following information, being useful from year to 
year, is inserted from my last report : — 
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“The contracts for the supply of milk are generally made 
twice a year, viz.: on the first of April and the first of 
October. 

“The milk-cans used for the conveyance and sale of milk, 
by the dealers, are of two classes. The large cans, which 
hold nine quarts and a pint, are in general use by the milk- 
trade of Worcester County, and by many of those who 
collect their milk in the towns in the vicinity of Boston. 

© The smaller cans, which hold eight quarts and one half © 
pint, are mostly in use on the Fitchburg, Lowell and EKast- 
ern Railroads; and no milkman is considered equipped for 
business unless he is the owner of four or five full sets of 
cans, either eights or nines, as above described, sufficient to 
contain the milk necessary for his daily route; one set being 
in use while the others are on their way to the country for a 
fresh supply. 

“Many of the milkmen engaged in the family trade have 
small cans, holding from a pint to four or even six quarts, 
which they fill from the larger cans to suit their customers ; 
these are left within the houses, or at some designated 
place on the premises.” 


The price of milk has varied but little in the last two or 
three years; the increasing facilities of railroads and their 
branches, as they extend more and more into farming districts, 
are daily furnishing us milk from places heretofore not 
drawn upon, so that the price of milk does not advance in 
proportion to the increase of our population. 

The price of milk last summer was about the same as in the 
year previous, viz.: at the farmer’s door, from thirty-three 
to forty-two cents per can, and at the depots in or near the 
city, after collecting and transporting it, from forty to forty- 
eight cents. This is sold by the milkmen to stores and shops 
at from fifty-four to sixty-two cents per can, and is retailed 
in smaller quantities to families, at eight cents per quart. 
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Although the above prices are such as were generally agreed 
upon, yet many of the milk-dealers, owing to the great com- 
petition in the trade, would buy and sell their milk at greatly 
reduced prices, governed only by supply and demand. 

ApriL, 1874. The first part of this month, the weather, 
with few exceptions, was cold and blustering with a number 
of severe storms. The weather on Sunday the 12th, and 
Monday the 13th, was very cold. The general supply of milk 
more than equalled the demand, so that very little adultera- 
tion was found in the stores, and but few complaints were 
received from private families in regard to their milk. 

The middle of the month, with few exceptions, was cold and 
stormy; the 18th day the ground was well covered with 
snow. The month as a whole was remarkably cold and 
stormy, with, nevertheless, an abundant supply of milk. 

The general inspection of the milk this month was at the 
Boston Highlands, in stores and shops. Two or three of the 
milk and water men were found with the extended article in 
their possession with intent to sell, and were passed through 
the court by paying the usual fine and cost. 

I would here observe that the weather seriously affects the 
supply of milk as well as the demand; and often the quality 
is materially affected by the sudden changes in the weather. 

May, 1874, commenced with cold, unpleasant weather, 
which continued, with few exceptions, up to the 13thday, when 
a few warm, pleasant days wrought quite a change, not only 
in bringing forward vegetation, but it also brightened the 
prospects of the milkmen for an increased demand for milk. 

This month the stores and shops in the northern and 
western part of the city were visited and the milk examined. 

Notwithstanding the increased demand for milk, the aver- 
age amount of adulteration was found to be much less than 
in the corresponding month. of last year. 

During this month many samples of milk were taken from 
the milkmen at an early hour in the morning, as they were 
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delivering the milk to their customers, all of which, with two 
or three exceptions, was found good family milk. 

The weather in the middle of the month and to its close, 
was, with few exceptions, cool and variable; the last few 
days, however, were warm and pleasant, and the month 
closed with an ample supply of milk. 

JUNE, 1874, came in with cool weather and heavy rains, 
which, with few exceptions, continued until past the 20th of 
the month. 

The quantity of milk was fully equal to the demand. The 
dnties of the Inspector this month embraced a general in- 
spection of the milk in the Charlestown district. Nearly 
every street in this part of the city contains stores and shops 
for the sale of milk, which were visited, and the milk ex- 
amined. | 

All or nearly all of the names and places of business of 
the wholesale and retail dealers in milk were registered (as 
required by the Statutes of the Commonwealth) by the for- 
mer Inspector of the City of Charlestown, and all matters 
appertaining to his duties were handed over to this office, 
April 1st, 1874. 

In the first part of the month, some early morning calls 
were made to this part of the city, and samples of milk were 
taken from some of the milkmen, and analyzed by the city 
chemist; the result showed that the milk was largely ex- 
tended by the addition of water. | 

The fact that the milk was found in their possession witlf 
evidence of intent to sell, was sufficient cause for complaints 
to be made to the courts, which brought them to a final set- 
tlement by the usual fine and cost. 

While attending to the duties of my office in this part of 
the city, frequent calls came from private families, where 
their children were dependent upon the honesty of their milk- 
men for the quality of their daily food. 

In the private families, and also in the stores and shops, 
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the milk examined would compare favorably with the milk 
found in other parts of the city. 

It was thought by many persons in this section of the city 
that the prosecution of two or three of their milk and water 
dealers had a wonderful effect upon the quality of their milk. 

The two or three last days of this month were extremely 
hot, with an increasing demand for milk; but thus far, the 
supply was about equal to the wants of all the customers. 

JuLY, 1874. The weather, for the first few days was hot 
and dry, with an increasing demand for milk. *On the 5th 
of the month, a cold northeast rain-storm prevailed, followed 
by cooler weather and frequent showers, which again lessened 
the demand for milk. These showers were often accom- 
panied by lightning and heavy thunder, which proved equally 
destructive to tee and small quantities of milk. 

The most of our large milk-dealers, however, ¢ are inter- 
ested in some of the butter and cheese factories located in 
the neighboring towns, which have become an institution of 
considerable importance within the-past few years. 

When any of the dealers have a surplus of milk, or milk 
unfit for distribution, they return it to the station; whence 
it is taken to the butter and cheese factories, — whereby 
they effect a small saving. 

A few days about the middle of the es the weather 
was unusually warm and pleasant. With some of the dealers 
the milk supply was quite limited. - 

The season, however, had arrived when many families 
leave the city for more genial resorts in the country ; which 
affords considerable relief to the milkman, as it enables him 
to meet more liberally the wants of those who remain. 

The general inspection of the milk in stores and shops 
this month was in the central part of the city and at the 
south end. Although the latter part of the month was very 
dry, hot and sultry, yet the supply of milk was sufficient to 
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meet all demands, and the adulteration was found to be 
much less than usual at this season of the year. 

Auveust, 1874. The first few days of this month were 
cool and pleasant; on the 8th, 9th, and 10th a cold easterly 
storm prevailed, affording an abundance of rain. The 11th 
and the 12th were extremely hot, after which the weather was 
again quite cool, with frequent heavy rains until past the 
middle of the month. . 

The cool wet weather, so unusual at this séason, lessened 
very much the demand for milk, and at the same time in- 
creased the supply from the country; so that in visiting 
stores and shops at the south part of the city, the milk was 
found, with few exceptions, quite free from adulteration. 

The weather from the 24th day to the close of the month 
was dry and cool, especially the nights and mornings. 

The limited supply of milk, and the increased demand 
which usually exists at this season, have been obviated by the 
cool weather and copious rains during the month sufficient 
to keep the pastures in good condition for the nourishment 
of cows, thus affording a large supply of milk, more than 
enough for the daily wants of our citizens. 

During my visits of inspection I found that many of the 
small places, in various parts of the city, where milk was 
formerly sold, had abandoned the sale of it in consequence of 
dealers being prohibited from the sale of liquor and ales, 
the profit derived on the sale of milk being too small for an 
independent business. 

It was also found that the small profit derived from the 

sale of milk would not enable them to obtain ice at the exor- 
bitant price then demanded, so that the milk in a few hours 
after being left would be unfit for use. 

SEPTEMBER, 1874. To the middle of the month was with- 
out rain; and with very few exceptions the weather was 
cool. Notwithstanding the dry weather, the supply of milk 
with nearly all the dealers continued abundant. On the dth 
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and 9th days of this month I visited the milk-station at East 
Boston, and examined a large number of cans of milk, none 
of which were found adulterated ; some cans, however, were 
examined, which had been robbed of Bashy cream previous to 
their leaving the dairy. 

From the 18th to the 21st of the month the weather was 
dull and lowery, with a little rain; not sufficient, however, 
to afford much if any relief to the exhausted wells and 
streams. 

The pasturage in some of the milk districts, by the heavy 
dews and the light rains, continued to afford nourishment for 
cattle. 

This month was devoted to the general inspection of the 
milk in stores and shops at East Boston; and the quality of 
the milk was generally found about the same as in other 
wards of the city. 

A number of early morning calls were made on the milk- 
men in this part of the city, and samples of milk taken, all 
of which, with one or two exceptions, were found to be good 
family milk. 

There has not been a year since the establishment of this 
office when the supply and demand for milk have been so uni- 
form as throughout the present season. The milk trade 
amongst our milkmen has been very limited, and the extra 
price during the season has not exceeded six cents per can. 

The cool, dry weather continued, with few exceptions, to 
the close of the month. 

OcroseR, 1874, came in with cool, variable weather, 
with very little rain; but the season had so far advanced as 
to quiet all fears respecting any scarcity of milk. 

On the-first of this month the winter contracts, and the 
advance price of milk, usually commence; but this year, as 
in the two or three past seasons, the supply fully equalled 
the demand, so that many of the milkmen continued the 
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summer prices, while a few sold their milk at a small advance 
during the winter season. 

It was said that some of the milk contractors agreed to 
pay the producers forty cents per can during November and 
December, and thirty-eight cents through October, January, 
February and March. 

On the first of this month two of our long-established 
milk-dealers caused an additional milk-car to be placed on 
the Boston and Albany Railroad, which now brings in about 
three hundred cans of milk daily; which for quality will 
compare favorably with any received in the city. 

The general inspection of the milk this month was at South 
Boston, and but little if any was found adulterated, worthy 
of notice; this may be in part owing to the fact that two or 
three of the milk and water dealers in this part of the city _ 
had recently passed through the courts, one of whom had 
been admonished by the payment of a fine and cost, amount- 
ing to three hundred and thirteen dollars. 

From the 20th of this month to its close the weather was 
very moderate, pleasant, and remarkably dry. 

NoveMBER, 1874. The moderate, pleasant, dry weather 
of the last month continued, with the exception of two or 
three cool days, up to the 23d°*of this month, when the first 
snow of the season appeared, which amounted to two or 
three inches; the weather, however, soon moderated and 
was followed by rain, which continued throughout the day. 

About the middle of the month with some of the dealers 
the supply of milk from the country was less than at any 
time during the season. 

It was said that a considerable quantity of our usualf all 
supply was retained in the country for the purpose of making 
butter, which is not done to any great extent during the cold 
weather. 


This month was mostly devoted é8 inspecting the milk in 
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the Brighton and West Roxbury districts, and recording the 
names and places of business of all dealers in milk. 

Many in this part of the city are supplied from the same 
carriages that furnish the stores and families in the north and 
west part of the city proper. These men leave their milk 
on the way in from the towns in Norfolk and Middlesex 
counties. | } 

The facilities also for keeping cows are better in these dis- 
tricts than in any other part of the city, and in this way 
- many of the inhabitants supply themselves and their neigh- 
bors. 

This month was one. of singular clearness. There were 
in it fifteen clear days, eight cloudy, and seven rainy. The 
contrast between November, 1873, and November, 1874, was 
very striking. Last November was cold and wet, — the cold- 
est for many years, — and during the month full five inches of 
water fell. This November has been the exact reverse of 
-all this; it has been quite warm, and very dry, only an inch 

and,one-sixth of water having fallen; and two-thirds of all 
that having fallen on the 23d day of the month. 

The last week of this month the supply of milk was about 
equal to the wants of the consumers, although the annual 
Thanksgiving served to increase the demand; by previous 
arrangements of those interésted in the trade, an abundant 
supply was obtained, and but few complaints were made as 
to the quality... 

DECEMBER, 1874, to the middle of the month, if we 
except the 7th and the 14th days, there was moderate, dry, 
. pleasant’ weather; the 14th was very stormy, but not sufhi- 
cient rain fell to lessen the great demand for water; in fact 
the whole season has been characterized by the absence of 
water, so that a “water famine” has prevailed in many 
towns, and many families have learned for the first time 
that water supplies are not always sure, and that a want of 
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the article may be, as it has been, a source of much labor, 
care, and anxiety. 

‘ On the 8th of this month the New England Milk Pro- 
ducers’ Association held its seventh annual meeting in this 
city. The President briefly addressed the meeting, in a way 
to encourage them to persist in obtaining a good price for 
their milk, and in perfecting a system of protection against 
adulteration. | 

The Milk Producers’ Association of Massachusetts and 
New Hampshire also convened in this city in the early part 
of the month, and was addressed by the President, Hon. 
Daniel Needham, and others. The object of this meeting, 
like the other, appeared to be, not only to obtain a fair price 
for their milk, but also to prevent its adulteration, and like- 
wise to obtain from the railroads a cheaper and more direct 
transportation to a market. . 

The quantity of snow in the month was half an inch on 
the Ist, 11th, and 13th, and an inch on the 20th, which 
soon disappeared ; so that there was not any sleighing in the 
month, and the ground was generally dry and dusty. 

The milk trade, with a large proportion of the dealers, 
was considered very dull, if we except the last week in the 
month, the anniversary of Christmas having had a tendency 
to increase the demand; yet the supply appeared sufficient, 
and the samples of milk taken from the dealers at this time 
proved to be good family milk. 

Our citizens in general who have business with this office, 
and the milk-dealers in particular, will be pleased to learn 
that a female assistant has been granted for this office, 
whose duties commenced on the first of the month; so that 
hereafter milk can be received for examination, and dealers 
in milk can cause their names to be registered, as required 
by law, at any time between the hours of 8} A. M. and 5 
o’clock P. M. 

JANUARY, 1875. The first week of this month the weather 
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was very variable; some days very cold, and others moder- 
ate, with some rain, hail, and snow. 7 

In general the supply of milk fully equalled the demand, 
there being no call for an extra quantity in the winter 
season. 

The average standard in different parts of the city was 
quite favorable, so that there were but few complaints of 
adulteration during the month; but many that the milk was 
old, and often skimmed when received. 

The middle ef the month, with few exceptions, was cold 
and pleasant. 

The latter part and to its close was very cold, with an 
occasional snow-storm, but no rain; but, taken as a whole, 
this was the coldest January for many years. 

Frepruary, 1875. The very cold weather of January con- 
tinued, with but little change, up to the 20th of this month. 
' The weather the latter part of the month was variable ; 
some days quite moderate, with some snow. 

By request the Inspector visited a number of stores - at 
East Boston in regard to the milk, none of which was found 
to have been adulterated ; but some old milk was found, and 
some that had been frozen during its transportation from the 
dairies. 

At this time at some of the milk-stations the supply was 
not equal to the demand. . | 

A part of a large can of milk was brought to this office 
by one of the East Boston milkmen, who stated “that he had 
left this can of milk the morning previous at the store of 
one of his customers; a portion of it had been sold to some 
of the families in the neighborhood, and had caused sickness 
amongst their children.” Considering this (so-called poi- 
soned milk) sufficient cause for investigation, a sample was 
taken to John M. Merrick, the city chemist, for analysis, 
who says: “This seems rather a thin sample of milk, defi- 
cient in cream; according to our standard, it falls short 
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about 7 per cent. There is nothing in it, which a careful 
analysis can gee which shows cause of symptoms of sick- 
ness or poisoning.” ° 

Imay here observe that the best part of this can of milk 
had been sold previous to its coming to this office. ' 

The Health Commissioners of this city received an anony- 
mous letter, of the following purport : — 


“ GENTLEMEN, —I beg leave to ask your attention to the 
large amount of swill milk used in the city ;,one man resid- 
ing in one of the neighboring towns keeping twenty-five or 
thirty cows fed entirely on city swill, and selling the milk to 
a milkman who retails it every day through the city. I 
think it a very unhealthy article of food, and its sale should 
be stopped at once.” 


The above communication was forwarded to this office for 
investigation. 

It was found that these cows, to some extent, were fed on 
brewers’ grains; a sample of this milk was immediately 
obtained after leaving the dairy, and was analyzed by the 
State Assayer, from whom the following certificate was 
received : — | 


“I have failed to find any adulterating material other than 
_ water in the within-described milk. I have also carefully 
examined it with the microscope, and it has every appear- 
ance of being pure milk of good quality. It is richer in 
cream than the average milk sold in the city. It is free 
from any objectionable odor or taste.” 


During the past sixteen years, many samples of milk have 
been obtained from cows fed almost exclusively on brewers’ 
grains, and these samples were analyzed by Drs. Hayes, 
Carney and others. 
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The unanimous testimony of these and other scientific 
parties confirms the fact, that the milk from cows fed on 
brewers’ grains is not deleterious. 

Marcu, 1875. The first and second days of the month 
the weather was cold, with a violent northeast snow-storm, 
but not sufficient snow to cause a delay to the milk trains of 
more than one hour or two beyond the usual time of their 
arrival. 

On the 7th day another violent’ snow-storm prevailed 
through the night, the two storms covering the ground to a 
depth of more than a foot; this amount being much greater 
than had fallen at any time during the winter. Although 
this season has been remarkable for its continued cold 
weather, it has also been noticeable for the small amount of 
snow. 

This being the closing month of the season, it may be of 
interest to look back and review the condition of the milk 
trade. It is admitted by all engaged in the business that it 
has been a season of general depression; even many of the 
large dealers have found it extremely difficult to collect 
“money enough from. their customers to pay the milk pro- 
ducer or the contractor for their milk. 

The season, however, has been generally favorable for an 
ample supply of milk, the cold weather and the scarcity of 
money havjng materially lessened the demand. 

The amount of adulteration has been much less than in 
any season since the establishment of this office; owing, in 
some measure, also, to the fact that our citizens will not use 
such milk as was dealt out to them by their,milkmen a few 
years since. It was then believed that all the milk that was 
sold in Boston was more or less adulterated, and that there 
was no alternative for them but to submit and use such as 
was left them with as good grace as possible. This constant 
agitation of the subject of adulterated milk has been brought 
so frequently to the notice of our citizens by prosecutions, 
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convictions, and the advertising of the names of the of- 
fenders, that it has awakened a feeling of constant suspicion, 
with a desire to know whether they were being supplied with 
pure milk or not. 

It has often been said within the past few years, by many 
of our citizens who have travelled abroad, and also by for- 
eigners who have visited our city,.that the milk sold from 
our stores, and that which is used in our families, is superior 
to that which is found in any other city in the world with a 
like population. If this be true, it certainly speaks well 
for the intelligence and good taste of our people, as well as 
for the utility — even necessity — of the law on this matter, 
and its rigid enforcement. 


* Instruments and Methods of Testing Milk, from a practical 
treatise on Milk and tts Adulteration, by J. ALFRED WANKLIN, 
M.R.C. 8S.” He says, “The lactometer — or lactodensim- 
eter as it has been called to distinguish it from another simple 
instrument, the creamometer—was at one time a great 
favorite. In France, a few years ago, if not indeed now, 
the police would take action at once on a reading of that 
instrument, and turn milk out into the gutter if it were con- 
demned. And in London, the lactometer is exposed for 
sale in shop-windows, and both the public and milk-dealers 
trust to it. ven in some recent manuals intended for the 
guidance of medical officers of health, the use of the lactom- 
eter is recommended. . 

“In one of them in particular—Dr. Edward Smith’s — 
which claims a sort of pseudo-government sanction, the 
lactometer is very prominently put forward, and commended 
as being for milk what the hydrometer is for alcoholic fluids. 

“But although it is so very popular, and although it has 
been so implicitly trusted, the lactometer is a most untrust- 
worthy instrument. There hardly ever was an instrument 
which has so utterly failed as the lactometer. It compounds 
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together milk which is exceptionally rich with milk which 
has been largely watered; and many a poor French 
peasant, bringing the best and unadulterated produce of his 
dairy into a French town, has been ruthlessly stopped by 
the police, who have dipped their lactometer into the milk, — 
and forthwith sent it down the gutter, as if it had been milk 
and water. Very curious things, too, are done in this 
country by reason of trust in the lactometer. There is a 
prison not far from London, and the prison authorities are 
specially particular about their supply of milk. They allow | 
no milk to enter the prison unless it comes up to the M. 
mark on a certain lactometer. The M. mark is pitched very 
high, and the milk purveyor reaches the M. mark by 
skimming the milk. A very little consideration will suftice 
to make intelligible the obliquity of the indications of the 
lactometer, and to show how untrustworthy it must be. 
The lactometer, as of course will be understood, is simply 
the hydrometer applied to milk; and readings of the instru- 
ment are neither more nor less than specific gravity. 

“ The more milk-sugar and caseine and mineral matter there 
is in a given specimen of milk, the greater (other things 
being equal) will be its density or specific gravity, and the 
higher the lactometer reading. 

“Tf, however, fat globules (as happens in the instance of 
milk) be diffused through the fluid, then, because fat is 
lighter than water, the effect of the other milk solids on the 
gravity of the liquid will be more or less neutralized. 

“The density of milk-fat is about 0.9, water being -.1.0. 
Now, if a solution of caseine and milk-sugar, of specific 
gravity 1.030, be sufficiently charged with fat-globules, its 
specific gravity may be sent down even below the gravity of 
water. 

* How much would be required to bring about such a result 
is a matter of simple calculation. 

“This being understood, it will be obvious that if the spéci- 
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mens of milk differ in specific gravity, there must be. two 
distinct and equally valid ways of accounting for the differ- 
ence. The milk with the lower gravity may be milk let 
down with water, or let down with fat, — 7. e., milk let down 
by being enriched. 

“By way of example, I would first ies to the specific 
gravity of the so-called strippings, which are the last por- 
tions of milk wrung out of the udder at the termination of 
the milking. These ‘are richer in cream than the average 
mass of the milk, and they have a much lower density than 
average milk. I have myself examined strippings with a 
specific gravity of 1.020, and a specific gravity of 1.025 is 
by no means uncommon. | 

“In the instance of strippings of the latter gravity, I 
found the percentage of solids to be 18.74. 

* Now, if all we knew concerning a’sample of milk was 
that its gravity was 1.025, we might with equal reasonableness 
conclude, either that it contained 15 or 20 per cent. of 
extraneous water, or that it was surcharged with cream. 

“If, by adding fat to milk, the specific gravity is lowered, 
it follows that by subtracting fat (7. e., by skimming) the 
specific gravity is raised; and hence the explanation of the 
reaching of the high M. mark by skimming. 

© A certain trick of the milk trade is fostered by the em- 
ployment of the lactometer. The milk is partially denuded 
of cream (accomplished conveniently by adding a certain 
quantity of skimmed milk to the fresh milk), and thereby 
raised in gravity. That being accomplished, it is dosed 
with water, and its gravity is thereby lowered to the normal 
standard. Let no one think that he would discover such a 
trick by making an estimation of cream; for watered milk 
throws up its fat in the form of cream more perfectly than 
unwatered milk. Another objection relative to the lactom- 
eter (which, however, pertains to the application of the 
hydrometer to organic fluids generally) is drawn from the 
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circumstance that a comparatively small change in density 
corresponds to a great change in composition. Making total 
abstraction of the difficulty and uncertainty dependent on 
the cream, and regarding milk as a solution of caseine 
and milk-sugar, it will be seen that whereas the specific 
gravity of water rises only from 1.000 to 1.032 in passing 
‘into milk, the water receives 9.2 per cent. of milk solids. 
In other words, whilst the density goes up only 3 per 
cent. the solids go up 9 per cent. It is therefore, disad- 
vantageous to estimate rise in solid content by rise in 
density. 

“ Mineral substances, when they dissolve in water, raise 
the density far more rapidly than organic substances. The 
contrast in this respect is very well shown when chloride of 
potassium is compared with milk solids. Thus a 10 per 
cent. solution of chloride of potassium has a specific gravity 
of 1.065 at 15 per cent., whereas a 10 per cent. solution of 
_ caseine and milk-sugar has a specific gravity of about 1.035. 

“To be of any value at all, a specific gravity determination 
in the case of such a fluid as milk must be taken with ex- 
treme accuracy, and as is well known, the taking of specific 
gravities with great accuracy is not by any means one of the 
most facile of operations, and is certainly not easier than 
the taking of solid residues directly. 

* From a careful consideration of the whole subject, I am 
convinced that one of the most necessary steps to be taken in 
milk analysis is to abandon the use of the lactometer. 

“The creamometer is a graduated tube, in which milk is 
allowed to stand and throw up cream, the volume of which 
is afterwards to be read. It is, of course, unnecessary for 
the graduation to be continued throughout the whole extent 
of the tube. If the graduation be prolonged only for the 
uppermost 15 per cent., that will bé amply sufficient for 
all practical purposes. 

“Normal milk yields about 10 per cent. of cream; but 
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that is subject to great irregularity, and a milk may yield 
very much less without having been tampered with, or it 
may yield the 10 per cent., and, nevertheless, have been 
tampered with. 

“The creamometer is at best a treacherous guide. In addi- 
tion to the lactometer and the creamometer, there is likewise 
an instrument, the indications of which depends on the de-' 
gree of opacity produced by the fat globules. 

“Tt is an instrument which I have never tried, and which, 
indeed, does not promise much. 

The only really safe and satisfactory manner of examining 
milkis by means of an analysis of it. This used to be con- 
sidered a long and tedious, and little satisfactory operation. 
By the aid of a few simple devices, milk analysis may be 
very much simplified.” | 

To show the difference of opinion in regard to the instru- 
ments used for the testing of milk, I may be allowed to 
quote a few extracts from the Annual Report of the Butter 
and Cheese Exchange of New York, and the American 
Dairyman’s Association for 1874. 


“TESTING MILK. 


“Mr. 8. A. Farrington, of Cattaraugus, delivered a very 
interesting practical address upon testing milk with the lac- 
tometer. The address was illustrated by the presentation of 
the instruments to view, and was in part an explanation of 
those instruments. It is impossible for us to reproduce this 
illustrated effort. | 

“ Suffice it to say that Mr. Farrington expressed, and gave 
good reasons for a trust to the lactometer tests, if they are 
used under favorable conditions, and intelligently. The 
lecture was heard with marked attention. © 

“The following is Mr. Farrington’s address : — 
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“Mr. President, and Members of the Association : — 


“I think I am entirely safe in saying that in the manage- 
ment of our factories there is no one thing so much neg- 
lected, and so little thought of, as that of ‘Testing Milk.’ 
not only as to its natural relative value, but whether or not 
it has been adulterated or diluted. 

“J shall not at this time describe the different methods 
that may be adopted, to determine the value or purity of 
milk, but will only refer to the lactometer, or the lactometer 
and cream-gauge. 

“Throughout the entire length and breadth of the dairy 
section of this country, the opinion almost universally pre- 
vails, that there is ‘no instrument whereby adulterated or 
diluted milk can be detected.’ And not a few factory 
patrons think the lactometer is a humbug, kept by cheese 
and butter manufacturers for the purpose of making them 
believe that it is possessed of some magic or other undefin- 
able power, by which they are enabled to determine the 
quality of milk, thereby endeavoring to take advantage of 
the credulity of the ignorant. 

“Others think that if there is any real virtue in the lac- 
tometer, it is so complex and intricate, and requires so 
much experience and skill in handling, that only the scien- 
tific man is competent to use it, and hence is of no practical 
value in our factories. 

* Now, both of these positions are entirely erroneous, as 
there is, or can be, nothing more simple. As was remarked 
by the eminent counsel, Judge Earl, at the celebrated milk 
suit tried at Herkimer, N. Y., in the spring of 1867, ‘God 
has revealed himself to man in two ways, by nature and by 
revelation, and one is just as true and undeniable as the 
other.’ Now, the law of gravitation (by which law the 
lactometer is solely and entirely governed) can no more be 
changed than any other law of nature.

“The lactometer or hydrometer (as they are the same in 
principle) is used simply to ascertain the specific gravity of 
liquids, water being taken as the standard. Upon the same 
principle that the hydrometer determines the ‘proof’ of 
liquors, and the saccharometer the amount of sugar in grape 
juice (or any other saccharine liquids), does the lactometer 
detect the presence of water in milk. As is well under- 
stood, a cubic foot of distilled water (or rain water), at a 
certain temperature, weighs 1,000 ounces, and a cubic foot 
of pure milk at the same temperature weighs 1,032 ounces. 
Having ascertained that the lactometer, when immersed in 
water will settle at a certain point, that point will always be 
the same in pure water, at the same temperature. 

“Now, if it is immersed in a liquid of a greater specific 
gravity (like that of milk), at the same temperature, of 
course it will not sink so far. And the difference between 
the two extremes will be the difference between water and 
milk; and hence I assert, without fear of successful con- 
tradiction, that having ascertained the -point at which the 
lactometer will stand in pure milk, it will always (or sub- 
stantially so) stand at the same point when immersed in 
milk at the same temperature that the instrument is reg- 
ulated at, if the milk hasn’t been tampered with. 

“Jt should be borne in mind that the samples of milk being 
tested are all pure and from healthy cows, from the same 
locality and at the same time, and produced from substan- 
tially the same food. It may be thought that I have inter- 
posed so many conditions, that the use of the lactometer is 
virtually destroyed for all practical purposes ; but not so, as 
I will endeavor to show. And for that purpose let me give 
the experience of Dr. Fleischman. He personally inspected 
the milk of thirteen different dairies, in the vicinity of 
Linden, Germany, containing, in the aggregate, 123 cows. 
He noted the specific gravity of the milk of each cow sepa- 
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rately, and upon each day, in bulks, with the following 
results : — 

““'The mean specific gravity from the whole 123 cows is 
1.0316908. | 

“*The maximum specific gravity from any one of the 123 
cows is 1.034300; and the minimum specific gravity from 
any one of the 123 cows is 1.029500. The milk of 9 per 
cent. of the cows exceeded 1.033 in specific gravity. The 
milk of 89 per cent. of the cows ranged from 1.033 to 1.030 
in specific gravity, and the milk of 2 per cent. of the cows 
was below 1.030 in specific gravity. The mean specific 
gravity of the milk from the thirteen dairies ranged between 
1.03065 and 1.03285, or, in round numbers, between 1.031 
and 1.033. You will observe that this is a very slight 
variation.’ 

“After these experiments, says Dr. Fleischman, ‘We 
incur no charge of rashness if we assert that no winter milk 
(obtained in sheds of at least 6 cows) shows a specific 
gravity below 1.0380 or above 1.033, and, on the other hand, 
any such milk which exceeds these limits in either direction, 
is watered or both watered and skimmed.’ 

“Dr. Fleischman says further, “When sufficient statistics 
have been collected as to the fluctuations in the specific 
gravity of milk yielded by certain breeds of cattle in certain 
districts, the indications of the lactometer afford very useful 
and trustworthy basis for judging of its quality. All recent 
observations tend, in common with our own _ practical 
experiments, to prove that the composition of milk is 
mainly dependent on the individuality of the cows, and on 
the breed to which they belong, and in a subordinate degree 
only on the quality of the food, provided, always, that this 
be sufficient for the animal’s wants.’ 

“ He says: ‘ The specific gravity of milk, having regard only 
to healthy beasts, kept exclusively for milking purposes, 
is by no means so subject to fluctuation as people were 
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inclined to believe. We often hear it asserted,’ continues 
the doctor, ‘ that milk which is very rich in fat runs the risk 
of failing under the tests of the lactometer, because its 
larger proportion of fat lessens its specific gravity. ‘This 
assumption is, generally speaking, a false one. 

“*Our experience has not yet reached far enough to 
enable us positively to deny that a cow may somewhere be 
found whose milk shall be abnormally rich in butter-fat, and 
yet so, relatively speaking, poor in all other fixed constitu- 
ents as to show a markedly low specific gravity. | 

“* But a case of this sort is certainly of greatest rarity, if, 
indeed, it ever occurs in a healthy beast. Much rather is it 
the rule with us that a milk very rich in fat is also rich in’ 
all other fixed constituents, and so still exhibits a high 
specific gravity.’ 

“These experiments of Dr. Fleischman give evidence of 
having been performed with great care and skill; and to my 
_ mind are very valuable to the dairy public, and especially as 
they agreejso nearly with the experiments and observations 
of all of our most experienced factory-men who have given 
their attention to the matter. At the milk suit referred to 
there were several eminent writers and speakers on the 
dairy, and a large number of our most practical and experi- 
enced cheese manufacturers, called as witnesses with regard 
to the validity of the lactometer as a milk-testing instru- 
ment, and not one single factory-man testified against its 
validity ; but, on the other hand, agreed in saying that they 
regarded it a perfectly reliable and sure detective in the 
hands of a careful operator ; and the witnesses, both for and 
against the defendant, who had given any attention to the 
subject, testified that in their experience and observations in 
testing milk with the lactometer, they had never found 
milk, that they knew to be pure, from a whole dairy, to 
vary from that of any other dairy in the same neighborhood 
at the same time, more than 24 per cent. 
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“Observe how nearly this agrees with Dr. Fleischman’s 
experiments. 

“ And right here let me refer to the fact that great pains 
have been taken to publish to the world that the lactometer 
is not and cannot be taken as a legal test; or, in other 
words, that a person accused of watering milk cannot be 
convicted in a court of justice upon the evidence of the 
lactometer, and that the verdict of the jury at Herkimer was 
in accordance therewith. | 

“The turning point with that jury in its verdict has been 
entirely FP oikbalied or purposely withheld. 

“The question was not (with-the jury) whether the milk in 
question was watered or not (for I state what I know) ; not 
one of that jury, or Judge Foster, who presided, had a 
single doubt of its being watered; but the point was, who 
put in the water? and that the lactometer did not tell, —a 
very important feature in the case, as the law of this State 
requires that before a person can be convicted of watering 
milk it shall be proved that the accused ‘either did it him- 
self or knew of its being done.’ Allow me to say further, 
that just a year from the time the first milk-suit was tried at 
Herkimer, there was another suit at the same place, before 
the same judge. 

No other evidence was produced against the accused extept 
the lactometer, and that jury brought in a verdict of guilty. 

“The only difference in the two cases was that in the last 
one, when the accused was away from home his milk came, 
‘allright,’ which was evidence to the jury that he put in the 
water. Here is one case at least where the lactometer has 
been admitted as ‘competent evidence,’ in court, and where 
conviction was the result of its evidence solely ; but this is not 
an isolated case of the kind. 

“ As in Switzerland, the tests of the lactometer, when prop- 
erly conducted, are regarded as trustworthy, and so much so, 


that in Swiss law courts all disputed points as to the quality 
5 
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of milk are settled by the evidence of the lactometer and 
cream gauge, and from them there is no appeal. The objec- 
tion is often urged against admitting the lactometer as legal 
evidence, that ‘the innocent may be caused to suffer.’ As, 
for instance, a person may have a malicious and evil-disposed 
enemy, who, wishing to ruin his character, does it by water- 
ing his milk. » 

“The objection, with equal force, may be urged against all 
circumstantial evidence. But the lactometer has not to de- 
pend upon circumstances for its efficiency, as its virtue is 
based entirely upon a natural law and scientific principle. 
Another objection urged against the reliability of the lactome- r 
ter is, that the milk of different cows varies so much that 
therefore it cannot be trustworthy. Now it seems to me 
that Dr. Fleischman (with the experience of every factory 
man who has paid any attention to the matter) has answered 
this objection very satisfactorily and conclusively, by saying, 
that milk from whole herds in the same vicinity, at the same 
time, don’t vary materially. 

“ But for the sake of argument, we will suppose that a case 
_may occur where one patron has a herd of cows that give 
milk exceedingly rich in butter, and of course the specific 
gravity will vary from that of the milk of other patrons, but 
be it remembered that the same variation will be shown by 
the lactometer all through the season; consequently, this 
objection falls to the ground. I do not presume to say that 
all milk that may be pronounced pure by the use of the lac- 
tometer is pure, by any means; for the reason that it may 
be watered, and the specific gravity restored by the addition 
of sugar, salt or chalk; but that is not a question to be de- 
cided by the lactometer. ‘The question to be determined is 
simply this: when milk varies from its own standard, from 
time to time, from 8, 10, 15, and as is sometimes the case, 
25 per cent., without any assignable cause, is it pure? We 
say no, common sense says no, and science says no. In case 
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milk has been both skimmed and watered, it may be very 
easily ascertained by using the cream gauge in connection 
with the lactometer. It has been for the purpose of awaken- 
ing an interest and calling out discussion upon this matter, 
rather than expecting to impart any particular information, 
that I have taken up this subject, and if this shall be the re- 
sult, my object will have been attained.” 


The subject was further discussed by Hon. Harris Lewis, 
of Herkimer. ‘The speaker illustrated the respective amount 
of water, butter, cheese and salts in a pound of milk, by 
different-sized cubes. We give some of the principal points 
of his witty and instructive address. 

He expressed strong disapprobation against using the milk 
of sick cows. He also impressed upon the audience, by 
anecdote and illustration, the necessity of cleanliness in milk- 
ing. He gave a series of experiments, showing the advisa- 
bility of cooling and airing milk. The speaker agreed with 
Mr. Farrington in his praise of the accuracy of the lactome- 
ter. He claimed that no factory in his section had been-run 
ten years without finding some black sheep among the patrons. 
When the lactometer shows a difference in a patron’s milk, 
one of the two things is sure; either that milk is rich in 
cream, or it is watered. The way to detect the former is to 
compare it with some other milk, after the cream has risen 
oneach. If the suspected milk shows the most cream, it is 
all right. If it does not show the most cream, then take a 
jar of the suspected milk and test it with the lactometer. 
Take a jar of milk that is all right, and test that. Then pour 
from a gauged jar enough water into the good milk to reduce 
its density to that of the suspected milk. The per cent. of 
water taken from the water jar will show to a dot the per 
cent. of water added to his milk by the dishonest patron. 

Mr. H.: Farrineron said that in an experiment made by 
Dr. Fleischman, the milk of 123 cows was found to vary only 
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5.1000. The speaker claimed that when milk showed a 
light density, therefore, it was a pretty sure sign that it had 
been watered. 

Mr. ScuermErnorn, of Herkimer, claimed that if salt was 
used to raise watered milk to its proper density, it might be 
detected by the taste. If chalk was used, it could be de- 
tected as a sediment. 

Mr. Hawiey.— The salinometer will detect any salt in 
milk. 3 | 

A. L. Fisn, of Herkimer. — I have long since abandoned 
the lactometer as a certain test, because the specific gravity 
of milk changes under certain circumstances. Again, the 
friction of the milk in going to the factory prevents the 
cream from rising in the proof glasses. 

The density of the milk depends upon the food of the 
animal. Hence, starch will produce more caseine; carrots, 
more creain. Corn féeds upon gross material. In its early 
stages of growth, it is hurtful to cows. It contains a great 
deal of alkali, unfit to be eaten by cattle. The flowers of a 
plant contain the most starch. Hence fodder should be 
gathered in the flower, when food for cheese-making is 
required. ‘The speaker pursued this line of argument to 
show that the density of milk could be regulated by 
feeding. » : 

Mr. Moors. —In my’opinion the virtues of the lactome- 
ter are approximate. 

In dry seasons the lactometer shows more water. 

Mr. S. A. Farrrnetron.—I am sorry to hear a man of 
Mr. Fish’s experience express a lack of confidence in the 
lactometer. J admit that circumstances will vary the den- 
sity ; but the variation is very slight. If one man’s milk ° 
varies from the standard, his neighbor’s will also vary the 
same. In order to detect milk that has been both skimmed 
and watered, we take a jar of pure milk and let the cream 
rise. Then we take the suspected milk, and let the cream 
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rise. We then skim both of them, and test with the lactom- 
meter, and it will tell the per cent. of added water. 

Mr. Buruer, of Herkimer. —I know a man who watered 
his milk and was detected by the lactometer, and punished 
for his dishonesty. And yet the next day he watered his 
milk, took it to the factory, and was asked, ‘Why didn’t 
you always bring such good milk?’ (Laughter.) I think 
this shows that the lactometer is not a sure test. 

Mr. ScHERMERHORN. — The ‘manufacturers must know 
something about their business, and should not depend 
wholly upon the lactometer for information concerning 
cheese making. 

Mr. H. ©. Greene. —I think the mistakes that have risen 
with reference to the lactometer are due to the ignorance of 
factory men. 

Mr. Curtis. —'There is one source of poor milk not yet 
mentioned, and that is poor, half-fed cattle. 

Mr. 8. A. Farrineron. —I take the broad ground that 
no man has aright to be ina factory if he does not under- 
stand all of his business. (Applause.) 

Mr. Arnotp. —I was subpcenaed as an expert in a case 
tried in New Jersey. A man had been sued for watering 
his milk, when it appeared on evidence that the reason why 
his milk was less dense than that of his neighbors was be- 
cause he lived nearest the factory and had delivered his 
warm milk. The fact is that factory men must use some 
judgment in using the lactometer. 

Isaac Burret, of St. Louis. — Allow me to add my 
testimony to the efficacy of the lactometer. I have no 
doubt that in factories any maker of common sense can de- 
tect watered milk with the lactometer. I find that a far 
more simple test is to take a drop of milk upon my thumb- 
nail. If there is one particle of water in it, the drop will 
roll off my thumb ; otherwise, it will not. 

The following statements are communicated to the Inspec- 
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tor by Mr. John M. Merrick, the chemist, who has made 
analyses of milk for this office for two years past : — 


“In making analysis of milk it is well enough to take the 
specific gravity of the milk, which should be done at a fixed ’ 
temperature, with the aid of a specific gravity bottle and a 
delicate balance; but we must not pin our faith upon the 
indications of the lactometer. When a city inspector of milk 
is on his rounds it is very well for him to have a lactom- 
eter and a jar to test samples with, for of course any very 
flagrant adulteration will be at once detected, and the indi- 
cations of the lactometer will also serve as a guide to the , 
inspector, in a rough way, whether an analysis is advisable 
or not. But an analysis should be made before condemning 
a sample of milk. 

“Mr. Wanklyn’s arguments are unanswerable. Strippings 
with 18.74 per cent. of solids would be condemned as adul- 
terated by the lactometer test. 

‘Tn a paper read before the Reyal Dublin Society, January 
18, 1875, by C. A. Cameron, M.D., the author says: ‘The 
results of several thousands of analyses of cows’ milk lead 
him to conclude that the mixed milk of town cows never 
contains less than 12 per cent., and that of country cows 
11.5 per cent., of solids. 

"* Forty analyses of pure milk from Dublin dairy cows 
gave 13 per cent. of solids containing 8.1 per cent. of 
caseine and fat. 

“*In many cases of conviction in the Dublin courts for sell- 
ing adulterated milk, although the alleged amount of added 
water was only 12 per cent., the accused never chose to 
have a duplicate sample re-examined.’ 

“Tt may be added to the above that the English Society of 
Public Analysists, after great deliberation and comparison of 
notes, have adopted the following, among other definitions 
of adulteration: ‘An article shall be deemed to be adulter- 
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ated, ete. 3. If any important constituent has been wholly 
or in part abstracted or omitted, unless acknowledgment of 
such abstraction or omission be made at the time of sale.’ 
And in the ‘Limits’ laid down by them they say, ‘ Milk 
shall contain not less than 9 per cent. by weight of milk 
solids not fat, and not less than 2.5 per cent. of butter fat.’ 
“We sometimes in Massachusetts have fixed samples of 
milk in which the ¢oéal solids are 9 per cent., or thereabouts. 
“In accordance with your request I send you a tabular 
statement of the results of the analyses of’ milk which swe 
have made from samples furnished by you, April 1, 1874.

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During the past sixteen years I have used the lactometer 
to assist in the examination of more than thirty thousand 
different samples of milk, from cows of various breeds, and 
with great variety in the kind of food and general manner of 
keeping them. 

Whatever assistance the lactometer may be in the exam- 
ination of a sample of milk, it will only approximate to the 
amount of added water, which may change the specific gravity 
of the milk.: I say, added water, because all, or nearly all, of 
our adulteration amounts to nothing more or less than extend- 
ing the milk with water. It is true, however, that many of 
our dealers in milk (especially in the city) dilute their milk 
with water colored with caramel, perhaps a grain or two in a 


pint. This is not deleterious, any more than molasses, but: 


still an experienced eye will detect it at once, and by its 
presence we are led to suspect that the sample is more or 
less extended by water. 

In all of my examinations of milk, I carefully observe the 
color, after placing the sample in a crystal glass tube which 
holds about one half pint. 

I then taste the milk, to ascertain if the sample contains 
a large or small amount of cream; and by the lactometer the 
specific gravity of the sample is determined. ; 

If I find the milk rich in cream, it readily accounts for its 
low specific gravity ; if, on the other hand, the sample is 
poor and thin, I see at once that the specific gravity is 
‘reduced by the amount of added water. The lactometer, for 
testing milk, amounts to but little, except in the hands of 
persons of experience in its use, and even then it is only 
advisatory whether to have the sample analyzed by the 
chemist or not. , 

I may here observe that in the enactment of the laws in 
this State in regard to the sale and conviction of venders of 
adulterated milk, the only evidence as to its adulteration 
admissable in our courts is a chemical analysis of the milk, 


with a-sworn certificate by the analyst.

ORDERED: That His Honor the Mayor be requested to 
petition the General Court, now in session, for the passage of 
an act authorizing the city to purchase, or otherwise take, 
lands within the limits of the city, for the purpose of laying 
out public parks, and authorizing any adjoining city or town, 
that may desire to do so, to co-operate with this city by pur- 
chasing or otherwise taking lands within the limits of such city 
or town for similar purposes, and also authorizing the assess- 
ment of betterments upon any neighboring lands benefited by 
the establishment of such parks: provided, however, that all 
said parks and the purchase of land for the same in the City 
of Boston shall be placed in charge of three commissioners, 
to be appointed by the Mayor and confirmed by the City 
Council. None of said commissioners to be at the same time 
members of the City Government, and all to be removable at 
any time by a vote of two-thirds of the City Council; and 
provided, further, that no money shall be expended either in 
the purchase or improvement of said parks, unless authorized 
by a vote of two-thirds of the City Council.

The Joint Standing Committee on the Public Library, to 
which was referred the petition of Marshall P. Wilder and 
David G. Haskins, Jr., asking “ that all practicable measures 
be taken to supply the deficiencies in the official city records 
of births, deaths and marriages previous to the year 1845,” 
having duly considered the subject, beg leave to submit the 
following report and orders : — 


It appears by the statement of N. A. Apollonio, the City 
Registrar, hereto annexed, that the records of births, deaths 
and marriages in the City of Boston are now kept system- 
atically and have been since the year 1849. This, however, 
is but a brief part of the period since the settlement of the 
town, and your Committee is obliged to report great and 
deplorable deficiencies in the earlier records. 

To explain the extent of these deficiencies the following 
statements are copied from Shattuck’s Report on the Census 
of 1845, pp. 5, 130, showing the population of the 
town : —

It may be assumed that the annual number of births is 
about 3 in every 100 inhabitants, and the deaths about the 
same. Let us examine the number of probable births in 
Boston during certain periods. 

1st. From 1630 to 1700, the nroURbIOL average population 
was 3,000, giving 90 births per annum, and in 70 years, 
6,300 births. Our record has about 1,850 births. 

2d. Krom 17 He to 1744, average population 13,000, births 
390 per annum,* or for 44 years, 17,160 births. Our 
record has 20,000 for the whole period, and is therefore 

reasonably full. 

3d. From 1744 to 1807, average population 20,000, births » 
600 per annum ; for 63 years,t 37,800 births. Our record has 
about 5,000 names, or not one seventh. 

4th. From 1807 to 1849, average population 70,000; 
births, 2,100 per annum; for 42 years, 88,200 births. Our 
meagre record is for 3,500 births. 

We see then that for about a century, viz., from 1744 
to 1849, the births must have amounted to at least 125,000, 
and our records preserve the names of but 8,500, or less than 
seven per cent. 

As to deaths, the record is even worse. Out of at least 
60,000 deaths which have occurred in Boston between1630 and 
1810, we have a record of some 4,700 only. In fact, these 
statistics are almost entirely wanting. Yet at the same 


* Shattuck’s table shows in ten years, 1735-1744, there were 5,779 baptisms. 
+ Also he shows in thirty years, 1745-1774, there were 12,284 baptisms. 
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time we are able to fix with considerable accuracy the num- 
ber of deaths, since a weekly table was published for many 
years in the newspapers. A copy is given in Shattuck’s 
Report, Appendix, p. 71, showing that from 1704 to 1774 
there were 35,673 deaths.* Add 35 years (1775-1810), at 
500 per annum, 17,500, and at least 10,000 for the 60 years 
previous to 1,700, and the total is 60,000 deaths. 


As to marriages, in any particular period, the number is 
rather less than half the number of births. It seems, there- 
fore, that from 1630 to 1807 there were undoubtedly some 
25,000 to 80,000 marriages. Our volumes contain about 
20,000, and this part of the record is the best of. all. 


We are forced to report, therefore, that in regard to the 
records of the city proper, between the years 1630 and 1849, 
not more than seven per cent. of the births are preserved, about 
the same percentage of the deaths, and probably about two-_ 
thirds of the marriages. We also see that in regard to 
the births the deficiencies occur mainly in the century from 
1744 to 1849, and that, owing to the increase in population, 
the greatest number of the unrecorded deaths occurred 
during the eighteenth century. 

To any one familiar with the records of the towns in Mas- 
sachusetts, and aware of the care and completeness with 
which records have generally been kept, this report on our 
Boston records will be a disappointment. It is impossible 
now to learn when or where the deficiencies in these records 
were caused. The successive town clerks may have 
neglected their duties, or the records may have been 
destroyed, or a part at least may yet be recoverable. 

It is evidently the duty of the city, now that these defi- 
ciencies have been pointed out, to take immediate measures 
to fill the blanks by all the secondary evidence that can be 


* See Appendix C, at end of this report. 
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obtained. YourCommittee, therefore, desire to point out the 
sources from which much important information can be at 
once procured. 

The church records of baptisms, burials and marriages are 
numerous and copious. Although their records relate mainly 
to church members with their families, this class during the 
last two centuries embraced by far the greater part of our 
citizens. Prior to 1700, at least seven churches were estab- 
lished here, and three or ‘four times as many have been 
founded since. ny 

The custom of infant baptism enables us to obtain the 
births, therefore, of a great number of children, with an. 
accuracy of date sufficient for all purposes. In fact, it is to 
be remembered that in England nothing but baptisms are 
recorded, and the system of town records of births, like the 
‘ system of registering deeds, was practically employed in 
New England as a new plan. 

But inasmuch as the records of the thirty oldest churches 
of the city * are in private hands and not generally accessi- 
ble, and as, moreover, they are always subject to destruction 
by fire or other accident, it is most desirable that carefully 
authenticated copies should be deposited with our other 
records, in the custody of the City Registrar. 

Again, as regards deaths, the tombstones of the three old ~ 
graveyards in the city give much information, and that of 
the highest authenticity. Copies of these inscriptions have 
been printed, but a full and complete revision should be 
made, and the results placed in our city archives. 

As to marriages, the church records will supply much, and 
the newspapers of the day will add much more, as they will 
also do to the record of deaths. 

Other sources of information, as deeds, family records, 
printed directories, etc., can also be depended upon as cer- 
tain to be capable of giving valuable results. 


* In 1846 there were sixty churches in Boston proper. 
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It seems, therefore, that not only are the deficiencies evi- 
dent, but the means of supplying our wants are at hand, 
though in daily danger of destruction. The question of the 
best mode of collecting the supplementary information is 
therefore next to be considered. 

Inasmuch as a collection of these facts requires a special 
familiarity with antiquarian matters, such, for example, as 
was shown by our late Mayor Shurtleff,-and as the regular 
duties of the City Registrar are sufficient to occupy all his 
time and attention, it has seemed best to put this matter in 
the hands of an unpaid commission’ of gentlemen specially 
skilled in such affairs. To such a commission could. be 
entrusted the expenditure of such sums for copyists as might 
be voted from time to time by the City Council, and a con- 
tinuity of action would be secured indispensable to the suc- 
cess of such a plan. 

The work calls for no large outlay, but it does require a 
continued and patient labor until all possible sources of in- 
formation have been exhausted, and the results have been 
transferred to our Registry. 


Of the necessity of the work there can be no doubt. 
Every community recognizes the importance of preserving 
its records, and this city now properly expends a large sum 
annually for this object. It is of equal importance to collect 
the records of the past citizens of this city, and by prompt 
action a very satisfactory record can now be perfected. 

Your Committee has examined chiefly the records of the 
city proper, but any plan of collecting missing records will 
equally embrace the archives of Charlestown, Dorchester, 
Roxbury, West Roxbury, and Brighton, now included in 
our limits. 

Your Committee would therefore report the following 
orders, and unanimously advise their passage. As to the 


second order, it has seemed probable that much information 
2 
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can be obtained at a very small expense, by the persons em- 
ployed during the present year in taking the census of the 
inhabitants of the city. The method of recording marriages 
and deaths now practised seems to be all:that is necessary ; 
but the mode of collecting the facts about births, as explained 
by the annexed note from the City Registrar, seems to be 
intended for other purposes than the city records, and it 
may prove that some additional legislation is desirable.

Ordered: That the Committee on Ordinances be required 
to report an Ordinance providing for the appointment, by 
his Honor the Mayor, of two, suitable persons, to be termed 
Record Commissioners, who shall be charged with the duty 
of collecting such facts as will tend to complete the record 
of the births, marriages and deaths, in the town and city of 
Boston, prior to 1849, and such other duties as may be 
deemed proper; said Commissioners to serve without com-

Ordered: That the Joint Special Committee on the

Dear Sir, — In compliance with your request, I have the pleas- 
ure of furnishing you with a statement concerning the records 
belonging to this office, specifying the number of volumes they 
embrace, the periods which they cover, together with their general 
condition. 

As you are already aware, this office contains full and complete 
records of the births, marriages, and deaths, from the year 1849 to 
the present time. The births during this period are comprised in 
twelve large volumes, containing, perhaps, an average of 15,000 
names in each volume. For this same period there are fifteen vol- 
umes of marriage records, containing, probably, not far from 
100,000 marriages. The records of deaths are contained in six- 
teen large volumes, embracing the period between 1810 and 1875. 
These records are full and complete. There are no records of 
deaths between 1800 and 1810. Whether none were kept during 
that period, or whether they have been lost, it is impossible to 
determine. 3 


In addition to the above there are, — 


1. A volume of births, marriages, and deaths, embracing’ the 
period between 1630 and 1666. This volume was transcribed on 
parchment, by order of the City Council, in 1856. 

2. A volume containing over 20,000 births, during the period 
between 1630 and 1744. This volume has been transcribed within 
two years, and is believed to be full and complete. 

3. A volume of 107 pages, containing births from 1744 to 1807. 
This record is not a complete one, and contains probably not more 
than 5,000 names.

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4. A volume of about 70 pages, containing about 3,500 births, 
between 1800 and 1849. All the entries in this volume were 
made subsequent to 1849. The records ‘during this period are | 
exceedingly meagre, and make no pretensions to completeness. 


In addition to the Marriage Records, before mentioned, are, — 


1. A volume of 107 pages (lettered ‘‘A”), embracing “the 
period from 1651 to 1662, and from 1689 to 1720, and con- 
taining about 4,300 marriages. Evidently not complete. 

2. A volume of 141 pages (lettered ‘“‘B”), containing about the 
same number of marriages as the preceding volume. ‘The period 
embraced in this book is between 1720 and 1752. 

3. A volume of 113 pages (lettered ‘‘C”), containing about — 
3,500 marriages; between 1750 and 1790. 

4. A volume of 221 pages (lettered ‘‘ D”), containing about 
6,000 marriages. The period covered is between 1761 and 
1807. There are no record of marriages between the years 1752 
and 1761. 

5. A volume of over 500 pages cetera ‘*K”’), and contains 
about 8,000 marriages. The period embraced in this book is be- 
tween 1807 and 1830. The record is believed to be reasonably 
complete. 

6. A volume of about 450 pages (lettered ‘‘F”), containing 
in the neighborhood of 9,000 marriages, embraces the period be- 
tween 1830 and 1840. ‘This record is also a complete one. 

A volume of about 320 pages (lettered ‘‘G”), containing about 
the same number of marriages as the preceding volume. It covers 
the period between 1840 and 1849. 


In addition to the Records of Deaths, before mentioned, there 
are, — 

1. A small volume of 39 pages, containing about 1,700 deaths. 
This record is a transcript of the deaths contained in the volume 
copied on parchment, before mentioned. 

2. A volume of 79 pages, containing about 3,000 aeunel from 
1700 to 1800. This record is manifestly very imperfect. 

It is perhaps proper to say, that in addition to the above there 
is one volume containing marriages, in other towns of the State, of 
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parties residing in Boston. The marriages were prior to 1800, and 
were recorded in compliance with an Act of the Legislature in 1857 
or 1858. The number of marriages recorded in this volume is 
about 1,000. 

There are also about 60 volumes of Intentions of Marriage, 
reaching from 1707 to 1875. These are full and complete. 


The Roxbury Records, to the period of annexation (1868), are 
comprised in nine volumes, viz. :— 

Vol. 1. This book contains births, marriages and deaths, from 
1630 to 1785. It is much worn and defaced, and some progress 
has been made towards having it transcribed.

Dear Sir, — In compliance with your wishes I would state, that 
Messrs. Sampson & Davenport have been employed since the crea- 
tion of the Registration Law, in 1849, to procure the returns of 
births in Boston. For this purpose they use a corps of canvassers, 
who commence their work on the first day of January each year, 
and finish it on or before the first day of February ensuing. A 
transcript is made of these returns on the city records, and the 
originals forwarded to the Secretary of the Commonwealth, in 
accordance with the law. | 

In collecting the births, town clerks and registrars are subject 
to the instructions of the Secretary of State, by whom they are 
directed to enter the name of every child they find born during the 
year, irrespective of the real place of its birth. After the returns 
are made from all the towns, the Secretary causes the foreign 
births to be eliminated from each, and assigned to their proper 
places. These returns, with those of marriages and deaths, which 
are forwarded in like manner, furnish the materials for the yearly 
State Registration Reports, issued by the State Department. 

Perhaps it may not be improper for me to add, that, from the 
long experience of Messrs. Sampson & Davenport in this business, 
and from their great intelligence, I am satisfied that none can sur- 
pass them in accuracy and thoroughness. And I desire further to 
say that, after twenty-one years’ observation of this method of 
making up the records, and no little reflection on the subject, I

To His Honor the Mayor, and the City Gouncil of the City 
of Boston: 


GENTLEMEN, — In ey hives with an order passed by the 
City Council, December 24th, 1874, and under the direction 
of the Committee on Police, the making and distribution of 
soup for the poor was commenced at seven police station- 
houses, and two other places hired for the purpose, on the 
second day of January, and continued to the thirtieth day of 
March, covering a period of eighty-eight days. 

At the commencement, contracts for supplies were made 
for the season at the then lowest wholesale market prices ; 
and the quantity of soup made, and the method of distribution 
have been as follows : —

Number of meals distributed, to be

Number of meals given to non-residents

About two-thirds the number of persons in families were 
children. 
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The families that have been supplied have taken their 
soup from the station-house located on the police district 
where they resided, and the condition of each family has 
been inquired into and reported upon by the patrolman on 
that route. The distribution at the station-houses has been 
under the immediate supervision of the police captains, who 
have each day caused to be recorded in a book kept for the 
purpose, the name and residence of the recipients, and the 
quantity delivered in each case. The quantity and cost of

In the discharge of this anon I desire to express my thanks 
to Charles B. Rice, Esq., Superintendent Faneuil Hall 
Market, who has given me material aid, and devoted much 
time and care in selecting and forwarding our supplies; and. 
also to the gentlemen furnishing them, who, although often 

filling our orders under the contract at less prices than actual 
cost, have cheerfully supplied us with the best the market 
afforded. 

In the distribution of this charity, pains have been taken 
to place it at the disposal of destitute families, many of which 
could not be properly reached by other means provided by 
the city, and I am informed, by the police captains in 
charge, that many of these families have had little else to 
sustain life during the cold weather. 

In addition to the distribution of soup the past three 
months, some eight hundred dollars have been contributed 
by generous ladies and gentlemen, which amount has been 
expended by this department for fuel, medicine for the sick, 
shoes and clothing for children, etc., in small sums, where 
immediate relief was necessary.

Gentlemen, — The Board of Directors for Public Institutions 
respectfully request that section seven of the Ordinance of

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NOTE. 


The principal changes made by the Board of Aldermen in the 
draft of the Charter as reported by the Committee are as follows : — 


Srot. 3. Authorizing the division of the city into thirty-six wards. 

Sect. 6. Providing for the appointment of three Registrars of Voters, one 
to be appointed annually, and each to serve for three years. 

Sxect. 8. Section 8 of the Charter, as prepared by the Commissioners, 
adopted as a substitute.

Sect. 42. Providing that in case of the veto by the Mayor of any ordinance, 
order, resolution or vote of the City Council, a vote in the affirmative of two 
thirds of the whole number of members of the branch in which the subject 
originated shall be necessary to pass the same. 

Sect. 49. Providing that, in place of the ‘‘ ordinances and orders,” the 
several Boards, Commissioners and officers of the City Government shall be 

subject only to the ‘‘ ordinances ” of the City Council not inconsistent with 
this act. 

Sect. 56. Providing for the approval of the Auditor’s draft. 

Sect. 60. Substituting word ‘‘Collector” for ‘‘ Treasurer” at end of 
section. 

Sxct. 67. Words ‘‘ And for the payment of interest on the debt,” stricken 
out. 

Srect. 71 (new). Providing for disposition of money received on account 
of the Sinking Funds. 


Secr. 74. Providing for the countersigning of drafts or checks on account 


of Sinking Funds. 
Sects. 83-87 [83-86].* Providing for the establishment of the offices of 
City Treasurer and City Collector, and prescribing their duties. 


* The numbers enclosed in brackets refer to the sections in the draft submitted by the 
Joint Special Committee of the City Council. 
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Srct. 88 [87]. Providing for the removal of the City Auditor. 

Srect. 91 [90]. Providing that ‘‘ payments on the City Debt” be included 
in the Auditor’s estimate of amounts necessary to be raised by taxation. 

Sects. 92, 108, 116, 117, 212 and 214 [91, 118, 126, 127, 225 and 227]. 
Substituting word ‘‘ Collector ” for ‘‘ Treasurer ” in said sections. 

Srct. 94 [93]. Providing that a statement of the amount and character of 
the City Debt be included in the Auditor’s Annual Report. 

Sects. 97-100 [96-110]. Providing for a Board of Education, who shall have 
the direction and supervision of the public schools, said board to consist of 
fifteen persons, five to be appointed annually, and each to serve without com- 
pensation for three years. 

Sect. 101 [111]. Section 107 of the Charter, as prepared by the Commis- 
sioners, adopted as a substitute. ; 

Sects. 103-104 [113-114]. Sections 109 and 110 of the Charter, as prepared 
by the Commissioners, adopted respectively as substitutes. 

Srct. 118 [128]. Amended by adding to the section, section 129 of the 
Charter as prepared by the Commissioners, said section being first amended by 
substituting the words ‘‘ City Solicitor” in place of ‘‘ Counsel of the Cor- 
poration.” 

Sect. 126 [136]. Providing that the appointment of Constables shall be 
with the approval of the Board of Aldermen, and that said Constables may be 
removed by the Mayor, with the approval of the Board of Aldermen. 

Srcr. 140 [150]. Striking out provision that the Street Commissioners 
shall have all the powers conferred upon the ‘‘ City Council,” and inserting a 
proviso that said Commissioners shall construct any main drain or common 
sewer when the City Council, by a two-thirds vote of the members of each 
branch, shall adjudge that public convenience or health requires that the same 
be done, and also providing that under certain contingencies the City Council 
may modify or annul any order of said Commissioners for the numbering, 
renumbering or naming of any street or way. 

Secr. 144 [154] new. Providing for the appointment, removal and fixing 
the rate of compensation of the officers and persons employed in the offices of 
the several city officers named in the preceding section. 

Sect. 155 of Charter, as submitted by the Committee, stricken out. 

Sect. 154 [165]. Providing that the City Architect shall fix the compensa- 
tion of the subordinate officers and persons employed in his office. 

Secor. 160 [171]. Amended by adding to the section the words ‘‘ connected 
with the water works.” 

Srct. 181 of Charter as submitted by the Committee, stricken out. 

Sect. 170 [182]. Section 190 of Charter, as prepared by the Commissioners, 
adopted as a substitute. 


Sct. 221 of Charter, as submitted by the Committee, stricken out.

Ordered: That his Honor the Mayor be requested to 
petition the General Court for a new Charter for the City of 
Boston substantially in accordance with the draft appended 
hereto. 


Section 1. The inhabitants of the city of Boston, for all 
the purposes for which cities and towns are by law incorpor- 
ated in this commonwealth, shall continue to be one body 
politic, in fact and in name, under the style and denomina- 
tion of the City of Boston; and, as such, shall have, exer- 
cise and enjoy all the rights, immunities, powers and privi- 
leges, and shall be subject to all the duties and obligations 
now incumbent upon, and appertaining to, said city as a 
municipal corporation, except so far as the same may be 
modified by the provisions of this act. 

Sror. 2. The administration of all the fiscal, prudential, 
and municipal concerns of the city, with the conduct and 
government thereof, shall be vested in one principal officer, 
to be called the mayor, one board of twelve persons, to be 
called the board of aldermen, one board composed of two 
persons from each ward of the city, to be called the common 
council, and in the officers hereinafter specified. The board 
of aldermen and the common council, in their joint capacity, 
shall be denominated the city council. 

Sect. 3. The city council may divide the city into thirty- 
six wards, in such a manner as to include an equal number 
of voters in each ward, as nearly as conveniently may be, 
consistently with well-defined limits to each ward. Until such 
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division be made, the boundary lines of the wards shall 
remain as now established. 

Sect. 4. The election of municipal officers shall be held 
on the second Tuesday of December in each year, and the 
officers then chosen shall, unless it be herein otherwise pro- 
vided, enter upon the duties of their respective offices on 
the first Monday of the succeeding January. 

Seot. 5. The board of aldermen, by their warrant, shall 
direct and appoint the places and hours for voting in each 
ward, except so far as the same are fixed by law; and they 
shall, at least seven days before the day of election, issue a 
public notification to the voters of each ward, informing them 
of the time and place of voting, and of the offices then to be 
filled by election. 

Srot. 6. The mayor, with the approval of the city 
council, shall appoint in the month of February or March 
three persons, inhabitants of the city, to be registrars of 
voters ; one of said persons shall be appointed for one year, 
one for two years, and one for three years; and thereafter 
the mayor, with like approval, annually shall appoint one 
person to serve as registrar of voters for three years. 

Srcr. 7. The registrars shall have all the powers of, 
and be subject to all the’ duties and liabilities imposed by 
law upon, the mayor and aldermen, the board of alder- 
men, and the board of registrars of voters, in relation 
to the preparation, correction, revision, publication and trans- 
mission of the alphabetical lists of voters to be used at elec- 
tions in the city, so far as consistent with the provisions of 
this act. The collectors of taxes shall make the returns, re- 
quired by law to be made to the mayor and aldermen, to the 
registrars of voters; and assessors and collectors of taxes 
shall give any information in their possession to said regis- 
trars necessary to aid them in the discharge of their duties. 

Srct. 8. The registrars, at least twenty days before the 
day of the annual state election, shall cause printed lists of the 
voters in each ward, or district of a ward, to be posted in one 
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or more places in such ward or district, with a statement of 
the place and hours within the said twenty days in which 
they will hold sessions to correct and revise the lists. The 
city council may provide for the holding of sessions at other 
times. 

Sect. 9. Whoever gives a false name, or a false answer, 
to any registrar or registrar’s clerk or assistant, concerning 
any matter relating to the registration of voters, or to the 
right of any person to vote, shall incur the penalty pro- 
vided by law for giving a false name, or false answer, to the 
selectmen of towns, when in session to correct the lists of 
voters. 

Sect. 10. The registrars, with the approval of the mayor, 
may appoint such clerks and temporary assistants as they 
may find necessary for the proper discharge of their duties, 
and they may remove them at pleasure; and said clerks 
and assistants shall receive such compensation for each day’s 
actual service as the city council may from time to time 
determine. 

Sror. 11. Whenever, in the opinion of the city council, 
the convenience of the voters of any ward requires more 
than one voting place in such ward, they may divide the 
ward into two or more districts; and the registrars of voters 
shall thereupon prepare separate printed lists of the voters 
of each of said districts, and cause the same to be posted as 
hereinbefore provided. 

Srcr. 12. Prior to the first day of May, in the year 
eighteen hundred and seventy-six, the mayor shall, with the 
approval of the board of aldermen, appoint for each ward 
or voting district three inspectors of elections, who shall be 
residents and legal voters in such ward or district, and one 
of whom shall hold his office for one year, and one for two 
years, and one for three years, from said first day of May ; 
and the mayor annually thereafter, in the month of April, 
shall, with the approval of the board of aldermen, appoint 
for each ward or voting district one inspector of elections, 
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who shall be a resident and legal voter in such ward or dis- 
trict, and shall hold office for three years from the first day 
of May then next succeeding. Any such inspector may be 
at any time removed from office by the mayor, with the 
approval of the board of aldermen. 

Sect. 13. No person who holds an office by election or 
appointment under the government. of the city of Boston, 
the State of Massachusetts, or the United States, except 
justices of the peace and officers of militia, shall be ap- 
pointed registrar or assistant registrar of voters, or inspector 
of elections; and the appointment or election of a registrar, 
or assistant registrar of voters, or inspector of elections to 
any such office, and his acceptance thereof, shall be deemed 
to be a resignation of his office of registrar or assistant regis- 
trar or inspector. 

Sect. 14. The registrars of voters and said inspectors of 
elections, before entering upon the duties of their offices, 
shall take and subscribe an oath faithfully and impartially to 
discharge their duties; said oath may be administered by 
the city clerk, or his assistant, and the certificate thereof, 
subscribed as aforesaid, shall be deposited in the office of 
the city clerk. 

Sect. 15. The qualified voters of each ward or voting 
district shall, at each annual municipal election choose, by 
ballot, one warden, one clerk, and three inspectors of elec- 
tions, all of whom shall be residents and legal voters in such 
ward or voting distriet, and shall hold their offices for one 
year, and until others shall be chosen and qualified in their 
stead. | 

Srecr. 16. The officers mentioned in the preceding sec- 
tion shall respectively make oath faithfully and impartially 
to discharge their several duties, which oath may be adminis- 
tered by the clerk of such ward to the warden, and by the 
latter to the clerk and inspectors, or to all of said officers by 
any justice of the peace; and a certificate thereof shall be 
entered in the record to be kept by the clerk. 
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Srecr. 17. In case of the non-election of any of said off- 
cers at the annual meeting, or upon the division of a ward 
into voting districts, the board of aldermen may issue their 
warrant in due form for an election to be held at such time 
and place as said board may deem advisable. 

Srecr. 18. In case of the absence of any of said officers at 
any election, such officer may be chosen, pro tempore, by 
hand vote, and shall have all the powers, and be subject to 
all the duties, of the regular officer at such election. 

Sror. 19. It shall be the duty of the warden to preside at 
all meetings of his ward or voting district with the powers 
of moderators of town meetings. In case of his absence, the 
clerk, and, in case of the absence of the clerk, any inspector, 
shall preside, according to seniority, until a warden shall be 
chosen, as provided in the preceding section. 

Sect. 20. It shall be the duty of the clerk to make and 
keep a fair and true record of all the acts and votes of citi- 
zens at the meetings of his ward or voting district, and to 
deliver over such record, together with all other documents 
and papers held by him in his said capacity, to his successor 
in office. 

Srot. 21. A majority of all the inspectors of any ward or 
district shall constitute a quorum for the purposes of count- 
ing votes, making returns, and performing any other duties 
required of inspectors of elections. 

Sror. 22. The wardens, Clerks and inspectors of elections 
shall receive such compensation for each day’s actual service 
as the city council may from time to time determine, and ° 
shall be subject to the same penalties to which such ward 
officers are now subject under existing laws. 

Sect. 23. The registrars of voters shall provide for each 
ward and voting district a sufficient number of ballot boxes, 
arranged with such devices to guard against fraudulent vot- 
ing as they may decide to be most effectual for that pur- 
pose. Before the voting begins, the inspectors, a quorum 
being present, shall see that the ballot boxes are empty ; they 
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shall have the custody of the same during the election, and 
of the lists of voters, and shall transmit the ballots and lists, 
as required by law, to the city clerk. 

Srcot. 24. It shall be the duty of the warden and inspec- 
tors of each ward or voting district to receive, sort, and 
count, and of the warden to declare all votes at any election 
within such ward or district. So far as practicable each 
ballot box shall during an election be in the immediate 
charge of two inspectors, one from those appointed, and one 
from those elected, and the ballots shall not be counted or 
removed from the ballot box until the election is closed, and 
the inspectors who have had charge of a box shall be entitled 
to make the first count of the ballots therein. 

Srot. 25. Every person chosen in any ward shall, within 
forty-eight hours of his election, be furnished by the clerk 
with a certificate thereof, signed by the warden, clerk, and a 
majority of the inspectors, which certificate shall be pre- 
sumptive evidence of the title of such person to the office 
therein mentioned. 

Sect. 26. The board of aldermen, or a committee thereof 
specially appointed for the purpose, shall within three days 
after any election examine the returns of votes, and, if found 
erroneous, cause them to be corrected, and then transmit the 
results to the secretary of the commonwealth, or shall make 
declaration thereof, as required by law. 

Srot. 27. The city clerk shall furnish forthwith to every 
person whom the board of aldermen shall certify to have 
been elected to an office at any municipal election, a certifi- 
cate of his election, which certificate shall be presumptive evi- 
dence of the title of such person to the office therein men- 
tioned. 

Sect. 28. The qualified voters of the city, at the ada 
municipal election occurring in the year eighteen hundred 
and seventy-five, and at the annual municipal election every 
second year thereafter, shall elect one able and discreet per- 


son, an inhabitant of the city, to be mayor of the city for the 
term of two years. 

Srcr. 29. The qualified voters of the city, at the annual 
municipal election occurring in the year eighteen hundred 
and seventy-five, shall elect twelve able and discreet persons, 
inhabitants of the city, to constitute the board of aldermen ; 
the six persons elected who shall have received the largest 
number of votes shall hold the office for two years; and the 
six persons elected who shall have received the next 
largest number of votes shall hold the office for one year. 
In case two or more of the persons elected shall receive an 
equal number of votes, those who are seniors by age shall, 
for the division into classes hereby required, be classified as 
if they had received the larger number of votes in order of 
ages; and thereafter the qualified voters shall annually elect 

six able and discreet persons, inhabitants of the city, to serve 
-as members of the board of aldermen for the term of two 
years. 

Sect. 30. The qualified voters of each ward, at the annual 
municipal election occurring in the year eighteen hundred 
and seventy-five, shall choose two able and discreet persons, 
inhabitants of the ward, to be members of the common coun- 
cil. The person who shall receive the largest number of 
votes, or, in case both persons elected shall have received 
the same number of votes, the person who is senior by age 
shall hold the office for two years, and the other person 
elected shall hold the office for one year; and thereafter the 
voters of each ward shall, at the annual municipal election in 
each year, choose one able and discreet person, an inhabitant 
of the ward, to be a member of the common council for the 
term of two years. 

Secr. 31. The board of aldermen and the common council 
shall have authority to decide upon all questions relative to 
the qualifications, elections and returns of their respective 
members. 

Sror. 32. The city council, may provide for the appeint- 
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ment or election, removal and compensation, of such mes- 
sengers and clerks as may be necessary to facilitate the trans- 
action. of its business. 

Sect. 383. Whenever it shall appear to the board of 
aldermen that there is a vacancy, by removal from the city, 
or by death, resignation, or otherwise, in the board of alder- 
men, or in the common council, said board shall issue their 
warrant in due form to fill such vacancy for the remainder of 
the term, by election to be held at such time and place as 
they may deem advisable ; and the same proceedings shall be 
had to ascertain and determine the persons chosen .as are 
prescribed for the annual election of the same officers. But 
in case of vacancies in the common council, such warrants 
shall not be issued until the board of aldermen receive 
official information thereof. 

Srot. 34. All city and ward officers shall be held to dis- 
charge the duties of the offices to which they have been 
respectively elected or appointed, notwithstanding their re- 
moval, after their election or appointment, out of their re- 
spective wards into any other wards of the city; but they 
- shall not hold said offices after they have taken up their per- 
_ manent residence out of the city. 

Sect. 35. The mayor, aldermen, and common council- 
men, on the first Monday in January, or before entering on 
the duties of their offices, shall take and subscribe the oath 
of allegiance and oath of office prescribed in the constitution 
of this commonwealth, and an oath to support the consti- 
tution of the United States; the oaths may be admin- 
istered to the mayor-elect by either of the justices of the 
supreme judicial court, or a judge of any court of record, 
or by a justice of the peace for the county of Suffolk; the 
oaths of the aldermen and members of the common council 
shall be administered by the mayor, being himself first sworn 
as aforesaid, or by either of the persons authorized to admin- 
ister the oaths to the mayor; a certificate of such oaths 
having been taken shall be entered in the journal of the board 
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of aldermen, and of the common council respectively, by 
their respective clerks. 

Sect. 36. In case of the absence of the mayor-elect on 
the first Monday of the January after his election, or of his 
inability from illness or otherwise to enter upon the duties of 
his office at that time, the oaths of office shall be administered 

,to the new members of the board of aldermen and of the 
common council; and the city government shall be organ- 
ized, and may proceed to business, in the same manner as if 
the mayor were present. 

Secor. 37. On the first Monday in January, annually, or 
as soon thereafter as a majority of the full board of alder- 
men shall be qualified as herein provided, or whenever 
thereafter a vacancy in the office may occur, the members, 
not less than a quorum, shall meet and organize by the 
choice of a permanent chairman, who shall be called the 
chairman of the board of aldermen, and preside at all meet- 
ings of the board, and at conventions of the two branches in 
the absence of the mayor. Seven members of the board shall 
constitute a quorum for the transaction of business, but a 
less number may adjourn from time to time; their meetings 
shall be public. 

Secor. 38. The common council shall act as a separate 
body, distinct from the board of aldermen ; a majority of the 
members shall constitute a quorum for the transaction ot 
business, but a less number may adjourn ; their meetings shall 
be public. 

Srecr. 89. On the first Monday in January, annually, 
or as soon thereafter as a quorum of the members of the 
common council shall have been duly qualified, as herein 
provided, or whenever thereafter a vacancy in the office 
may occur, the members, not less than a quorum, shall meet 

and organize by the choice of one of their own members to 
preside at the meetings of the council; he shall be called 
the president of the common council; they shall choose a 
clerk, who shall be sworn to the faithful discharge of the 
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duties of his office; he shall hold such office during the 
pleasure of the council, attend the council when it is in 
session, keep a journal of its acts, votes and proceedings, 
and perform such other services in said capacity as the 
council may require. 

Seot. 40. The mayor, chosen and qualified as herein pro- 
vided, shall be the chief executive officer of the city; he 
shall receive an honorable and adequate salary, to be fixed by 
the city council. In the first instance the salary of the mayor 
shall be fixed by the city council first elected under the pro- 
visions of this act; and thereafter no enlargement or diminu- 
tion of his salary shall be made after the election of a mayor, 
to take effect until the expiration of the term for which he . 
shall have been elected. The mayor shall receive no other 
compensation or emolument for services rendered the city 
during his term of office. 

Srot. 41. It shall be the duty of the mayor to be vigilant 
and active at all times in causing the laws for the govern- 
ment of the city to be duly executed and put in force; to 
inspect the conduct of subordinate officers in the government 
thereof, and, as far as may be in his power, to cause negli- 
gence, carelessness, and violation of duty, to be prose- 
cuted and punished. Whenever in his judgment the good of 
the city may require it, he shall summon meetings of the 
board of aldermen and common council, or either of them, 
although the meetings of said boards may stand adjourned 
to a more distant day; and suitable notice in writing of 
such meetings shall be given to the respective mem- 
bers of said board. He shall from time to time com- 
municate to both branches of the city council such infor- 
mation, and recommend such measures, as may tend to the 
improvement of the finances, the police, health, security, 
cleanliness, comfort, and ornament of the city. The mayor 
may appoint such number of clerks and messengers in his 
office as he may deem expedient, fix the compensation, and 
remove them at pleasure. ~ 
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Secor. 42. Every act of the city council, or of either 
branch thereof, shall be by ordinance, order, resolution, or 
vote. Every ordinance, order, resolution, or vote to which 
the concurrence of the board of aldermen and of the common 
council may be necessary (except on a question of convention 
of the two branches), and every order or vote of either branch 
involving the expenditure of money, or affecting the public 
interests, shall be presented to the mayor; if he approves 
thereof, he shall signify his approbation by signing the same ; 
but, if not, he shall return it, with his objections, to the 
branch in which it originated, and the clerk thereof shall 
record such objections; and said branch shall proceed to 
reconsider said ordinance, order, resolution, or vote; and 
if, after such reconsideration, two-thirds of the whole num- 
ber of members of such branch, notwithstanding such 
objections, vote to pass the same, it shall, together with 
the objections, be sent to the other branch of the city 
council (if it originally required concurrent action), where 
it shall also be reconsidered, and if it be also approved by two- 
thirds of the members present, it shall be in force; but in 
all cases the vote shall be determined by yeas and nays. If 
any such ordinance, order, resolution, or vote shall not be 
returned by the mayor to the clerk of the branch in which it 
originated, within ten days after it shall have been presented 
to him, the same shall be in force; provided, that if any or- 
dinance, order, resolution, or vote embraces distinct sub- 
jects, the mayor may approve the provisions relating to one 
or more of the subjects, and not approve of the others ; and so 
much of said ordinance, order, resolution, or vote as the mayor 
may not approve shall be reconsidered as above provided. 
But the veto power of the mayor shall not extend to the 
election of officers required by any law or ordinance to be 
chosen by the city council in convention or by concurrent 
action, unless expressly so provided therein. 

Srecr. 43. Whenever, in consequence of the death or res- 
ignation of the mayor, or from any other cause, the office 
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shall have become vacant, and the board of aldermen and the 
common council shall each have declared by vote that the 
office is vacant, and that it is expedient to fill it, the board 
of aldermen shall issue warrants for the election of a mayor 
for the remainder of the term for which the last mayor was 
elected, and the same proceedings shall be had as are pro- 
vided by law for the choice of a mayor by the inhabitants. 
Until such vacancy is filled as aforesaid, and whenever the 
mayor, from absence, illness or other temporary disability, 


cannot perform the duties of the office, and such vacancy or _ 


disability has been declared by the board of aldermen to 
exist, the chairman of the board of aldermen shall exercise 


the powers and perform the duties of mayor as long as such 


vacancy or disability continues, but while so acting he shall 
not be entitled to vote as a member of the said board. 

Sror. 44. In all cases where appointments made by the 
mayor are subject to approval by the city council, the 
question upon approval shall be taken in the two branches 
of the city council by yeas and nays. 

Sror. 45. In all cases where anything is required or 
authorized by any law or ordinance to be done by the mayor 
and aldermen, the board of aldermen shall first act thereon ; 
and every such order, resolution, or vote of said board shall 
be presented to the mayor for his approval. - 

Sror. 46. In all cases wherein appointments to office are 
directed by law to be made by the mayor and aldermen, they 
shall be made by the mayor, with the approval of the board 
of aldermen, and such officers may be removed by the mayor. 

Sror. 47. The city council may provide by ordinance for 
the appointment and removal by the mayor, subject to con- 
firmation by either or both branches of the city council, of 
all officers of the city, not otherwise provided for, and may 
prescribe their duties and fix their compensation. 

Sect. 48. The mayor shall forthwith communicate to the 
city council all appointments to office made by him, or by 
any boards, commissioners, or officers, with his approval.

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Sect. 49. The city council may modify or repeal any of 
the existing ordinances, and shall have power to make 
such by-laws and ordinances, not inconsistent with the 
laws of the commonwealth, as towns and cities have 
power to make, and to annex penalties, not exceeding one 
hundred dollars, for the breach thereof: which by-laws and 
ordinances shall take effect and be in force from and after 
the time therein respectively limited, without the sanction or 
confirmation of any court or other authority whatsoever. 
The several boards, commissioners, and officers in the 
city government shall be subject to the ordinances of the 
city council not inconsistent with the provisions of this 
act. 

Secor. 50. The city council shall have power from time 
to time, through the agency of the board of assessors, 
to levy and assess taxes for all purposes for which towns, 
cities, and counties are by law required or authorized to 
assess and grant money. 

Secr. 51. The city council shall make all appropriations 
of public money; and, consistently with other provisions of 
this act, provide for the disbursement thereof. 

Sect. 52. No member of the city council shall hold, or be 
appointed to, any office, the salary of which is payable out 
of the city treasury. 

Sect. 53. Every department of the city government, the 
school committee, and all officers having authority to expend 
money on behalf of the city, shall annually, in the month of 
January, furnish to the auditor an estimate, in detail, of the 
amount of money required for the purposes of their respec- 
tive departments and offices for the next financial year. 

Sect. 54.. The appropriations for each department and 
oftice of the city shall define, as far as practicable, the specific 
purposes for which the money appropriated is to be expended. 
No expenditure, nor any contract or agreement involving the 
payment of money, shall be made in any department or 
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office, or by any board, commissioner, or officer for the city, 
for any purpose not included in the appropriation made by 
the city council, or in excess of the appropriation so made, 
unless by a vote of two-thirds of the whole of each branch 
of the city council previously obtained. 

Sect. 55. No transfer of appropriations from one depart- 
ment or office to another, or from one specific object to 
another, in the same department or office, shall be made 
without the consent of the city council. 

Sect. 56. No money shall be paid out of the treasury of 
the city unless the same shall be for an expenditure expressly 
authorized by law, and the bill, account or contract for the 
same shall have been approved by the board, commissioners, 
trustees, committee or person under whose authority it has 
been authorized and made, nor unless the same has been ex- 
amined and certified by the auditor, and the auditor’s draft 
has been approved by a committee of the city council, and 
drawn for by the mayor. | 

Sect. 57. The supplies required in the several depart- 
ments shall, unless otherwise provided, be purchased by the 
board, commissioners or officers having charge of the same, 
under such rules and regulations as the city council may 
prescribe ; but no purchase or contract shall be made, on ac- 
count of the city, exceeding in amount five thousand dollars, 
unless with the approval of the city council. 

Secor. 58. When the materials, supplies and labor required 
for the completion of any contemplated purpose or object are 
estimated to cost five thousand dollars or more, the officers 
having the same in charge. shall, unless otherwise ordered 
by the city council, make public advertisement for pro- 
posals to furnish said materials, supplies and labor, under 
such regulations as the city council may, by ordinance, pre- 
scribe. All such proposals shall be publicly opened at a 
time and place to be named in sueh advertisement. A 
bond, with sureties or security, satisfactory to the officers 
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so advertising, shall, in all cases, be required for the faithful _ 
performance of any contract for materials, supplies or labor 
awarded under such advertisement, and said contract shall be 
deposited with the auditor. A specification, in detail, of the 
contracts for which proposals are requested, and the names 
of the persons to whom the contracts are awarded, with the 
terms of the same, shall be recorded in books kept for the 
purpose, and shall be open to inspection by the public, under 
such rules as the city council may prescribe. 

Sror. 59. The city council shall prescribe by ordinance, 
the manner in which, and the officers through whom, the 
fuel required for the school-houses and the several depart- 
ments and offices of the city government shall be purchased. 

.SeEcT. 60. No land belonging to the city shall be given 
away ; and no property belonging to the city, either real or 
personal estate, the estimated value of which shall exceed one 
thousand dollars, shall be sold, except by public auction, un- 
less otherwise ordered by the city council. The city council 
shall, by ordinance, prescribe such regulations for the public 
advertisement and sale of such property as they may deem 
expedient, not inconsistent with the foregoing provisions. A 
statement of all property sold, both real and personal, | 
belonging to the city, shall be made to the auditor, and 
payment for the same shall be made by the purchaser to the 
city collector. 

Secor. 61. No loan, pledging the credit of the city for 4 
term of years, shall be made for a less amount than one 
hundred thousand dollars. 

Sect. 62. Whenever a street or way of the city is laid 
out, extended, widened, paved or repaired, the cost of the 
same, if less than one hundred thousand dollars, shall be paid 
from the appropriations for the current financial year; and 
whenever a building is erected, purchased, or repaired, or a 
parcel of land is purchased or taken in accordance with law, 
for the purposes of the city, except for the water department, 
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the cost of the same, if less than one hundred thousand dol- 
lars, shall be paid from the appropriation for the current 
financial year ; provided, however, that by a vote of two-thirds 
of the whole of each branch of the city council, a temporary 
loan for a term not exceeding one year, for a purpose author- 
ized by law, may be made for any amount so voted ; and the 
payment of the said temporary loan shall be provided for by 
including the amount thereof in the sum to be raised by tax- 
ation in the next financial year. 

Sect. 63. Whenever it is declared, by a vote of two- 
thirds of the whole of each branch of the city council, that a 
necessity exists, and it is expedient for the city to borrow, 
upon a pledge of its credit for a term of years, a sum of 
money to be expended for purposes authorized by law, then 
and not otherwise, upon such conditions as the city council 
may prescribe, bonds or certificates of indebtedness of the 
city may be issued to the amount so voted by the city coun- 
cil; said bonds or certificates of indebtedness shall be signed 
by the mayor, treasurer and auditor of the city; shall be 
payable in either ten, twenty, or thirty years from their date, 
at the option of the city council, and shall bear interest, 
payable on the first days of January and July, or of April 
and October, in each year. 

Sect. 64. For all bonds or certificates of indebtedness of 
the city, payable in ten years from their date, there shall be 
included in the annual appropriation, and raised by taxation, 
for each of the succeeding ten years, asum of money equal to 
eight per centum of the amount of said bonds or certificates 
as a sinking fund for the payment of the same. For all bonds 
or certificates of indebtedness of the city, payable in twenty 
years from their date, there shall be included in the annual 
appropriation to be raised by taxation, for each of the twenty 
years, a sum of money equal.to four per centum of the amount 
of said bonds or certificates, as a sinking fund for the pay- 
ment of the same. For all bonds or certificates of indebted- 
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ness payable in thirty years from their date, there shall be 
included in the annual appropriation and raised by taxation, 
for each of the succeeding thirty years, a sum of money equal 
to two per centum of the amount of said bonds or certificates, 
as a sinking fund for the payment of the same. 

Srcr. 65. The sums of money so raised by taxation for 
the said sinking funds shall be paid by the treasurer to the 
commissioners of the sinking funds annually on the first day 
of December. 

Srcr. 66. All the money received for betterments, or for 
the sale of lands and buildings belonging to the city, not other- 
wise appropriated, shall be paid by the treasurer, monthly, 
to the said commissioners, to the credit of the general sinking 
fund, as herein provided, as long as it exists. 

Sror. 67. The income, if any, received in excess of the 
estimates of income; and the excess, if any, of the appropri- 
ations as provided in the annual appropriations by the city 
council over the expenditures, shall, at the end of each finan- 
cial year, be paid by the treasurer to said commissioners, 
to the credit of the tax to be raised for the ensuing year, 
for the purposes of the sinking funds; and the remainder of 
the amount to be raised each year by taxation, for the pur- 
poses of the sinking funds, after making allowance for said 
credit, if any, shall annually, in the month of Janu- 
ary, be certified to the auditor, by the commissioners of 
the sinking funds, and shall be part of the amount to be 
raised by taxation, and shall not be subject to change by 
the city council; provided, that, whenever in the judgment 
of the commissioners the amount of either of the sinking 
funds has already become, or with its prospective accumula- 
tions and additions will be, sufficient to. redeem or pay 
at maturity the outstanding bonds or certificates of indebted- 
ness of the city to which it is applicable, they may omit 
so much of the tax applicable to said sinking fund in their 
annual certificate to the auditor as they may deem expedient. 
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Srot. 68. All of the sinking funds now existing for the 
payment of the bonds issued under them, to the maintaining 
of which the honor or good faith of the city of Boston is 
pledged, shall be maintained as originally provided. 

Sror. 69. The surplus, if any, of the special sinking funds 
now in existence, after the payment of the bonds for which 
they were created, shall be transferred to a fund, to be called 
the “General Sinking Fund,” which fund shall be for the 
payment of any of the bonds now outstanding against the 
city. The remainder of said general sinking fund, if. any, 
after all the bonds now outstanding against the city are paid, 
shall be transferred to the other sinking funds, in such pro- 
portions as said commissioners may deem just and equitable. 

Srecr. 70. The mayor, the chairman of the board of alder- 
men, the president of the common council, the treasurer, 
and the auditor, together with two persons, not members of 
the city council, to be appointed by the mayor, with the 
approval of the city council, to serve without compensa- 
tion, for the term of three years, shall constitute the board 
of commissioners of the sinking funds, for the payment of 
the city debt. The present sinking funds of the city, and 
those created by this act, shall be under the control and 
management of said commissioners. The mayor shall be 
chairman, the auditor of the city secretary and auditor, 
and the treasurer of the city shall be treasurer of said 
board. The secretary shall keep a record of the doings — 
of the commissioners at their meetings, which shall state the 
names of those present; and.no business shall be transacted 
unless four of said commissioners are present at the meeting. - 

Sect. 71. All revenue received by said commissioners 
derived from any loan shall be used for the purchase of the 
principal of such loan; all excess of revenue over estimates, 
and of appropriations over expenditures at the close of each 
financial year, after the requirements of section sixty-seven 
are fulfilled, and all revenue from any other source than the

sinking funds, shall hereafter be placed to the credit of the 
said commissioners, to be used by them for the purchase of 
the debt of the city, or to cover the deficit in any sinking 
fund when the debt to which it is applicable matures; and 
the scrip so purchased shall be cancelled. The said commis- 
sioners shall make all investments of money belonging to 
the sinking or revenue funds in the bonds of the city of 
Boston, or in the notes or bonds of any city or town which 
the city of Boston may have assumed by the terms of annex- 
ation with said city or town, bonds of the United States, 
bonds of any of the New England States, or of any of the 
cities or towns of this Commonwealth, the principal and in- 
terest of which is payable in the city of Boston, and in no 
other way. | 

Sect. 72. The commissioners of the sinking funds may 
sell, at their discretion, any of the securities held by them in 
the sinking funds. 

Sect. 73. Separate accounts shall be kept with each Fan 
and the money and securities belonging to each shall be kept 
distinct, and the bonds or certificates of indebtedness held 
by said commissioners shall, as far as practicable, be 
registered. 

Secr. 74. The money belonging to the sinking funds shall 
be deposited in such banks in the city of Boston as the com- 
missioners may approve; and all drafts or checks for money 
from said banks on account of the sinking funds’ shall be 
signed by the treasurer, and countersigned by the auditor. 

Sect. 75. When a bond or certificate of indebtedness of 
the city is paid, or registered certificates are given in 
exchange for coupon bonds, or a certificate is exchanged 
for any cause, the bonds or certificates so paid, or received 
in exchange, shall be immediately cancelled by the treas- 
urer, by mutilation and defacement, and delivered to the 
auditor, who shall make a record of the bonds so cancelled, 
giving their date, number, and amount in a book kept for 
the purpose. 
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Sror. 76. When all the bonds hereafter issued, payable 
in either ten, twenty, or thirty years, are paid, the remain- 
der, if any, of the sinking fund made for the redemption of 
that class of bonds for which it was established, shall be 
transferred to the treasurer for the general purposes of the 
city. 

Sror. 77. The commissioners annually, in the month of 
May or June, shall make a report to the city council, giving 
a statement in detail of the condition of each fund on the 
thirtieth day of April next preceding; and shall, from time 
to time, prepare such other reports, statements, or accounts 
for the use of the city council, as they may require. 

Secr. 78. The city council shall make appropriation 
annually, for the payment of the treasurer, the secretary of 
said commissioners, and such clerical and office expenses as 
may be necessary for the proper care and management of the 
several funds. 


THE CITY CLERK. 


Srecr. 79. The aldermen and common council in conven- 
tion in the month of January shall choose a clerk for the 
term of one year, and until another person is duly chosen 
and qualified in his stead, who shall be sworn to the faithful 
discharge of the duties of his office, and shall be removable 
at the pleasure of the board of aldermen, the mayor thereto 


consenting. He shall keep a journal of the acts and pro- 


ceedings of the board of aldermen, sign all warrants issued 
by them, and do such other acts, in his said capacity, as may 
lawfully and reasonably be required of him. He shall have 
the care and custody of the city records, and of all docu- 
ments, maps, plans, and papers, respecting the care and 
custody of which no other provision is made. 

Sror. 80. The city clerk, with the approval of the 
board of aldermen, shall annually appoint an assistant city 
clerk, to aid him in discharging the duties of the office; in

case of a vacancy in the oflfice of clerk, or of the absence or 
inability of the clerk to perform his duties, said assistant 
shall have the powers and perform the duties of the city 
clerk. 

Sect. 81. The city clerk shall fix the compensation of 
the assistant city clerk, and shall appoint and fix the com- 
pensation of all other clerks and assistants in his office, and 
may remove them at any time. 

Secr. 82. The city clerk and assistant city clerk shall 
take and subscribe an oath for the faithful discharge of their 
duties. 


THE CITY TREASURER. 


Srcr. 83. There shall be chosen in the month of May or 
June, annually, by concurrent ballot in each branch of the 
city council, a suitable person to be the treasurer of said 
city, who shall also be county treasurer; and who shall hold 
his office until removed or until a successor is chosen and 
qualified in his stead. He shall be the custodian of all 
moneys belonging to the city or county. He shall give bond 
for the faithful performance of his duties, and for the safe 
custody of the moneys and other property intrusted to him 
and to the officers appointed by him, with sureties, satisfac- 
tory to the mayor and aldermen, for such an amount as may 
be deemed proper by the city council, and he may be re- 
moved by the mayor with the approval of the city council. 
He shall appoint all the officers, clerks and other persons . 
employed in his office, prescribe their duties, fix their com- 
pensation, and may remove them at pleasure. He shall have 
all the powers and perform the duties authorized or required 
by law from the treasurer of the city of Boston, and of and 
from treasurers of cities and towns, except so far as they 
relate to collection of taxes, and they may be modified by this 
act. He shall make an annual report to the city council of 
the transactions of his office at the close of each financial 
year. 
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Whenever the office of treasurer shall be vacant by death, 
resignation, or other cause, or whenever the treasurer may 
be unable to perform the duties of his office by reason of sick- 
ness, absence, or other disability, the mayor may appoint a 
treasurer pro tempore, who shall hold his office, unless sooner 
removed by the mayor, until the vacancy be filled by the city 
council, or until such disability shall cease, as the case may 
be. Any treasurer so appointed by the mayor shall have all 
the powers, and be subject to all the duties which appertain 
to the said office, and he shall be sworn to the faithful dis- 
charge of the duties thereof. He shall give a bond satisfac- 
tory to the mayor. | 

Secr. 84. The mayor, twice within each financial year, 
shall appoint three members of the city council to examine, 
without previous notice, the accounts of the city treasurer, 
and the money, securities, and property of every kind in his 
possession, belonging to the city of Boston and the county 
of Suffolk, and report the result of such examination in 
writing to the city council. 

Secr. 85. The treasurer shall deposit the money belong- 
ing to the city and county in such banks in Boston as he 
may select, subject to approval by the commissioners of the 
sinking fund. 


THE CITY COLLECTOR. 


Srcr. 86. There shall be chosen in the month of May or 
June, annually, by concurrent ballot in each branch of the 
city council, a suitable person to be the collector of the city 
of Bosten and county of Suffolk, whose duty it shall be to 
collect all city and county taxes and assessments, and re- 
ceive all dues of whatever name or nature. He shall hold 
his office until removed or until a successor is chosen and 
qualified in his stead. The collector of taxes for the city of 
Boston and county of Suffolk shall have all the powers given 
to, and perform all the duties imposed by law upon, treas- 
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urers as collectors of taxes. He shall give bond for the 
faithful performance of his duties, and for the safe custody 
of the money and other property intrusted to him and to the 
officers appointed by him, with sureties satisfactory to the 
mayor and aldermen, for such amount as may be deemed 
proper by the city council, and he may be removed by the 
mayor with the approval of the city council. He shall 
appoint all the officers, deputy collectors, clerks, and other 
persons employed in his office, prescribe their duties, fix 
their compensation, and may remove them at pleasure. He 
shall be the custodian of all bonds due the city, certificates 
of indebtedness, notes and mortgages belonging to the city 
or county. 

All fees, charges, and commissions of every kind and 
description allowed by law for the collection of taxes, bet- 
terments, rates, and assessments of every kind to any person 
or persons authorized to collect the same within the city of 
Boston, shall hereafter be collected and paid by such persons 
into the treasury of the city of Boston, through the collector, 
and shall become the property of said city. 

Whenever the office of collector shall be vacant by death, 
resignation, or other cause, or whenever the collector may 
be unable to perform the duties of his office by reason of 
sickness, absence, or other disability, the mayor may appoint 
a collector pro tempore, who shall hold his office, unless 
sooner removed by the mayor, until the vacancy be filled by 
the city council, or until such disability shall cease, as the 
case may be. Any collector so appointed by the mayor shall 
have all the powers, and be subject to all the duties which 
appertain to the said office, and he shall be sworn to the 
faithful discharge of the duties thereof. He shall give a 
bond satisfactory to the mayor. 

Secr. 87. The collector shall daily pay over all moneys 
collected or received by him to the city treasurer, taking 
his receipt therefor in duplicate, and said collector shall 
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immediately file in the office of the auditor of accounts said 
duplicate receipt. And he shall make report in writing to 
the auditor weekly, or oftener, if required, of the amount of 
all moneys collected or received by him, and the account 
upon which collected. He shall also at the close of each 
financial year submit to the city council a statement of all 
moneys by him collected during the year, the particular 
warrant, assessment, or account. upon which collected or 
received, and the balance of moneys uncollected on the 
warrants, assessments, or schedules of departments in his 
hands, and a copy of such statement shall be filed with the 
auditor. He is hereby expressly prohibited from keeping 
the moneys of the city in his hands, or in the hands of any 


person or corporation, to his use, beyond the time prescribed 


for the payment of the same to the treasurer. An annual 
examination of said collector’s accounts shall be made at the 
close of each financial year by a committee of the city 
council. 


THE AUDITOR OF ACCOUNTS. 


Sect. 88. There shall be chosen in the month of May or 
June, annually, by concurrent ballot in each branch of the 
city council, one able and discreet person, to be styled auditor 
of accounts; he shall continue in office until removed, or 
until a successor is chosen. He shall be removable at the 
pleasure of the board of aldermen, the mayor thereto con- 
senting. The auditor shall appoint the clerks in his oftice, 
fix their compensation, prescribe their duties, and may re- 
move them at pleasure. He shall take and subscribe an 
oath, before the city'clerk, for the faithful performance of 
his duties. 

Srecr. 89. Whenever the office of auditor of accounts 
shall be vacant by death, resignation, or other cause, and 
whenever the auditor of accounts may be unable to perform 
the duties of his office by reason of sickness, absence, or 
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other disability, the mayor may appoint an auditor of accounts 
pro-tempore, who shall hold his office, unless sooner removed 
by the mayor, until the vacancy be filled by the city council, 
or until such disability shall cease, as the case may be. Any 
auditor of accounts so appointed by the mayor shall have all 
the powers, and be subject to all the duties, which appertain 
to the said office, and he shall be sworn to the faithful dis- 
charge of the duties thereof; but no official bond shall be 
required of him unless the same be ordered by the mayor. 

Secor. 90. All bills and accounts due from the city and 
county, approved in accordance with the requirements of 
this act, shall be presented to the auditor, who shall exam- 
ine them in detail; if he believes them to be just and true 
claims against the city or county, and in conformity with 
law and the ordinances of the city, andif payment is provided 
therefor in the appropriations by the city council, he shall re- 
cord them and certify them for payment. Before certifying any 
claim the auditor may require any fact he deems material in 
relation thereto to be proved on oath or otherwise. 

Secor. 91. It shall be the duty of the auditor to lay be- 
fore the city council annually, in the month of February, an 
estimate of the amount of money necessary to be raised by 
taxation for the ensuing year, including payments on the city 
debt, giving in detail the amount of appropriation required 
for each department and office of the city government, with 
an estimate of the income of the city from all sources, except 
taxes, and to furnish such estimates as may be requested by 
the mayor and city council, or either of them. 

Secr. 92. The auditor shall keep a record of all the real 
estate owned by the city, and of the bonds, notes, mortgages, 
and all other property in the custody of the collector, and 
shall, in a book kept for the purpose, charge in account to 
the collector the amount of taxes placed in his hands for 
collection. The collector shall annually, on or before the 
fifteenth day of May, send to the auditor a statement of the 
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bonds, notes and mortgages in his possession on the thirtieth 
day of April preceding, and of the payments received upon 
the same during the preceding financial year. 

Srct. 93. The auditor shall be custodian of the deeds, 
leases, releases, conveyances, agreements, and other legal 
papers for the care of which no other provision is made; 
and he shall also be custodian of the bonds of all the city 
officers except his own, which shall be deposited with the 
treasurer. 

Sect. 94. It shall be the duty of the auditor to publish 
and distribute among the citizens, at the close of each 
financial year, a statement in detail of the receipts and ex- 
penditures of all public money, of the amount and character. 
of the debt of the city, and of all city property. 

Sect. 95. The auditor annually, in the month of January 
or February, shall report to the city council in print a list of 
all persons, except day-laborers, who, on the first Monday 
of January, were receiving salaries from the city, giving the 
name and residence of each person, the duties performed, 
the rate of compensation allowed therefor. 


BOARDS AND DEPARTMENTS. 


Sect. 96, There shall be the following boards and depart- 
ments in the city government, viz. : —

The Assessors’ Department. 

The Law Department. 

The Police Department. 

The Street Department. 

The Department of Buildings and Lands.

Lhe Fire Department. 

The Department of Public Institutions. 

The Department of Overseers of the Poor.

The City Hospital Department.

THE BOARD OF EDUCATION. 


Sect. 97. The mayor, with the approval of the city 
council, shall appoint fifteen persons, not members of the 
city council, to constitute the board of education, to serve 
without compensation; five shall be appointed for one year, 
five for two years and five for three years; and annually 
thereafter the mayor, with like approval, shall appoint five 
persons to serve for the term of three years. 

The members of the school committee, holding office on 
the first day of January, in the year eighteen hundred and 
seventy-six, shall continue to hold office as members of said 
committee until the first Monday in May in said year, and 
their term of office shall then terminate. 

Sect. 98. No vote of the board of education except to 
adjourn shall be decided in the affirmative, unless by a 
majority of all the members of the Board. They shall 
choose a secretary, not of their own number, an auditing 
clerk, and such other subordinate officers as they may deem 
expedient, and shall define their duties, fix their compensa- 
tion, and may remove them at pleasure. 

Sect. 99. The board of education shall have the super- 
vision and direction of the public schools, and they shall 
have the powers conferred upon and perform the duties 
prescribed to the selectmen of towns or school committees 
by law in relation to the care and management of schools, 
except so far as they may be changed or modified by this 
act. They may elect teachers, and may discharge those 
now in office, as well as those hereafter elected. They may 
fix the compensation of the teachers, provided, however, 
that the salaries established at the commencement of each 
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school year shall not be increased during such year; and the 
said board shall not authorize or make expenditures in any 
financial year exceeding the amount appropriated by the 
city council for the public schools. They may appoint 
janitors for the school-houses, fix their compensation, desig- 
nate their duties, and may discharge them at pleasure. 

Secor. 100. The board of education shall elect, subject to 
the approval of the mayor, a superintendent of schools and 
a board of supervisors, consisting of not less than three nor 
more than six members, and shall define their duties and fix 
their compensation. The superintendent and the members 
of the board of supervisors shall hold office for the term of 
two years, unless sooner removed, and they may be removed 
for cause at any time by the board of education. No mem- 
ber of either branch of the city council, or of the board of 
education, shall hold the office of superintendent or super- 
visor. The superintendent s\.all be amember of the board of 
supervisors, and shall, when present, preside at all their 
meetiligs. 
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THE ASSESSORS’ DEPARTMENT. 


Sect. 101. The mayor, with the approval of the city 
council, shall appoint, in the month of January in the year 
eighteen hundred and seventy-six, five persons to constitute 
the board of assessors of taxes in the city of Boston, one for 
five years, one for four years, one for three years, one for 
two years, and one for one year, from the first Monday of 
February in the year eighteen hundred and seventy-six; 
and annually thereafter the mayor shall appoint, in the 
month of January, with like approval, one person as assessor 
for the term of five years. The assessors shall meet and 
organize, annually, on the first Monday of Hebruary: by the 
choice of a chairman and secretary. 

Secor. 102. All the powers and duties vested by law and 
ordinance in, or exercised by, assessors of towns and cities, 
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shall be vested in, and exercised by, said assessors, except 
so far as the same are changed by the provisions of this 
act. 

Sect. 103. In the month of February, in each year, the 
territory of the city shall be divided, by the assessors, into 
as many assessment districts as the convenient despatch of 
business may, in their judgment, require ; provided, that the 
number of such districts shall be divisible by three. 

Sect. 104. In the month of February, in the year 
eighteen hundred and _ seventy-six, the assessors shall 
appoint, with the approval of the city council, as 
many persons to be first assistant assessors as there are 
assessment districts in the city, to hold office, one-third 
for three years, one-third for two years, and one-third for 
one year; and, annually thereafter, they shall appoint, in 
like manner, for the term of three years, a number of persons 
to be first assistant assessors, equal to one-third of the 
number of assessment districts; and when new assessment 
districts are established, the assessors shall, in like manner, 
appoint one-third of the newly appointed first assistant 
assessors for one year, one-third for two years, and one-third 
for three years. 

Sect. 105. The first assistant assessors shall be subject 
to the supervision and direction of the assessors, and shall 
render such services in the assessment of taxes, and in other 
duties appertaining thereto, as may be required by them. 

Sect. 106. The assessors and first assistant assessors 
shall constitute a board, to be presided over by the chairman 
of the assessors, whose duty it shall be to estimate the 
amount of personal estate for which each person shall be 
assessed, who has failed to render a list of his personal estate 
liable to taxation by the city, according to law ; but the esti- 
mate of said board shall not be conclusive or binding upon 


the assessors. 
Srecr. 107. In the month of March, annually, the assess- 
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ors, with the approval of the city council, shall appoint 
a suitable person to act as second assistant assessor for each 
assessment district. Said second assistant shall be a resident 
of the ward of which the assessment district for which he is 
appointed forms a part. ‘The first and second assistants may 
be removed at any time by the assessors, with the approval 
of the board of aldermen. It shall be the special duty of 
the second assistant assessors to aid the first assistants in 
the work of estimating the value of the real estate situated 
within the districts for which they are respectively appointed ; 
and they shall render such other services appertaining to 
their office as may, from time to time, be required of them 
by the assessors, or first assistant assessors. 

Secor. 108. The assessors annually, on or before the 
fifteenth day of May, shall send to the auditor a statement of 
the amount of tax bills left with the collector for collection 
during the preceding financial year, and of the amount of 
abatements thereon. 

Sect. 109. The board of assessors and first assistant 
assessors shall prepare, annually, in the month of March, in 
the manner required by law of the selectmen of towns, a list 
of inhabitants of the city, well qualified to serve as jurors, 
which list, on or before the first day of April in each year, 
they shall transmit to the city clerk, who shall duly post the 
same in the manner required by law. ‘The said list, after 
being duly posted, shall be submitted by said clerk to the city 
council for revision, and either branch, may, by vote, strike 
any names from the list, but no name shall be added thereto. 
In case of the neglect of the city council, or of either branch 
thereof, to complete the revision of said list within thirty 
days from its submission, the names then remaining thereon 
shall be placed in the jury-box by the city clerk, in the 
manner required by law, and the jurors shall be drawn by 
the board of aldermen upon the warrants of the courts. 

SEcT. 110. The board of aldermen shall have and exercise 
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the powers in relation to the abatement of taxes now given 
by law to the street commissioners of Boston. 


THE LAW DEPARTMENT. 


Sect. 111. The law department shall consist of a city 
solicitor, and such number of assistant solicitors as the city 
council may, from time to time, determine. 

Sect. 112. The mayor, with the approval of the city 
council, shall appoint one person, a counsellor-at-law, to be 
the city solicitor for the term of one year. 

Sect. 113. The city solicitor, on or before the first day 
of June in each year, shall appoint, with the written approval 
of the mayor, such number of assistant solicitors as the city 
council may determine. They shall be counsellors-at-law, 
and hold office for one year from the first day of June in 
the year for which they are appointed, and until their suc- 
cessors shall be appointed and qualified, unless sooner 
removed by the city solicitor, with the written consent of the 
mayor. 

Sect. 114. The city solicitor shall be the head of the law 
department, and shall. have the charge and direction of the 
same. He shall give legal opinions and advice upon any 
subject or question submitted to him by the mayor, the board 
of aldermen, the common council, or any committee of the 
city council, or of either branch thereof, or by any officers 
of the city government in regard to their official duties. 

Sect. 115. It shall be the duty of the city solicitor and 
assistant solicitors to commence, prosecute and defend all 
actions, suits and claims in any court or other tribunal in 
which the rights or interests of the city are involved, and to 
defend any of the officers of the city in suits and prosecutions 
against them for any official action, or the performance of 
any -official duty, when any estate, right, privilege, ordi- 
nance, act, or direction of the city government may be 
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brought in question; they shall perform such other profes- 
sional duties as may be required of them by the mayor, the 
city council, or either branch thereof, and generally shall 
appear as counsel whenever the interest and welfare of the 
city may be directly or incidentally affected. 

Srot. 116. It shall be the duty of the city solicitor and 
assistant city solicitors to examine titles to property, to 
draft bonds, deeds, obligations, contracts, leases, convey- 
ances, agreements, and other legal instruments which may 
be required by any ordinance or order of the city council, 
or either branch thereof, or by any department of the city 
government. There shall be one assistant city solicitor, 
whose special duty it shall be to collect, by suit or other-, 
wise, all the over-due debts, bills, or claims of the city; it 
shall be the duty of the city collector to render to him 
monthly a statement in detail of such over-due debts, bills, 
and claims for collection; and all money collected by him 
shall be paid monthly or oftener to the collector. 

Sect. 117. All legal taxable costs, received by the law 
department from the adverse party in suits and prosecutions, 
shall annually be paid over to the city collector. _ 

Secr. 118. The city solicitor shall, annually, within thirty 
days after his election, appoint a clerk, a certificate of whose 
appointment he shall file in the office of the city clerk. The 
clerk shall hold his office for one year from the first Monday 
of April in the year in which he may be appointed, unless 
sooner removed; and he may be removed at the pleasure of 
the solicitor; and vacancies may be filled for an unexpired 
term in the same manner as the original appointment. The 
said clerk shall copy all papers which the solicitor or assist- 
ant solicitors may require to be copied, and shall, under the 
direction of the city solicitor and the assistant solicitors, 
keep all the books of the office, and perform such other 
duties as they may impose upon him. He shall receive such 
compensation as the city council may from time to time 
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determine. The city solicitor shall annually, before the 
fifteenth day of February, send to the city auditor an esti- 
mate in detail of the appropriation, and of the number of 
assistant. solicitors, required for the law department during 
the succeeding financial year. 


THE POLICE DEPARTMENT. 


Sect. 119. The mayor shall at all times have the control 
and direction of the police force of the city. 

Sect. 120. The mayor, with the approval of the city coun- 
cil, shall appoint three persons to be commissioners of po- 
lice, one for one year, one for two years, and one for three 
years; and shall, annually thereafter, with like approval, 
appoint one commissioner of police for three years. 

Secr. 121. The mayor, upon nomination by the commis- 
sioners, if he approves thereof, shall appoint the chief of 
police, and all subordinate officers, to hold office until va- 
cated by death, resignation or removal; and such officers 
may be removed by the mayor upon the recommendation of 
the commissioners. The chief of police and the subordinate 
officers when so appointed shall have all the powers, assume 
all the liabilities and obligations and perform all the duties 
prescribed by law, or the ordinances of the city, for such 
officers, so far as consistent with the provisions of this act. 
The commissioners shall prescribe the duties of the officers 
and members of the department. The number and compen- 
sation of the officers of each grade shall be fixed by the city 
council, and an estimate of the number required shall be 
contained in the annual estimate of the commissioners. 

Sect. 122. The mayor, when he deems it necessary or ex- 
pedient, may appoint, from persons nominated by the com- 
missioners of police, such number of temporary policemen 
as occasion may require, fix their compensation and term of 
service, and remove them at pleasure. 

Sect. 123. The mayor, if he deem it expedient, upon 
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the written application of any responsible corporation or 
person, may appoint suitable persons to be special police 
officers, to serve without pay from the city, under such rules 
and regulations as the commissioners of police deem expedi- 
ent, with the power of police officers to preserve order, and to 
enforce the laws and the ordinances of the city in and about 
any railroad station or crossing, place of public amusement, 
wharf, manufactory, or other locality specified in the applica- 
tion ; provided, that such corporations or persons shall give 
bond satisfactory to the counsel of the corporation, to be liable 
to parties aggrieved by any official misconduct of such police 
officer, to the same extent as for the torts of agents and ser- 
vants in their employment. A record of such appointments 
shall be kept in the office of the commissioners of police, and 
any appointments so made may be revoked by the mayor at 
any time. 

Sect. 124. The commissioners of police shall make careful 
examination and investigation as to the honesty, sobriety, 
health, and other qualifications of persons nominated by them 
for appointment by the mayor. No person shall be appointed 
an officer or member of the police force, or as a constable of 
the city, who is not a citizen of the United States; who has 
not been a resident of, and paid taxes to, the city of Boston 
for three years next preceding his appointment; and who 
cannot read and write understandingly in the English lan- 
guage. 

Sect. 125. The commissioners of police shall investigate 
all complaints and charges against any of the members of 
the police department, and if they find any member guilty of 
a breach of the laws, or ordinances of the city, or of any of 
the rules and regulations of the department, or unfit for the 
position he occupies, they may recommend the mayor to re- 
move him, or they may inflict the penalty provided by ordi- 
nance, or by the rules and regulations of the department, as 
a punishment for the fault. 
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Sect. 126. The mayor shall annually appoint, with the 
approval of the board of aldermen, such number of con- 
stables as, in his opinion, the public service may require. 
No person shall be appointed constable unless, in addition 
to the qualifications required of police officers, he shall have 
attained the age of twenty-five years ; and he shall give bond 
as required by law. Said constables may be removed by 
the mayor, with the approval of the board of aldermen. 

Sect. 127. In case of a riot within the city, the mayor 
shall have the power to require the constables so appointed 
to aid in the suppression of the same; and while so engaged 
they shall be under the control and direction of the chief of 
police, and subject to the rules and regulations of the police 
department. 

Sect. 128. The commissioners of police shall have the 
power to grant licenses for theatres, museums, exhibitions, 
and other places of amusement, to every person exercising a 
trade or calling within the city for which a license is required, 
and for every purpose for which a license or permit is required 
within the city and not otherwise provided for by this act. 
The licenses and permits so granted shall be subject to revoca- 
tion by the mayor, with the consent of the board of aldermen. 

Secor. 129. The commissioners of police, before granting 
licenses for any public exhibition or place of amusement. 
shall require from the inspector of buildings a certificate 
that the buildings and halls to be used for the purpose are safe, 
aud have suitable means of egress; they shall make inquiry 
as to the character of the applicant, the propriety of grant- 
ing or withholding the license, and shall make record of 
such inquiry‘in the proper books in their office; and they 
shall be watchful that the terms and conditions of the licenses 
are complied with. . 

Secr. 130. The commissioners of police shall hear and 
examine complaints made against any person or persons hold- 
ing alicense granted by them; they shall make record of the 
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charges and evidence in the case, and may report the same, 
with their recommendations, to the mayor for his action. 

Sect. 131. The commissioners of police shall annually 
nominate to the mayor, for appointment, suitable persons as 
superintendents, with the power of police officers, for the 
enforcement of the laws and ordinances of the city, in rela- 
tion to licenses granted by them; and such superintendents 
may be removed by the mayor, upon the recommendation of 
the commissioners. 

Sect. 132. The commissioners of police shall make such 
rules and regulations in regard to licenses, and for the gov- 
ernment of all persons licensed by them, as they may deem 
expedient, subject to revision by the city council in the man- 
ner provided in section two hundred and twenty of this act. 

Sect. 133. The captain of thedivision of the police force 
assigned by the commissioners for duty in the harbor of 
Boston shall have and exercise all the powers, and perform 
ali the duties, prescribed for the harbor master by law and 
the ordinances of the city; but he shall not be required to 
give bond. 

Sect. 134. The commissioners of police shall nominate 
annually to the mayor, for appointment by him, one or more 
persons to be sealers of weights and measures, and the city 
council shall fix their compensation; and they may be re- 
moved by the mayor, upon the recommendation of the com- 
missioners. 

Sect. 135. The commissioners of police shall nominate 
annually to the mayor, for appointment by him, such num- 
ber of. competent persons as the city council may prescribe, 
to be superintendents of public scales and weighers of hay ; 
the city council shall, from time to time, fix the compensa- 
tion of such officers, and the rates to be charged for weighing 
hay, straw, coal and other articles, and said superintendents 
may be removed by the mayor, upon the recommendation of 
the commissioners. 
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THE STREET DEPARTMENT. 


Sect. 136. The mayor, with the approval of the city coun- 
cil, shall appoint three street commissioners,, one for a term 
of one year, one for two years, and one for three years¢ 
and annually thereafter the mayor shall appoint, with like 
approval, one person to serve for the term of three years. 

Sect. 137. The street commissioners shall have the 
direction, control and management of the laying out, widen- 
ing, altering, extending and discontinuing the streets and 
ways of the city, and assessment of the damages and better- 
ments therefor; the locating, paving, making, grading of 
streets and ways; locating, building, and repairing of 
sewers and drains and the laying of assessments therefor ; 
purchasing, placing and lighting the public lamps; and 
the building, repairing and management of the ferries and 
bridges. 

Srcr. 138: The street commissioners shall have and exer- 
cise all the powers, not inconsistent with this act, which the 
board of aldermen now have as surveyors of highways, and 
all the powers now conferred by law or the ordinances of 
the city on the street commissioners, in regard to laying out, 
widening, altering, extending, or discontinuing the streets 
and ways of the city, and all the powers of county com- 
missioners given by law to the board of aldermen, except as 
herein otherwise provided ; provided, that whenever the city 
council, by a vote of two-thirds of the whole of each branch 
thereof, shall adjudge that the public safety and convenience 
require that any street, road, or way of the city shall be 
laid out, altered, discontinued, or paved, and shall direct 
the commissioners to lay out, alter, discontinue, or pave the 
same, the commissioners shall forthwith lay out, alter, dis- 
continue, or pave the same, under the provisions of this act. 

Secor. 139. The street commissioners shall have and exer- 
cise all the powers, not inconsistent with this act, now held 
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by the mayor and aldermen, and by the street commissioners, 
by law or the ordinances of the city in regard to the assess- 
ment or reassessment of betterments, and the adjustment of 
claims for damages for the laying out, changing the grade, 
widening, discontinuing, or altering of the streets, highways 
or other ways of the city; provided, that no settlement 
shall be made of a claim against the city for laying out, 
changing the grade of, widening, discontinuing or altering a 
street, highway, or other way of the city, when the amount 
required for the adjustment of the claim exceeds five thou- 
sand dollars, unless the same has been approved by the city 
council. 

Sect. 140. The street commissioners shall have and exer- ' 
cise all the powers conferred upon, and perform all the duties 
prescribed to, the mayor and aldermen, or the board of alder- 
men, in relation to the location, construction, assessment, 
repair, opening, protection and use of the public sewers 
and drains of the city, and granting licenses in regard to the 
same; also all the duties and powers relating to the control 
and direction of the building, making, naming, numbering 
and grading of the public streets, roads and ways of the city, 
and fixing the bounds thereof, and of the sidewalks therein, 
and also the powers and duties relating to the control and 
direction of the purchasing, repairing, locating, care and light- 
ing, with gas or otherwise, of the street lamps belonging to 
the city ; provided, however, that whenever the city council, 
by a vote of two-thirds of the whole of each branch thereof, 
shall adjudge that the public convenience or public health re- 
quires that any main drain or common sewer shall be con- 
structed, the commissioners shall, upon the order of the city 
council, forthwith construct the same; and provided further, 
that, if, within fourteen days after the commissioners have 
ordered the numbering, or renumbering, or the naming of any 
street or way of the city, ten or more owners of estates 
abutting on said street or way represent by petition to the city 
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council that they are dissatisfied with the action of the com- 
missioners, the city council may modify or annul the same. 
With the consent of the city council, the commissioners may 
lay out streets, passage+ways and squares upon the public 
lands of the city, not otherwise appropriated, and lay sewers 
therein. 

Sect. 141. No gas company, corporation, or individual, 
shall have authority to remove the pavement or dig up the 
ground in any of the streets or ways of the city for the pur- 
pose of sinking, laying or repairing pipes, or for any purpose 
whatsoever, except by the consent of the street commissioners, 
but no gas company which has not now its pipes in the streets 
of the city shall receive such authority, except by vote of 
the city council. Any gas company, corporation, association 
or individual, after removing the pavement or opening the 
ground in either of the streets or ways of the city, for any 
purpose, shall be required to put the same in repair, as soon 
as practicable thereafter, in a manner satisfactory to the 
street commissioners ; and said commissioners may require 
such security to be given for the prompt and strict compli- 
ance with this rule as they may deem advisable. 

Srot. 142. The street commissioners shall, in accordance 
with law and the ordinances of the city, so far as not incon- 
sistent with this act, have the control, management and charge 
of the ferries, bridges, and landings, owned wholly or in 
part by the city, and of the lands, buildings, boats, machinery, 
and other property appertaining thereto; provided, that the — 
rates of toll upon the ferries shall not be changed by the 
street commissioners, without the consent of the city council. 

Sect. 143. Annually, in the month of May, the mayor 
shall appoint, with the approval of the city council, the 
following officers for the term of one year, from the first 
day of June next ensuing, viz. : — 

City Surveyor, Superintendent of Ferries, 
Superintendent of Streets, Superintendent of Bridges, — 
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Superintendent of Sewers, City Engineer. 
Superintendent of Lamps. 

Srot. 144. The officers named in the preceding section, 
with the approval of the street commissioners, may appoint, 
remove, and fix the compensation of the subordinate officers 
and persons employed in their several offices. 

Sect. 145. The estimate for an appropriation for the 
salaries and expenses of the office of city engineer shall be 
included annually in the estimates for the street commissioners, 
and no bills or claims on account of said office shall be certi- 
fied for payment by the auditor unless approved by either 
the street commissioners or the water board. 

Sect. 146. The street commissioners, with the approval 
of the mayor, may appoint and remove the subordinate assist- 
ants, officers, and clerks, needful in the several departments 
and offices under their control and management, except as 
otherwise provided herein, and fix their compensation. The 
commissioners may employ, fix the compensation of, .and dis- 
charge, at their discretion, such number of draw-tenders, 
workmen, and laborers, as may be required in the said depart- 
ments and offices. 

Srcr. 147. No-expenditure of money, and no contract or 
proceeding involving the same, shall be made or entered 
into by the street commissioners, for the taking of lands or 
buildings, laying out, paving, making, altering or discontinu- 
ing any street or way of the city, when the estimate for the 
total cost of the same, including grade damages, value of 
land and buildings to be taken, the cost of making, paving 
and completing said street or way, with any other expense 
appertaining thereto, together with any previous expendi- 
tures upon the same street, or any part thereof, for similar 
purposes, within the current financial year, will amount to 
the sum of five thousand dollars, without first obtaining the 
consent of the city council thereto. 
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THE DEPARTMENT OF BUILDINGS AND LANDS. 


Seot. 148. The mayor, with the approval of the city 
council, shall appoint three commissioners of buildings and 
lands, one fora term of one year, one for two years, and 
one for three years; and annually thereafter the mayor shall 
appoint, with like approval, one person to serve for the term 
of three years. 

Sect. 149. Except as otherwise provided in this act the 
commissioners of buildings and lands shall have the care 
and custody of all the buildings and offices belonging to, or 
occupied by the city or the county, and of the furniture and 
fixtures contained therein, and the control, direction, and 
supervision of the erection, and of the repairs and altera- 
tions of the buildings and offices owned or occupied by the 
city or county, including the armories, and shall have power 
to contract for the labor and materials needful therefor or 
any part thereof; and it shall be the duty of the commis- 
sioners to purchase the furniture, fixtures, and other articles 
necessary for the proper furnishing and care of said build- 
ings and offices ; provided, that no building shall be erected 
when the total estimated cost of the same, including the 
_ land upon which it is to be located, and the furniture and 
fixtures for the same, exceeds five thousand dollars, unless 
by order of the city council; and no building shall’ be 
repaired, or altered, or provided with furniture, or fixtures, 
when the total estimate of cost of repairs or alterations, 
with the furniture and fixtures for said building, together 
with like expenditures upon. the same building, within the 
current financial year, shall exceed one thousand dollars, 
unless by order of the city council. 

Sect. 150. The commissioners of buildings and lands, so 
far as is consistent with the provisions of this act, shall have 
and exercise all the powers and perform all the duties now 
prescribed by law for the inspector of buildings and the city 
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council, in regard to the regulation, survey, and inspection 
of buildings, by chapter two hundred and eighty of the acts 
of the year eighteen hundred and seventy-one, and the 
several amendments and additions thereto; but the limits 
within which all buildings erected shall be required to con- 
form to the provisions of said statutes, shall not be altered 
by the said commissioners, except by vote of the city 
council. 

Sror. 151. The commissioners of buildings and lands shall 
have the care, custody, and management of all the lands 
belonging to the city, except those which are set apart as 
public grounds, and may, with the approval of the mayor, 
lease such portions of the same as are not otherwise appro- 
priated, upon such terms and conditions as they may deem 
expedient ; provided that no lease shall be made for a term 
of more than three years, without the approval of the city 
council. All deeds of sale and leases of buildings or lands 
belonging to the city shall be signed by the mayor, and 
countersigned by the chairman of said board of commis- 
sioners. 

Srecr. 152. The commissioners of buildings and lands shall 
have the control and direction of all the public market- 
houses and places used as public markets in the city; and, 
in accordance with law and the ordinances of the city, shall 
make such rules and regulations for the government and 
management of the same as they may deem expedient; and, 
with the approval of the city council, may fix the rents of, 
and lease the stalls, cellars, and stands in and about the 
same, and the rooms and stores connected therewith, except 
Faneuil hall. 

Secr. 153. The commissioners of buildings and lands 
shall have and exercise all the powers, and perform all the 
duties prescribed by law for the mayor and aldermen of 
cities relating to steam engines, furnaces, and boilers, and 
to granting licenses therefor. 
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Sect. 154. The mayor, with the approval of the city 
_ council, shall appoint annually, in the month of May, a city 
architect, who shall perform such duties as the commissioners 
of buildings and lands may prescribe. The city architect, 
with the approval of the said commissioners, may appoint, 
remove, and fix the compensation of the subordinate officers 
and persons employed in his office. 

Sect. 155. The plans, designs, specifications, estimates 
and other papers required for the erection or repair of the 
buildings hereafter to be erected or repaired, belonging to or 
occupied by the city, shall be prepared and furnished by the 
city architect, unless otherwise ordered in special cases by 
the city council. 

Sect. 156. The commissioners of buildings and lands, with 
the approval of the mayor, may appoint and remove the subor- 
dinate assistants, officers, clerks, and workmen needful in the 
several departments and offices under their control and 
management (except the city architect’s), and fix their com- 
pensation. 


THE WATER DEPARTMENT. 


Srecr. 157. The mayor, with the approval of the city 
council, shall appoint three persons to constitute the water 
board; one of whom shall be appointed for one year, 
one for two years, and one for three years; and annually 
thereafter the mayor, with like approval, shall appoint 
one person to serve for the term of three years. The board 
shall have the charge and direction of all matters relating to 
the location, building, repairing and management of the 
water works belonging to the city, and of the supply and 
distribution of the water. 

Secor. 158. The water board shall have and exercise all 
the powers, not inconsistent with this act, now conferred by 
law, or the ordinances of the city, upon the Cochituate water 
board and the Mystic water board, and shall perform all the 
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duties thereby prescribed for said boards, or either of them. 
The water board may be empowered by the city council to . 
exercise any or all of the powers conferred by law upon the 
city of Boston with reference to supplying said city with 
water, and may also be empowered to act as the agents of the 
city in doing any and all things which the city is now, »r may 
hereafter be, authorized to do in relation to the taking of 
lands, water-rights, or other property, and the establishment 
of works and appliances for supplying the city of Boston or 
other cities and towns with water. | 

Sect. 159. The water board shall make such rules and 
regulations in regard to the mode of using the water, and 
the price to be paid therefor, as they may deem expedient ; 
subject, however, to the provisions of sections twelve and 
thirteen of chapter one hundred and sixty-seven of the stat- 
utes of the year eighteen hundred and forty-six; provided, 
that the words ,“ Boston water scrip” in said sections shall 
be construed to include the whole amount of outstanding 
loan representing the cost of the water works. 

Sect. 160. The water board shall have the care and 
management of all the public reservoirs, wells and pumps of 
the city connected with the water works. 

Secr. 161. The water board annually, in the month of 
May, shall appoint, with the approval of the mayor, suitable 
persons to be superintendent and assistant superintendents 
of the water works, and a water registrar, who shall per- 
form such duties as may be prescribed by the said board 
or by the ordinances of the city; and they may be removed 
by the board, with the approval of the mayor. The water 
board may appoint and remove at pleasure such other 
subordinate officers, clerks and workmen as the business of 
the department may require, and fix their compensation. 


THE HEALTH DEPARTMENT. 


SEecT. 162. The mayor, with the approval of the city coun- 
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cil, shall appoint three persons, one of whom shall be a physi- 
cian, to constitute the board of health; one shall be appointed 
for one year, one for two years, and one for three years; 
and annually thereafter, the mayor, with like approval, 
shall appoint one person to be a member of the board for 
the term of three years. 

Secor. 163. The board of health shall have all the rights, 
powers and duties now given by law, and the city ordi- 
nances, to the boards of health of cities and towns, and to 
the mayor and aldermen, the board of aldermen, or to the 
city council, in relation to the abatement and-removal of 
nuisances, sources of filth, and causes of sickness, the re- 
moval of infected persons, the vaccination of the inhab- 
itants, the establishment and regulation of quarantine, the 
removal of offensive bodies, the inspection of provisions, 
the erection of tenement houses and their use, occupation 
and mode of construction, the interment of the dead, the sale 
of fish, vegetables and other provisions, the keeping of swine 
and all other animals within the bounds of the city, and in 
relation to all other matters pertaining to the public health, 
and the care and preservation thereof. 

Sror. 164. The board of health shall have the care and su- 
perintendence of the stables belonging to the city, except such 
as may be attached to other departments ; they shall provide, 
by contract or otherwise, for the cleaning of the streets, the 
collection, removal and disposal of ashes, grease, bones, offal, 
dirt, manure, and all noxious and offensive matter from the 
streets, houses and vacant land in the city, the cleaning of 
all vaults and cesspools, the location, occupation and use of 
all public and private stables, and the granting of licenses 
therefor, and the granting of licenses for watering streets, 
under such rules and regulations as they may prescribe. 

Secr. 165. All burial-grounds and cemeteries belonging 
to the city shall be under the general care and charge of the 
board of health, and it shall have power to appoint, with the 
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approval of the mayor, such trustees thereof as may be re- 
quired by law, or which the board may deem expedient, and 
to make such regulations for the management and use of 
burial-grounds and cemeteries, not inconsistent with law, as 
may in their judgment be suitable or necessary. 

Secr. 166. The board of health, annually, in the month 
of May, with the approval of the mayor, shall appoint as many 
persons to carry on the business of undertakers as may be 
necessary ; they shall grant licenses to the persons so ap- 
pointed, fix the amount to be paid therefor, and make rules 
and regulations for the burial and removal of the dead, and 
for the compensation of undertakers. 

Snot. 167. The board of health shall have the charge and 
control of all hospitals which may be established by the 
city council for persons having the small-pox or other infectious 
or contagious diseases dangerous to the public health, with 
power to make all suitable regulations for the care and use of 
the same. 

Secr. 168. The board of health shall have the care and con- 
trol of all public baths which may be established by the city 
council for the use of the inhabitants ; they shall appoint suit- 
able persons to superintend the same, and shall make all 
needful regulations for their use. 

Sect. 169. The board of health, annually, in the month of 
May, with the approval of the mayor, shall appoint a sanitary 
superintendent, a city physician, a port physician, and such 
assistants as they may require, one or more superintendents 
of cemeteries, one or more inspectors of provisions, and 
an inspector of milk, and may, with the approval of the 
mayor, remove them. The board may, from time to time, 
employ, and discharge, at their discretion, such workmen as 
they may deem necessary for the economical and satisfactory 
performance of the work by the department, and fix their 
compensation. 
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THE FIRE DEPARTMENT. 


Secr. 170. The mayor, with the approval of the city coun- 
cil, shall appoint three persons, to constitute the board 
of fire commissioners; one shall be appointed for one 
year, one for two years, and one for three years; and 
afterwards, annually, the mayor shall appoint, with like ap- 
proval, one person to be a member of said board for the term 
of three years. The board shall appoint a chief engineer, 
and such number of assistant engineers, officers, engine- 
men, telegraph-operators and other members, as the city 
council may, from time to time, determine, and may remove 
them at pleasure ; provided, that the chief engineer shall be 
appointed with the approval of the mayor. The board shall 
prescribe the duties of the officers and members of the de- 
partment, and fix their compensation; provided, that the 
compensation of the chief engineer shall be fixed with the 
approval of the mayor. 

Sect. 171. The fire commissioners, the chief engineer and 
assistant engineers, so appointed, shall have all the powers 
and perform all the duties authorized or imposed upon such 
officers by law, or the ordinances of the city, except so far 
as they may be changed or modified by this act. 

Sect. 172. The duty of extinguishing fires, and protect- 
ing life and property in case of fire within the city, shall be 
entrusted to said board of fire commissioners; they shall 
divide the city into fire districts; establish a fire patrol; 
and; in accordance with ordinances of the city, and with the 
provisions of this act, purchase steam fire-engines, horses, 
hose, and all other apparatus and supplies for the use and 
equipment of the fire department and fire-alarm telegraph. 

Secr. 173. The fire commissioners shall have and exercise 
all the powers conferred upon such officers, or upon engineers 
of fire departments or their assistants, by law and the 
ordinances of the city, in relation to the manufacture, storage, 
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and sale of petroleum, camphene, burning-fluids, gunpowder, 
nitro-glycerine, fireworks, or any other highly combustible 
or explosive material or thing. The city council shall have 
power to prohibit the storagé or manufacture of said 
articles within the limits of the city in any locality 
where, in their judgment, it would be hazardous to the 
surrounding buildings. The fire commissioners may, with 
the approval of the city council, make such rules and regu- 
lations in regard to the storage and place of manufacture of 
said articles as they may deem expedient, and provide that 
said articles shall not be kept within the limits of the city 
without a license, in such form, and with such conditions and 
penalties as, in accordance with law, they may prescribe ; 
the fire commissioners are hereby authorized to grant such 
licenses, and, with the approval of the mayor, to revoke the 
same. ‘The fire commissioners shall appoint the inspectors 
of petroleum required to be appointed by law. 

Secr. 174. ‘The fire commissioners shall have the charge, 
direction and control of all the public clocks and bells owned 
by the city or under its control. 


THE DEPARTMENT OF PUBLIC INSTITUTIONS. 


Sect. 175. The board of directors for public institutions 
shall consist of six persons, not members of the city council, 
appointed by the mayor, with the approval of the city council, 
and one member of the board of aldermen and two members 
of the common council, elected by concurrent vote of the 
city council. The members first appointed by the mayor 
shall hold office, two for three years, two for two years, and 
two for one year, and annually afterwards the mayor shall 
appoint, with like approval, two persons to hold office for 
three years. The members from the city council shall be 
elected annually in January or February, to hold office during 
the remainder of the municipal year in which they are elected, 
and until others are elected in their place, or'they are removed, 
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and they may be removed at any time by the city council, 
and vacancies from any cause may be filled for the unexpired 
term. The members of said board shall serve without com- 
pensation. 

Secor. 176. The board of directors shall have the care and 
control of the house of correction, the house of industry, 
the house of reformation, and of the lunatic hospital so 
long as it shall be maintained by the city, and such other in- 
stitutions as may be placed under their direction and super- 
vision by law or by ordinance of the city. They shall 
make the necessary repairs and alterations therein, and, 
with the approval of the mayor, appoint superintendents 
thereof; they shall fix their compensation, and, with like ap- 
proval, may remove them from office ; the officers so appointed 
shall have the powers and perform the duties prescribed by 
law or by the city ordinances for their respective offices, and 
such other powers and duties as may be prescribed to them 
by said board. 

Secr. 177. The board of directors shall appoint a mas- — 
ter of the house of correction, and such other officers, agents 
and servants as they may deem expedient, in the sev- 
eral institutions under their charge, fix their compensation, 
and may remove them at pleasure. 

Sect. 178. The board of directors shall have and ex- 
ercise all the power and authority, and perform all the duties 
not inconsistent with the provisions of this act, which are 
conferred or imposed by existing laws and ordinances upon 
the board of directors for public institutions of the city of 
Boston; and all acts of the legislature and ordinances of the 
city, not inconsistent with the provisions of this act, which 
are applicable to the board of directors for public institutions 
of the city of Boston, and to any of the institutions above 
named, are hereby declared to be in full force and effect, and 
in no respect altered or repealed, otherwise than is herein 
expressly set forth. 
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Srcr. 179. The board of directors shall have authority, 
in conformity with the provisions of this act, to make pur- 
chases of supplies of every description, for the use of said 
institutions, and to make all necessary contracts therefor, or 
for work to be done or materials to be furnished, or for the 
employment of the labor of the inmates thereof; provided no 
contract so made shall extend for a term exceeding one year, 
unless with the consent of the city council. 

Srcr. 180. When the labor of any of the inmates of any 
of said institutions is to be disposed of by contract, the board 
of directors, unless otherwise ordered by the city council, 
shall make public advertisement for proposals to hire said 
labor, under such rules and regulations as said board may 
prescribe. 

Sect. 181. A joint committee, to consist of not less than 
five members of the city council, shall constitute the in- 
spectors of prisons and houses of detention in the county 
of Suffolk; and said committee, at least twice in each year, 
shall make the examinations and inquiries required by law, 
and report the result thereof in print to the city council. 


THE DEPARTMENT OF OVERSEERS OF THE POOR. 


Secr. 182. The board of overseers of the poor shall con- 
sist of nine persons, not members of the city council, ap- 
pointed by the mayor, with the approval of the city council, 
and one member of the board of aldermen and two members 
of the common council, elected by concurrent vote of the 
city council. The members first appointed by the mayor 
shall hold office, three for three years, three for two years, 
and three for one year, and annually afterwards the mayor 
shall appoint, with like approval, three persons to hold oftice 
for three years. The members from the city council shall 
be elected annually, in January or February, to hold office 
during the remainder of the municipal year in which they 
are elected, and until others are elected in their place, or

they are removed; and they may be removed at any time 
by the city council, and vacancies from any cause may be 
filled for the unexpired term. The members of said board 
shall serve without compensation. 

Srecr. 183. The overseers of the poor shall appoint a 
secretary and one or more clerks, not of their own number, 
nor members of the city council, and such superintendents, 
subordinate officers, assistants and workmen as they may 
deem expedient. They shall prescribe their duties, fix their 
compensation, and may remove them from office. 

Secr. 184. The overseers of the poor, with the approval 
of the mayor, shall appoint a suitable person as treasurer, 
fix his compensation, and define his duties; and they may 
remove him from office, with the approval of the mayor. 
The treasurer shall give bond in such amount, and with such 
sureties, as the overseers may determine and approve, for 
the safe custody of the money and other property in his 
possession. He shall deposit the money entrusted to him in 
such banks as the overseers may approve; and no loan or 
investment of said money shall be made, except by vote 
of the overseers, or of a finance committee appointed by 
them. All checks, orders, or drafts for money, on account 
of the overseers, shall be signed by the treasurer and coun- 
tersigned by the secretary. The accounts of the treasurer 
shall be examined, semi-annually, by a committee appointed 
by the overseers for.that purpose, and at such other times 
by the city council, or a committee thereof, as may by ordi- 
nance be prescribed. 

SEcT. 185. The overseers of the poor shall continue as a 
corperation and hold and exercise all the powers and cor- 
porate rights, possess all the property, be entitled to all the 
rights and privileges, and be subject to all the duties, 
liabilities, and obligations which now belong or appertain 
by law or the ordinances of the city to the corporation of 
“The Overseers of the Poor in the City of Boston,” so far 
as consistent with the provisions of this act. 
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Sect. 186. Whenever the city shall provide buildings for 
the reception and care of paupers, and by ordinance transfer 
the paupers under the charge of the board of directors of 
public institutions to the care and control of the overseers of 
the poor, then said overseers of the poor shall have and ex- 
ercise all the powers, and perform all the duties, now pre- 
scribed by law, or the ordinances of the city, to said board 
of directors, or to selectmen of towns, in regard to the care, 
support and employment of paupers, so far as consistent 
with this act, and shall have the care and control of the 
buildings provided for the same. 

Sect. 187. The overseers of the poor shall have the care 
and control of the charity building, on Chardon street, and , 
of buildings used as temporary homes for the poor, and of 
the inmates thereof. 


THE CITY HOSPITAL DEPARTMENT. 


Sect. 188. The board of trustees of the city hospital 
shall consist of six persons, not members of the city council, 
appointed by the mayor, with the approval of the city council, 
and one member of the board of aldermen and two members 
of the common council, elected by concurrent vote of the 
city council. The members first appointed by the mayor 
shall hold office, two for three years, two for two years, and 
two for one year, and annually afterwards the mayor shall 
appoint, with like approval, two persons to hold office for 
three years. The members from the city council shall be 
elected annually, in January or February, to hold office 
during the remainder of the municipal year in which they 
are elected, and until others are elected in their place, or 
they are removed; and they may be removed at any time 
by the city council, and vacancies from any cause may be 
filled for the unexpired term. ‘lhe members of said board 
shall serve without compensation. 

Secr. 189. The board of trustees shall have the care and 
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management of the city hospital and of the grounds con- 
nected therewith ; and, with the approval of the mayor, shall 
appoint, and, with like approval, may remove such visiting 
and consulting physicians and surgeons, as they may deem 
expedient. The board shall annually appoint a superinten- 
dent and all necessary resident physicians and surgeons, and 
all other assistants, nurses and domestics, fix their compensa- 
tion, and may remove them at pleasure. 


THE PUBLIC LIBRARY DEPARTMENT. 


Sect. 190. The board of trustees of the public library 
shall consist of six persons, not members of the city council, 
appointed by the mayor, with the approval of the city coun- 
cil, and one member of the board of aldermen and two 
members of the common council elected by concurrent vote 
of the city council. The members first appointed by the 
mayor shall hold office, two for three years, two for two 
years and two for one year; and annually afterwards the 
mayor shall appoint, with like approval, two persons to hold 
office for three years. The members from the city council 
shall be elected annually, in January or February, to hold 
office during the remainder of the municipal year in which 
they are elected, and until others are elected in their place 
or they are removed ; and they may be removed at any time 
by the city council, and vacancies from any cause may be 
filled for the unexpired term. The members of said board 
shall serve without compensation. 

Sect. 191. The board shall have the care and manage- 
ment of the library, and of all branches thereof, and of the 
buildings provided for the same, and of the’grounds attached 
thereto. 

Secr. 192. The board of trustees, with the approval of 
the mayor, shall annually appoint a superintendent, and, 
with like approval, fix his compensation, and may remove 
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him at pleasure. They shall appoint the librarians, assist- 
ants, janitors and all other persons employed in the manage- 
ment of the library and its branches, fix their compensation, 
and may remove them at pleasure. 

Sect. 193. The board of trustees may expend, in accord- 
ance with the provisions of this act, for the purposes of 
the library, the money appropriated therefor by the city 
council, and may expend the principal or income of any 
money or property which has been, or may hereafter be, 
given for the use ‘of the library, or any of its branches, in 
accordance with the directions or conditions imposed by the 
donors thereof; an account in detail of all expenditures, to- 
gether with a statement of the condition of the library, shall 
be included in the annual report of the trustees herein re- 
quired. 

Secor. 194. When, in the judgment of the board of trus- 
tees, additional branch libraries are needed, they may, with 
the consent of the city council, establish the same. 

Secr. 195. The board of trustees shall have all the powers 
and perform all the duties prescribed by law or the ordi- 
nances of the city for such officers, except so far as they may 
be changed or modified by this act. 

Srecr. 196. All money belonging to the library, or ap- 
propriated to its use by the city council, shall be deposited 
with the treasurer of the city. | 


THE DEPARTMENT OF PUBLIC GROUNDS. 


Secor. 197. The mayor, with the approval of the city coun- 
cil, shall appoint three persons, not members of the city coun- 
cil, to constitute the board of commissioners of public 
grounds, who shall serve without compensation. One of 
said persons shall be appointed for one year, one for two 
years, and one for three years; and thereafter, annually, the 
mayor, with like approval, shall appoint one person to serve 
for the term of three years. 
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SecT. 198. The commissioners of the public .grounds 
shall have the charge, management and supervision of the 
common and public garden; of the public parks and squares 
of the city ; of the monuments, statues, and all other mat- 
ters and things appertaining thereto, and of the trees in the 
public streets and ways, except as otherwise provided herein. 

Secr. 199. The commissioners of the public grounds, 
with the approval of the mayor, annually, in January or 
February, shall appoint a superintendent, and, with the 
approval of the mayor, fix his compensation. He may be 
removed from office by the commissioners, with the approval 
of the mayor. ‘The commissioners may appoint and remove 
such number of subordinates and laborers as they deem 
necessary and expedient for the proper prosecution of the 
work entrusted to.them, and fix their compensation. 

Secor. 200. The common and public garden shall be pre- 
served for public use, and shall not be sold or leased, and no 
street or way for the use of cars or other vehicles shall be 
laid out, over or through said grounds, or any portion of them, 
unless a majority of the legal voters present and voting 
thereon shall vote in favor of such laying out at meetings 
which may be called for that purpose in the several wards by 
the board of aldermen. No statue, monument, nor permanent 
structure of any kind shall be placed upon the common, 
public garden, or any of the public parks or squares of 
the city, nor removed therefrom, except by order of the 
city council. 


BOARD OF COUNTY ACCOUNTS. 


Sror. 201. The chairman of the board of aldermen, | 
the president of the common council, and the chairman of 
the inspectors of prisons and houses of detention in the 
county of Suffolk, shall constitute a board of accounts for 
the county of Suffolk, and shall have and exercise the powers 
conferred upon the board of aldermen of the city, by 
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chapter one hundred and seventeen of the acts of the year 
eighteen hundred and sixty-six. 


OTHER OFFICERS. 


Srct. 202. The mayor, with the approval of the board 
of aldermen, shall appoint from time to time, for a term of 
one year, such and so many of the following-named officers 
as he may judge necessary for the public convenience, 
namely : — 


Measurers of Grain. 

Surveyors of Marble, Soapstone and Freestone. 
Measurers of Upper Leather. 

Inspectors of Lime. 

Weighers of Coal. 

Measurers of Wood and Bark. 

Viewers and Cullers of Hoops and Staves. 
Fence Viewers. 

Field Drivers and Pound Keepers. 


The said officers shall respectively exercise all the powers 
and perform all the duties required by law and the ordi- 
nances of the city of such officers; and, until otherwise 
changed by the city council, they shall continue to receive 
for their services the fees heretofore allowed. They may be 
removed at the pleasure of the mayor. 


GENERAL PROVISIONS. 


Srcr. 203. The several boards and commissions, unless 
otherwise provided herein or by an ordinanée of the city, shall 
organize annually, in the month of May, by the choice of one 
of their number to be chairman, and shall appoint a clerk, 
who shall not be one of their own number. They shall fix 
the compensation of their clerk, and may at any time re- 
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move him and appoint a successor. They shall preserve 
complete records of their meetings, giving the names of the 
members present, their votes and doings thereat; and shall 
cause proper books of record to be kept in the respective 
departments under their charge, exhibiting in detail all the 
transactions of said departments. 

Sect. 204. The compensation of all commissions, boards 
and officers, except as herein otherwise provided, shall be 
fixed from time to time by the city council. 

Secr. 205. All officers and persons, while receiving sal- 
aries from the city, shall be inhabitants of the city, unless 
otherwise provided by the city council. 

Srcor. 206. Any commissioner, trustee, or officer appointed 
under any of the provisions of this act by the mayor, with the 
approval of the city council, may at any time be removed by 
the mayor, with the approval of the city council, or may be 
removed by vote of two-thirds of the whole number of each 
branch of the city council, taken by yeas and nays; and, 
pending the action of the city council, the mayor may, in 
his discretion, suspend any such commissioner, trustee, or 
officer from his duties. 

Srot. 207. All officers or persons having the custody or 
control of books, records, journals, papers or documents be- 
longing to the city, or to any department or office thereof, 
shall, upon request, exhibit the same to the mayor, or to 
any member of the city council, and shall deliver the same to 
their successors in office, when duly qualified. 

Sect. 208. The board of education and the several boards, 
commissioners, trustees and officers shall make such rules 
and regulations, in accordance with law and the ordinances 
of the city, as they may deem expedient for their own gov- 
ernment, and for the government of those under their charge 
and direction, and also for the care and management of the 
several departments and institutions under their charge, un- 
less herein otherwise provided; provided, however, that the 
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‘city council may rescind or modify any of said rules or regu- 
lations which are deemed objectionable by them, except 
such as may be adopted by the police and fire commissioners 
for the discipline of members of said departments ; and any 
rule or regulation so rescinded or modified shall not be again 
adopted or altered, until it shall have been submitted to, and 
approved by, the city council. Until new rules and regula- 
tions shall have been adopted, those now in force in the 
several departments shall remain in force, except so far as 
they may be inconsistent with the provisions of this act. 

Srot. 209. No member of the city council, or of any com- 
mission or board, and no person appointed by the mayor or 
chosen by the city council, or in the service of the city gov- 
ernment, shall be interested, in his private capacity, directly 
or indirectly, in any purchase or contract for labor (except for 
payment of his official services), or for materials, goods, wares 
or merchandise of any description furnished to the city, or 
in contracts for erecting or repairing buildings, or other pub- 
lic works. <Any contract, sale, purchase, or agreement made 
in violation of the above provision shall be void, and shall 
not be certified by the auditor nor paid by the treasurer. 
Whoever violates the provisions of this section shall be sub- 
ject to the penalties provided by chapter two hundred and 
seventy-four of the statutes of eighteen hundred and seventy- 
two. 

Secr. 210. All boards and officers acting under the author- 
ity of the city, and entrusted with the expenditure of public 
money, shall be accountable therefor to the city council, in 
such manner as the city council may direct; and the city 
council may require of all persons entrusted with the collec- 
tion, custody, or disbursement of public money, bonds, with 
such conditions and sureties, as the case may in their judg- 
ment require. 

Secr. 211. All boards and heads of departments shall an- 
nually, as early as practicable after the close of each financial 
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year, severally submit to the city council full and complete re- 
ports of their doings for the previous year, and shall at the 
same time render to the auditor a statement in detail of the 
property in their possession belonging to the city ; and they 
shall at all times furnish, upon the request either of the mayor, 
the board of aldermen or the common council, estimates and 
information in regard to work under their charge and the 
condition of the departments and offices under their control. 

Sor. 212. An account of all money received for the city 
or county by any department, board or office, or by any 
county officer, as fees, fines or otherwise, shall be rendered 
to the auditor, and the money shall be paid to the collector, 
under such rules as may be prescribed by ordinance or 
established by the collector. 

Sect. 213. Whenever in the judgment of the board of edu- 
cation, or of any board or commission, a new building, or any 
addition or alteration of a building, is needed for the use of the 
department or institutions under their charge, of an estimated 
cost of over one thousand dollars, they shall make a state- 
ment in writing to the city council of the necessity of 
the proposed building, addition or alteration; and no con- 
tract for the purchase or lease of land, or for the erection, 
purchase or lease of any building, or for any addition to, 
or alteration of, any building, shall be authorized by the city 
council, until:such statement has been made, or until the 
locality and plans for the same have been submitted to the 
board of education, or to a sub-committee thereof, duly 
authorized to approve the same, if for the school department, 
or to the board or commission having the care and control of 
the department, or institution, for the use of which such land 
or building is intended; provided, however, that the city 
council may give the charge of any important undertaking 
to a’special commission, to be appointed by the mayor, with 
the approval of the city council, to whom the city council 

may commit all, or any part, of the powers given by law to 
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the city, or to any branch of the government thereof, in ref- 
erence to taking land for the proposed undertaking, or for 
the adoption of plans for the same, or for any other purpose 
connected therewith. 

Sect. 214. Every department and board shall make a 
return to the auditor, monthly, unless otherwise provided by 
ordinance, of all sums that have become due and payable to 
the city, since the last return, from all persons and corpora- 
tions, for labor or material furnished by said department ; 
and shall deliver bills for said sums to the collector for 
collection. | 

Sect. 215. All appointments to office, which by this aet 
the mayor is authorized to make, subject to approval by the 
city council, shall, in the first instance, unless otherwise pro- 
vided herein, be made before the first day of May, in the year 
eighteen hundred and seventy-six, to take effect on that day ; 
and thereafter the appointments made to fill vacancies, caused 
by the expiration of the term of service of any officers, shall 
be made within thirty days before said expiration. A va- 
cancy in any office, from any cause, shall be filled for the 
remainder of the term in the same manner as the original 
appointment, unless otherwise herein provided. 

Sect. 216. The terms of office of the.street commis- 
sioners, and of all the commissions, boards and officers 
elected by the city council, or appointed by the mayor and 
aldermen, or by the mayor and city council, and of all 
officers, clerks and assistants appointed under the authority 
of the city council, shall terminate and expire on the 
first day of May, eighteen hundred and seventy-six, or 
as soon thereafter as their successors are qualified under 
this act; unless an appointment of a successor shall be 
sooner made, as herein provided, in which case the term of 
office of the incumbent shall cease, and the person so ap- 
pointed shall enter upon his office as soon as qualified. 

Srcr. 217. All other powers not herein specially provided 
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for, and heretofore by law vested in the town or city of Bos- 
ton, or in the inhabitants thereof, as a municipal corporation, 
or in the mayor, the mayor and aldermen, or in the city council 
of the city of Boston, shall be and hereby are continued to 
be vested in the mayor, aldermen and common council of said 
city, to be exercised on the part of the city council by con- 
current vote, each board, as hereby constituted, having a 
negative upon the proceedings of the other, and the Mare 
having a veto power as herein provided. 

Sect. 218. Nothing in this act contained shall be so con- 
strued as to restrain or prevent the legislature from amend- 
ing or altermg the same whenever they shall deem it expe- 
dient. 

Sect. 219. All acts, ordinances, and parts of acts and 
ordinances, inconsistent with this act, are hereby repealed ; 
provided, however, that said repeal shall not affect any act 
done, or any right accruing or accrued, or established, or 
any suit or proceeding had or commenced in any civil case, 
before the time when such repeal shall take effect; and 
that no offence committed, and no penalty or forfeiture 
incurred, under the acts and ordinances hereby repealed, 
before the time when such repeal shall take effect, shall be 
affected by the repeal; and that no suit or prosecution pend- 
ing at the time of the said repeal for any offence committed, 
or for the recovery of any penalty or forfeiture incurred, 
under the acts or ordinances hereby repealed, shall be affected 
by such repeal. 

Srot. 220. No act which has been heretofore repealed 
shall be revived by the meas of the acts mentioned in the 
preceding section. 

Sror. 221. This act shall be Pod unless the inhabitants of 
the city of Boston, by vote, determine to adopt the same ; 
and the qualified voters of the city shall be called upon 
by the board of aldermen to give in their votes upon 
the acceptance of this act, in the various wards, on the

first Monday of October next; thereupon the same pro- 
ceedings shall be had respecting the sorting, counting, 
declaring, recording and returns of said votes, as is pro- 
-vided by law at the election of mayor; the board of 
aldermen shall, within three days, meet together and com- 
pare the returns of the ward officers; and if it appear that 
the citizens have voted to adopt this act, the mayor shall 
make proclamation of the fact; thereupon the act shall 
take effect for the purpose of electing municipal officers at 
the next annual election, and for all other purposes it shall 
take effect on the first Monday of January in the year 
eighteen hundred and seventy-six. 
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
